Section 1. That an act to regulate and prohibit the use of steel 
traps in Marengo County, Alabama, approved November 9, 1932, 
be and the same is hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To repeal an Act entitled An Act, to establish a Court of Record in Ran¬ 
dolph County, Alabama, to be known as “The Inferior Court of Ran¬ 
dolph County,” to provide for its criminal jurisdiction, to include all mis¬ 
demeanors and to provide for the civil jurisdiction thereof, to include all 
civil jurisdiction now exercised by justices of the peace, and in addition 
thereto to include all suits, actions and matters at law where the amount 
involved therein is the sum of Five Hundred and no/100 Dollars, or 
less; to provide for the officers of the said Court, their terms of office, 
the manner of their selection and election, and their powers, duties and 
compensation; to fix the fees and costs in said court; to provide for the 
rules of procedure for said court and for the operation thereof; to pro¬ 
vide for registering of judgments rendered in said court, and the effect 
thereof; to provide for the creation of two divisions of said court to be 
known and called “The Wedowee Division” and “The Roanoke Division” 
to provide for the holding of terms and sessions thereof of the Wedowee 
Division and the Roanoke Division thereof; to provide for the method 
and manner of instituting civil and criminal proceedings, therein, and the 
procedure therein; to provide for the transfer of criminal prosecutions 
for misdemeanors now or hereinafter pending in the Circuit Court to the 
said Inferior Court of Randolph County; and to provide for the transfer 
of civil suits pending in said Circuit Court, within the jurisdiction of this 
court by agreement to said Inferior Court of Randolph County; to abolish 
the County Court of Randolph County; and the office of Deputy So¬ 
licitor of Randolph County. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That an act of the legislature of Alabama entitled 
"An Act to establish a Court of Record in Randolph County Ala- 
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bama, to be known as the Inferior Court of Randolph County,” to 
provide for its criminal jurisdiction to include all misdemeanors and 
to provide for the civil jurisdiction thereof, to include all civil juris¬ 
diction now exercised by justices of the peace, and in addition 
thereto to include all suits, actions and matters at law where the 
amount involved therein is the sum of Five Hundred and no/100 
Dollars, or less to provide for the officers of the said court, their 
terms of office, the manner of their selection and election and their 
powers, duties and compensation; to fix the fees and costs in said 
court; to provide for the rules of procedure for said court and for 
the operation thereof; to provide for the registering of judgments 
rendered in said court, and the effect thereof; to provide for the 
creation of two divisions of said court to be known and called “The 
Wedowee Division” and “The Roanoke Division” to provide for 
the holding of terms and sessions thereof of the Wedowee Division 
and the Roanoke Division thereof; to provide for the method and 
manner of instituting civil and criminal proceedings, therein, and 
the procedure therein; to provide for the transfer of criminal prose¬ 
cutions for misdemeanors now or hereinafter pending in the Circuit 
Court to the said Inferior Court of Randolph County; and to pro¬ 
vide for the transfer of civil suits pending in said Circuit Court, 
within the jurisdiction of this court by agreement to said Inferior 
Court of Randolph County: to abolish the County Court of Ran¬ 
dolph County, and the office of Deputy Solicitor of Randolph 
County, passed over Governor’s veto, June 9th, 1931. Local Acts 
legislature, Pages 86 to 95. (inclusive) Be and the same is hereby 
repealed. 

Section 2. The County Court of Randolph County, Alabama 
is hereby reestablished, or created and the Inferior Court of Ran¬ 
dolph County, Alabama is hereby abolished. 

Section 3. The Judge of Probate of Randolph County, Ala¬ 
bama, shall be the Judge or ex-officio Judge of the County Court of 
Randolph County, Alabama, and shall receive compensation for 
such services, in the amount fixed by law, as to the County Court 
of said County, before the enactment of the law creating the In¬ 
ferior Court, or such compensation for such services as Judge of 
the County Court, as may be hereafter fixed by law. 

Section 4. That the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Randolph 
County, Alabama, shall be the Clerk of the County Court of Ran¬ 
dolph County, Alabama, and the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Ran¬ 
dolph County, Alabama, shall transfer all civil cases now pending 
in the Inferior Court of Randolph County, to the Circuit Court of 
Randolph County, Alabama, and that said Clerk of the Circuit 
Court of Randolph County, Alabama, shall transfer all criminal 
cases now pending in the Inferior Court of Randolph County, Ala¬ 
bama, to the County Court of Randolph County, Alabama. The 
Clerk of the Circuit Court of Randolph County, Alabama, shall be 
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and is hereby authorized, to issue executions, collect said judg¬ 
ments, and issue executions, thereon, the same as the Clerk or 
Judge of said Inferior Court could have done, but for the abolish¬ 
ment of said Inferior Court. The compensation of said Clerk of 
the Circuit Court shall be the same as for like services rendered as 
Clerk of the Circuit Court of Randolph County. 

Section 5. That the office of Deputy Solicitor of Randolph 
County Alabama, is hereby created and established under the law 
in force, before the passage of the Act establishing the Inferior 
Court of Randolph County, said compensation of such Deputy So¬ 
licitor, shall be the amount fixed by law, before the establishment 
of The Inferior Court of Randolph County, Alabama. 

Section 6. That if any section, clause or provision of this act 
shall be declared unconstitutional or void, it shall not affect nor 
destroy the validity or the remaining portion of said act. 

Section 7. That all laws and parts of laws, whether local, gen¬ 
eral or special in so far as they conflict with the provisions of this 
Act, be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its pas¬ 
sage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To repeal an act of the Legislature of Alabama passed over the Governor’s 
veto on July 25, 1931, to establish a Court of Record in Coffee County, 
Alabama, to be known as the “Inferior Court of Coffee County,” and 
to provide for the transfer of all civil and criminal cases pending on the 
Docket of said Inferior Court to other court or courts of competent 
jurisdictions, and to provide for due and legal enforcement of all judg¬ 
ments of said Inferior Court. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That an act passed by the Legislature of Alabama 
at the 1931 session and on July 25, 1931, entitled An Act, “To es¬ 
tablish a Court of Record in Coffee County, Alabama, to be known 
as the “Inferior Court of Coffee County'’; to provide for its crim¬ 
inal jurisdiction to include all misdemeanors ; and to provide for 
the civil jurisdiction now exercised by justices of the peace, and 
in addition thereto to include all suits, actions and matters at law 
where the amount involved therein is the sum of Three Hundred 
& no/100 Dollars, or less, to provide for the officers of said Court, 
their terms of office, the manner of their selection and election, and 
their powers, duties and compensation; to fix the fees and costs 
in said court; to provide for the rules of procedure for said court 
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and for the operation thereof; to provide for the registering of 
judgments rendered in said court, and the effect thereof; to provide 
for the holding of terms and sessions thereof in the Elba Division 
and in the Enterprise Division thereof; to provide for the 
method and manner of instituting civil and criminal proceedings 
therein, and the procedure therein; to provide for the transfer of 
criminal prosecutions for misdemeanors now or hereinafter pend¬ 
ing in the Circuit Court to the Inferior Court of Coffee County; 
and to provide for the transfer of civil suits pending in said Cir¬ 
cuit Court, within the jurisdiction of this court, by agreement,” be, 
and the same is hereby, repealed. 

Section 2. That this act shall take effect immediately upon 
its passage and approval. 

Section 3. That prosecutions pending on the Docket of said 
Inferior Court which were begun by indictment by the Grand 
Jury of said County be transferred to the Circuit Court. 

Section 4. That prosecutions pending on the Docket of said 
Inferior Court which were begun by affidavit and warrant and 
prosecutions be appealed from Justice of the Peace Courts shall 
be transferred to' the Grand Jury of said County, and civil cases 
pending on the Docket of said Inferior Court shall be transferred 
to the Circuit Court of said County or other courts of competent 
jurisdictions. And the Circuit Clerk of Coffee County, Alabama, 
shall have the authority to make said transfers in all cases as is 
provided by this act, and as otherwise provided by the general 
laws of Alabama not in conflict with this repealing act. 

Section 5. That judgments of said Inferior Court shall be en¬ 
forced by the Circuit Court of Coffee County, Alabama, as pro¬ 
vided by law for the enforcements of the judgments of the said 
Circuit Court. 

Section 6. That if for any reason any section, provision or 
clause of this act shall be held unconstitutional or invalid then 
that fact shall not destroy the constitutionality or validity of this 
repealing act except as to that clause, provision or section so held 
to be unconstitutional or invalid.

AN ACT 

To allow the Sheriff of Elmore County, Alabama, an additional deputy sheriff 
to that now provided by law, to fix the salary of said deputy and make the 
same payable out of the General funds of Elmore County in monthly in¬ 
stallments, said deputy sheriff to be appointed by the Sheriff of Elmore 
County and to be located at Tallassee, Alabama, and shall be eligible to 
perform duties of his office anywhere in said County, and to require bond 
of said deputy sheriff and fix the amount thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Sheriff of Elmore County, Alabama, is 
hereby allowed an additional deputy to the deputy or deputies now 
provided by law, which said deputy sheriff shall be appointed by 
the Sheriff of Elmore County, Alabama, and said deputy shall be 
located at, and shall reside during the period of his appointment as 
such, at Tallassee, Alabama; and he shall receive a salary of 
$15.00.00 dollars per annum, to be paid in twelve equal monthly 
installments out of the general fund of said Elmore County; and 
the said deputy shall be eligible to perform the duties of deputy 
sheriff anywhere in said County. 

Section 2. That on the first day of each month, a statement 
of the name and amount due the said deputy sheriff shall be fur¬ 
nished to the Commissioners Court of Elmore County by the 
Sheriff; and it shall thereupon be the duty of the said Court to 
order a warrant drawn upon the general fund of the County, pay¬ 
able to the said deputy sheriff, for the amount of one montlTs 
salary, as hereinabove provided. 

Section 3. That said deputy sheriff shall, before entering upon 
his duties as such deputy sheriff, take and file with the Judge of 
Probate of Elmore County the oath of office required by law, and 
in accordance with the provisions of the Constitution of Alabama, 
and shall execute and file a bond with good and sufficient surety 
in the sum of not less than one thousand dollars and not more than 
three thousand dollars, the amount of same to be fixed by the 
Sheriff, to be payable to and approved by the Sheriff of said County, 
and conditioned for the faithful performance and discharge of his 
duties as such Deputy Sheriff. 

Section 4. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act, be, and the same are hereby expressly 
repealed; and that this Act shall be in full force and effect from and 
after its passage by the Legislature and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for 
Chambers County, Alabama, to fix his term of office, to prescribe his 
salary and provide the manner of payment of the same; to define his 
qualifications, powers and duties, and to provide that women who meet 
the requirements of this Act are eligible to nomination and election to 
the office of County Superintendent of Education of Chambers County, 
Alabama; to provide for the election of his successor in office; and to 
provide for his removal by the County Board of Education for good 
cause. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That a County Superintendent of Education for 
Chambers County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified elec¬ 
tors of Chambers County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That immediately after the passage of this Act, a 
special election shall be called by the Probate Judge of Chambers 
County, Alabama, and held in Chambers County, Alabama, the 
expenses thereof to be paid out of the general funds of said County, 
for the purpose of electing a County Superintendent of Education 
for Chambers County, Alabama, by the qualified electors thereof, 
and who shall assume the duties of his office on July 1, 1936, and 
shall hold office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
of January, 1941, or until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 3. That there shall be elected at the general election in 
the State of Alabama in 1940, and every four (4) years thereafter 
a County Superintendent of Education for Chambers County, Ala¬ 
bama, by the qualified electors of said County, and who shall hold 
office for a term of four years from the first Monday after the sec¬ 
ond Tuesday in January, next after his election and until his suc¬ 
cessor is elected and qualified. 

Section 4. That nominations for the office of County Super¬ 
intendent of Education for Chambers County, Alabama, shall be 
made in the primary elections as provided for the other County 
offices. 

Section 5. That the salary of said County Superintendent of 
Education shall be fixed by the County Board of Education of 
Chambers County, Alabama, which salary shall not be less than 
$2000.00 nor more than $3,000.00 per annum and which salary shall 
be paid in the same manner as now provided under the general 
laws of the State of Alabama for the payment of County Superin¬ 
tendent of Education in the several Counties of the State. 

Section 6. That said County Superintendent of Education shall 
be charged with the same duties and shall exercise the same powers 
as are now or as may hereafter be provided by the general school 
laws of the State of Alabama, and no person shall be eligible for 



political party nomination, or for election to the office of County 
Superintendent of Education of Chambers County who does not 
hold an Alabama Certificate in Administration and Supervision, 
based on at least and as a minimum upon graduation from a stand¬ 
ard Normal School or equivalent education, with at least one year 
of Additional study of college grade and proof of three (3) years 
of successful teaching experience. Before any person shall qualify 
as a candidate for the office of County Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion for Chambers County, Alabama, he shall file with the Judge 
of Probate of said County a certificate signed by the State Super¬ 
intendent of Education that such person holds an Alabama Certifi¬ 
cate in Administration and Supervision as herein set forth and as 
required by the law of Alabama prescribing the qualifications of 
County Superintendents of Education. 

Section 7. Before entering upon the duties of office of County 
Superintendent of Education, the person elected thereto shall exe¬ 
cute and file a bond in the office of the Judge of Probate of Cham¬ 
bers County, Alabama, in such sum as may be required by the 
State Board of Education, with some surety company as surety, 
authorized to do business in Alabama, conditioned upon the faith¬ 
ful discharge of the duties of the office of County Superintendent 
of Education, and to account for all moneys and property of the 
State or County coming into his hands or possession as such County 
Superintendent of Education. 

Section 8. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to prevent 
women who meet the requirements of this Act from being nomi¬ 
nated and elected to the office of County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation and where the words, “he,” “him,” or “his,” appear in this 
Act, they shall also be construed to include “she,” or “her” in the 
purview of this Act. 

Section 9. In the event that the office of County Superinten¬ 
dent of Education of Chambers County shall become vacant for 
any cause, then the County Board of Education of said County 
shall elect a County Superintendent of Education of Chambers 
County, Alabama, who meets the requirements of this Act and the 
qualifications set out herein, to serve until the next general elec¬ 
tion and no longer, and the person so elected at such election shall 
hold office until the expiration of the unexpired term of his prede¬ 
cessor by election. 

Section 10. Should there be no one offering for the office of 
County Superintendent of Education, or should there be no one 
who meets the requirements and qualifications of this Act for 
County Superintendent of Education of Chambers County, Ala¬ 
bama, then, in either event, the County Board of Education of 
Chambers County, Alabama, shall have authority to elect a County 
Superintendent of Education to serve until the next general elec¬ 
tion and no longer. 
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Section 11. For good cause, the County Board of Education 
for Chambers County, Alabama, shall have the authority to remove 
the County Superintendent of Education, provided, that charges 
or specifications for removal shall be reduced to writing and signed 
by the Chairman of said Board of Education and approved by a 
majority of the said County Board of Education and served on the 
County Superintendent of Education at least ten days before the 
day set for the hearing which shall be public. Good cause shall be 
held to include only immorality, misconduct in office, incompetency 
or wilful neglect of duty of office. Such charges must be proved 
by competent and relevant testimony, under oath, and the County 
Superintendent of Education shall be entitled to' be heard in his 
defense in person or by attorney or both. In the event of removal 
by the County Board of Education, the right of appeal to the Cir¬ 
cuit Court shall be given to the County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation on which trial he may demand a trial by jury. The hear¬ 
ing before the County Board of Education shall be governed by 
the same rules, regulations and laws regulating the impeachment 
of County officers. 

Section 12. Should a court of competent jurisdiction declare 
any clause, section, or part of Section of this Act unconstitutional, 
then the remaining parts of this Act shall be and remain in full 
force and effect. 

Section 13. All laws, general, special or local, iri conflict with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

“To rearrange and fix the boundary lines and show the lands included in 

the town of Mignon, Talladega County, Alabama.” 

Section 1. Be it enacAed by the Legislature of Alabama that on and 
after the date of the passage of this bill the boundary lines and 
limits of the town of Mignon, Talladega County, Alabama, shall 
embrace an area of land as follows, to-wit: Beginning at the South¬ 
east. corner of the N W %. of Section 20, Township 21 South, Range 
4 East, thence North along the West side of the E Yz of Section 20 
to the North boundary of said Section 20, thence West along the 
North boundary of Sections 20 and 19 to the West right of way 
line of the Central of Georgia Railroad, thence in a Northerly direc¬ 
tion with the meanderings of the right of way of said railroad to 
a point just North of the Odens Mill and to a place where the pub¬ 
lic road known as “Herd’s Gap Road” crosses Shirtee Creek; thence 
in a Southerly direction along the center line of said “Herd’s Gap 
Road” to the center line of the Sylacauga-Childersburg Road; 
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thence in an Easterly direction along the center line of said road 
to a line running North and South and 100 feet West of the East

Range 4 East; thence East along the South line of Section 20 to

(S. 137—Riddle 


“To exempt all persons from performing road duty in Talladega County and 

to prevent the collection of road tax and street tax in said county.” 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section I. On and after the date of the passage of this bill all 
persons who reside in Talladega county are exempt from road duty, 
and the governing body of said county and all the governing bodies 
of cities and towns in said county are hereby prohibited from levy¬ 
ing or collecting street tax and road tax, whether the same is now 
due or is hereafter to become due. 

Section II. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this act 
are hereby expressly repealed. 

Approved June 3, 1935.

AN ACT 

To authorize, empower and direct the Board of Revenue or Court of County 
Revenue or other like governing body for Colbert County, Alabama to 
provide for and furnish to Deputy or County Solicitors for said County 
suitable office space in the Courthouse of said County, and office sup¬ 
plies, stationery and telephone for said office and to provide for the 
renting of such offices in the town of the County Site of Colbert County, 
Alabama, if in their judgment proper office space is not available in the 
Courthouse, and to pay for said rent, office supplies, stationery and tele¬ 
phone by warrants drawn by the Judge of the Probate Court as Chair¬ 
man of the Board of Revenue or Court of County Revenues, or other 
like governing body for said County, and payable out of the general 
funds of said County.

rently with the Circuit Court of Elmore County, Alabama, of all 
matters, suits and actions at law which are in amount more than 
the jurisdiction of the justices of the peace, and less than the sum 
of $300.01, provided, however, that the said court shall not have and 
exercise civil jurisdiction of actions of libel, slander, assault and 
battery or ejectment or actions in the nature of ejectments; and the 
said court shall have original jurisdiction, concurrent with the Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Elmore County, Alabama, of all misdemeanors com¬ 
mitted in Elmore County, Alabama; and it shall have preliminary 
jurisdiction of all felonies, concurrent with the several justices of 
the peace of said county, committed in Elmore County, Alabama. 
And the said court shall have appellate jurisdiction of all of the 
justices of the peace court and municipal courts in said county, and, 
on and after the effective date of this act all appeals from all of the 
justices of the peace and municipal courts in said county shall be 
returnable to. and triable de novo in said court. The jurisdiction, 
both civil and criminal, of the said court, as hereinabove provided, 
shall be coextensive with the county. 

Section 3. The Judge of said court shall have been a resident 
in and a qualified elector of Elmore County for at least two years 
at the time of his appointment or election, and shall reside in the 
said county during his continuance in office. He shall be at least 
25 years of age. and shall be learned in the law and admitted to the 
practice of law ; he shall not during his term of office act as attorney 
in any case or matter that has previously been in or is in this court, 
but may practice in all other matters and courts. That immediately 
upon the passage and approval of this act the Senate of the State of 
Alabama shall elect a Judge of the said court, whose term of office 
shall be until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in Jan¬ 
uary, 1937, and until his successor is elected and qualified; and 
the successor of the said judgeship shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of Elmore County, Alabama, at the general election in the 
year 1936, whose term of office shall be four years, and until his 
his successor is elected and qualified, and every four years there¬ 
after. Upon the appointment or election of the Judge of the said 
Court, the Governor shall issue commission to him as such Judge; 
and such Judge, before entering upon the duties of his office, shall 
take the oath of office in the form required by law to be taken by 
Judges of the Circuit Court of this State and he shall be remov¬ 
able from office for the same causes and in the same manner as 
is now or may be hereafter provided for removal of Circuit Judges. 
In the event of a vacancy caused by the resignation, removal or 
death of said Judge, or for other causes, the Governor shall fill the 
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same by appointment and the person so appointed shall hold office 
as is provided in Section 1587 of the Constitution. In case the 
Judge of said Court shall be unable at any time to discharge the 
duties of his office by reason of sickness, disqualification or other 
causes, the Judge shall make, or cause to be made by the Clerk 
thereof, an order setting forth the reasons of his inability to sit in 
said Court, and the said order shall be spread on the minutes of the 
Court. Thereupon the Circuit Judge of said county shall, by order 
which shall be entered on the minutes of said Court, designate and 
appoint some practicing attorney of the county who is learned in 
the law, as Special Judge thereof, and the person so designated and 
appointed shall perform all of the duties and exercise all of the 
powers and authority of such Judge, and shall hold said office un¬ 
til the regular Judge thereof shall resume his duties; the said Spe¬ 
cial Judge shall receive for his compensation Five Dollars ($5.00) 
for each day he serves as such Judge of said Court payable in the 
same manner and from the same funds as the compensation of the 
regular Judge is paid. Said Judge shall have authority to adminis¬ 
ter oaths and take acknowledgments and affidavits in all cases. 

Section 4. The Judge of said Court shall receive a salary of 
Eighteen Hundred Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly 
installments out of the general fund of Elmore County, Alabama, 
upon the warrant of the Probate Judge of Elmore County, Ala¬ 
bama, which he is hereby authorized and directed to issue monthly, 
and which warrants shall be a preferred claim against, said general 
fund. 

Section 5. The Clerk of the Circuit Court of Elmore County, 
Alabama, shall act and be Clerk of the Inferior Court of Elmore 
County, hereby established, and he shall keep a civil and criminal 
docket of all cases brought before the said Court, and all of the min¬ 
utes and records as are now required by law to be kept by Clerks 
of the Circuit Courts, and he shall have authority to issue all neces¬ 
sary summons and complaints as to all cases filed in said court, and 
all other civil and criminal process which Clerks of the Circuit 
Courts are now required or empowered by law to issue. He shall 
have authority to swear witnesses at the trial of all cases in said 
Court. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to tax and collect in each 
civil and criminal case in said Inferior Court the same costs and 
fees for services of the Solicitor, the Clerk, the Sheriff and the 
witnesses as are now, allowed by law to be taxed, charged and col¬ 
lected in the Circuit Courts of this State, which he shall disburse 
as is now required of said fees in the Circuit Courts of Elmore 
County, Alabama, except as may be hereinafter provided. It shall 
also be his duty to collect, or receive from the Sheriff, all fines and 
forfeitures in said Court, which, together with the Solicitor's fees 
taxed and collected in said Court, he shall pay into the fine and 
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forfeiture fund of Elmore County, in the same manner as now pro¬ 
vided for the disposition of such funds in the Circuit Court of 
Elmore County, Alabama. The Clerk shall tax in each civil case, 
except when the amount involved is less than $101.00, a trial fee 
of Two Dollars, and shall tax in all criminal cases a trial fee of 
Five Dollars, to be collected as all other costs are collected, and 
when collected paid into and become a part of the general fund of 
the county. Witness fees taxed and collected in civil cases shall 
be retained by the Clerk and paid over to the witnesses entitled to 
the same, provided, however, that witnesses shall have five days 
after their attendance upon the court in any case therein pending, 
to prove their attendance and to be issued a witness certificate, and, 
failing therein, no costs shall be taxed on account of the said at¬ 
tendance of such witnesses; and provided further, that in case civil 
witness certificates are not, presented to the Clerk for payment 
within 90 days after the payment of the costs in the cases in which 
the said certificates were issued, the said witness fee shall revert 
to the general fund of the county and shall be paid by said Clerk 
into the County Treasury for the use of the said fund, and the 
said Clerk shall pay over to the County Treasurer all such reverted 
fees in his hands on the first Monday in each month. State witness 
fees in criminal cases shall be taxed, collected, paid into and dis¬ 
bursed from the fine and forfeiture fund of Elmore County, Ala¬ 
bama. That each witness attending Court in civil cases shall be 
entitled to seventy-five cents (75c) per day and five cents (5c) per 
mile actually travelled by the most direct route in going to court 
and returning home, the said witness fees to be taxed as a part of 
the costs and to be collected and disposed of as herein provided. 
The said Clerk shall attend upon the sessions of said Court at such 
hours as are designated by the Judge thereof and shall perform 
such other duties as may be prescribed by the Judge of the said 
Court and by this act, either in person or by deputy. The said 
Clerk shall issue certificates of judgments of said Court, in the same 
form as is now provided by law for issuance of certificates of judg¬ 
ments from the Circuit Courts, for which he shall be allowed the 
same fees as are now allowed in the Circuit Courts. The certifi¬ 
cates of judgments hereinabove provided to be issued by the Clerk 
shall, upon being filed for record in the Probate Office of any 
county of this State become a lien in the same manner and under 
the same regulations as now provided and may hereafter be pro¬ 
vided for certificates of judgments issued out of courts of record; 
the Clerk of said court, before entering into the duties of his office, 
shall give bond in such penal sum as may be prescribed by the 
Court of County Commissioners of Elmore County, Alabama, pay¬ 
able and conditioned as are official bonds required of Clerks of the 
Circuit Courts, to be taken and approved by the Judge of said 
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Court, and recorded in the Probate Office of Elmore County, Ala¬ 
bama, and upon said bonds there shall be the same liabilities and 
remedies as upon bonds of the Clerks of the Circuit Court of this 
State. The premium on said bond or bonds shall be paid out of 
the general fund of the County. The Clerk shall receive the same 
fees and costs as are now allowed by law to Clerks of the Circuit 
Courts of this State, as his compensation. The Clerk shall receive 
a fee of One Dollar for each writ of arrest issued by him, to be 
taxed and collected as other costs are taxed and collected. 

Section 6. The Sheriff of Elmore County shall, in person, or 
by deputy, be required to attend upon the said court and to preserve 
order and execute all writs or process issued therefrom, and to 
perform such other duties in all respects as he is required by law to 
perform in the Circuit Court of Elmore County; and for such serv¬ 
ices of attending said court the Sheriff shall receive the sum of 
Two Dollars per clay payable out of the fine and forfeiture fund 
on warrant of the Clerk of the said court; and for all services ren¬ 
dered by him, other than attendance upon the court hereinabove 
provided for, he shall receive the same costs and fees as are allowed 
by law for similar services performed and done in the Circuit 
Courts. 

Section 7. That the deputy Solicitor for Elmore County shall 
prosecute for the State all cases in said court. The salary of the 
deputy Solicitor for Elmore County shall be the salary now pro¬ 
vided by law for deputy Solicitors in counties where Circuit or 
County Court is held at only one place, to be paid in the manner 
now provided by law. 

Section 8. That there shall be a Tallassee Division and a 
Wetumpka Division of the said court, and the said Tallassee Di¬ 
vision shall include and be composed of the following beats or 
precincts in Elmore County, viz: Precinct 1, precinct 2, precinct 3, 
precinct 4, precinct 13 and precinct 19 ; and the said Wetumpka 
Division shall include and be composed of the following precincts 
in Elmore County, viz: Precinct 5, precinct 6, precinct 7, precinct 
8, precinct 9, precinct 10, precinct 11, precinct 12, precinct 14, 
precinct 15, precinct 16, precinct 17 and precinct 18. The sessions 
of the said court of the said Tallassee Division shall be held at some 
place in the Town of Tallassee or in the police jurisdiction thereof, 
and the sessions of the said court of the said Wetumpka Division 
shall be held at the Court House in the Town of Wetumpka. The 
said court, at the discretion of the Judge, shall be open any day 
during the week, except Sunday, for the trial of cases coming 
within the jurisdiction of said court. Provided, further, that on 
the first Monday of each month there shall be held a session of said 
court for the handling, trial and disposition of all cases therein 
pending, in the Wetumpka Division of Elmore County, Alabama, 
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which shall continue as long as necessary to dispose of the docket; 
and that on the third Monday of each month there shall be held a 
session of said court for the handling, trial and disposition of all 
cases therein pending in the Tallassee Division of Elmore County, 
Alabama, which shall continue as long as necessary to dispose of 
the docket. But any session of said court in either Division of said 
County may be dispensed with, and continued, by the Judge when, 
in the opinion and judgment of the Judge, the public necessity re¬ 
quires the continuance of the same. Provided, further, that as to 
all civil and criminal actions of which the said court shall have 
jurisdiction, including all appeals from any justices of the peace 
court or municipal court, the venue of the acts shall be determined 
as if the two divisions of the county hereinabove provided for, each 
constituted a separate county, except that after any actions insti¬ 
tuted in either division of the court, the Judge of the court shall 
have the power and authority to order the transfer or removal of 
any such action to the other division of the court for trial. All 
suits and actions on contract or in tort except as otherwise provided 
in this act must be brought in the division in which the defendant 
or one of them resides or in which the debt was created or cause 
of action arose. 

Section 9. That all prosecutions for misdemeanors may be in¬ 
stituted in said court by making affidavit before the Judge or the 
clerk of the said court, the writ on said affidavit to be issued by 
the clerk; and that in all preliminary proceedings in prosecutions 
for felonies begun in said court, the same may be instituted by 
affidavit before the Judge, the writ thereon to be issued by the 
Judge or the Clerk. And when the defendant is arrested on affi¬ 
davit and warrant charging a misdemeanor the said case shall go 
to the docket for trial and be tried as though the defendant had 
been indicted by a Grand Jury, except as hereinafter provided, pro¬ 
vided further, that the defendant shall not be put upon trial in any 
cause within five days of his arrest, except with his consent. That 
on and after the effective date of this act each and every indictment 
returned by a Grand Jury of Elmore County against persons 
charged with the commission of a misdemeanor, shall immediately 
be transferred from the Circuit Court to the Inferior Court of El¬ 
more County by order of the Circuit Judge, and that thereupon the 
jurisdiction of said Inferior Court of Elmore County shall attach in 
said cases and the jurisdiction of said Circuit Court therein shall 
cease. The Judge of said Court shall have the right and authority 
to issue all processes returnable into his court that are not espe¬ 
cially provided to be issued by the clerk of said court, but he shall 
not prepare any summons and complaints, garnishments, detinue 
attachments, papers or other right of processes issuing out of said 
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court. All writs must be made returnable to the division of this 
court, in which the alleged crime was committed. 

Section 10. That the Clerk of said court may appoint a Deputy 
or Deputies of said court, who shall hold office at the will of the 
Clerk and receive such portion of the fees in this act provided by 
the Clerk as the Clerk of said court may designate. Any such 
Deputy so appointed by the Clerk shall have the right in the name 
of the Clerk to file papers and to do all things herein provided to 
be done by the Clerk except collect and disburse money. 

Section 11. That all criminal cases in said court shall be tried 
by the Judge thereof without a jury as prescribed by Section 3830 
of the Code, and the accused shall not have the right to demand a 
trial by jury as was prescribed by Section 6718 of the Code of 
1907, but in all trials of criminal cases in said court, the Judge shall 
determine both the law and the facts without the intervention of a 
jury, and in cases of conviction the defendant shall have the right 
to appeal to the Circuit Court as provided for in Section 3837 of the 
Code except that appeal bonds shall be approved by the Clerk of 
the court, and a jury trial may there be had on the demand of the 
defendant as prescribd by law. 

Section 12. A party aggrieved or desiring to bring a charge of 
misdemeanor before this court may, upon applying to the Judge or 
Clerk for a warrant of arrest and upon making affidavit in writing 
that he has probable cause for believing and does believe, that an 
offense (designating the misdemeanor by name, or by some other 
phrase which in common parlance designates it) has been com¬ 
mitted on the person, or property, or as the case may be, of A.B. 
(naming the person injured, or as the case may be), then the Judge 
or Clerk of said court shall examine the affiant under oath, and 
other witnesses if he so desires, touching the offense charged in the 
affidavit, and if the Judge or Clerk has probable cause for believing 
that the offense alleged in the affidavit has been committed he shall 
issue his warrant of arrest as hereinabove provided. When there 
is an objection to the validity or sufficiency of any affidavit, com¬ 
plaint or warrant pending in this court the Solicitor or other person 
prosecuting for the State, shall have the right to amend any or all 
the papers to which the objection is directed; or the Solicitor may 
instead of amending the papers, make a brief statement of the cause 
of complaint signed by him, which may be substantially in the form 
provided in Section 3835 of the Code, and may be amended as 
therein provided. Thereupon the court shall proceed to try the 
case either upon the original papers, or the original as amended, or 
upon the statement or statements filed by the Solicitor or other 
person prosecuting for the State. 

Section 13. That all proceedings in said court as to judgment 
for fine and costs, confession of judgment and executions thereon. 
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sentence to jail and/or hard labor for fines and costs, and as addi¬ 
tional punishment, bail, conditional judgments, forfeitures, judg¬ 
ments, final and alias warrants of arrest, shall be the same in such 
Inferior Court as are now, or may hereafter be, provided for by law 
in the Circuit Courts; and conditional judgments may be set aside 
therein, reduced or made absolute, and the same orders and judg¬ 
ments may be made and taken in such matters as could be made or 
taken in the Circuit Courts; and the same procedure shall be fol¬ 
lowed. 

Section 14. The trial of all criminal appeals from this court in 
the Circuit Court shall be de novo, and without any indictment or 
presentment by the Grand Jury; but the Solicitor shall make a 
brief statement of the cause of complaint signed by him, in sub¬ 
stantially the form prescribed by Section 3843 of the Code; on the 
trial of such appeal the court shall be governed by the same rules 
as to evidence, practice, find of the jury and punishment as if the 
case had originated in that court. 

Section 15. When brought before the said Inferior Court for 
trial, the accused, if he demands it, must be furnished with a copy 
of the accusation as contained in the warrant of arrest. 

Section 16. That all general laws relating to misdemeanors, 
now in force or that may hereafter be enacted, shall apply to and 
extend to such court, unless the contrary be expressly provided or 
limited by said laws so enacted. 

Section 17. That in all civil cases pending on the docket of the 
Circuit Court of Elmore County, which are within the jurisdiction 
of this court, the parties thereto may, by agreement in writing filed 
in said Circuit Court, agree to transfer said causes to the said 
Inferior Court of Elmore County; and that it shall be the duty of 
the Clerk of the Circuit Court, immediately upon the filing of said 
agreement, to transfer such civil cases and to certify all papers and 
proceedings therein to the said Inferior Court, and that thereupon 
the jurisdiction of said court as to said cases shall attach, and the 
jurisdiction of the Circuit Court shall cease. 

Section 18. That in all civil actions including appeals from 
municipal and justice courts, the pleadings and process and the 
time for filing pleadings shall conform to and be governed by the 
statute and rules obtaining in the Circuit Court of Elmore County, 
Alabama, except the issuance, levy and collection of executions from 
this Court shall be controlled by the laws now applicable to justice 
courts of this State. 

Section 19. That in all civil matters transferred to this court 
or begun in this court by appeal from the justice of the peace courts 
the trial of the same shall in all respects be governed by the same 
rule of pleading, evidence, procedure and practice as now obtain or 
govern in the Circuit Courts of this State except as hereinafter pro- 
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vided. Provided that a party litigent after being served with statu¬ 
tory interrogatories shall be required to answer the same within 
thirty days, and upon his failure to do so shall be subject to the 
same pains and penalties as is now provided by law for failure to 
answer interrogatories propounded in the Circuit Court. And pro¬ 
vided, further, that any party desiring to appeal from any judgment 
rendered in said court shall give security for the cost of the appeal 
to be approved by the Clerk; or when the judgment is for the 
payment of money or for the recovery of personal property or the 
possession of real or personal property, by giving a supersedeas 
bond with good and sufficient security payable to and approved by 
the Clerk, with the condition that if he fail in the appeal he will 
pay such judgment as the appellate Court may render in the prem¬ 
ises and all such cost and damages as any party aggrieved may 
sustain by reason of the wrongful appeal and suspension of the 
execution of the judgment, if the said party appealing desires to 
have the said judgment superseded; which said appeal bonds and 
supersedeas bonds and security for costs must be filed with the 
Clerk within ten days from the date of rendition of the said judg¬ 
ment. 

Section 20. That all civil cases in said court shall be tried by 
the Judge of said court without the intervention of a jury, the 
Judge shall determine both the law and the facts, and either party 
shall have the right to appeal to the Circuit Court as hereinabove 
provided, and on appeal either party may demand a trial by jury 
on the trial in Said Circuit Court, and the trial in said Circuit, Court 
shall be de novo. 

Section 21. That final judgments rendered in civil causes in 
such court shall after the expiration of ten days from their rendi¬ 
tion be taken and deemed to have passed beyond the control of the 
court, as if such term of the court at which said judgments were 
rendered had ended, provided, however, that nothing herein con¬ 
tained shall prevent the parties from filing a motion to vacate, set 
aside or modify such judgment or grant a new trial or rehearing 
within ten days or change or destroy the office of motion for a new 
trial or rehearing, when so made. Such motions shall be filed with 
the Clerk of such court and called to the attention of the court, and 
the court may thereupon hear said motion or make an order con¬ 
tinuing such motion for hearing at a future day, which motion shall 
be heard and determined within thirty days from the date of ren¬ 
dering of said judgment. 

Section 22. The Judge of said court shall have the power to 
punish for contempt in all cases where judges of the Circuit Courts 
of this state can punish for contempt, by fine not exceeding $50.00 
and by imprisonment not exceeding five days, either or both. 
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Section 23. The Judge of said court shall keep an office in the 
Court House of said County, or in such other suitable place in 
Elmore County as the Court of County Commissioners may pro¬ 
vide; and it shall be the duty of the said Court of County Com¬ 
missioners to provide such office for said Judge, and to furnish and 
supply the same with the necessary fixtures, stationery, stamps, 
telephone, lights, heat, etc.; and it shall be the duty of the said 
Court of County Commissioners and they are hereby directed and 
authorized to supply the Clerk of the said court the necessary min¬ 
ute books, dockets, blank forms, record books and such other books, 
records and blank forms as are reasonably necessary to the dis¬ 
patch of the business of the said court. 

Section 24. That the County Court of Elmore County, Ala¬ 
bama, be and the same is hereby abolished, and the Inferior Court 
of Elmore County created under this Act. be and the same is hereby 
substituted, and all cases now pending in said court shall by the 
Clerk of said court be transferred from the docket of said court 
to the Inferior Court of Elmore County. The Clerk of this court 
shall have the authority to issue process on the judgments of 
county court rendered before the abolition of said court by this 
Act. 

Section 25. That if, for any reason, any section, clause or pro¬ 
vision of this Act shall be declared to be invalid or unconstitutional 
it shall not be held to effect any other section, clause or provision, 
but the same shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 26. That all laws and parts of laws, whether local, 
general or special in so far as they conflict with the provisions of 
this Act be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 27. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To repeal an Act to abolish the office of County Treasurer for Etowah County, 
Alabama, and to invest the Board of Revenue of said County with all 
the powers of County Treasurer for said County and to require of such 
Board all the duties now, or which may hereafter by law be, required of 
County Treasurers for said County and to further define the powers and 
duties of the Board of Revenue of said County, approved July 20, 1931. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Act of the Legislature of Alabama entitled 
An Act to abolish the office of County Treasurer for Etowah 
County, Alabama, and to invest the Board of Revenue of said 
county with all the powers of County Treasurer for said county 
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and to require of such Board all the duties now or which may here¬ 
after by law be required of County Treasurers for said County and 
to further define the powers and duties of the Board of Revenue 
of said county, approved July 20, 1931, be, and the same is hereby 
repealed. 

Section 2. Be It Further Enacted that his Repealing Act shall 
go into effect upon the approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To establish a County Depository in lieu of County Treasurer for Etowah 
County, to provide for security of County funds in such depository, and 
prescribe the duties of such depository; to provide for payment of all 
County funds to the depository and the method thereof; to provide for 
designation of a County Treasurer and his duties if Board of Revenue 
shall be unable to secure a depository as herein provided. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section I: That after the passage and approval of this Act, it 
shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue of Etowah County to 
select by order spread upon its minutes, a bank incorporated under 
the laws of the State, or a National Bank, as a depository for all 
County funds. Such bank shall secure all deposits of County funds 
by adequate bond to be fixed and approved by the Board of Reve¬ 
nue of Etowah County, or by the deposit of solvent bonds belong¬ 
ing to such bank, such security to be not less than Fifty Thousand 
($50,000.00) Dollars, or such other sum as the Board of Revenue 
shall fix having due regard to the safety of the County funds. 

Section II: The depository herein provided is charged with 
the following duties: 1. To receive and keep the money of the 
County and disburse the same as herein provided. 2. Such depos¬ 
itory shall pay out no money of the County, except on warrants 
drawn upon it in the name of the Board of Revenue of Etowah 
County, signed by the President of the Board, and countersigned 
by one of the members of the Board. 3. To number and register 
in the order in which they are presented all warrants which have 
been drawn upon the several funds of the County, such registra¬ 
tion showing the number, date and amount of each warrant, to 
whom payable, the date presented and the fund upon which drawn, 
and except it is otherwise provided by law to pay the same in the 
order of registration. 4. Upon the registration of a warrant the 
depository shall endorse thereon the number and date of registra¬ 
tion. 5. To keep a correct account of the receipts and disburse¬ 
ments of all money received by it for the County, charging itself 
with all moneys so received of whom, on what account, and the 
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amount, and crediting itself with all payments. 6. To submit to 
the Board of Revenue at the first term in each year, and on such 
other occasions as requested by the Board, the registers of claims 
against the several funds, its accounts balanced since the last pre¬ 
vious statement, and vouchers for payment. 

Section III: After the selection and qualification of such 
depository all funds belonging to the County shall be paid by the 
officers collecting the same to said depository, and such officers 
shall file depository receipts with the Board of Revenue for such 
deposits. Such depository shall not be paid any compensation for 
its service as such, but the Board of Revenue may pay the pre¬ 
mium on any bond that may be required to secure the safe keeping 
of the County funds. 

Section IV: If said Board of Revenue shall be unable to secure 
a depository, as herein provided, then said Board may designate 
some individual to act as County Treasurer, as provided by the 
general law relating to County Treasurers, except as the same may 
be modified by local laws relating to Etowah County. 

Section V: All laws and parts of laws, general or special, in 
conflict with this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section VI: This Act shall take effect upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, the public good requiring it.

AN ACT 

To authorize and direct the Court of County Commissioners of Chambers 
County, Alabama, to pay for advertising the notice and substance of 
local Bills to be introduced in the Legislature for said County, when due 
proof has been made of the correctness of the charges for advertising 
as other claims against the County are. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Court of County Commissioners of Cham¬ 
bers County, Alabama, be and is hereby authorized and directed 
to pay for advertising the notice and substance of local Bills to be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama for said County, when 
due proof of the correctness of the account has been made thereof 
as in other cases of claims or charges are made against the County. 
This Act shall only apply to local Bills that apply to the entire 
County of Chambers. 

Section 2. The provisions of Section 1 of this Act shall apply 
to all advertising charges for local Bills published during the pres¬ 
ent session of the Legislature of Alabama. 

Section 3. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this Act 
be, and they are hereby repealed. 
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Section 4. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for one jury box in St. Clair County, and to provide for the 
drawing and empaneling of all juries, and jurors for the northern and 
southern judicial divisions of said county, to be drawn from such jury 
box; and for the care and custody of said jury box. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That it shall be the duty of the jury commissioners 
of St. Clair County, Alabama, to prepare and make but one jury 
box in and for St. Clair County, in which said jury box the names 
of all persons in the county qualified to serve as jurors and not 
exempt by law to serve as such, shall be placed in such jury box, 
and in manner as now provided by law for supplying such jury box 
and from such jury box all juries and jurors shall be drawn to serve 
as such in all the courts in the northern and southern judicial divi¬ 
sions of St. Clair County, in which juries and jurors are required to 
serve and to be drawn, summoned and empaneled in the manner 
as now provided for by law for the drawing, summoning and 
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empanelling - jurors and juries in courts of record in the State of 
Alabama. That the said jury box shall immediately after the pas¬ 
sage of this act be refilled or made anew by the jury commission 
of St. Clair County, and as often thereafter as may be necessary; 
or when ordered or directed to do so by a judge or one of the judges 
of the judicial circuit in which St. Clair County may form a part. 

Section 2. That said jury box when so made and prepared shall 
be kept at the place, and by the person or officers as now required 
by law to keep the jury box in counties where courts of record are 
held at but one place in the county. Provided, however, that when 
such jury box shall be required or needed for use and to draw 
juries or jurors therefrom from any of the courts of the southern 
judicial division of said county; then it shall be safely kept in the 
office of the Probate Judge by the Probate Judge in the court 
house at Pell City. That any court having jurors or in need of 
same shall have the right and authority to' order direct and cause 
the sheriff of St, Clair County either in vacation or in term time to 
bring and have such jury box in court and before him in either of 
the judicial divisions of said St. Clair County. 

Section 3. The true intent and meaning of this act being, that 
juries and jurors for each of the judicial divisions of St. Clair 
County, as now provided by law, shall be drawn from and taken 
from those persons in the county subject to jury duty under the 
law and not exempted therefrom, as is now done in counties where 
courts are held at but one place in the county, and where counties 
have but one jury box under the laws of this State.

ing the county treasurer of said county to set aside said fund for said pur¬ 
pose; authorizing the commissioners’ court or board of revenue of said 
county to purchase and retire before maturity said bonds or any portion 
thereof, with said fund; providing that on final payment and retirement 
of said bonds, all such funds received by said county from the said gaso¬ 
line taxes, or taxes on other motor fuels, shall be used as provided by 
the general laws of Alabama; and providing the time when this Act shall 
take effect. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That twenty per cent of the total funds received by 
Franklin county from the levy and collection by the State of gaso- 
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line taxes, or taxes on other motor fuels, shall be used for the pur¬ 
pose of establishing a sinking fund for the retirement of the $227,- 
000.00 in bonds of said county, which are now outstanding, and 
which were issued for the purpose of constructing public roads in 
said county. 

Section 2. That the county treasurer shall, upon receipt of any 
such funds, immediately set aside said twenty per cent thereof in a 
special fund to be used for the retirement of said bonds, and which 
said fund so set aside shall not be used for any other purpose. 

Section 3. The Commissioner’s Court or Board of Revenue 
of said county may from time to time, as the funds so set aside and 
accumulated may justify, purchase and retire before maturity said 
bonds, or any portion thereof, with said funds. 

Section 4. That upon final payment and retirement of said 
bonds, all such funds received by Franklin county from the said 
tax described in section one hereof shall be used as provided by 
the general laws of Alabama. 

Section 5. That the provisions of this Act shall take effect on 
April 1st, 1936.

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of County Superintendent of Education for Macon 
County, Alabama, by the qualified electors thereof, and to prescribe the 
duties and qualifications, and to fix the term and compensation of such 
Officer. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That at the next general election and every four 
years thereafter, there shall be elected a County Superintendent 
of Education for Macon County, Alabama, by the qualified voters 
of said county, who shall hold office for a term of four years from 
the first day in July and until a successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 2. Candidates for office of such County Superintendent 
of Education shall be nominated and elected as candidates for other 
county offices of Macon County, Alabama, are nominated and elect¬ 
ed under the general laws of this State regulating primary and gen¬ 
eral elections. 

Section 3. Such County Superintendent of Education must be 
a qualified elector of such county and possess all the other qualifi¬ 
cations required under the general laws of this State for County 
Superintendent of Education; and he shall perform and discharge 
all the duties of County Superintendent of Education, required un¬ 
der the general laws of this State; provided, that if there be a va- 
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cancy in such office from any cause whatever, the County Board 
of Education is authorized to fill such vacancy as is provided by 
the general laws of the State; such appointee to hold until the next 
general election. 

Section 4. Such County Superintendent shall devote his entire 
time to the Public School Business of Macon County and shall re¬ 
ceive such compensation as the County Board of Education shall 
fix, which shall not be less than fifteen hundred dollars nor more 
than three thousand, six hundred dollars annually, and shall be 
paid at the time and in the manner provided by the general laws 
of the State for the payment of salaries for County Superintendent 
of Education. 

Section 5. All general laws of the State relating to the office 
of County Superintendent of Education shall apply to the office 
of County Superintendent of Education of Macon County, Ala¬ 
bama, except such parts of laws as are in conflict with the provi¬ 
sions of this Act.

AN ACT 

To establish a Budget, and provide for the preparation of a budget, for the 
Public Schools of Macon County by the Board of Education of Macon 
County; to Classify appropriations; to prohibit any member of the 
County Board of Education, Executive Officer, or Employee, or any 
official, of any institution, maintained in whole or in part by the Board 
of Education of Macon County, or any department or agency of the 
Public School System of Macon County, having charge of the disburse¬ 
ments and expenditures of County funds, from expending or contract¬ 
ing to expend any amount in excess of such appropriations or funds; 
to repeal any laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith, and to provide 
a penalty for the violation of the provisions of this Act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby established a Budget for the 
Public School System of Macon County for the purpose of pro¬ 
moting economy and efficiency in the finances of said Public 
School System. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Board of Education of 
Macon County to prepare and adopt a Budget of the entire ex¬ 
penses and income of the Public Schools of Macon County. Said 
Board shall have authority to demand information or records, or 
both, from any agency or institution of the Public School System 
of Macon County. The Budget so prepared shall be submitted 
in an open meeting, for final adoption for each year, upon the first 
meeting in October. The Budget shall show the entire expenses 
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for operating the Public Schools of Macon County for the ensu¬ 
ing year, giving the amount proposed to each agency, department, 
or institution, thereof, and shall also show the proposed revenue 
by means of which the appropriations ought to be met, giving 
the amount from every source of revenue separately. The appro¬ 
priations and estimated revenues must balance each other, and the 
estimated revenue shall not be in excess of the revenues for the 
past year, except revenue from new and additional taxes or other 
sources. 

Section 3. The fiscal year of the government of the Public 
School System of Macon County shall commence on the first day 
of October and end on the thirtieth day of September, and all 
agencies, institutions, and departments, of the Public School Sys¬ 
tem of Macon County, shall use such fiscal year, and equal quar¬ 
terly divisions thereof, for the purpose of uniform accounting and 
reporting. 

Section 4. Each agency, institution and department, of the 
Public School System of Macon County, shall file with the Board 
of Education of Macon County, not later than the fifteenth of the 
following month after each quarter, a quarterly report, which re¬ 
port shall show all receipts from every source and all expendi¬ 
tures itemized and classified in accordance with the Budget Clas¬ 
sification. 

Section 5. The Board of Education of Macon County is au¬ 
thorized to make such rules and regulations as may be necessary 
to carry into force and effect the proposed provisions of this Act. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Board of Education of 
Macon County to make appropriations in the following manner: 
first, for the payment of all charges required by Legislative Act; 
second, for the payment of all interest, carrying charges, and sink¬ 
ing fund, for the retirement of all existing indebtedness; third, 
for the operation, maintenance, and support of all other depart¬ 
ments, institutions, agencies and charges. If the said Board shall 
determine at any time that its total income is insufficient to make 
all appropriations payable in full, if the amounts named in such 
appropriations, it shall be the duty of the Board, and they are 
authorized and required, to restrict the appropriations beginning 
with those placed in the third classification, which shall be reduced 
proportionately, until such appropriations are completely extin¬ 
guished; thereafter, the appropriations in Classification two shall 
be reduced proportionately; and so on in this order, until, in the 
opinion of the Board, the appropriations shall equal the estimated 
income. Provided, however, that in event there are sufficient funds 
at the end of a fiscal year to pay all appropriations in the amounts 
named, then all appropriations shall be paid in full. 

Section 7. It shall be unlawful for any member of the Board 
of Education, Superintendent, or other Executive officer or em- 
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ployee of said Board, or for any official or employee of any in¬ 
stitution, agency, or department, maintained in whole/, or in part 
of the Board of Education of Macon County, having charge of 
disbursements or expenditures or funds, during any fiscal year, to 
expend, contract for the expenditure or permit the incurring of any 
liability, in excess of the income and/or unexpended balance to 
the credit of the County School Fund, or to the credit of such in¬ 
stitution, agency, or department, for such fiscal year. It shall be 
and is hereby made the duty of the Board of Education of Macon 
County, and any and all officials or employees of every institu¬ 
tion, agency, or department, of the Public School System of Macon 
County to keep the expenditures and obligations within the amount 
of said income. 

Section 8. This Act shall take effect and become a law upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor. 

Section 9. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith, as 
pertain to Macon County, are expressly repealed. 

Section 10. Any person convicted of violating the provisions 
of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and fined not less 
than Twenty-five dollars nor more than Two Hundred Fifty Dol¬ 
lars for each offense. 

Section 11. Provided however that nothing in this bill shall 
prevent the proper authorities from borrowing such sum as may be 
necessary to repair or rebuild any school building in said county 
which may be destroyed, or partially destroyed by fire or act of 
God.

AN ACT 

To establish a Board of Revenue for Macon County, Alabama, and to divide 
the said County into Four Commissioners Districts, and to provide for 
the election of one Commissioner from each District by the qualified 
voters of that District; to provide for the election of a Chairman of the 
Board by the qualified electors of the county as a whole; to fix the powers 
and duties of said Board of Revenue; to provide for the compensation of 
the members of the Board, including the Chairman, and to provide for 
the appointment of a Clerk, his duties and compensation; and to fix the 
maximum compensation per month and per calendar year to be paid the 
members of the Board, including the Chairman and including the Clerk; 
to provide that this Act shall become effective in all of its provisions on 
the first of the month succeeding its approval by the Governor, and to 
provide that all laws in conflict with the provisions of this Act be repealed. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama :— 

Section 1: That there is hereby constituted and established a 

Board consisting of four members and a Chairman, to be called the 
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Board of Revenue of Macon County, Alabama, the four members 
to be known as the County Commissioners. The Chairman of said 
Board shall reside at the County Seat, and shall have an office, 
along with the Clerk of said Board, as hereinafter provided, at 
the Court House of said County. 

Section 2: That the members of said Board, after this Act 
becomes effective, shall be the same persons as the members of 
the Board of Revenue of Macon County as heretofore created, and 
as elected at the General Election in 1934 and the preceding elec¬ 
tion in 1932; the said members to serve until their successors are 
elected and qualified, as provided by law, and to receive compen¬ 
sation, after this Act becomes effective, as herein provided. In 
case of a vacancy on said Board, the same shall be filled by appoint¬ 
ment of the other members thereof, the Chairman and the Mem¬ 
bers of the Board each having a vote in such appointment, and the 
Chairman having a vote along with the members in all other 
matters that come up before said Board for attention and consid¬ 
eration. The Chairman of said Board, as now constituted, shall 
continue in office until the General Election in 1936, at which time 
a successor shall be elected by the people of the County, the quali¬ 
fied voters of the County participating in the election of said 
Chairman; the said Chairman so elected to hold office for a period 
of four years and until his successor is elected and qualified, as 
provided in this Act. 

Section 3: The said County of Macon is hereby divided into 
four Districts, to be known as Commissioners Districts No. One, 
No. Two, No. Three, and No. Four, respectively. Commissioners 
District No. One shall consist of Beats Numbered One and Two 
as now established and described on a map of said County show¬ 
ing present Commissioners Districts, dated September, 1932, and 
made by W. D. Crawford, Engineer; the said District including 
what is known as Tuskegee and Little Texas Beats. District No. 
Two shall consist of Beats numbered Three, Four, and Five as now 
established and described on said above referred to map, the said 
District including what is known as Society Hill, Roba, and Fort 
Davis Beats. District No. Three shall consist of Beats numbered 
Six, Seven and Ten as shown on above referred to map, the said 
District including what is known as Hardaway, Shorter, and La 
Place Beats. District No. Four shall consist of Beats Numbered 
Eight and Nine as now shown on above referred to map, the said 
District including what is known as Franklin and Notasulga Beats. 
Said Districts Numbered One and Three shall be termed Odd 
Numbered Districts, as hereinafter referred to, and Districts Num¬ 
bered Two and Four shall be termed even Numbered Districts. 
A Commissioner from the Even Numbered Districts, as described 
and referred to above, shall be nominated in a Primary Election 
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to be held in 1936, and each Commissioner shall be voted on by 
the qualified electors of the respective Districts from which he 
announces as a candidate, and in which he must reside at said 
time and during his tenure of office. A Commissioner from the 
Odd Numbered Districts, as hereinabove described, and referred 
to, shall be nominated in a Primary Election to be held in 1938, 
and each Commissioner shall be voted on by the Qualified Elec¬ 
tors of the District from which he announces as a Candidate and in 
which he must reside at said time and during his tenure of office. 
The persons receiving the highest number of votes, as fixed by the 
requirements of the law governing said Primary Election, and as 
cast by the voters of the respective Districts from which said 
candidate announces, shall be declared the nominee, and such nomi¬ 
nee shall be elected in the General Election to be therein held and 
voted on by the qualified electors of the County as a whole. The 
intention being that the nomination shall be made by the qualified 
electors of the District and the Final Election made by the quali¬ 
fied electors of the County as a whole, thus requiring that each 
Commissioner be selected by the voters of his respective District. 
Each Commissioner so elected shall serve for a period of four years, 
and until his successor is elected and qualified, as provided by 
law. 

Section 4: The said Board of Revenue shall have the power 
and authority to control the property of Macon County as it may 
deem expedient according to law; to levy a tax for general pur¬ 
poses and special taxes for particular county purposes according 
to the provisions of the Law of Alabama; to examine, allow and 
settle accounts and things chargeable against the county; to audit 
and settle the accounts of all officers having the care, management, 
collection or disbursement of money belonging to the County or 
appropriated to its use and benefit; to collect the gasoline, motor 
oil, and other taxes that may be levied for the benefit of the County, 
and to control and disburse the same under the provisions of 
the laws as may now or hereafter exist; to have control of, and to 
make provisions for, the poor of said county; to provide for the 
purchase of the necessary books, stationery and postage for the 
use of said Board of Revenue in the conduct of its official busi¬ 
ness; to employ an engineer and a supervisor or supervisors for 
the roads and bridges of said County if necessary; and to fix the 
compensation of such engineer or road supervisor or superintend¬ 
ent, employees and assistants, as necessary, and to provide the 
duties to be performed by such engineer or road superintendent 
or assistants; to have the right and authority to bind the county 
in any contract for the payment of money, and to pay any debt 
due by the county on any existing lawful contract; and to see 
that the Treasurer or other depository of County Funds shall keep 
on hand at all times sufficient money to pay all jurors, and the 
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salaries and allowances of all County officers when due, the same 
being hereby declared preferred claims against the County. 

Section 5: That the said Board of Revenue shall have all 
jurisdiction and powers that are now or may be hereafter by law 
vested in Courts of County Commissioners of this State, and by 
any special law now vested in the Board of Revenue of Macon 
County; and the several members of the said Board of Revenue 
shall perform all the duties and services, and exercise all the pow¬ 
ers that are or may bo required by law of the several members 
of the Court of County Commissioners. 

Section 6: That all general laws hereinafter enacted in rela¬ 
tion to the jurisdiction, powers, authority or duties of the County 
Commissioners shall apply to and govern the Board of Revenue 
of Macon County, Except such as conflict with the provisions of 
this Act. 

Section 7: That the Chairman of the said Board of Revenue 
shall be its presiding officer, and shall sign the minutes of the 
proceedings of said Board, and shall have the same power and au¬ 
thority, including the right to vote, as the other members in pass¬ 
ing on all questions; and shall sign all warrants drawn on the 
County Treasurer, and all orders for the payment and disburse¬ 
ment of funds of the County, and sign all contracts entered into 
by the Board of Revenue of Macon County. It shall be the duty 
of said Chairman to prepare business and obtain information for 
the sessions of the Board of Revenue and see that all orders thereof 
are properly executed. He shall exercise all the duties required of 
the Probate Judge as to matters coming before the County Com¬ 
missioners. 

Section 8: That the said Board of Revenue may elect a Clerk 
and fix his compensation, and it shall be the duty of said Clerk 
of said Board of Revenue to attend the meetings of said Board 
of Revenue and issue all notices required by said Board of Reve¬ 
nue. The Clerk shall under the direction of said Board of Reve¬ 
nue keep the minutes and records of the proceedings of said Board 
in well bound volumes kept for that purpose; and the records to 
be open at all times to the inspection of the citizens of said coun¬ 
ty; and generally to do and perform such duties and matters as 
may be required of him by said Board of Revenue. The term of 
office of said Clerk shall be at the pleasure of said Board. Said 
Board of Revenue may elect the same person Chairman and Clerk 
thereof. The maximum compensation to tbe paid the Clerk alone 
not to exceed Seventy-Five Dollars per month. 

Section 9: The said Board of Revenue shall hold its sessions 
on the second Monday of each month and may continue in session 
as long as may be necessary to conduct the business of the Coun¬ 
ty, and may hold special sessions at any time upon the call of the 
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Chairman. The sessions of said Board of Revenue shall be held at 
the Court House of said County. 

Section 10: That the said Board of Revenue shall keep a cor- 
rect register of all claims presented against the County, showing 
the name of the claimant, the amount and the action of the Board 
thereon, and shall keep a carbon copy or stub of every warrant or 
order for the payment of money out of the County Treasury, and 
these records together with the minutes of the proceedings and all 
papers of the Board of Revenue shall be public records, open to 
the inspection of any person at reasonable hours, when the same 
are not being used by the Board of Revenue or under its direc¬ 
tion. 

Section 11: That the members of said Board of Revenue, in¬ 
cluding the Chairman, shall be entitled to Five Dollars per day 
for each day of actual service rendered in attending the meetings 
of said Board, or for any work or labor or service rendered in 
looking after the roads and bridges of the County, to be paid out 
of the County Treasury on the Certificate or warrant of the Chair¬ 
man of said Board of Revenue, after the same has been allowed 
and ordered paid by said Board. Provided, however, the compen¬ 
sation of said Commissioners for any calendar month shall not 
exceed Seventy-five Dollars each, and that only when engaged in 
passing upon the assessments of property for taxes. The total 
compensation for the year to be paid each of said Commissioners 
not to exceed the sum of Four Hundred Eighty Dollars, or an 
average of Forty Dollars per month. The compensation of the 
Chairman of said Board of Revenue shall be fixed at Thirty DoF 
lars per month, such compensation to begin at the expiration of 
thirty days from the time this Act becomes effective. The word 
“Compensation/” as herein used, to include expenses and the max¬ 
imum herein to apply to same. 

Section 12: That the provisions of this Act shall take effect 
as of the first of the month succeeding its approval by the Gov¬ 
ernor. And as to the compensation herein fixed and as to all 
other provisions and conditions herein specially set forth, the said 
Act shall remain in full force and effect.

Said Board shall have au¬ 
thority to demand information or records, or both, from any 
agency or institution of said County. The Budget so prepared 
shall be submitted in open meeting for final adoption for each 
year from the first meeting in October. The Budget shall show 
the entire expenses for operating the county for the ensuing year; 
give the amounts proposed to each agency, department and insti¬ 
tution in the county; and shall show the proposed revenue by 
means of which the appropriations ought to be met, giving the 
amount from every source of revenue separately. The appropria¬ 
tions and estimated revenues must balance each other and the 
estimated revenue shall not be in excess of revenue for the past 
year, except as to revenue to be received from new and additional 
taxes or other sources. 

Section III. The fiscal year of the County Government shall 
commence on the first day of October and end on the thirtieth 
day of September; all agencies, institutions and departments of 
the county shall use such fiscal year, and equal quarterly divisions 
thereof, for the purpose of uniform accounting and reporting. 

Section IV. Each agency, institution, and department, of the 
County shall file with the Board of Revenue and County Com¬ 
missioners, not later than the fifteenth day of the following month 
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after each quarter, a quarterly report, which report shall show all 
receipts from every source and all expenditures, itemized and clas¬ 
sified in accordance with the Budget classification. 

Section V. The Board of Revenue and County Commission¬ 
ers are authorized to make such rules and regulations as may be 
necessary to carry into force and effect the purposes and provisions 
of this Act. 

Section VI. It shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue and 
County Commissioners to make appropriations in the following 
manner: first for the payment or charges required by legislative 
acts including all preferred claims; second, for the payment of all 
interest, carrying charges and sinking fund for the retirement of 
all existing indebtedness, which shall receive from the income of 
the County a sum sufficient to retire any deficit over a term of not 
more than thirty years; and third, for the operation, maintenance 
and support of other departments, institutions, agencies and 
charges. If the Board of Revenue and County Commissioners shall 
determine at any time that the total income of the County be in¬ 
sufficient to make all appropriations payable in full in the amounts 
named in such appropriations, it shall be the duty of the Board of 
Revenue, and they are hereby authorized, to restrict the appropria¬ 
tions beginning with those placed in third classification, which 
shall be reduced proportionately until such appropriations are com¬ 
pletely extinguished; thereafter the appropriations in classification 
two shall be reduced proportionately; and so on in this order until, 
in the opinion of the Board of Revenue and County Commission¬ 
ers, appropriations shall equal the estimated income. Provided, 
however, that, in the event there are sufficient funds at the end of 
the fiscal year to pay all appropriations in the amounts named, 
then all appropriations shall be paid in full. 

Section VII. It shall be unlawful for any employee, or any 
official of any institution, agency or department maintained in 
whole or in part by Macon County, having charge of disburse¬ 
ments or expenditures of funds, during any fiscal year, to ex¬ 
pend, contract for the expenditure, or permit the incurring, of 
any liability in excess of the income and/or unexpended balance 
to the credit of such institution, agency, or department, for such 
fiscal year. It shall be and is hereby made the duty of the Board 
of Revenue and County Commissioners, and any and all officials 
or employees of every institution, agency, or department, of Ma¬ 
con County, to keep the expenditures and obligations within the 
amount of said income. 

Section VIII. That no purchase, or contract to purchase, any 
road or bridge materials, teams, tools, machinery, supplies or 
equipment, or any other materials or supplies of any kind or na¬ 
ture, for the use of the County by the officials thereof, shall be 
made, or any contract for the construction, maintenance, or re- 
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pair of any bridge or road let, if the amount involved, or the value 
thereof, exceeds Fifty Dollars, except to the lowest responsible 
bidder. Where the amount of purchase to be made or contract 
to be let is in excess of Fifty Dollars, and less than Two Hundred 
and Fifty Dollars, two weeks’ written notice must be given that 
bids will be received for such purchases or contracts by posting 
the same on the bulletin board at the front of the Court House, 
and also by placing two other notices at some other conspicuous 
places in the city or town where the Court House is located. If 
the amount of purchase to be made, or contract to be let, is in 
excess of Two Hundred Fifty Dollars, notice must be given that 
bids will be received for such purchases or contracts by advertis¬ 
ing the same for a period of fifteen days; which shall mean fif¬ 
teen days from the date of the first publication of said notice, the 
said notice to be published for two consecutive weeks in a news¬ 
paper published at the County seat of said County. In addition to 
the above notice or notices, if the amount be in excess of Two 
Hundred Fifty Dollars, the Chairman or Clerk of said Board of 
Revenue shall give written notice by Registered Mail, with re¬ 
turn receipt requested, of such contemplated purchase or pur¬ 
chases, or of such contract to be let, to at least three merchants or 
dealers in the goods or materials to be purchased, or, in case of 
contract, to at least three contractors engaged in the work contemplated 
to be done. Such notice or notices, together, with return receipt, 
must be recorded in and become a part of the Minutes of the Court 
of County Commissioners or Board of Revenue of Macon County. 
Any and all contracts made and entered into, or purchases made by 
the Board of Revenue, or County Commissioners, or County Road 
Supervisor, or other agents or persons having custody and con¬ 
trol of expenditure of County money, in violation of the terms 
of this Section shall be null and void, and it shall be unlawful for 
the Chairman of said Board of Revenue, or the Clerk of said 
Board, or any other person having authority to issue County 
Warrants, to issue a warrant in payment of said purchases made, 
or contracts entered into, without compliance with the provisions 
of this Section. 

Section IX. Any persons convicted of violating the provisions 
of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and fined not less 
than Twenty-five Dollars, nor more than Two Hundred Fifty Dol¬ 
lars for each offense. 

Section X. This Act shall take effect and become a law imme¬ 
diately upon its passage and approvel by the Governor. 

Section XI. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of this Act are hereby expressly repealed.

AN ACT 

To provide for the division of Henry County, Alabama, into four Commis¬ 
sioners Districts; to define the boundary lines thereof; by showing the 
beats composing such Commissioners Districts; to provide for the elec¬ 
tion of one Commissioner from each of said Districts; to fix their terms 
of office; to prescribe their qualifications, powers and duties; to require 
that said Commissioners be voted for by the voters of the entire County 
and not by the voters of each Commissioners District; to fix their 
salaries, terms of office and the filling of vacancies; to fix the date 
of their election and their successors; to require said Commissioners to 
give bond and to further regulate and prescribe the powers, authority 
and duties of said Commissioners Court and to fix penalties for the vio¬ 
lation of this Act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Henry County, Alabama be and is hereby di¬ 
vided into four Commissioners Districts to be known and called 
Commissioners Districts 1, 2, 3 and 4 of said County. 

Section 2. That District No. 1 of said County shall be com¬ 
posed of and embrace Beats 1, 2 and 3 as such beats are now es- 
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tablished; that District No. 2 of said County shall be composed 
of and embrace Beats 4, 5, 6 and 7 as such Beats are now estab¬ 
lished ; that District No. 3 of said County shall be composed of and 
embrace Beats 8, 9, 10 and 11 as such Beats are now established; 
that District No. 4 of said County shall be composed of and em¬ 
brace Beats 12 , 13 and 14 as such Beats are now established. 

Section 3. That the qualified electors of Henry County, Ala¬ 
bama, shall, as the terms of the members of the present Court of 
County Commissioners of said County expire, elect one member 
of said Court from each of the Districts as herein created and desig¬ 
nated ; that such Commissioner so elected shall actually reside 
within the limits of the District as herein defined, but in such 
election such Commissioner shall be voted for by the qualified elec¬ 
tors of the entire County. 

Section 4. That this Act shall not affect the right of tenure of 
office of the members of the Present Commissioner’s Court of said 
County, but said Commissioners shall continue to hold and dis¬ 
charge their duties of said office as now is encumbent upon them 
and as may be made encumbent upon them by the provisions of 
this Act and as otherwise provided by law and until their suc¬ 
cessors are elected and qualified as is provided in this Act. 

Section 5. That in the general election to be held throughout 
the County in 1936, as is now provided by law, there shall be one 
Commissioner elected from the 1st District as herein created and 
designated; and one Commissioner from the 3rd District as herein 
created and designated, whose terms of office shall continue for 
four years and until their successors are elected and qualified; and 
in the general election to be held throughout the County in 1938 
there shall be one Commissioner elected from the 2nd District 
as herein created and designated, and one Commissioner from the 
4th District as herein created and designated, whose terms of of¬ 
fice shall continue for four years and until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified; and two Commissioners in the order as 
provided in this section shall be elected in the Districts as herein 
provided every two years, nomination for which office may be made 
in primary elections as other County officers under the general 
primary laws of Alabama. 

Section 6. That each member of the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners of the Board of Revenue or like governing body of 
each county shall be required to give bond in the sum of at least 
$3,000.00 to be fixed and approved by the Judge of the Circuit 
Court of a Circuit of which said County forms a part and where 
there are two or more Circuit Judges in said Circuit, then said 
bonds shall be fixed and approved by the Senior Judge of said 
Circuit. 

Section 7. That the compensation of each of said Commission¬ 
ers shall be as now fixed and provided by existing law. 
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Section 8. That in the event of a vacancy in the office of 
Commissioner in any of the Districts herein created and designated, 
such vacancy shall be filled as provided by existing law. 

Section 9. That the members of said Commissioners Court 
and each of them, shall exercise the authority and powers and 
perform the duties as now prescribed and fixed by existing law, 
including all duties as provided by the terms and provisions of an 
Act known as House Bill No. 537, passed at the 1932 extra session 
of the Legislature of Alabama. 

Section 10. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 11. That if any section, provision, clause or portion 
of this Act shall be declared by a Court of competent jurisdiction 
to be invalid or unconstitutional, same shall not be held to effect 
any other section, provision, clause, or portion of this act, but same 
shall remain in full force and effect.

To fix the amount and condition of the official bond of the Tax Collector 
of Mobile County and provide for the payment of the premiums thereon; 
to provide for the designation by the Board of Revenue and Road Com¬ 
missioners of Mobile County, or other like governing body of the Coun¬ 
ty, of depositaries for the official funds of the Tax Collector of Mobile 
County; to provide for the liability on the official bond of the Tax Col¬ 
lector of Mobile County in the event of such designation of deposi¬ 
taries by the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile 
County or other like governing body of the County; to provide that in 
the event depositaries are named or designated for such County Tax 
Collector that claims against such depositaries shall be preferred claims; 
to provide for the making of reports and the disbursements and remit¬ 
tances by the Tax Collector of Mobile County; to repeal all laws and 
parts of laws, local, general or special, in conflict with the provisions 
of this act and to provide that if any section or part of section of this 
act be declared unconstitutional such unconstitutionality shall not affect 
the remaining sections or parts of sections of this act 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Tax Collector of Mobile County shall, 
before entering upon the discharge of the duties of his office, execute 
bond in duplicate, payable to the State of Alabama, in the sum of 
One Hundred and Fifty Thousand Dollars, with a surety com¬ 
pany or surety companies authorized by their charters to make 
such bonds, and qualified to do business in this State, or with indi¬ 
vidual sureties or banks or other corporations qualified to do busi¬ 
ness in this State and authorized under their charters to make such 
bonds, to be approved by the Board of Revenue and Road Com¬ 
missioners of Mobile County, conditioned faithfully to discharge 
the duties of his office, which are or may be required of him by 
law during the time he continues therein, or discharges any of the 
duties thereof. One of such duplicates shall be filed and recorded 
in the office of the Judge of the Probate Court of Mobile County, 
Alabama, and the other copy shall be filed with the State Comp¬ 
troller, such bond to be filed on or before the first day of September 
next after the election of such Tax Collector. 

Section 2. That the premiums on the bond provided for in this 
act when made by a surety company or surety companies shall be 
paid from the general fund of the County Treasury on claims duly 
presented to, audited and allowed by the Board of Revenue and 
Road Commissioners of Mobile County, or like county governing 
body, and on county warrants as other claims are paid and in the 
class of preference as now provided by law. 

Section 3. Upon the application of the Tax Collector of Mobile 
County it shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue and Road 
Commissioners of Mobile County, or other like governing body of 
the County, to appoint banks or trust companies a depositaries in 
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which such Tax Collector may deposit monies coming into his 
hands as such Tax Collector, designating therein the proportion 
by percentage to be deposited in each, which appointment shall be 
by proper resolutions spread upon the minutes of such Board of 
Revenue and Road Commissioners or other governing body. 

Section 4. If any of such funds are dissipated or lost by reason 
of the insolvency or failure of such banks or trust companies, or 
any of them, appointed as such depositaries as provided in Section 
3 hereof, such dissipation or loss shall not constitute a liability on 
the official bond of such Tax Collector nor a liability on the sure¬ 
ties thereon. 

Section 5. In the event of the dissipation or loss of any of such 
funds because of such insolvency or failure of such depositaries, 
or any of them, the County and State shall have a preferred claim 
against such banks or trust companies for the amount of such dis¬ 
sipation or loss. 

Section 6. Such Tax Collector on the first and fifteenth days 
of November in each year, and on the first and fifteenth days of 
each month thereafter until he makes his final settlement for such 
year, shall make under oath to the County Treasurer, or if there 
be no County Treasurer in the County, to the custodian of the 
funds of the County, an itemized report, in writing, copies of which 
shall be by such Tax Collector forwarded to the State Comptroller 
and to the State Treasurer, setting forth separately the taxes col¬ 
lected by him for the State and County since the making of his last 
report, and within five days after making such report he must pay 
to the State Treasurer all State Taxes then due from him to the 
State, and he must also pay to the County Treasurer, or, if there 
be no County Treasurer in the County, to the Custodian of the 
funds of the County, all County taxes then due from him to the 
County, by him before that time collected. The County Treasurer, 
or if there be no County Treasurer in the County, then the cus¬ 
todian of the funds of the County, shall give to the Tax Collector 
a receipt in duplicate for such semi-monthly report, one of which 
duplicates shall be promptly forwarded to the State Comptroller by 
the Tax Collector. 

Section 7. That all laws and parts of laws, local, general or 
special, in conflict with the provisions of this Act be and the same 
hereby are repealed. 

Section 8. If any section or part of section of this Act be 
declared unconstitutional, such unconstitutionality shall not affect 
the remaining sections or parts of sections of this act. 

Section 9. This act shall take effect immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor.

That Section 6 of an Act entitled 'An Act to pre¬ 
serve the commissioners districts of Washington County as now 
fixed by law, or as may be hereafter prescribed; to make the com¬ 
missioners now holding office in each district and the Judge of 
Probate of said county a board of road supervisors in addition to 
their duties as a court of county commissioners, to prescribe their 
duties and fix their salaries, to repeal an act approved August 20, 
1927, of the local acts of 1927 on page 234 thereof, approved May 
28, 1931', be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 
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That there shall be one commissioner elected from each commis¬ 
sioners' district as referred to in Section One (1) of this act, and 
he shall be a bona fide resident citizen of the district from which 
he is elected and shall be elected by the qualified electors of Wash¬ 
ington County, Alabama, at large. That but one commissioner 
may be elected from any one district. That one commissioner from

To Amend The Caption And Sections 5, 9, 10, 11, 12 and 13, An Act Ap¬ 
proved July 23, 1931, To Repeal An Act Entitled, “An Act to establish a 
Board of Revenue for Houston County,” approved August 9, 1907; to 
repeal an act entitled, “An Act to divide Houston County, Alabama, into 
four commissioners districts, and to provide for the election of the com¬ 
missioners from each of the said districts, approved March 29, 1911; to 
repeal an act entitled, “An Act to create a Board of Revenue for Houston 
County, name the members thereof, confer on such Board of Revenue 
all the powers now exercised by the Board of County Commissioners, or 
Court of County Commissioners, of Houston County; to fix the term 
of office for said Board of Revenue; to provide for the election of their 
successors in office; to fix the duties of the Probate Judge with refer¬ 
ence to such Board of Revenue; and to abolish the Court of County 
Commissioners of Houston County,” approved August 24, 1915; to 
abolish the Board of Revenue of Houston County and to create in lieu 
thereof a Court of County Commissioners to be composed of the 
Judge of Probate as ex-officio member and chairman, and three com¬

read as follows: 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabamm: 

Section 1. That the act entitled, “An Act to establish a Board 
of Revenue for Houston County/' approved August 9, 1907, be and 
the same is hereby repealed. 

Section 2. That the act entitled, “An Act to divide Houston 
County, Alabama, into four Commissioners Districts, and to pro¬ 
vide for the election of the Commissioners from each of said dis¬ 
tricts approved March 29, 1911, be and the same is hereby 
repealed. 

Section 3. That the act entitled “An Act to create a Board of 
Revenue for Houston County; name the members thereof; confer 
on such Board of Revenue all the powers now exercised by the 
Board of County Commissioners, or Court of Court of County Com¬ 
missioners, of Houston County; to fix the term of office for said 
Board of Revenue; to provide for the election of their successors in 
office; to fix the duties of the Probate Judge with reference to 
such Board of Revenue, and to abolish the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners of Houston County/ 5 approved August 24, 1915, be and 
the same is hereby repealed. 

Section 4. The Board of Revenue, as heretofore constituted 
and existing in Houston County, Alabama, under the provisions of 
the acts hereby repealed, is hereby abolished and in lieu thereof 
there is hereby created a Court of County Commissioners of and 
for said County to be composed of the Judge of Probate, as ex- 
officio member and chairman, and three commissioners. The three 
commissioners who were elected by the qualified electors of the 
several districts in the General Election held on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November 1934, shall remain as Com¬ 
missioners from their several districts until the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January following the General Election to 
be held in November 1938, and until their successors are duly 
elected and qualified. The term of their successors shall be for 
four years and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Section 5. That Houston County is hereby divided into three 
Commissioners Districts, as follows: District No. 1, shall embrace 
and be composed of Beats numbered One, Two, Four, Five, Six 
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and Seven; District No. 2, shall embrace and be composed of Beats 
numbered Three and Nine; District No. 3, shall embrace and be 
composed of Beats numbered Eight, Ten, Eleven, Twelve, Thirteen 
and Fourteen. One member of said Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners, hereby created, shall be elected from each of the above 
Commissioners Districts, and he must be a resident of and a quali¬ 
fied elector in the districts from which he is elected. The com¬ 
pensation of each of said commissioners shall be Six Hundred Dol¬ 
lars per annum to be paid in equal monthly installments, out of 
the general funds of the County, on warrants drawn by the Judge 
of Probate. 

Section 6. That there is hereby conferred upon said Court of 
County Commissioners of Houston County, and the members 
thereof, all of the general authority, powers and duties now pro¬ 
vided, or which may hereafter be provided, for Commissioners 
Courts, under the general laws of the State of Alabama, and the 
amendments thereto, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act, and for all of the acts of said Court equal, several and joint 
liability is hereby fixed upon the members thereof. 

Section 7. That the members of the Board of Revenue of 
Houston County, as heretofore constituted and existing under the 
provisions of the acts hereby repealed, shall hold over in office 
and be and function as a Court of County Commissioners, under 
the terms and provisions of this act, until their successors are duly 
elected and qualified, and shall exercise the same powers and au¬ 
thority, perform the same duties, and receive the same compensa¬ 
tion, as hereby and herein provided for and required of the Court of 
County Commissioners, and the members thereof. 

Section 8. That in case of a vacancy in the Court of County 
Commissioners, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of the 
Governor of the State, and the person appointed shall hold office 
for the remainder of the term and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 

Section 9. That there is hereby created in and for Houston 
County, Alabama, the office of County Road Foreman, which office 
shall be held and administered by an experienced road builder and 
who shall be a competent civil engineer, who shall be elected or 
appointed by the Court of County Commissioners or Board of 
Revenue holding over, under the provisions of this act, within sixty 
days after its approval by the Governor, and his term of office 
shall begin immediately after his election or appointment and shall 
expire on Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1935, and 
when his successor is elected or appointed and qualified, and said 
Court of County Commissioners and their successors shall, immedi¬ 
ately after their election, qualification and assumption of office, 
elect or appoint his successor, who shall serve for a period of four

years and until his successor is elected and qualified, unless removed 
by said Board for cause. Provided, however, the present occupant 
of the office of Road Supervisor shall hold over as Road Foreman 
until the expiration of the term of office to which the Road Super¬ 
visor has been elected which expires the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January, 1939, unless removed for cause. 

Section 10. That said County Road Foreman shall have the 
general supervision and care of maintaining, repairing and im¬ 
proving the public roads and bridges of the County, and the build¬ 
ing of new roads and bridges, when such new roads or bridges are 
established by said Court of County Commissioners. He shall, with 
the approval of said Court of County Commissioners, employ and 
fix the compensation of all agents, assistants, overseers, workmen 
and laborers required for said work and shall, with the counsel, 
assistance and approval of said Court, purchase all necessary road 
machinery, material, teams, tools, supplies, and equipment, as 
hereinafter provided, used in and about the work on the public 
roads and bridges of the county and he shall perform all such 
other duties relating to the maintenance, improvement or construc¬ 
tion of highways and bridges as may be required of him by the 
general laws of the State or by the Court of County Commissioners 
of Houston County. Said County Road Foreman shall receive as com¬ 
pensation for his services the sum of not more than Three Thousand 
Dollars ($3,000.00), per annum, to be fixed by said Court of County 
Commissioners, payable in equal monthly installments, out of the gaso¬ 
line tax funds or any other available funds of the county, upon 
warrants drawn by the Judge of Probate, and in addition thereto 
he shall be provided by said Court of County Commissioners, or 
Board of Revenue holding over, with the necessary means of trans¬ 
portation to enable him to discharge the duties of his office. 

^ Section 11. That before entering upon the duties of his office, 
said County Road Foreman shall make, and enter into a surety 
bond, of not less than Two Thousand Dollars nor more than Five 
Thousand Dollars, to be fixed by said Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners, payable to Houston County, Alabama, for the faithful dis¬ 
charge and performance of the duties of his office and for the faith¬ 
ful accounting for all moneys or property of said County which may 
come into his possession or custody which said bond must be made 
by a surety company authorized and qualified to do business in the 
State of Alabama, and be approved by said Court of County Com¬ 
missioners. 

Section 12. That if said Board of Revenue holding over and 
functioning as a Court of County Commissioners under the terms 
of this act, should fail for more than sixty days after the approval 
of this act by the Governor, to elect or appoint a County Road 
Foreman for Houston County, or if at any time a vacancy should 
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occur in said office and said Board of Revenue, or Court of County 
Commissioners, after they are qualified, should fail for an equal 
period of time to fill such vacancy, the Governor of Alabama shall 
fill said office by appointment, and the appointee shall serve for 
the remainder of the term and until his successor is duly elected 
and qualified as herein provided and if no salary has been fixed, 
for said County Road Foreman, the Governor is hereby authorized 
and empowered to fix same, within the limits prescribed by this 
act. 

Section 13. That no purchase, or contract to purchase any road 
or bridge materials, teams, tools, machinery, supplies or equipment 
shall be made, or any contract for the construction, maintenance 
or repair of any bridge or road let, if the amount involved, or the 
value thereof, exceeds $50.00, except to the lowest responsible bid¬ 
der, and where the amount of purchase to be made, or contract to 
be let, is in excess of $50.00 and less than $250.00, two weeks writ¬ 
ten notice must be given that bids will be received for such pur¬ 
chases or contracts, by posting same on the bulletin board at the 
front of the County Court House; and if the amount of purchase 
to be made or contract to be let be in excess of $250.00, notice 
must be given that bids will be received for such purchase or con¬ 
tracts by advertising same for a period of 30 days, by publication 
once a week for two consecutive weeks, in a newspaper published 
in Houston County. And in addition to the above notice or no¬ 
tices, if the amount be in excess of $250.00, the chairman of said 
Court of County Commissioners shall give written notice by Reg¬ 
istered mail with return receipt requested, of such contemplated 
purchase or purchases, to at least three merchants or dealers in 
the goods materials to be purchased, and like notice of any contract 
to be let, to at least three contractors engaged in the work con¬ 
templated. Such notice or notices, together with return receipt, 
must be recorded in and become a part of the Minutes of the Court 
of County Commissioners of Houston County. Any and all con¬ 
tracts made and entered into, or purchases made by the Court of 
County Commissioners, or County Road Foreman of Houston 
County, in violation of the terms of this section shall be null and 
void and it shall be unlawful for the Probate Judge to issue a war¬ 
rant in payment of same. 

Section 14. The candidates for the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Houston County, Alabama, shall be nominated in the 
primary next preceding the general election at which time they 
shall be elected. 

Section 15. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 16. That if any section, provision, clause or portion 
of this act shall be declared, by a court of competent jurisdiction, 
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to be invalid or unconstitutional same shall not be held to affect 
any other section, provision, clause or portion of this act, but same 
shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 17. That the provisions of this act shall take effect 
immediately upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To establish an Inferior Court in Macon County, Alabama to be known as 
the Inferior Court of Macon County, to abolish the County Court of 
Macon County, Alabama, and to confer upon said Inferior Court of 
Macon County the Criminal and Civil Jurisdiction concurrent with that 
of the Justices of the Peace in the County of Macon, Alabama, and all 
jurisdiction of the County Court of Macon County, Alabama; and to 
provide for a Clerk of said Court and prescribe his fees, and define his 
duties and compensation; to establish methods of procedure and fix 
the Court costs in said Court; to define the jurisdiction of said Court, 
and to provide for a Judge of said Court and provide and fix the method 
of his selection or election, and qualification and term or terms of office, 
define his power and duties, and fix the salary of such judge; and to 
provide for a solicitor for said Court and provide and fix the method of 
his selection or election, and qualification and term or terms of office, 
prescribe his duties and fix the salary of such solicitor; to provide the 
method whereby the judge thereof may recuse himself. To provide for 
certificates of judgment of said Court and the recordination thereof; to 
provide the method of issuing warrants returnable to said Court, and to 
define and provide for the proceedings in said Court, and to piovide for 
the transfer and trial of causes pending in the County Court of Macon 
County, at the time that this act takes effect, to the Inferior Court of 
Macon County. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That an Inferior Court of Civil and Criminal juris¬ 
diction is hereby established in Macon County, Alabama, which 
said Court shall be called the Inferior Court of Macon County. 

Section 2. There is hereby conferred on said Inferior Court of 
Macon County the criminal and civil jurisdiction concurrent with 
that now exercised by the Justices of the Peace throughout the 
County of Macon, Alabama, and all the jurisdiction of the County 
Court of Macon County, Alabama. 

Section 3. The said Court for the maintenance and exercise 
of jurisdiction as conferred by this Act, shall have and exercise 
all the general powers and jurisdiction conferred by law on Jus¬ 
tices of the Peace and the County Court of Macon County, Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 4. The Circuit Clerk of Macon County shall act and 
be the Clerk of the Inferior Court hereby established and he shall 
keep a civil and criminal docket of all cases brought before said 
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Court and all of the minutes and records as are now required by 
law to be kept by Justices of the Peace and by the Clerk of the 
County Court of said County. He shall have authority to issue all 
necessary summons and complaints, as to all cases filed in said 
Court, and all other civil and criminal process which Justices of the 
Peace and the Clerk of the County Court are now required or em¬ 
powered by law to issue. He shall have authority to swear wit¬ 
nesses at the trial of all causes in said County. It shall be the duty 
of said Clerk to tax and collect in each civil case in said Inferior 
Court the same costs and fees for services of the Clerk and Sheriff 
and witnesses in civil cases in said Court as are now allowed by law 
to be assessed, charged and collected for same in the Justice of 
Peace Courts, and in all criminal cases the same costs, fines, and 
the same fees for the services of the Solicitor Clerk, and the Sheriff 
and Witnesses in said Court shall be assessed and collected as are 
now or may hereafter be, provided by law to be assessed and col¬ 
lected for such offenses in the County Court of Macon County, 
Alabama. The Sheriff’s fees collected by said Court shall be paid 
over to the Sheriff by the Clerk on the last Monday of each month. 
Any money paid to said Clerk on Judgments rendered in said Court 
shall be paid to the plaintiff or his attorney, on demand. All the 
costs and fees allowed the Solicitor and Clerk of said Court, and 
all witnesses fees shall be collected by said Clerk and all such 
amounts so collected, except witness fees shall be paid by said 
Clerk into the County Treasury on the last Monday of each month, 
provided that the witness fees assessed and collected by the Clerk 
shall be retained by him and paid over to the witness entitled to 
same, and to be assessed, collected and handled as are witness 
fees so assessed, collected and handled in the Circuit Court of 
Macon County. And the Clerk shall be paid and allowed to retain 
in settlement with the County from the fees collected in the In¬ 
ferior Court the said fees hereby above allowed to be assessed and 
collected as Clerk’s costs, and in addition to the fees and costs 
herein allowed the Clerk, the said Clerk shall be allowed and paid 
a salary of Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars per annum, payable 
monthly out of the County Treasury, upon a warrant drawn by 
the Probate Judge of Macon County upon the County Treasurer 
or County Depository. The Clerk shall attend upon the duties of 
said Court at such hours as are designated by the Judge thereof 
and shall perform such other clerical duties as may be prescribed 
by the Judge of said Court. The Clerk shall issue certificates of 
judgment; and for the issuing of said certificates of judgment he 
shall be allowed the same fees as are now allowed for the issuing 
of certificates of judgment in the County Court of Macon County, 
Alabama. The certificates of judgment hereinabove provided to be 
issued by the Clerk, shall upon being recorded in the Probate 
Office of said County, become a lien in the same manner and under 
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the same regulations as now provided for certificates of judgment 
issued out of the Justice Court of Macon County, Alabama. 

Section 5. All process of whatever kind and nature issued out 
of this Court shall be addressed to any lawful officer of Macon 
County, Alabama, who is authorized by law to execute writs, who 
shall execute the same. The Sheriff of Macon be required to attend 
upon the said Court, and to preserve order and to execute all writs 
of process issued therefrom, and to perform such other duties in 
all respects as he is required by law to perform in the Circuit 
Court of Macon County; for the execution of all processes issued 
out of said Court, the Sheriff shall receive the same fee as is now 
provided to be paid the Sheriff for such process issued out of the 
Circuit Court of Macon County. 

Section 6. In suits before said Inferior Court it shall be no 
objection to the jurisdiction of said Inferior Court that any de¬ 
fendant is not a resident of the City of Tuskegee or that the cause 
of action did not arise in the City of Tuskegee, or that the debt 
was not created in the City of Tuskegee; provided that the resi¬ 
dence of such defendant in civil cases is in the County of Macon, 
Alabama, if such defendant has a permanent residence in the State, 
or that the cause of action arose in Macon County; and provided 
further the law as now set forth in the Code of Alabama of 1923 
in Chapter 353 Articles 1 and 2, shall apply to venue in said In¬ 
ferior Court of Macon County, Alabama; and provided further 
that in criminal cases the offence occurred in Macon County, Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 7. The said Clerk before entering upon the discharge 
of his duties as ex-officio clerk of said Inferior Court shall be re¬ 
quired to furnish the Probate Judge of Macon County, a bond with 
good and sufficient sureties in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars 
to be conditioned and approved in the same manner as is the bond 
of the Circuit Clerk of Macon County, Alabama. 

Section 8. Be it further enacted that there shall be a Judge of 
said Court and the first Judge thereof shall be appointed by the 
Governor and shall hold office until the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January, 1937; that said Judge at the time of 
his appointment shall have been a resident of the County of Ma¬ 
con for at least one year and shall be at the time of his appoint¬ 
ment at least twenty-five years of age and shall be learned in the 
law and licensed to practice law in Alabama. 

Section 9. Be it further enacted that the Judge of said Court 
shall receive a salary of Twelve Hundred ($1200.00) Dollars per 
annum, payable monthly out of the County Treasury upon a war¬ 
rant drawn upon the County Treasurer, or County Depository, by 
the Probate Judge of Macon County. The said Judge shall not be 
permitted to practice law in any Court of criminal jurisdiction in 
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Macon County, Alabama, nor shall said judge be allowed to appear 
as counsel for the Plaintiff or Defendant in any Court in Macon 
County, Alabama, in which the amount involved is $100.00 or less. 

Section 10. Be it further enacted that the present deputy solic¬ 
itor of Macon County shall be the Solicitor of the Inferior Court 
of Macon County, and shall attend all sessions of said Court and 
do and perform all duties of a solicitor County shall in person, or 
by deputy, therein, and in addition attend and represent the State 
at all preliminary hearings therein, and shall do and perform all 
duties required of Deputy Solicitor by Section 5522 of the Code of 
Alabama of 1923, and shall hold office until the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January, 1937; that said Solicitor shall not 
be permitted to appear as counsel for any Defendant in any crim¬ 
inal proceedings in any Court in Macon County, Alabama. 

Section 11. Be it further enacted that the said Solicitor of the 
Inferior Court of Macon County, shall receive a salary of Twelve 
Hundred ($1200.00) Dollars per annum, payable monthly out of 
the County Treasury, upon a warrant drawn upon the County 
Treasurer or County Depository by the Probate Judge of Macon 
County, Alabama, and this shall be in lieu of any other salary now 
provided to be paid him. 

Section 12. Be it further enacted that at the general election 
to be held in November, 1936, an election shall be held for office 
of Judge of the Inferior Court of Macon County and for the office 
of Solicitor of the said Court, at the voting places in said County, 
at which said election qualified electors of said County shall have 
an opportunity to vote for their choice for said Judgeship, and said 
Solicitorship and the said Judge, and said Solicitor so elected shall 
each hold office from the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January, 1937, for a period of four years, and that hereafter at 
the general election held in November every four years after the 
first election herein provided there shall be elected a Judge and a 
solicitor who shall each hold office for four years and whose terms 
of office shall begin and end on the days provided for the begin¬ 
ning and ending of the first Judge and Solicitor so elected. And 
such Judge and such Solicitor so elected, at the time of his election 
shall have been a resident of the County of Macon for at least 
one year, and each shall be at the time of his election or appoint¬ 
ment at least twenty-five years of age and shall be learned in the 
law and licensed to practice in Alabama. 

Section 13. Wherever for any cause there shall be a vacancy 
in either of said offices the same is to be filled in the same manner 
as now provided by the law for filling vacancies of Judgeships in 
the Circuit Courts of the State. 

Section 14. The Judge of said Court is hereby given the powers 
to punish for contempt of Court to the same extent and under the 
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same provisions and rules and regulations as are now provided for 
the punishment of contempt of Court in the Circuit Court of Macon 
County, Alabama. 

Section 15. The Clerk of said Court and all the Justices of the 
Peace and Notaries Public ex-officio Justices of the Peace within 
the County of Macon are hereby given the power to issue warrants 
returnable to said Court for any offense over which the said Court 
has jurisdiction; but no such warrant shall be issued except upon 
the written approval of the Solicitor, or the Judge of said Court 
endorsed thereon. 

Section 16. In all civil cases in said Court, the defendant shall 
have five days after service to plead, answer, or demur in any 
proceedings brought therein against said defendant. 

Section 17. The same provisions in reference to the filing of 
interrogatories to parties in litigation and the same provisions in 
reference to taking of depositions as are now or may hereafter be 
provided for in the filing of interrogatories and the taking of 
depositions in the Circuit Courts of Alabama shall apply to the 
filing of interrogatories and the taking of depositions in this 
Court. 

Section 18. In the matter of necessary process, service, or pro¬ 
cedure in this Court, not herein specifically provided for, the man¬ 
ner of process, service, or procedure, as is now provided for in the 
Circuit Courts of this State, shall apply and govern. 

Section 19. It is hereby provided that on the first Monday of 
each month there shall be held a call of the docket of said Court for 
the handling, trial and disposing of all criminal cases and that on 
the third Monday of each month there shall be held a call of the 
docket of said Court for the handling, trial, and disposing of all 
criminal cases where the Defendant has been confined in jail for 
five days and has failed to make bond, and such other criminal 
cases in which the Defendant shall request a trial. It is also pro¬ 
vided that on the first Tuesday after the first Monday and the 
first Tuesday after the third Monday in each month there shall 
be a call of the Docket in said Court for the handling, trial and 
disposing of civil cases. The said Court shall continue in session 
as long as necessary to dispose of the docket and the Court shall 
be open for business and trials at all other times, but the Judge 
thereof shall fix the hours for the holding of said Court. 

Section 20. From any judgment of said Court the defendants 
in criminal cases and the State in such cases where appeals are 
allowed to the State, and the parties in all civil cases, shall have 
the right to appeal to the Circuit Court of Macon County, under 
the same regulations and requirements as now or may hereafter 
govern appeals from the Courts of Justices of the Peace in the 
State of Alabama in civil cases, and the same regulations and re-

quirements as now govern appeals from the County Court to the 
Circuit Court in criminal cases in said State; and the bond fur¬ 
nished or required shall be governed by the same law as now regu¬ 
lates appeals in the said respective Justice Courts and County 
Courts, and to be approved by the Clerk of said Court. 

Section 21. Upon the first day of the first month following the 
approval of this Act, the County Court of Macon County, Ala¬ 
bama, shall stand abolished, and the dockets, official papers and 
records of all kinds of said Court shall be delivered to the Judge 
of the Inferior Court of Macon County, and all causes pending in 
said abolished Court shall stand transferred to the Inferior Court 
of Macon County, and all summons issued and other processes 
issued and returnable to the County Court of Macon County, shall 
be returnable to the Inferior Court of Macon County, and the 
Inferior Court of Macon County may issue such execution and 
other processes as are necessary to collect and enforce the judg¬ 
ments of said abolished Court. 

Section 22. In the event the Judge of this Court recuses him¬ 
self or is incompetent to sit in any case, the Probate Judge shall 
have the right to appoint as special Judge any practicing attorney 
in Macon County to serve in place of the regular Judge, and said 
special Judge shall receive as compensation for said service the 
per diem amount that the said regular Judge receives to be paid 
out of the County Treasury upon his warrant drawn thereon; and 
the said Judge of this Court shall have the right to recuse himself 
in a case which he thinks it proper for him to do so. In the event 
he recuses himself or is incompetent to sit for more than two days 
in any one month the per diem amount paid to the special Judge 
serving in his place shall be deducted from the monthly salary 
herein provided to be paid him. 

Section 23. Whenever the word clerk of said Inferior Court 
appears in this Act the same shall be taken and construed to mean 
“ex-officio Clerk” 

Section 24. Be it further enacted that this Act shall become 
effective on the first day of the first month after its approval by 
the Governor. 

Section 25. Be it further enacted, That if any section or pro¬ 
vision of this Act shall be declared to be void or unconstitutional 
it shall not affect or destroy the validity or constitutionality of any 
other section or provision therein which is not in and of itself 
void or unconstitutional. 

Section 26. All laws and parts of laws general, local and spe¬ 
cial, contrary to the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To amend an Act, entitled An Act to establish the Inferior Court of Autauga 
County, Alabama, in lieu of all Justices of the Peace and Notaries Public 
Ex-Officio Justices of the Peace in Prattville Precinct, or Precinct No. 1, 
of Autauga County, Alabama; to define the jurisdiction and powers of 
said Court and the Judges and other officers thereof; to provide for a 
place of holding said Court; for the terms, salaries and compensation 
for the Judge and other officers of said Court; and the manner of their 
appointment or election, and the payment of their salaries, and to define 
the jurisdiction and powers of said Court and the judge thereof, ap¬ 
proved September 26th, 1923, as appears in the Local Acts 1923, pages 
224 et seq., as amended by an Act entitled an Act to amend an Act to 
establish an Inferior Court for the County of Autauga, approved Septem¬ 
ber 26th, 1923, providing for the payment of witnesses in attendance 
upon said Court and to provide for the payment of the Clerk and Sheriff 
for services rendered in cases nol prossed and where the defendant is 
found not guilty, as approved August 9th, 1927, as shown by Local Acts,. 
1927, pages 137 et seq. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby established in and for Autauga 
County, Alabama, an Inferior Court of law civil and Criminal, 
in lieu of all Justices of the Peace, and Notaries Public Ex-Officio 
Justices of the Peace in Prattville Precinct, or Precinct No. 1 of 
Autauga County, Alabama, which said Court shall be known as 
the Civil and Criminal Court of Autauga County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That said Court and the Judge thereof shall have 
and exercise all the jurisdiction now conferred or which may be 
conferred by law on Justices of the Peace in Criminal cases, and 
in addition thereto shall have concurrent jurisdiction of the sev¬ 
eral County Courts of the State of all misdemeanors. 

Section 3. In addition to the jurisdiction above conferred, the 
said Court and the judge thereof shall have and exercise the juris¬ 
diction the Justices of the Peace in all civil cases where the amount 
involved does not exceed the sum of Two Hundred and Fifty 
Dollars; Provided, however, that where the amount exceeds the 
sum of One Hundred Dollars the defendant or his attorney, may 
make affidavit before the Judge of said Court that he desires the 
case removed to the Circuit Court of Autauga County, Alabama, 
and that the purpose of said transfer is not to hinder or delay the 
progress of said suit, and that the defendant has a bona fide legal 
defense to said suit, whereupon the Clerk of said Court shall 
immediately transfer the case to the docket of the Circuit Court 
of Autauga County, Alabama, and there shall be tried as if origin¬ 
ally commenced in said Circuit Court, and the service already had 
on the defendant shall be sufficient. 

Section 4. Said Court shall conform to and be governed by 
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the rules of practice and procedure that are now or that may here¬ 
after be applicable to Justices of the Peace in Alabama. 

Section 5. The present Judge of the Civil and Criminal Court 
of Autauga County shall be the Judge of this Court and shall hold 
office until his successor shall be elected and qualified, whose term 
of office shall be four years from the next general election, and 
shall be elected by the qualified voters of said County of Autauga 
A vacancy of the office of Judge shall be filled by appointment 
by the Governor, whose term of office shall be the unexpired term 
of his predecessor and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 6. That the salary of the Judge of this Court shall be 
Eight Hundred and Forty Dollars per annum, payable in twelve 
equal monthly payments of Seventy Dollars per month, and shall 
be paid out of the general fund of Autauga County, Alabama, upon 
the warrant drawn by the Probate Judge on the County Treasurer 
or Custodian on the first day of each month after the passage and 
approval of this Act. 

Section 7. That the Solicitor of said Court shall be appointed 
by the Circuit Solicitor of the Circuit of which Autauga County 
is a part, and shall hold office at the pleasure of the Circuit So¬ 
licitor, and the Solicitor of said Court shall attend said Court and 
shall prosecute all criminal cases in said Court, and perform such 
other duties as are required by law of Autauga County, or deputy 
Solicitors in counties where the County Courts have not been 
abolished. 

Section 8. That the said Solicitor of said Court shall receive 
compensation for his services the sum of Seven Hundred and 
Twenty Dollars per annum, payable in twelve equal monthly pay¬ 
ments of Sixty Dollars per month, payable out of the General Fund 
of Autauga County, Alabama, upon the warrant of the Judge of 
Probate drawn by him on County Treasurer or Custodian on the 
first day of each month, after the passage and approval of this 
Act. 

Section 9. The Clerk of the Circuit Court of Autauga County, 
Alabama, shall be the Clerk of the Civil and Criminal Court of 
Autauga County, Alabama, and for his services rendered as such 
Clerk shall receive the same fees as are now, or hereafter allowed 
to the Circuit Clerks of the State of Alabama, which said fees are 
to be charged and collected in the same manner as fees are charged 
and collected in the Circuit Court. 

Section 10. In addition to the duties and powers herein con¬ 
ferred upon the Judge of this Court, he shall have the right to 
solemnize the rights of matrimony, take affidavits or oaths, and 
to take acknowledgments to deeds and mortgages, and other in¬ 
struments. 
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Section 11. The Judge of said Court shall, at the time of his 
election, or appointment, be a qualified elector, and shall have been 
a bona fide resident of said County for at least twelve months next 
preceding his appointment or election. 

Section 12. Appeals may be taken from the judgments of said 
Court in the same manner and within the same time as appeals are 
now taken from the Justice of the Peace Courts to the Circuit 
Court, and there shall be tried de novo. 

Section 13. The Clerk must keep a civil and criminal docket 
of all cases in said Court as is now required by law for Justices 
of the Peace, and shall make a complete statement of all costs, 
fees, fines and forfeitures due and collected and shall make a quar¬ 
terly report thereof to the Board of Revenue of Autauga County, 
Alabama, and to turn over all moneys collected by him in criminal 
cases to the County Custodian and take a receipt therefor, and 
report the same to the Board of Revenue. The Clerk shall issue 
all subpoenas, make out transcripts, and is to perform such other 
duties as may be necessary to maintain, or perfect the duties of 
his office. 

Section 14. The Judge of said Court shall sign and issue all 
warrants, Summons and Complaints, Writs, executions and other 
processes issuing out of said Court. 

Section 15. There shall be taxed as cost in each criminal case 
a Solicitor’s fee in the same amount as are provided for Solicitor’s 
fees in the Circuit Courts of this State, and when so taxed and col¬ 
lected shall be paid by the Clerk to the County Custodian, who 
shall place such Solicitor’s fees together with all Court fees and trial 
tax to the credit of the General Fund of Autauga County, Alabama. 

Section 16. All fines and forfeitures charged and collected in 
said Court shall be paid by the Clerk to the County Custodian and 
take a receipt therefor, who shall place all of such fines and for¬ 
feiture to the credit of the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of said 
County. 

Section 17. In all criminal cases in said Court there shall be 
taxed a Solicitor’s fee as provided in this act, but in cases which 
are within the jurisdiction of the Justices of the Peace, there shall 
be no Solicitor’s fee charged when the defendant pleads guilty. 

Section 18. Witnesses shall be entitled to the same fees and 
mileage as are now allowed by law for witnsses in the Circuit 
Courts in said County, and shall be paid from the Fine and For¬ 
feiture Fund of said County. 

Section 19. The Sheriff shall be the officer of this Court, and 
for his services rendered shall be entitled to the same fees and 
charges as are now, or hereaftr may be allowed by law in the 
Circuit Courts, and he shall execute all warrants, summons and 
writs which may be issued out of this Court, and in addition there- 
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to, he shall be allowed $2.00 per day for attendance upon said 
Court, paid out of the Fine and Forfeiture Fund. 

Section 20. The Board of Revenue of Autauga County, Ala¬ 
bama, shall provide a suitable place for holding the Courts as pro¬ 
vided for in this Act, and said Court shall hold at least one regular 
session during each month, and the said Court shall be open at all 
times for transaction of such matters as may reasonably come 
before it, and for taking pleas of guilty and for the trial of any case 
where the defendant demands such trial. 

Section 21. The sheriff and the Clerk of said Court shall, in all 
cases in which the defendant is found not guilty, or the case is 
nol prossed, shall receive their fees and costs out of the Fine and 
Forfeiture Fund of said County. 

Section 22. In case the Judge of this Court is temporarily ab¬ 
sent from the State, or is sick and unable to attend Court or dis¬ 
qualified to act, the Probate Judge shall appoint a suitable person 
to hold said Court for one day only in each month, and the Judge 
so appointed shall receive for his services the sum of $3.00 per day 
payable out of the same fund and in the same manner as the 
regular Judge is paid. 

Section 23. That all fines, forfeitures, and fees provided for in 
this Act shall be collected by the Clerk of this Court, and paid 
by him to the County Custodian as herein provided. And that the 
fund heretofore known as the Inferior Court Fund be and the same 
is hereby abolished. Provided, however, that funds now on hand 
to the credit of the Civil and Criminal Court, or Inferior Court 
Fund or any money now due by the State to said Civil and Crim¬ 
inal Court or Inferior Court Fund and moneys now due for con¬ 
fessions, shall be used first to pay outstanding warrants due the 
Judge and Solicitor of said Court, and any remaining amount to 
revert to and become a part of the General Fund of Autauga 
County. 

Section 24. It shall be unlawful for the Judge of this Court 
to participate in the trial of any case which was appealed from this 
Court. And it shall also be unlawful for the Solicitor of said Court 
to defend any case or person prosecuted by him, or in the prose¬ 
cution in which he had a part, or any appeal to the Circuit Court. 

Section 25. Be it further enacted that if any section or pro¬ 
vision of this act shall be declared unconstitutional it shall not 
affect or destroy the validity or constitutionality of any other sec¬ 
tion or provisions herein which of itself is not unconstitutional. 

Section 26. That all laws, and parts of laws, either general, 
local or special, which are in conflict with the provisions of this act 
be and the same are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 27. That this Act shall go into effect immediately upon 
its passage and approval.

AN ACT 

To provide for a Special Election to be held in Pike County, Alabama, to 
determine whether the County Superintendent of Education shall be 
elected by the qualified voters of Pike County, to further provide for the 
time and manner of his election, and to fix his term of office and salary; 
and to prescribe his qualifications. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That on the first Tuesday after the first Monday 
in November 1936, and after this Act shall become a law, there 
shall be held in Pike County, Alabama, a special election for the 
purpose of determining whether the County Superintendent of 
Education for said county shall be elected by the qualified voters 
of said county or whether the County Board of Education of said 
county shall continue to appoint the County Superintendent of 
Education for said county. 

Section 2. On the official ballot used in said Special Election 
there shall be printed the following: Shall the Superintendent of 
Education of Pike County, Alabama, be elected by the qualified 
voters of said County? 

( ) Yes. ( ) No. 

Section 3. That the election officials for said election shall 
be the same as the election officials of the general election to be 
held in said county on the first Tuesday after the First Monday 
in November 1936, and it shall be the duty of said election offi¬ 
cials to conduct the election herein provided for at the same time 
they conduct said general election, and for such services they shall 
receive no compensation other than that allowed them for the 
holding of said general election. 

Section 4. The result of said Special Election shall be can¬ 
vassed and made known by the same persons and in the same 
manner as is provided by law for General Elections. 

Section 5. If a majority of those voting in said Special Elec¬ 
tion favor the election of the Superintendent of Education by the 
voters of Pike County, then no person qualified to fill said office 
of Superintendent of Education of said county can occupy or fill 
said office, unless nominated and elected as other elective County 
Officials are nominated and elected; the first nomination to be 
made under the provisions of this Act, shall be made in the regular 
Primary Election to be held in said County in the year 1938 and 
the election to said office shall be effected in the next General 
Election thereafter for the person elected to said office to begin his 
term of office as Superintendent of Education of said County at 
the expiration of the term for which the present incumbent of 
said office has been appointed; that such nominations and elec¬ 
tions shall take place every four years, as other county officers 
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are nominated and elected. Provided, however, that nothing in 
this section shall be construed as an elimination of the present 
appointee holding the office of County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation for the term for which he has been appointed by the County 
Board of Education of Pike County. 

Section 6. The salary of said officer shall be fixed by the 
County Board of Education, but shall not be less than Two 
Thousand Dollars per annum. 

Section 7. That no person can become a candidate for said 
office of Superintendent of Education of said county unless said 
person shall possess the qualifications as fixed by the general 
laws of the State of Alabama for County Superintendents of Edu¬ 
cation provided, however, that the provisions of this Section shall 
not apply to the County Superintendent of Education now in office, 
should he desire to become a candidate for said office to succeed 
himself. 

Section 8. If any section or provision of this Act shall be de¬ 
clared unconstitutional or void, it shall not affect or destroy the 
validity of any other section or provisions hereof and herein. 

Section 9. That all laws and parts of laws, general, special 
or local, in conflict herewith be and the same are hereby repealed 
in so far as this Act is concerned. 

Section 10. That a permanent record of the result of the 
Special Election provided for in Section One of this Act, shall be 
made by filing a certificate of the result of said Special Election 
in the office of the Probate Judge of said County, which certificate 
shall be recorded and properly indexed in the Miscellaneous 
Records of said Probate Office.

AN ACT 

To authorize the Board of School Commissioners of Mobile County; or other 
school governing body therein, by whatever name called; to pay pensions 
to aged and indigent teachers out of the school funds. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That whenever any person has taught continuously 
in any of the public schools of this State for thirty years, and has 
reached the age of sixty years and his or her record as a teacher 
is without reproach, and, because of physical inability or dis¬ 
ability or mental infirmity, he or she is unable to teach longer 
and is without the means of comfortable support; such teacher 
may lay his or her case before the Board of School Commissioners 
of Mobile County, or other school governing body by whatever 
name called, with a statement of the apposite facts, and the said 
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Board shall consider the case of the said teacher and the facts sub¬ 
mitted in support thereof, and, should the Board find the facts 
to be as hereinbefore stated, the teacher shall be placed on a list 
styled the Retired List, which shall be kept as a part of the records 
of the said Board. Every teacher so placed on the said Retired 
List, shall be entitled, subject to the provisos hereinafter stated, 
to receive a pension, from the Public School funds administered by 
the said Board, in such sum as to the Board may seem proper; 
provided, however, that in no event shall such pension exceed 
in any case a maximum of three hundred and sixty dollars 
($360.00) per year. Such pension shall be paid monthly by the 
disbursing officer of the Board, in the same way that salaries 
are paid to teachers on the active list; but provided further, that 
such payment of pension shall be made only so long as the said 
teacher, on the Retired List as aforesaid, is without other means of 
comfortable support; and provided further that the said Board, 
or other governing authority by whatever name styled, may, for 
any reason which they deem sufficient, discontinue completely 
payment of the said pension in any case; and provided further, 
that a discontinuance for any reason other than that the cir¬ 
cumstances of the said pensioner have so changed as that he or 
she has other means of comfortable support, shall not be had ex¬ 
cept upon a majority vote of the full Board. 

Section 2. This Act shall never be construed or enforced 
so as to authorize the retirement of any officer on pay or on part 
pay; or to make any grant to such retiring officer; or to grant 
any extra compensation, fee or allowance, to any public officer, 
servant or employee, after service shall have been rendered. All 
payments made under the provisions of this Act, shall be for some 
service to be performed or duties to be discharged after the pass¬ 
age of this Act. The Board of School Commissioners of Mobile 
County, or other governing school body by whatever name called, 
may assign work or duties in connection with the public schools 
af the county, to persons to whom payments are to be made under 
this Act, and such payments shall be made in consideration of 
such services to be performed after the passage of this Act. 

Section 3. If any clause, sentence, paragraph, section or part 
of this Act, should be adjudged invalid, and there should remain 
sufficient of the Act to stand as an intelligible and enforceable 
statute, the remaining portion of the Act, not adjudged invalid, 
shall stand, be and remain a valid and subsisting enactment. 

Section 4. All laws and parts of laws; general, local or 
special; in conflict herewith, are hereby repealed.

Section One. That the Sheriff of Marshall County is hereby 
allowed an additional deputy to the deputy or deputies now 
provided by law, which said deputy shall receive a salary of twelve 
Hundred ($1200.) Dollars per annum, to be paid in twelve equal 
monthly installments out of the General Funds of said County; 
that said deputy sheriff shall be eligible to perform the duties of 
deputy sheriff anywhere in said County.

To regulate the Fine and Forfeiture fund of Tallapoosa County, Alabama, 
to provide for the receipts and disbursements of the same; to.authorize 
and require the Commissioners Court of said county to appropriate funds 
for the payment of registered state witness certificates and officers scrip 
now payable out of Fine and Forfeiture fund; to prescribe the duties 
of the County Treasurer or other custodian of county funds in relation 
to the receipts and disbursement of these funds, and to prescribe the 
order of priority in which the same shall be paid and to provide that 
fines and forfeitures shall be paid in cash only. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The Commissioners Court of Tallapoosa County 
is hereby authorized and required to place to the credit of the 
Fine and Forfeiture fund of said county $3,500.00 each and every 
year after the passage of this act, in two installments as follows: 
$1,750.00 on the first Tuesday in each September, and $1,750.00 
on the first Tuesday in each March after the passage of this act. 
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Section 2. The Treasurer, or other custodian of county funds, 
is required to apply the funds provided for in Section 1 of this 
act exclusively to the payment of registered state witness certifi¬ 
cates and officers scrip now payable out of Fine and Forfeiture 
fund, which, are now a claim or which may hereafter become 
a claim against said county, that is, in criminal cases in which 
the State of Alabama has failed to convict. 

Section 3. The Treasurer, or other custodian of county funds, 
is hereby authorized and required to apply the funds provided 
for in section one of this act exclusively as follows: $2,500.00 
each year for the payment of registered state witness certificates 
and officers scrip now payable out of Fine and Forfeiture fund, 
which may be issued after the passage of this act, and $1,000.00 
each year for the payment of registered state witness certificates 
and officers scrip now payable out of the Fine and Forfeiture 
fund, which have been issued prior to the passage of this act. 

Section 4. The Commissioners Court of said county is hereby 
authorized and required to issue interest bearing county warrants 
to secure the funds provided for in Section 1 of this Act, if such 
funds are not otherwise available. 

Section 5. Within ninety days after the passage of this act, 
owners or holders of Tallapoosa County registered state witness 
certificates and officers scrip now payable out of Fine and 
Forfieture fund, issued prior to the passage of this act, shall 
present such certificates and officers scrip to the treasurer, or 
other custodian of public funds of said county, for re-registration 
and he shall re-register said certificates and officers scrip and 
keep a complete record, of the amounts and dates of the same. 

Section 6. No certificates or officers scrip shall be re-reg¬ 
istered as required by Section 5 of this act after ninety days 
after the passage of this act, and all certificates and officers scrip, 
which have not. been re-registered within the ninety days, shall 
lose their priority of registration, and shall not be paid until 
all re-registered certificates and officers scrip shall have been 
paid. 

Section 7. The Treasurer, or other custodian of public funds 
of said county, shall, ninety days after the passage of this act be¬ 
gin the payment of all re-registered certificates and officers scrip 
in the order of the priority of their original registration, and 
shall begin the.payment of all other registered state witness cer¬ 
tificates and officers scrip in the order of their priority of registra¬ 
tion which may be issued after passage of this act, with the re¬ 
spective funds as provided for in Section 3 of this act, and shall 
continue to pay the same until the said funds shall have been 
exhausted.

Section 1. That the office of County Solicitor is hereby cre¬ 
ated for the County of Choctaw, State of Alabama, in lieu of the 
office of Deputy Solicitor as now provided by law. 

Section 2 . That a county Solicitor shall be elected by the 
qualified electors of the County of Choctaw at the General Klee- 
tion to be held for the election of State and County officers in 
November, 1938, and every four years thereafter, and shall hold 
office from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 
next after his election and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 

Section 3. Vacancies in the office of such County Solicitor 
shall be filled by appointment of the Circuit Solicitor of the 
Circuit in which Choctaw County then is and the appointee shall 
hold office for the unexpired term and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the County Solicitor of 
Choctaw County to perform all the duties now or hereafter to 
be prescribed by law for Deputy Solicitors. He shall represent 
the State in all cases in the County Court and Inferior Courts 
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of the County, in all preliminary proceedings, applications for 
bail and habeas corpus and other criminal proceedings in said 
county requiring the services of a prosecuting attorney; to aid 
and act for the Solicitor of the Circuit Court before the Grand 
J-y a ^. * n . a ^ matters of the Circuit Court, and in the absence 
ot the Circuit Solicitor to perform all of his duties; also to attend 
coroner s inquest and examine witnesses and select such witnesses 
as in his judgment should be and appear before the Grand Jury 
or before the courts on preliminary hearing or habeas corpus, 
and when called upon to do so by the Commissioners’ Court, 
or the other proper authority, to represent the County of Choctaw 
in all litigation in which it is engaged. 

Section 5. For his services as prescribed in the next preced¬

To provide Detention Homes for delinquent, dependent and neglected children 
in Mobile County, including the appointment of officers therefor and 
fixing their salaries, and for the maintenance and control of said Homes. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. It is hereby made the duty of the Board of Revenue 
and Road Commissioners of Mobile County to provide and ade¬ 
quately maintain Detention Homes for both white and colored boys 
and for both white and colored girls who are being detained for 
trial or hearing before the Juvenile Court of Mobile County on the 
charge of being delinquent, neglected or dependent children, or 
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held under commitment or placement after such trial or hearing, 
and said Homes shall be conducted as agencies of the said Court. 

Section 2. There shall be appointed by and hold office at the 
will of the Juvenile Court Commission of Mobile County, for the 
care of said Homes, a superintendent for each of such Homes and 
such other employees as may be determined by said Juvenile Court 
Commission to be necessary for the care of said Homes, and the 
salaries of the employees of or for said Homes shall be fixed by 
the said Commission with the approval of the said Board, and shall 
be paid by said Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of 
Mobile County. 

Section 3. The said Homes and said superintendents and all 
other employees shall be under the control of the Juvenile Court 
Commission of Mobile County. 

Section 4. All requisitions for supplies and all expenses of 
every kind and description whatsoever, including expense of sup¬ 
plies and provisions for the maintenance of any and all of the 
Detention Homes operated under authority of this Act, must be 
approved by the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of 
Mobile County, before they can be paid. 

Section 5. That the Board of Revenue and Road Commis¬ 
sioners of Mobile County shall cause to be kept an accurate and 
true account of the amounts annually expended (meaning from the 
date of the enactment of this Act) by the County of Mobile in the 
payment of the salaries of the superintendents and other employees 
of or for said Detention Homes and the other expenses of pro¬ 
viding and maintaining such Homes, and shall cause a statement 
of such expenditures to be filed with the Board of Commissioners 
of the City of Mobile, and it shall be the duty of said City, after 
an examination of said account, which must be made within 30 
days after the same is presented to its said Board or other gov¬ 
erning body of said City, to pay one half of said account to the 
County of Mobile. 

Section 6. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. That if any part or parts of this Act are held invalid 
the remainder of this Act shall not be affected, but shall remain 
in full force and effect. 

Section 8. That this Act shall take effect from and after the 
date of its enactment.

AN ACT 

To re-establish the County Court of Randolph County and to provide its 
duties, powers, jurisdiction and procedure, and to provide for costs and 
fees therein, and to provide its officers, their duties,. powers, and com¬ 
pensation, all to be the same as provided and prescribed by the general 
laws of the State of Alabama establishing, governing, regulating and 
obtaining as to, county courts; and to repeal all local or special laws in 
conflict herewith. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the County Court of Randolph County be 
and it is hereby re-established. 

Section 2. The judge of probate of Randolph County, Ala¬ 
bama, shall be the judge of the County Court of Ran¬ 
dolph County, and before he enters on the discharge of the 
duties of his office he shall take and subscribe the oaths pre¬ 
scribed by law for other judicial officers, and further swear that 
he will faithfully report to the court of county commissioners a 
just and true statement of the services performed by him for 
which he is entitled to fees, which oaths must be filed in the 
office of the clerk of the Circuit Court. 

Section 3. The compensation and fees of the judge of the 
County Court of Randolph County shall be the same, and shall 
be payable in like manner, as now provided for judges of county 
courts by Section 3802 of the Code of Alabama of 1923. 

Section 4. The Clerk of the Circuit Court of Randolph 
County be and is hereby made ex-officio clerk of the County 
Court of Randolph County. 

Section 5. The compensation and fees of the clerk of the 
County Court of Randolph County, shall be the same as now 
allowed by law to the clerks of the circuit courts in criminal 
cases, for similar or like services, and shall be paid in like 
manner. 

Section 6. The clerk of the circuit court of Randolph County, 
before entering upon the performance of the duties of the clerk 
of the County Court of Randolph County, must give bond, with 
sufficient sureties, in such sum as the Judge of Probate of Ran¬ 
dolph County, may require, not less than five hundred dollars, 
payable to the State of Alabama, and conditioned to faithfully 
discharge the duties of the clerk of the County Court of Ran¬ 
dolph County, during the time he continues in such office or in 
the discharge of any of the duties thereof, which bond must be 
approved by said Judge of Probate. 

Section 7. The sheriff, or any deputy-sheriff, of Randolph 
County, shall attend the terms of the County Court of Randolph 
County and shall execute writs or other process of said court. 
Section 8. The fees and compensation of said sheriff for serv- 
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ices in connection with said court shall be the same as now al¬ 
lowed by law for similar services and shall be paid in like 
manner. 

Section 9. The Circuit Solicitor of the judicial circuit in 
which Randolph County is located, shall appoint a deputy solici¬ 
tor of Randolph County, to represent the state in all cases in 
the County Court of Randolph County, and all preliminary pro¬ 
ceedings, applications for bail and habeas corpus proceedings in 
all courts, aid or act for the circuit solicitor before the grand 
jury of said county, and in all matters in the circuit court when 
requested to do so by the circuit solicitor and perform all duties 
of the circuit solicitor in his absence when so directed by the 
circuit solicitor, and such deputy solicitor may be removed by the 
circuit solicitor at pleasure. 

Section 10. That the compensation of the deputy solicitor 
of Randolph County shall be the same, and shall be paid in like 
manner, as provided by Section 5523 of the Code of Alabama of 
1923, as amended by the Act of the Legislature of 1927, approved 
September 9th, 1927. 

Section 11. The County Court of Randolph County shall 
have original jurisdiction, concurrent with the circuit courts, of 
all misdemeanors committed in Randolph County; and shall have 
and exercise all powers, jurisdiction and duties conferred upon 
county courts by Article 3 of Chapter 113 of the Code of Ala¬ 
bama of 1923; and shall have and exercise jurisdiction of pre¬ 
liminary proceedings of felonies committed in Randolph County. 

Section 12. A regular monthly term of said court shall be 
held on the first Monday of every month at the courthouse of 
said Randolph County, and may continue in session until the 
business is disposed of. Said Court shall be open, at the dis¬ 
cretion of the judge thereof, any day of the week, except Sun¬ 
day, for the trial of offenses coming within its jurisdiction, in 
all cases where the party or parties charged cannot give bond or 
security for their appearance at the regular terms of said court, 
or desire an immediate trial. Any case or proceeding pending 
in said court may be continued from time to time by the judge 
thereof for good cause shown. 

Section 13. All trials or prosecutions instituted in said court 
shall be begun upon affidavit and warrant which may be in the 
form prescribed by Section 3815 of the Code of Alabama of 1923, 
and shall be tried by the judge of said court without a jury, and 
the accused shall not have the right to demand a trial by jury; 
but in all trials before said court the judge shall determine both 
the law and the facts without the intervention of a jury, and in 
cases of conviction the defendant shall have the right to appeal 
to the circuit court of said county and a jury trial may there be 
had on demand of the defendant as prescribed by law. Such 
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appeals shall be prayed for, taken and perfected in the same 

manner as now prescribed by the provisions of Article 3 of 

Chapter 113 of the Code of Alabama of 1923 for appeals from 
county courts. The trial in the circuit court shall be de nova, 
and without any indictment or presentment by the grand jury; 

but the solicitor shall make a brief statement of the cause of 

complaint, signed by him, which may be in the form prescribed 
by Section 3843 of the Code of Alabama of 1923. The forms pre¬ 
scribed by Article 3 of Chapter 113 of the Code of Alabama of 
1923, for affidavits, warrants, writs of every kind, judgments, and 
other process of county courts, shall be used and shall be suf¬ 
ficient for like proceedings or purposes in said court. 

Section 14. That the fees and costs in said court shall be the 
same as are provided and prescribed by Article 10 of Chapter 
110 of the Code of Alabama of 1923, and shall be taxed, charged, 
collected and disbursed as provided by law obtaining thereto. 

Section 15. That the rules and laws of evidence, procedure 
and practice provided and prescribed by the general laws of the 
State of Alabama, applicable to county courts be and are hereby 
made applicable to and in said court, and the general laws of the 
State of Alabama as to arrests, bail, confession of judgment, 
punishments, applicable to county courts be and are hereby made 
applicable to and in said court. 

Section 16. That all local or special laws in conflict herewith 
be and are hereby repealed. 

Section 17. That if any section, part of section, clau’se or 
provision of this act be declared unconstitutional or void that 
shall not affect any other section, part of section, clause or pro¬ 
vision which is not itself unconstitutional or void.

To Abolish The Board of Commissioners Of The City of Tuscaloosa, Ala¬ 
bama: To Provide In Lieu Thereof For A Commission Board For 
Said City; To Provide For The Number And Designation Of The Mem¬ 
bers Of Said Commission Board, Their Mode, Manner And Time Of 
Election And Their Terms Of Office: To Provide For The Authority, 
Powers And Rights Of The Members Thereof; To Provide For The

The Heads Of Such Departments; To Provide For The Meetings Of 
Said Board, And The Presiding Officer Thereof; To Provide For The

That from and after the effective date of this Act 
the governing powers of the said City of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
shall be vested in a Board of three members, one of whom shall be 
designated as the Chairman thereof, and the remaining members 
shall be designated, respectively, Associate Commissioner No. One 
and Associate Commissioner No. Two, whose duties tenure of 
office and mode of election shall be as hereinafter provided, and the 
name of said governing body shall be “The Commission Board of 
Tuscaloosa.” 

Section 3. That from and after the effective date of this Act 
the present members of the Board of Commissioners of Tusca¬

The member of the present governing board of Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, whose term of office expires on the first Monda) r in 
October, 1936, shall be Associate Commissioner No. One of said 
Commission Board, and shall hold office from the effective date of 
this Act and until the election and qualification of his successor, 
as hereinafter provided for. The member of the present governing 
board of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, whose term of office expires on the 
first Monday in October, 1937, shall be Associate Commissioner 
No. Two of said Commission Board, and shall hold office from the 
effective date of this Act and until the election and qualification 
of his successor, as hereinafter provided for. 

Section 4. That an election shall be held on the third Monday 
in September, 1935, for the purpose of electing a Chairman of said 
Commission Board to succeed the then encumbent of said Board, 
and at said election the person so elected shall hold office for the 
term of two years, commencing on the first Monday in October, 
1935, and until his successor is elected and qualified; that on the 
third Monday in September, 1936, there shall be held an election for 
the purpose of electing an Associate Commissioner No. One, and 
at said election the person so elected shall hold office for the term 
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of one year, commencing on the first Monday in October, 1936, 
and until his successor is elected and qualified; that on the third 
Monday in September, 1937, there shall be held an election at 
which election all three members of said Commission Board shall 
be elected for a term of four years commencing with the first Mon¬ 
day in October, 1937, and until their successors are elected and 
qualified, so that beginning with the first Monday in October, 
1937, the terms of members of said Commission Board shall run 
concurrently and for a term of four years each, and on the third 
Monday in September of the year 1941, and on the third Monday 
in September of each fourth year thereafter, there shall be held 
a similar election for the purpose of electing all three members of 
said Commission Board, all of whose tenure of office shall be for 
a term of four years and until their successors are elected and 
qualified as herein provided. 

Section 5. In said election to be held on the third Monday in 
September, 1937, and in each election to be held thereafter, each 
office of said Commission Board to be filled shall be designated, 
the Associate Commissioners being designated as Associate Com¬ 
missioner No.One and Two, respectively, and this shall be shown 
on the ballot prepared for such election. In filing statement of 
candidacy each candidate shall designate for which place he de¬ 
sires election. At every election each voter shall vote for only 
one candidate for each office, and the candidate receiving the 
highest number of votes for such office shall be elected, provided 
he receives a majority of the votes cast for such office. In case no 
one of such candidates shall receive a majority of all such votes 
cast for the office for which he is a candidate, another election shall 
be held on the same day of the following week for said office, at 
which the two candidates receiving the highest number of votes at 
the initial election shall be voted for. The candidate receiving the 
highest number of votes at such final election shall be declared 
elected. Each candidate declared elected in any election provided 
herein shall qualify and take oath of office on the first Monday 
in October, next, following said election. 

Section 6. Any person desiring to become a candidate at any 
election which may be held according to the terms of this Act for 
any office prescribed herein, shall file a statement of candidacy in 
the form and manner as provided by Section 2365 of the Code of 
Alabama, 1923, except that said statement of candidacy shall also 
conform to the provisions of Section 5 of this Act, which state¬ 
ment of candidacy shall be accompanied by a petition of voters, 
as provided by Section 2366 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, and 
the officers provided for by this Act shall be elected by the legally 
qualified votes. Any such election held hereunder shall be held 
in accordance to and in the manner and mode provided by the now

existing laws relative to the election of municipal officers in cities 
having a commission form of government, except where in conflict 
with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 7. The members of such Commission Board shall be 
municipal officers only, and shall have, possess and exercise the 
municipal powers, legislative, executive and judicial now, or here¬ 
after, conferred upon municipalties and governing bodies thereof. 
All laws now governing said City of Tuscaloosa and not incon¬ 
sistent with the provisions of this Act, shall apply to and govern 
said City as it shall become organized as provided by this Act. 
All laws, ordinances and resolutions lawfully passed and enforced 
in said City, not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, shall 
remain in force until altered or repealed according to the provisions 
of this Act. All employees of said City and all officials except 
those whose term of office are abolished by this Act, shall con- 
continue in office until otherwise provided by said Commission 
Board, and shall perform the duties now, or hereafter, provided 
for by law. 

Section 8. (a). The Chairman of said Commission Board shall 

have direct supervision over the departments of streets, parks and 
public health; he shall be chairman of all meetings of the board and 
shall have general supervision over all matters pertaining to the 
government of such city; (b) Associate Commissioner No.l shall 
have supervision of the departments of public safety, fire, police 
and public affairs; (c) Associate Commissioner No. 2 shall have 
supervision over the departments of finance, taxation, accounts and 
accounting, budget and appropriations, public utilities and public 
buildings. The powers and duties of each of said departments shall 
be fixed by the commission board and may be altered from time 
to time by them as they may deem best. Provided the administra¬ 
tion of each department shall be under the supervision and control 
of the Commission Board as a whole, and such Board shall be re¬ 
sponsible therefor. 

Section 9. Said Commission Board shall hold regular public 
meetings on Tuesday of each and every week at some regular hour 
to be fixed by said Board from time to time, and publicly an¬ 
nounced by it, and it may hold such adjourned, called and other 
meetings as may be necessary or convenient. The President of 
the Board, when present, shall preside at all meetings of said 
Board, but shall have no veto power. A majority of f he total 
number of members of said Board shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of any and every business to be done by said 
Board, and for the exercise of any and every power conferred upon 
it; and the affirmative vote of a majority of the total number of 
members of said Board shall be necessary and sufficient for the 
passage of any resolution by law or ordinance, for the transaction 
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of any business of any sort by said Board or the exercise of any 
of the powers conferred upon it by the terms of this Act, or that 
may hereafter be conferred upon it by law. This provision shall 
not be construed, however, so as to prevent the said Board from 
delegating or assigning to one or more of its members, or to such 
boards, commissions, officers or emplo} r ees as may be created or 
selected by it, the performance of such executive or judicial duties 
and powers that are by this Act vested in said Commission Board, 
as may be necessary or convenient, provided the same is done by 
resolution, by-law or ordinance duly enacted according to the terms 
of this Act where not otherwise provided. All meetings of the 
Board shall be open to the public. No resolutions, by-law or or¬ 
dinance granting any franchise, appropriating any money for any 
purpose (except ordinary pay roll and monthly expense items) 
providing for any public improvements, enacting any regulations 
concerning the public comfort, public safety or public health, or 
of any other general or permanent nature, which has not been 
published in a daily newspaper published in the City of Tusca¬ 
loosa, Alabama, for not less than seven days immediately prior 
to final enactment, shall be enacted, and except at a regular or 
adjourned public meeting of said Board, provided that a meeting 
of the Commission Board may be called at any time to consider 
and act upon an emergency that involves the public safety or pub¬ 
lic health when not otherwise herein provided. Every motion, 
resolution or ordinance introduced at any and every such meeting 
shall be reduced to writing and read before any vote thereon shall 
be taken, and the yeas and nays thereon shall be recorded, a 
record of the proceedings of every such meeting shall be kept in a 
well bound book and every resolution and ordinance passed by the 
Commission Board must be recorded in such book and a record 
of the proceedings of the meetings be signed by at least two of 
the members of the Commission Board before the action taken 
shall be effective; such record shall be kept available for inspection 
by all citizens of said City at all reasonable times. 

Section 10. No ordinance granting any franchise, lease or right 
to use the public highways, or public property of said City shall 
take effect and be in force until thirty days after the final enact¬ 
ment of same by the Commission Board and publication of said 
ordinance as provided by law, which publication shall be made at 
the expense of the persons, firm or corporation applying for said 
grant. 

Section 11. Each Commissioner shall, before entering upon the 
duties of his office, give a good and sufficient bond, which shall 
be executed by a bonding company authorized to do business in 
Alabama, payable to and for the use and benefit of said City, in 
the sum of Five Thousand and no/100 ($5000.00) Dollars, condi- 
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tioned upon the faithful discharge of his duties, and that he will 
save such City harmless from all loss caused by his neglect of 
duty, misfeasance in office, or for the willful expenditure of any 
moneys of said City in violation of law, and said bond, before 
being accepted, shall be approved by the Judge of Probate in and 
for Tuscaloosa County, Alabama. The premiums on such bond 
shall be paid out of the City Treasury. No member of the Com¬ 
mission, nor any person holding an office of profit under them, 
shall hold any office of profit or trust under the laws of any State 
of the United States, or hold any County office; nor shall any 
Commissioner ever be elected or appointed to any office created 
by, or the compensation of which was increased or fixed by the 
Commission, while he was a member thereof within two years 
therefrom. 

Section 12. No officer or employee elected or appointed by 
said City shall be interested, directly or indirectly, in any contract 
for work or material, for the profits thereof, or service to be furnish¬ 
ed or performed for the City; nor shall any officer or employee 
elected or appointed, be interested, directly or indirectly, in any 
contract for work or materials, or profits thereof, or for the services 
to be furnished or performed for any person, firm, or corporation 
operating or interested in any public carrier or public utility oper¬ 
ating within the territorial limits of said City. No such officer or 
employee shall be interested in, or attorney for any such public 
utility or common carrier mentioned herein. No person who is 
related by consanguinity or affinity nearer than the fifth degree 
to any Commissioner shall be allowed employment by election 
or appointment, or receive compensation for services rendered 
such City. Any person violating any provision of this section 
shall, upon conviction, be guilty of a misdemeanor, and any elective 
officer violating this section shall be guilty of malfeasance in of¬ 
fice, and shall be punished as provided by the Laws of the State 
of Alabama. Any elective officer shall be subject to all the pains 
and penalties and enjoy all the privileges and immunities as pro¬ 
vided by the Constitution and general laws of the State of Ala¬ 
bama applicable to such officials. Members of said Commission 
Board shall be qualified electors residing within the corporate 
limits of said City. 

Section 13. The Commission Board shall each quarter pub¬ 
lish a detailed statement of all receipts, expenses of the City and 
a true summary of its proceedings during the preceding quarter, 
said publication shall be made in a regularly published newspaper 
printed and published in the City of Tuscaloosa, and at the end of 
each fiscal year the books and accounts of said City shall be aud¬ 
ited by a reputable disinterested and certified accountant, and 
such report shall be certified to by the City Clerk and attested by 
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the members of the Commission Board and published in pamphlet 
form, and a true summary thereof published in the same manner 
as provided for the quarterly publication. 

Section 14. Whenever any vacancy shall occur in the office 
of the Chairman of the Commission Board, or any Associate Com¬ 
missioner of said Board organized under the terms of this Act, 
then the remaining members of such Board shall order an election 
to be held not less than thirty nor more than sixty days after the 
date when such vacancies occur, at which election a successor to 
said office for his unexpired term shall be voted for. The notice 
of such election shall be given by publication once a week for 
three consecutive weeks in some newspaper published in said City. 
Any person desiring to become a candidate for such office at such 
election shall qualify as provided for herein for the regular elec¬ 
tions, and said special election shall be conducted in all manner as 
provided for the conducting of the regular elections provided here¬ 
in. The person who shall be elected to such office at such election 
shall qualify for office as soon as practicable and shall hold office 
for the unexpired term of his predecessor and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. 

Section 15. The salary of the Chairman of said Commission 
Board shall be not more than One Hundred Thirty-seven and 
50/100 ($137.50) Dollars per month, and the salary for Associate 
Commissioner No.One and Associate Commissioner No.Two shall 
be not more than One Hundred and Twenty-five ($125.00) Dollars 
per month, each, all of said salaries being payable at the end of 
each month during their respective term of office, and shall be paid 
out of the General Fund of said City. The payment of all funds 
out of the Treasury shall be by warrants signed by the City Clerk 
and countersigned by the Chairman of such Commission Board, 
but no funds may be paid out for any purpose except by resolu¬ 
tion or ordinance duly passed making such appropriation. 

Section 16. The Commission Board shall elect some person 
who is learned in the law to act as Recorder or Municipal Judge, 
who shall try all cases arising from violation of City Ordinances 
or other laws over which such court may have jurisdiction, and his 
term of office, compensation and qualification shall be fixed and 
determined by said Commission Board, provided his salary shall 
not exceed One Hundred and Twenty-five ($125.00) Dollars per 
month. 

Section 17. All regularly adjourned and called meetings of 
the Commission Board shall be open to the public and shall be held 
in a regular designated place in the City Hall, and every citizen 
of Tuscaloosa shall have a right to be heard on any subject re¬ 
lating to the business or conduct of the City affairs. This section 
shall not apply to discipline of employees. 
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Section 18. This Act shall be deemed to be severable, and if 
any part thereof shall be held unconstittuional, such invalidity shall 
not affect any other portion thereof. 

Section 19. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 20. This Act shall take effect on the 1st day of the 
month, next, succeeding the passage and approval of this Act.

AN ACT 

To relieve all persons in Chambers County, Alabama of any legal obligation 
to work on the public roads in said County, or to pay any money in lieu 
of such obligation to work on the public roads in Chambers County, 
Alabama.

Section 1. That all persons in Chambers County, Alabama, 
shall be relieved of any legal obligation to work on the public roads 
in said county, or to pay any money in lieu of such legal obliga¬ 
tion to work on the public roads in Chambers County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That all laws, both general and local, in conflict 
with the provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby re¬ 
pealed. 

Section 3. That this Act shall take effect upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for compensation of members of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Crenshaw County out of the Gasoline Excise Tax Fund. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section One. Each member of the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Crenshaw County, Alabama, shall be paid by the County 
Treasurer of Crenshaw County, Alabama, out of the Gasoline 
Excise Tax Fund for their services in inspecting the work of main¬ 
tenance, up-keep and repairing the public roads of Crenshaw Coun¬ 
ty, or for their services in supervising such work on said roads, the 
sum of Three Dollars ($3.00) per day for each day so engaged and 
five cents per mile for each mile necessarily traveled by them in 
performing such services, said sums to be paid by warrants drawn 
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on the County Treasurer on order of the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners of Crenshaw County, Alabama. 

Section Two. All laws, general, special and local in conflict 
with the provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed in so far as 
they relate to Crenshaw County. 

Section Three. This Act goes into effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

For the relief of the Members of the Court of County Commissioners of 
Crenshaw County. 

WHEREAS the members of the Board or Court of County Commissioners 
of Crenshaw County did, during the years of 1931, 1932, 1933, 1934 and 
1935, pay a part of their per diem and mileage for work done in main¬ 
tenance, inspection and the general supervision in the up-keep of the 
roads of Crenshaw County, out of the “Gasoline Excise Tax Fund”, 
instead of the General Fund because of the exhaustion of said general 
fund; and 

WHEREAS said per diem and mileage were due for actual work done and 
services performed and the payment of same out of said Gasoline Excise 
Tax Fund has not caused the County of Crenshaw any loss of money, 
but to the contrary has allowed it to pay its debts without any injury 
to the said county, and 

WHEREAS because of a shortage in the said General Fund it will be 
to the great financial disadvantage of Crenshaw County to attempt to 
repay from the General Fund the amount of per diem and mileage paid 
said Commissioners out of the Gasoline Excise Tax Fund. 

Be it Unacted by the Legislature of Alabwna: 

Section One. That the Acts of the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners and each member thereof in paying their per diem 
and mileage out of the Gasoline Excise Tax Fund, rather than 
out of the General Fund, is hereby ratified and confirmed and 
the Court of County Commissioners and each member thereof 
is hereby released of all liability to the State of Alabama and 
Crenshaw County because of the payment of said per diem and 
mileage due to them for work done and services performed dur¬ 
ing the years of 1931, 1932, 1933, 1934, and 1935 out of the Gaso¬ 
line Tax Fund in so far as the same was paid for work done in 
maintenance, inspection and general supervision in the up-keep of 
the roads of Crenshaw County. 

Section Two. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To further provide for and regulate the selection, qualification and election of 

the members of the Board of Education of Marengo County. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the members of the Board of Education of 
Marengo County shall consist of four persons and the President, 
but the present members of said Board shall continue to serve 
during the term for which they were elected, and until their re¬ 
spective successors are elected and qualified. 

Section 2. That the successors to the present members of 
the Board shall be elected in the following manner: The Presi¬ 
dent of said Board shall be elected by the qualified voters of the 
entire County, and one member of the Board shall be elected by 
the qualified voters of each of the four School Districts of the 
County as herein provided; and they shall hold office for the 
term as now provided by law, and until their successors are 
elected and qualified. That the four School Districts shall be 
constituted and shall be composed of the election precincts of said 
County as now constituted or as the same may hereafter be 
changed by law. The School District shall be called, respectively, 
the Northeastern School district, the Southeastern School Dis¬ 
trict, the Southwestern School District, and the Northwestern 
School District. The Northeastern School District shall be com¬ 
posed of the following election precincts as now constituted or 
as the same may be hereafter changed in boundaries according 
to law: Faunsdale, Macon, Dayton, Thomaston, and McKinley; 
the Southeastern School District shall be composed of the follow¬ 
ing election precincts as now constituted or as the same may be 
hereafter changed in boundaries according to law: Magnolia, 
Pineville, Dixon’s Mill and Shiloh; the Southwestern School 
District shall be composed of the following election precincts as 
now constituted or as the same may be changed in boundaries 
according to law: Myrtlewood, Hills, Nanafalia, Horse Creek, 
Hoboken, and Sweet Water; The Northwestern School District 
shall be composed of the following election precincts as now 
constituted, or as the boundaries thereof may be hereafter changed 
according to law: Demopolis, Jefferson, Spring Hill, Jackson’s 
Store and Linden. The members of the Board of Education 
shall be, at the time of their election, and during their continuance 
in office qualified electors of Marengo County, and in addition, 
the member of the Board of Education from each School District 
shall reside in and be a resident and citizen of the School District 
for which he is elected, both at the time of his election and all 
during his continuance in office. The President of the Board of 
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Education shall be elected by the qualified voters of the entire 
county, and the members of the Board of Education from each 
School District shall be elected by the qualified voters of such 
School District. 

Section 3. At the general election to be held in November 
next preceding the date of the expiration of the present term 
of the present President of the Board of Education of Marengo 
County, a President of said Board shall be elected by the quali¬ 
fied voters of Marengo County, whose term of office shall com¬ 
mence on the date of the expiration of the present term of office 
of the present President of the Board and shall continue for a 
period of six years, and until his successor is elected and quali¬ 
fied; and every six years thereafter a successor to the President 
of said Board shall be elected. The President of the Board shall 
be its presiding officer and shall be a member thereof, and shall 
have the same rights, privileges, powers and authority, and shall 
perform the same duties, take the same oath, and receive the 
same compensation as the other members thereof, and, in addi- 
♦ tion, he shall have all of the power and authority and perform 

all of the duties now or hereafter required of the President of 
County Boards of Education under the general laws of Alabama. 

Section 4. At the general election to be held in November 
next preceding the date of the expiration of term of office of 
each of the present members of the Board of Education of Ma¬ 
rengo County, other than the present President thereof, a suc¬ 
cessor to such member whose term so expires shall be elected by 
the qualified electors of the School District in which such mem¬ 
ber now resides; whose term of office shall commence on the date 
of the expiration of the present term of office of the member of 
the Board whom he is to succeed, and shall continue for a term 
of six years and until his successor is elected and qualified; and 
every six years thereafter a successor to Such member shall be 
elected. 

Section 5. At its annual meeting the Board shall elect one 
of its members to serve as Vice-President. Vacancies in the 
office of president of the Board shall be filled in the same manner 
as vacancies in the office of member of said Board. 

Section 6. That the Board of Education of Marengo County, 
elected as herein provided, shall have, exercise and enjoy all of 
the rights, powers, privileges and authority which are now, or 
which may be hereafter, conferred on County Boards of Education 
under the general laws of Alabama; and all laws now in force or 
hereinafter enacted applicable to or governing County Boards of 
Education in Alabama shall apply to and govern and control the 
Board elected under this Act, except in so far as they are or may 
be inconsistent with or contrary to the provisions of this Act. 
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Section 7. That all laws and parts of laws, general, local or 
special, in conflict with provisions of this Act, be and the same 
are, hereby repealed. 

Section 8. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon 
its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To create a Purchasing Agency for St. Clair County, Alabama, to be com¬ 
posed of the Probate Judge of said County and one member of the 
County Commissioners of that County whose duties shall be to purchase 
books, stationery, blanks, machinery, supplies, materials, appliances and 
equipment for the several County offices, jails, court houses, almshouses, 
public roads and bridges of said county, and to define the powers and 
duties of said Purchasing Agency. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there be and is hereby created a Purchasing 
Agency for St. Clair County, Alabama, consisting of the Judge 
of Probate of said county and one of the Commissioners thereof, 
who shall be selected by the Commissioner’s Court of said Coun¬ 
ty. The duties of said Purchasing Agency shall be to purchase 
for the county officials, the county offices, and every department 
of the county all books, stationery, supplies, office equipment, 
printing and printed matter, blanks, forms, machinery, equipment, 
including road equipment, and machinery tools and material and 
supplies for the court houses, jail, almshouses and bridges, and 
that it shall be the duties of said Purchasing Agency to purchase 
the same at the best prices obtainable, receiving competitive bids 
therefor when practicable. 

Section 2. That such books, stationery, supplies, office equip¬ 
ment, printing and printing matter, blanks, forms, machinery, 
equipment including road equipment and machinery, tools and 
material, and material and supplies for the court houses, jails, 
almshouses and bridges, shall be furnished only upon written 
requisition setting forth the articles needed and signed by the 
officer for whose office said articles are requested, and there¬ 
upon said Purchasing Agent shall make inquiry and ascertain 
whether the articles are necessary before purchasing the same, 
and all invoices of such purchases, with said requisition attached, 
shall be kept on file in the office of the Judge of Probate of said 
county in alphabetical order as a permanent record subject to 
inspection by the public at all reasonable times. 

Section 3. That the term of office of the Probate Judge, as a 
member of said Purchasing Agency, shall be the same as his 
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term of office as Probate Judge of said county, and the other 
member of the Purchasing Agency shall hold office at the will of 
the Commissioner’s Court of said county. 

Section 4. The Board of County Commissioners of said 
county shall require the officers so obtaining such articles to be 
responsible for the same and to deliver the unused portion thereof 
to their successors in office. 

Section 5. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon 
its passage and approval, and that all laws and parts of laws in 
conflict herewith are hereby repealed, insofar as they apply to St. 
Clair County, Alabama.

That that certain Act entitled ‘An act to pro¬ 
vide for and regulate the pay of state witnesses before the County 
Court of Elmore County, Alabama, out of the general fund of 
said county,” approved July 17th, 1931 Local Acts of Alabama, 
1931, page 199, be and the same is hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To authorize the Commissioners Court of Elmore County, Alabama, to make 
provision for paying off, refunding or redeeming all or any part of out¬ 
standing legal bonds of said county before their due dates, where same 
may be effected by agreement with the holder thereof, at such time or 
times as said court may deem advisable, at a premium of not exceeding 
three per centum above par, if necessary or advisable in the opinion of 
said court, said premium to be in addition to the accrued interest thereon, 
and to authorize said court to effect said redemption or payment by pay¬ 
ing cash or by issuance and sale of refunding warrants against the 
general fund, pledging the general fund of the county for the payment 
theerof, said warrants to bear interest at a rate not exceeding four per 
centum per annum, maturing in such amounts and at such times as said 
court may determine, none of such warrants to mature beyond the due 
date of the bonds to be so redeemed, refunded or paid off and to provide 
that interest thereon shall be paid semi-annually and shall be evidenced 
by coupons attached to said warrants, and to provide further that the 
total amount of warrants so issued shall not exceed the face value of 
bonds so redeemed or paid off together with accrued interest and said 
premium. 
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Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section I. That the Court of County Commissioners of El¬ 
more County, Alabama, be and is hereby authorized to order 
the paying off all or any portion of legal bonds of the county 
now outstanding before the due date thereof, where the same 
may be effected by agreement with the holders thereof, at such 
time or times as said court may deem advisable. 

Section II. That said County through said Court may, if it 
should determine that such course is advisable and profitable to 
said county, effect said payment or retirement of said bonds, or 
any portion thereof, by paying the principal, accrued interest 
thereon and a premium not to exceed three per centum above par. 

Section III. That in effecting such payment or retirement 
of such bonds, or any portion thereof, payment may be made in 
cash out of the county treasury, or the said Court may order 
the issuance and sale of refunding warrants, bearing interest not 
to exceed four per centum per annum, maturing at such times and 
in such amounts as said Court may determine, but no such war¬ 
rant shall mature beyond the due date of the bonds to be re¬ 
deemed or paid off. Said warrants shall be signed by the Probate 
Judge and each member of said Commissioners Court, the in¬ 
terest shall be payable semi-annually, evidenced by coupons at¬ 
tached thereto, but such coupons shall bear only the signature of 
the Probate Judge, or his fac simile signature. The general fund 
of the county may be pledged for the payment of said warrants. 
In the event such warrants are issued, the total amount thereof 
shall not exceed the face value of the bonds so redeemed or paid 
off, together with accrued interest, and the premium required 
to redeem. 

Section IV. That if any provision or section of this Act be 
declared invalid, it shall not affect any other provision or section 
which is valid. 

Section V. This Act shall go into effect upon its approval.

No. 207) (H. 619—Owen of Etowah 

AN ACT 

To allow the Sheriff of Etowah County, Alabama, an additional deputy 
sheriff to that now provided by law; to fix the salary of said deputy 
and to make the same payable out of the General Funds of Etowah 
County in monthly installments. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section One. That the Sheriff of Etowah County is hereby 
allowed an additional deputy to the deputy or deputies now pro¬ 
vided by law, which said deputy shall receive a salary of Twelve 
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Hundred ($1200.) Dollars per annum, to be paid in twelve equal 
monthly installments out of the General Funds of said County; 
that said Deputy shall be eligible to perform the duties of deputy 
sheriff any where in said County. 

Section Two. That on the first day of each month a state¬ 
ment of the name and amount due said deputy sheriff shall be 
furnished to the Board of Revenue by the Sheriff and it shall 
thereupon be the duty of said County to order a warrant drawn 
upon the General Funds of the County payable to said Deputy 
Sheriff for the amount of one months salary as hereinabove pro¬ 
vided. At any time after the expiration of two years from the 
approval of this Act, the Board of Revenue of Etowah County 
can discontinue the allowance herein provided for the Special 
Deputy in Etowah County as set forth in this Act, if, in the 
judgment of the Board of Revenue, such Deputy is no longer 
needed. 

Section Three. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict 
with this Act are hereby expressly repealed, and this Act shall 
be in full force and effect from the date of its approval by the 
Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for and regulate the assessment, levy and collection of Municipal 
taxes of the City of Auburn, in Lee County, Alabama, and to define 
the duties of State, County and Municipal offices and officers in regard 
thereto, and to fix the tax year for the said City of Auburn, and to make 
the Tax Collector of Lee County, Alabama ex-officio collector of prop¬ 
erty taxes for said City of Auburn. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The tax year for the City of Auburn, in Lee 
County, Alabama, shall commence on the first day of October 
of each year, and end on the 30th day of the next succeeding 
September, and on and after the 1st day of October, 1936 Mu¬ 
nicipal taxes shall be due the City of Auburn for the tax year in 
advance on the 1st day of October of each tax year and shall be 
delinquent at the time when State and County Taxes for the next 
preceding tax year are delinquent. 

Section 2. The Municipal taxes due and payable to said 
City of Auburn for and during the tax year 1935 shall be col¬ 
lected under and in accordance with laws existing at the time this 
Act goes into effect, but from on and after the 1st day of October, 
1936 no Municipal property taxes of the City of Auburn shall be 
due or collectible, except under the provisions of this Act. 
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Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Council, Board of Com¬ 
missioners, or other governing body of the City of Auburn dur¬ 
ing the month of May, 1936, and thereafter during the month 
of May of each year, by resolution or ordinance, to levy a tax on 
the property situated in the City of Auburn for the next succeed¬ 
ing tax year at a rate in no event in excess of the constitutional 
limit authorized to be levied by said City of Auburn on the value 
of such property as assessed for State taxation as shown by the 
books of assessment for the State and County tax year ending the 
30th day of September next succeeding the levy. The levy so 
made by the Council, Board of Commissioners, or other govern¬ 
ing body of said City of Auburn shall go into force and effect 
as of the 1st day of October next succeeding the levy and shall 
become a lien only on the 1st day of October next succeeding 
such levy. After such levy is made it shall be the duty of the 
Mayor or presiding officer or Clerk or other clerical officer of 
said city, on or before the 1st day of June next succeeding the 
levy to certify and deliver to the Tax Assessor of Lee County a 
copy of the resolution or ordinance passed by the City Council, 
Board of Commissioners, or other governing body of the City of 
Auburn, in and by which taxes are levied for said City for the 
next succeeding tax year commencing on the 1st day of the next 
succeeding October, provided that in case said City Council, 
Board of Commissioners, or other governing body shall fail in 
any year after the year 1936 to make such levy and give such 
notice, then the levy for the preceding year shall be continued 
and the taxes shall be assessed in accordance with such levy, and 
the assessment shall constitute the levy for such year. 

Section 4. The Tax Collector of Lee County shall on and 
after the 1st day of October, 1936, be ex-officio the Tax Collector 
of the City of Auburn, and he shall collect all property taxes for 
said City at the same time and in the same manner and way and 
under the same laws that State and County taxes are collected 
and are governed by. 

Section 5. From and after the 1st day of October, 1936 the 
City of Auburn shall have a lien, subject only to the lien of the 
State and County for taxes, from, on and after the 1st day of 
October of the Municipal tax year upon each and every piece and 
parcel of property, real and personal, for the payment of Munici¬ 
pal taxes for the tax year which may be assessed against the 
owners or upon such property for the use of said City of Auburn, 
which lien shall have priority over all other liens, except the liens 
for State and County taxes, and this lien shall exist as to all 
land bid in by the State at the tax sales, for the annual tax there¬ 
after assessable on the value of the property so purchased, in the 
event of the tax title failing. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Tax Assessor of Lee 
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County, on and after the 1st day of October, 1935, to show on 
the assessment list made or taken by him under the provisions 
of law as then applicable to State and County taxes what prop¬ 
erty described in the lists is situated within the City of Auburn, 
and the said Assessor shall ascertain the value of each item, or 
subject of taxation, situated in said City of Auburn separately 
from the value of each item, or subject of taxation not within 
the City of Auburn in such way as to make of easy ascertain¬ 
ment the assessed value of property within said City of Auburn. 

Section 7 . It shall be the duty of the State Auditor, or other 
State officer or official charged with preparing the form of as¬ 
sessment required and to be required by law for State and County 
taxes, to make provisions in the form for the Lee County Tax 
Assessor to indicate in thef assessment list what property as¬ 
sessed is situated in the City of Auburn, and in the statement 
of duties appearing on said form, the Auditor or other officer, 
or official may place instructions to the Assessor such as will 
advise him of his duty in making assessments of property subject 
to Municipal taxation. 

Section 8. After the 1st day of October, 1935, the book 
required to be made by the County Tax Assessor under the pro¬ 
visions of law shall also show the property subject to City taxa¬ 
tion in the City of Auburn, and shall be so ruled that the amount 
of such City taxes charged to each tax payer or against property 
in favor of the City of Auburn for the next succeeding Municipal 
tax year on the assessed value of the then current State tax 
year can be entered and extended and footed up and the footings 
carried from page to page, and the total amounts thereof footed 
up so as to show the amount of taxes to be paid to said City 
of Auburn. 

Section 9. After the Municipal taxes have been levied by the 
Council, Board of Commissioners, or other governing body of the 
City of Auburn, and certified to the Tax Assessor of Lee County 
for the next succeeding tax year beginning on the 1st day of the 
next succeeding October, the County Tax Asssessor must com¬ 
pute the amount thereof, at the rate levied by the City Council, 
Board of Commissioners, or other governing body of the City of 
Auburn as shown by the certified copy of the resolution or ordi¬ 
nance furnished the Assessor which will be owing by the tax 
payer to the City of Auburn on the assessed value of the property 
for the then current State tax year, and enter the same in the 
books of assessment required to be made by the said Assessor 
under the provisions of law, opposite the name of such tax 
payer, and foot up the same, the footings to be carried from 
page to page thereof, and the total amount thereof footed up, 
such books to approximately show that the assessed value as 
extended by the Assessor is for the Municipal taxes for the 
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next succeeding tax year, based on the assessed value for State 
taxation for the then current tax year. 

Section 10. The presiding officer of the Court of County 
Commissioners or like governing body having jurisdiction over 
tax assessment in Lee County and required to make certificates 
in regard thereto shall embrace in each such certificate the 
amount of Municipal taxes which shall be owing to the City 
of Auburn for the next succeeding tax year, which certificate, 
after certifying the amount of State, County and special taxes 
shall continue in substance as follows: “The amount of Mu¬ 
nicipal taxes for the City of Auburn for the next Municipal tax 

year is $-, the total amount, and this certificate shall 

be a warrant to the Tax Collector of Lee County to proceed to 
collect such Municipal taxes in the manner directed by law 
when due.” 

Section 11. Upon collection of taxes by the Tax Collector, 
he shall embrace in his receipt, required to be given as pro¬ 
vided by law in regard to State and County taxes, a statement of 
the amount of City of Auburn taxes paid on real estate, and 
City of Auburn taxes paid on personal property, and if any 
interest has accrued on such taxes, the amount there¬ 
of shall be stated and such receipt shall also show the tax year 
for which the said City tax is paid, and such receipt shall be 
prima facie evidence that such tax payer has paid his City of 
Auburn taxes for the year stated on the real and personal prop¬ 
erty, and other subjects of taxation. 

Section 12. The Tax Collector of Lee County, in making 
his monthly report, as required to be made under the law in 
regard to State and County taxes, shall embrace in each such 
report a statement setting forth the taxes collected by him for 
the City of Auburn during the preceding month, and up to the 
date of such report subsequent to his preceding report, and a 
copy of each report shall be by the Collector forwarded to the 
Mayor or other presiding officer of the City of Auburn; within 
five days after making such report the Collector must pay to 
the Treasurer or to the Clerk of the City of Auburn at the 
same time he is required to make payment of State and County 
taxes all City of Auburn taxes then due from him to the City 
of Auburn before that time collected. The Treasurer or Clerk 
of the City of Auburn shall give to the Tax Collector of Lee 
County, a receipt in duplicate for the amount received, one of 
which duplicates shall be promptly forwarded to the State Audi¬ 
tor by the Tax Collector. 

Section 13. The Tax Collector of Lee County must on or 
before the first day of July of each year make a final settlement 
under oath with the Treasurer or City Clerk of the City of 
Auburn, and then pay over to such officer the balance of City 
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of Auburn taxes due from him as such Tax Collector, and not 
paid over prior to the date according to the tax books in the 
office of the Judge of Probate of Lee County. 

Section 14 . The Tax Collector of Lee County shall not 
be required to make or keep a separate account of any special 
taxes collected for the City of Auburn, but shall keep such ac¬ 
count only in gross of the total tax levied by said City. If any 
part of the tax collected by or for the City of Auburn is set 
apart by law for any special purpose, the Treasurer or Clerk 
of the City of Auburn shall as the law may direct keep a sepa¬ 
rate account and distinct fund as required by law from the 
amount paid to the Treasurer or Clerk of said City by the Tax 
Collector in proportion as such special tax levied bears to the 
total tax levied by the City of Auburn and the special taxes 
received by the Treasurer or Clerk of the City of Auburn shall 
be disbursed as required by law. 

Section 15 . The Court of County Commissioners or other 
governing body of like jurisdiction shall in discharging the 
duties imposed upon the Court under the provisions of law in 
regard to State and County officers credit the Tax Collector 
with City of Auburn taxes contained in tax lists, and with 
City of Auburn taxes in litigation in the same manner and 
way and under the same conditions that credits are required to 
be given in favor of the Collector with respect to County taxes 
shown in the lists. 

Section 16 . Upon the allowance and credit to the Tax Col¬ 
lector of Lee County of insolvent taxes and taxes in litigation, 
the Court of County Commissioners or other body of like juris¬ 
diction shall in behalf of the City of Auburn state a new account 
against the Tax Collector for the amounts of insolvent City of 
Auburn taxes and City of Auburn taxes in litigation in the 
same manner and way as is provided in regard to insolvent 
County taxes, and County taxes in litigation, under the pro¬ 
visions of law in regard to State and County officers and the 
Collector shall remain charged with such sum until the liability 
is discharged under the provisions of law. 

Section 17 . The presiding officer of the Court of County 
Commissioners, or other body of like jurisdiction shall embrace 
in the list of insolvent taxes allowed which he is required to 
furnish to the Collector under the provisions of law in regard 
to State and County taxes, and as a part of such list the name 
of every insolvent tax payer of City of Auburn taxes, and the 
amount of such City of Auburn taxes and cost, if any, due from 
the insolvent to said City. 

Section 18 . It shall be the duty of the Tax Collector of 
Lee County to collect insolvent City taxes and make monthly 
reports, payment, and settlement thereof with the Treasurer 
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or Clerk of the City of Auburn in the same manner and way,, 
and at the same time that he is required to do in regard to State 
and County taxes under the provisions of law in regard to State 
and County taxes. 

Section 19. At the same time the Tax Collector of Lee 
County makes final report of the uncollected balance of in¬ 
solvent taxes as provided by law for State and County taxes 
to the Court of County Commissioners, or other body of like 
jurisdiction, he shall embrace in and as a part of said report 
the uncollected balance of insolvent City of Auburn taxes, and 
City of Auburn taxes in litigation, the same and in the same 
manner and way as he is required to make of State and County 
taxes including the taxes still in litigation. 

Section 20. The Tax Collector of Lee County shall embrace 
in the docket of lands made by him under the provisions of law 
in regard to State and County taxes, the amounts due the City 
of Auburn for both known and unknown owners of land in the 
County, if any, in the same manner and way as he is required to do 
in regard to State and County taxes stating the Municipal tax 
year for which the taxes are due, and in such manner and way 
as to show respectively the amounts of taxes due the State, the 
amounts due the County, and the amounts due the City of 
Auburn chargeable against the respective properties. 

Section 21. The decree for tax sales rendered by the Probate 
Court, or the Judge thereof, under the provisions of law in re¬ 
gard to State and County taxes, shall embrace taxes due to 
the City of Auburn, showing the aggregate amount due to the 
State, the County, and the City, and showing what amount is 
for the City of Auburn, and the tax year of said City for which 
the same is due. 

Section 22. The County Tax Collector of Lee County shall 
embrace in his certificate to a purchaser at a tax sale under the 
provisions of law in regard to State and County taxes, the 
amount of taxes due on the property described in the certificate 
to the City of Auburn in the same manner and way as he is 
required to set forth in said certificate the amount due to the 
State and County. 

Section 23. In case of an appeal by the State from a decree 
of sale of any property upon which taxes are due the City of 
Auburn, the appeal by the State shall be also in behalf of the 
City of Auburn, and all proceedings shall under and in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of law in regard to State and County 
taxes be in behalf of the City of Auburn, the same as it is 
in behalf of the County. 

Section 24. The Judge of Probate of the County, in execut¬ 
ing a tax deed to a purchaser under the provisions of law in 
regard to State and County taxes shall by the deed convey to* 
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and vest in the grantee the lien and claim of the City of Auburn, 
if any, as well as the lien and claim of the State and County of 

J t f* p 

Section 25. From and after the 1st day of October, 1935, the 
Tax Assessor of Lee County shall calculate and enter taxes 
owing to the City of Auburn on the descriptive lists coming to 
him under and in accordance with the provisions of law in re¬ 
gard to State and County taxes in the same manner and way 
that he is required to do as to State and County taxes, and all 
provisions, proceedings and requirements as to State and County 
taxes under the provisions of law shall be applicable to City of 
Auburn taxes. 

Section 26. An invalid tax sale of any property located in 
the said City of Auburn shall pass to the purchaser the lien 
of the City of Auburn in and to the land sold, both as to taxes 
paid by said sale, and as to the taxes subsequently paid by the 
purchaser to the same extent and in the same manner that the 
lien of the State and County is passed to the purchaser under, 
and in accordance with the provisions of law in regard to State 
and County taxes. 

Section 27. The Judge of Probate at the time he is re¬ 

quired to remit to the State Treasurer and to the County Treas¬ 
urer redemption money under the provisions of law in regard 
to State and County taxes shall also pay to the Treasurer or 
Clerk of the City of Auburn the proportion of redemption 
money, if any, belonging to the City of Auburn, and provisions 
of law in regard to State and County taxes shall be applicable 
to City of Auburn taxes in the same manner and way as to 
State and County taxes. 

Section 28. The State auditor shall enter in the books 

caused to be prepared by him under the provisions and re¬ 
quirements of law in regard to State and County taxes and 
amount of City of Auburn taxes due on the property described 
in the books in the same manner and way as he is required to 
enter the amount of State and County taxes due thereon, and 
in making sales of said property the amount at which time the 

property is sold shall not be less than the whole amount of taxes 

including City of Auburn taxes, if any, interest, costs, and of¬ 
ficers’ fees, as provided for and required to be paid in the case 
of redemption of such land; and the provisions of this section 
shall apply to any officer of the State, other than the State Audi¬ 
tor, who may have charge of the sale of such lands. 

Section 29. When the lands bid in at tax sales by the State 
have been sold by the State, the State Auditor or other officer 
charged with the duty shall draw his warrant on the State 
Treasurer in favor of the City of Auburn, and the amount, if 
any, that the City of Auburn is entitled to have and forward 
the same to the City of Auburn. 
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Section 30. When land which has been bid in by the State 
at tax sales has been sold by the State, and the State refunds 
the taxes on account of an invalid sale under, and in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of law in regard to State and County 
taxes, the State Auditor must ascertain the amount of such 
purchase money which has been paid to the City of Auburn, 
if any, which amount it shall be his duty to certify to the 
Mayor or other governing head of the City of Auburn, and it 
shall then be the duty of the Mayor or other governing head of 
said City to present such certificate to the governing body of the 
City at its next meeting and thereupon such governing body 
shall order a warrant in favor of the State for such amount as 
the State is entitled to from the City of Auburn, and the City 
Treasurer or City Clerk shall forthwith forward the amount to 
the State Treasurer and report it to the State Auditor. 

Section 31. Whenever the Judge of Probate shall cancel a 
tax sale to a private purchaser under, and in accordance with 
the provisions of law in regard to State and County taxes, he 
must give to such purchaser a certificate directed to the Mayor 
or other governing head of the City of Auburn showing the 
amount of City taxes received by the City of Auburn from such 
tax sale, in the same manner and way as he is required by the 
provisions of the law to do in regard to State and County taxes, 
and thereupon when said certificate is presented to the Mayor or 
other governing head of the City of Auburn, it shall be his 
duty to present the certificate to the governing body of the City 
at its next meeting, and the amount of the certificate must be al¬ 
lowed by such governing body and an order be made directing 
the Treasurer or Clerk of the City of Auburn to pay the same. 

Section 32. Any person or his agent or the heir or personal 
representative of such person who owns property subject to 
taxation in the City of Auburn, and who through a mistake or 
error in the assessment or collection of taxes has paid to the 
City of Auburn through the Tax Collector of Lee County money 
that was not due from him for City of Auburn taxes may 
file a petition with the Council or other governing body of the 
City of Auburn, asking that a warrant be drawn in his favor re¬ 
funding to him the money paid and received by the City of 
Auburn. The Council or other governing body of the City of 
Auburn shall examine into the facts and evidence offered by 
the petitioner in support of the allegations of his petition, and 
if proper and full proof of the same be made the Council or other 
governing body of the City of Auburn must allow said claim 
to the amount of City of Auburn taxes received and must order 
the Treasurer or Clerk of the City of Auburn to pay the same. 

Section 33. All laws now in force and hereafter enacted 
in regard to the collection of State and County taxes and proce- 
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dure with reference thereto, and the enforcement of collection 
thereof shall apply to and be in force as to City of Auburn 
taxes, except as such laws are changed by or in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act, and the County Tax Collector of 
Lee County shall collect or enforce the collection of such City 
of Auburn taxes at the same time, and in the same manner and 
way and as a part of one and the same collection as the collec¬ 
tion of State and County taxes shall be made and enforced, and 
all procedure incident to or in any way connected with the col¬ 
lection of State and County taxes shall be equally applicable 
to the collection of City of Auburn taxes, and all such City of 
Auburn taxes shall be collected in the same way and in the 
same proceedings as are State and County taxes. 

Section 34. The official bond of the Judge of Probate of 
Lee County and of the Tax Collector of Lee County, and of the 
Tax Collector of Lee County shall be and be held to be for 
the protection of the City of Auburn, and for the faithful dis¬ 
charge by such officers of their duties to the City of Auburn in 
the same manner and way as such bonds are for the protection 
of the State of Alabama, and the County of Lee. 

Section 35. The Tax Assessor of Lee County shall be en¬ 
titled to receive out of the first moneys collected for the City of 
Auburn, an amount equivalent to one percentum of all taxes 
collected for the City of Auburn each year as full compensation 
for all the duties to be performed by him hereunder. 

Section 36. The Tax Collector of Lee County shall be en¬ 
titled to receive out of the first moneys collected for the City 
of Auburn a sum equivalent to one half of one percentum of all 
taxes collected for the City of Auburn each year as his full 
compensation for all services to be performed by him with ref¬ 
erence to City of Auburn taxes. 

Section 37. The Judge of Probate of Lee County shall be 
entitled to commissions at the rate of on money received 

by him for the City of Auburn on redemption from tax sales 
which amount he may deduct therefrom when he pays over to 
the City of Auburn the money so collected. The Judge of Pro¬ 
bate of Lee County shall be entitled to a fair and reasonable 
compensation not in excess of $50.00 in any year, from the City 
of Auburn for the additional services required of him in furnish¬ 
ing and preparing abstract books conforming to the require¬ 
ments of this Act, the amount to be determined and fixed by 
the governing body of the City of Auburn, and to be paid by 
the Tax Collector of the County on the certificate of the gov¬ 
erning head of the City of Auburn to the Judge of Probate.

AN ACT 

To authorize and empower the Board of Revenue of Morgan County, Ala¬ 
bama, to pay to Sam P. Rile the sum of $175.25 the value of a barn 
which was destroyed by fire on account of the negligence of employees 
of Morgan County, Alabama, who were burning brush, clearing the right 
of way for a road. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section One: That the Board of Revenue of Morgan Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, be and the same is hereby authorized and em¬ 
powered to pay to Sam P. Lile the sum of $175.25, the value of 
a barn and its contents which were destroyed by fire on July 
24th 1934, by the negligence of employees of the county, who 
were clearing the right of way for a road by burning brush, 
the amount hereby authorized to be paid being the value of the 
barn and its contents, which were destroyed by said fire. 

Section Two: That this Act shall become effective immedi¬ 
ately upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for the appointment of an official court reporter by the Judge of 
the Morgan County Court of Morgan County, Alabama: to fix the com¬ 
pensation, define his duties, and provide for a special reporter in certain 
cases. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Judge of the Morgan County Court of 
Morgan County, Alabama, shall appoint a competent shorthand 
reporter to perform the duties of official court reporter of said 
court. No person shall be appointed official or special court 
reporter under the provisions of this act who is not able to cor¬ 
rectly report in shorthand the proceedings in all trials as the 
same may occur and neatly and expeditiously transcribe on the 
typewriter testimony taken by him. Said official court reporter 
shall be an officer of the court, and within said county shall 
have power to administer oaths, and shall hold office at the 
pleasure of the Judge, who shall have power to remove said of¬ 
ficial reporter at any time. The court reporter shall not be 
related to said Judge within the fourth degree of consanguinity 
or affinity, and any appointment of a court reporter so related 
to the trial Judge within the prohibited degree shall be void. 

Section 2. The official reporter shall attend in person, ex¬ 
cept as otherwise herein provided, the sessions of said court. 
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and in every case unless otherwise directed by the Judge or re¬ 
quested by a party thereto, he shall take full stenographic notes 
of the oral testimony and proceedings, except argument of 
counsel, and note the order in which all documentary evidence 
is introduced, all objections of counsel, the rulings of the court 
thereon and exceptions taken or reserved thereto. The original 
stenographic notes of such court reporter in each case or pro¬ 
ceeding officially reported shall be preserved by him and treated 
as a part of the records of said court, and upon his retirement 
from office, shall be turned over to the clerk of said court. In 
equity cases where the testimony is taken orally before the 
Judge, the court reporter, whenever ordered by the Judge, shall 
transcribe his stenographic notes of such oral testimony, and 
file same in the cause. For such transcript of his stenographic 
notes the court reporter shall be paid a fee of ten cents for each 
one hundred words thereof, which shall be taxed as a part of 
the costs in the case. 

Section 3. The court reporter shall furnish, within thirty 
days, or such other time as the Judge may prescribe, to any 
party to a cause reported by him, upon demand being made for 
the same, or upon order of the Judge, a typewritten transcript 
of his stenographic notes of any part thereof, upon payment of a 
transcript fee of ten cents for each one hundred words thereof, 
and for each carbon copy made at the same writing, five cents 
for each one hundred words thereof: but such court reporter 
shall not be required to perform any part of such service until 
the payment or security thereof is assured. 

Section 4. In all appealed cases the court reporter shall file 
with the clerk of the court within thirty days after such appeal, 
one typewritten copy of the oral charge delivered by the Judge 
to the jury therein, no charge to be made by the court reporter 
for such copy. 

Section 5. Should the official court reporter herein provided 
for, on account of sickness or other cause, be unable to report 
the testimony of any trial as provided in this act, the Judge of 
the court may appoint a special reporter to serve until the of¬ 
ficial court reporter can resume his duties in said court, the 
compensation of such special reporter to be the same and paid 
in like manner as herein provided for the official court reporter. 
The court reporter shall, when not engaged in this discharge of 
his official duties, be subject to the direction of the Judge of said 
court. 

Section 6. In all cases reported by the official court reporter 
or special reporter, there shall be taxed as part of the costs of 
the case a fee of three dollars for each case, to be collected, 
as costs as in other cases, and, when collected, paid by the clerk 
of the court into the county treasury of said county. 
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Section 7. In all criminal cases wherein a plea of “guilty” 
is entered by the defendant, whether at a regular, special, or 
adjourned term of said court when the official reporter attends 
the sessions of said term of court in person, there shall be taxed 
as part of the costs of the case a fee of two dollars for each 
case, to be collected as costs as in other cases, and, when col¬ 
lected paid by the clerk of the court into the county treasury 
of said county. 

Section 8. The official court reporter shall receive a salary 
of six hundred dollars per year, payable in monthly installments, 
such payment to be made on certificates issued by the Judge of 
said court in favor of such official reporter for the amount due, 
the same to be paid by the depository of said county out of the 
general funds thereof on the presentation in the same manner 
as jurors' certificates are now paid. 

Section 9. Before the official court reporter or special re¬ 
porter shall enter upon the duties of his office he must subcribe 
to an oath to support the constitution and laws in the State 
of Alabama, and to faithfully perform all the duties of such 
office. 

Section 10. All stationery and supplies to be used by such 
official or special reporter in their capacity as such shall be 
furnished and paid for by said county in the manner provided 
for the payment of the salaries of such official and special re¬ 
porter on requisition signed and approved by the Judge of said 
court. 

Section 11. The official reporter shall be required to reside 
in said county during the period of his services. 

Section 12. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for the payment of certain claims for fees and court cost now 
outstanding and registered against the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of 
Elmore County, Alabama, in favor of the Clerk of the Circuit Court and 
Clerk of the County Court, or court of like jurisdiction, and making all 
such claims accruing hereafter payable out of the General Funds of said 
County, and authorizing and empowering the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners to pay said claims out of the General Funds of said County. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That all legal and valid claims for fees or court 
cost which have accrued against, and which are unpaid, and 
which have been registered against, and which are payable out 
of the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Elmore County, Alabama, in 
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favor of the Clerk of the Circuit Court and Clerk of the County 
Court of said County are hereby made charges against and shall 
be paid out of the General Funds of said Elmore County. 

Section 2. That on and after the approval of this Act all 
legal and valid claims for fees or court cost which may accrue 
in favor of the Clerk of the Circuit Court and the Clerk of the 
County Court of said Elmore County, or court of like jurisdic¬ 
tion which may now or hereafter exist, shall be charges against 
and payable out of the General Funds of said County; provided, 
however, that only such claim or claims which would have here¬ 
tofore been a legal and valid claim against, and payable out of 
the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of said County in favor of said 
Clerk, shall be payable out of the General Funds. 

Section 3. That upon the passage and approval of this 
Act, the Court of County Commissioners of Elmore County, 
Alabama, shall be and it hereby is authorized and directed to 
issue or draw the proper voucher or warrant for the payment of 
said claims in accordance with Section 1 of this Act and that 
thereafter it shall be the duty of the said Court of County Com¬ 
missioners to pay in like manner all claims in accordance with 
Section II hereof as same accrue, and when same are properly 
presented. 

Section 4. That all laws and parts of laws, local or general, 
in conflict with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. That should any part or paragraphs of this Act 
be held by any Court unconstitutional or invalid, all the remain¬ 
ing parts or paragraphs hereof shall not be effective thereby. 

Section 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for the regulation and purchasing of supplies for which Talla¬ 
poosa County, Alabama is liable for the County officials, the County 
officers and every department of the County including supplies, books, 
materials, office equipment, printing and printed matter needed and used 
in and by the various offices of said County, the officers thereof, the jail 
and almshouse and to provide for the appointment or election _ of a 
purchasing committee to be intrusted with the duty and responsibility 
of making and authorizing such purpose and to provide that such sup¬ 
plies, books, materials, office equipment, printing and printed matter and 
other supplies be bought through competitive bids. To provide for the 
purchasing of all equipment such as machinery, mules, horses, tools and 
other supplies or equipment to be used for and in connection with all 
road work either construction, maintenance or repair of roads in Talla¬ 
poosa County, Alabama. To define the powers and duties of the pur¬ 
chasing committee herein created. 
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Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created a purchasing com¬ 
mittee for the County of Tallapoosa, Alabama, to be composed 
of three members, the Judge of Probate of said County shall 
be a member and as such Judge of Probate shall be Ex-Officio, 
Chairman of said Committee. The other two members shall be 
qualified electors of said County, and shall be named and ap¬ 
pointed by the Senate of Alabama, upon the approval of this 
Act—but the two appointed members shall not hold a municipal, 
County, or State office during their term as members of said 
purchasing committee. In event the place of either appointed 
members become vacant at a time when the Senate is not in 
Session, the Governor shall by appointment fill such vacancy 
subject to the approval of the next Senate meeting or convening 
next after such appointment. All of said members of said com¬ 
mittee shall hold office on said committee at the will of the 
party of power appointing them except the Judge of Probate, 
who shall hold office on said committee during continuance in 
such office of Probate Judge. That said committee shall have 
the power to contract for and purchase all material, supplies or 
other articles for the County, such as office supplies for the 
various offices of the County including stationery, desks, type¬ 
writers and all other supplies used in connection with or by any 
office in Tallapoosa County as hereinafter provided. Said com¬ 
mittee shall also have the power to purchase all equipment, sup¬ 
plies, material for the use in construction, repair or maintenance 
of public roads, bridges or highways in Tallapoosa County 
which shall include machinery, mules, horses, tractors, graders, 
tools of every kind and description and all other supplies and 
equipment to be used in the construction, maintenance and build¬ 
ing of highways in Tallapoosa County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That no purchase or contract to purchase any 
road material, teams, tools, machines, supplies or equipment 
shall be made or contracted, for construction, maintenance or re¬ 
pair of any bridge, or road, let, if the amount involved or the 
value thereof exceeds $50.00, except to the lowest responsible 
bidder, and where the amount of purchase to be made or con¬ 
tract to be let is in excess of $50.00 and less than $250.00, two 
weeks written notice must be given that bids will be received 
for such purchase and contract, by posting notice of same on the 
bulletin board in the County Court House; and if the amount 
of the purchase to be made or contract to be let be in excess of 
$250.00, notice must be given that bids will be received for such 
purchase or contracts by advertising same for one week by pub¬ 
lication in a newspaper published in Tallapoosa County, Ala¬ 
bama and also by posting notice thereof on the bulletin board 
in the County Court House for a like period of time; and in ad- 
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dition to the above notice or notices, if the amount be in excess 
of $250.00 written notice by registered mail shall be given with 
returned receipt requested of all such contemplated purchase 
or purchases to at least three merchants or dealers in goods or 
material to be purchased; and like notice of any contract to be 
let, to at least three contractors engaged in the work contem¬ 
plated, such notice or notices in all cases to be given by the 
purchasing committee through its Chairman, the Judge of Pro¬ 
bate. Such notice or notices together with the returned receipt, 
said Chairman shall file with the court of County Commission¬ 
ers, and all contracts made and entered into or purchases made 
by said purchasing committee of Tallapoosa County in viola¬ 
tion of the terms of this section shall be null and void except in 
cases of emergency which might arise for immediate need of 
use for equipment, supplies, etc., in connection with the roads 
and bridges of Tallapoosa County; then in such event the pur¬ 
chasing committee herein created shall have the power to pur¬ 
chase such emergency supplies, equipment or material up to 
and including the amount of $200.00 without advertising as pro¬ 
vided in this section. 

Section 3. That every County official and every department 
of the County needing supplies, books, material, office equip¬ 
ment, printing and printed matter or other supplies, for the pay¬ 
ment of which the County is liable, at least thirty days before 
any such article is required, shall through such County officials 
or the heads of the department, draw a requisition for such 
articles or supplies or other matters as may be needed, and shall 
file the same with the Chairman of the purchasing committee, 
and said committee shall immediately apply for bids under such 
rules and regulations as the said committee may adopt, and at 
the meeting of the Commissioners Court of Tallapoosa County 
following the receipt of such bids, said bids shall be opened in 
the presence of the entire Court and the members of the pur¬ 
chasing committee, and the lowest responsible bidder for the 
supplies or for the supplying of such articles will be accepted 
and an order placed therefor: that in the case of emergency the 
Sheriff of Tallapoosa County shall have the authority and is 
authorized to purchase medicine or the necessary equipment or 
supplies for sick inmates confined in the County jail or alms¬ 
house without the delay of calling for competitive bids. 

Section 4. That it shall be the duty of the purchasing com¬ 
mittee of Tallapoosa County, Alabama herein created to, when 
purchasing material to be used in conection with all road work, 
purchase the same in amounts sufficient for the immediate sup¬ 
ply for all the County and it shall be the duty of the Commis¬ 
sioner’s Court to distribute the same to the various districts of 
the County, keeping an itemized statement of the amount so 
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distributed, to whom distributed and the price of each article.. 
This record shall be kept in the office of the Judge of Probate in 
a well bound book and the account of each road district or Com¬ 
missioners district be kept separate and said record shall be 
open to the public at all reasonable times. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of such purchasing Commit¬ 
tee to meet at the Court House of Tallapoosa County once a 
month for the purpose of transacting the business herein pro¬ 
vided and shall remain in session until the business coming 
before said purchasing committee is disposed of, but in no event 
shall said committee be in session for longer than two consecu¬ 
tive days in each month. The time of the month at which said 
committee shall meet and be in session shall be regulated and 
fixed by said committee, that each member of said committee 
shall receive as compensation for their services, the sum of $5.00 
per day and mileage and ferriage while traveling to and from 
places of abode to the Court House of Tallapoosa County to 
attend such meeting, the per diem and mileage of the members 
of said purchasing committee herein provided shall be paid by 
the county when presented as other claims and shall become a 
preferred claim against the Treasury of Tallapoosa County, 
such mileage shall be at the rate of 5 cents per mile from the 
Committeeman’s residence to the Court House and return by 
the shortest route. 

Section 6. The said purchasing committee shall publish once 
each month in some newspaper published in said county an 
itemized statement, showing all articles purchased, the name of 
the party from whom purchased and purchase price, thereof 
such publication to be at the expense of said County. 

Section 7. That the purchasing committee herein created 
and provided for shall have full and complete power and authori¬ 
ty to purchase and provide all supplies, road equipment and 
other material provided for in the foregoing provision of this 
Act. 

Section 8. Any member of said purchasing commitee vio¬ 
lating any of the provisions of this Act shall be guilty of a mis¬ 
demeanor. 

Section 9. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed so far as they 
relate to Tallapoosa County, Alabama. 

Section 10. That if any section, clause or provision of this 
act shall be declared to be unconstitutial or held to be void 
it shall not be held to affect any other section, clause or pro¬ 
vision, but the same shall remain in full force and effect.

$100,000.00 in bonds of said county, issued for the purpose of constructing 
public roads in said county, authorized by an election held on the first 
day of November, 1913; requiring the county treasurer of said county to 
set aside said funds for said purpose; authorizing the commissioners 
court of said county to purchase and retire before maturity said bonds 
or any portion thereof, with said funds; providing that on final payment 
and retirement of said bonds, all such funds received by said county 
from the said gasoline taxes, or taxes on other motor fuels, shall be used 
as provided by the general laws of Alabama; and providing the time 
when this Act shall take effect,” approved March 9, 1933.

That the Board of Revenue and Road Commis¬ 
sioners of Mobile County, Alabama, is hereby authorized, required 
and directed to draw or cause to be drawn a warrant on the Coun¬ 
ty Treasurer of Mobile County, Alabama, same to be a preferred 
warrant or claim, in favor of William H. McCaulley for the sum 
of, to wit, $825.00, as compensation to him for the necessary use 
which was made by him of an automobile and gasoline and oil 
therefor, while acting in the line and scope of, and while performing 
his duties as probation officer of the Juvenile Court of Mobile 
County, Alabama, from the 1st day of February, 1934 to the 30th 
day of April, 1935, both inclusive, which constitutes a just and 
equitable claim against the County and City of Mobile as the

one deputy, fix his tenue of office, prescribed his duties fix his compensa¬ 
tion, and to authorize and prescribe their duties, fix their compensation, 
and to authorize the Court of County Commissioners of said county, at 
their discretion to pay the compensations of said sheriff and deputy by 
warrants drawn on the treasurer and paid out of the general funds of 
said county, and to require said deputy to give bonds payable to the 
said sheriff conditioned as required by Section 2595, Code of Alabama, 
1923. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Sheriff of Elmore County, Alabama, 
at the discretion of the Court of County Commissioners of El¬ 
more County shall be paid for patroling the lakes and for po¬ 
licing the dance halls and fishing camps in said county, and 
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for performing all other public services required of him, for 
which no compensation is allowed or provided for, as Ex officio 
fees, the sum of $100.00 per month, payable monthly. 

Section 2. That said Sheriff of Elmore County, Alabama, 
be and hereby is authorized and empowered to appoint one 1 
deputy, who shall hold office at the pleasure of said sheriff, 
and who shall perform such services as said sheriff may re¬ 
quire of him, either as field deputy or other such service as 
said sheriff may direct in the line and scope of the duty and 
authority pertaining to the sheriffs office. 

Section 3. That the said deputy to be designated by the 
sheriff at the time of appointing him, shall receive as com¬ 
pensation at the discretion of the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Elmore County the sum of $100.00 per month, pay¬ 
able monthly.

This Act shall not invalidate or repeal an Act 
passed by the 1935 Legislature of Alabama, providing for an 
additional Deputy Sheriff to reside at Tallassee, Elmore Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama.

AN ACT 

To abolish the County Commission of Walker County, and to establish in 
lieu thereof a Board of Revenue; to provide when said County Com¬ 
mission shall be abolished and said Board of Revenue established; to 
provide the number of members of said Board of Revenue; to prescribe 
their terms of office, authority, powers, duties and fix their compensa¬ 
tion; to provide for the selection and election of said members, and to 
repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the County Commission of and for Walker 
County, Alabama, be and the same is hereby abolished and a 
Board of Revenue for Walker County, Alabama, be and the same 
is hereby created and established in lieu thereof; and that the 
effective date of the abolition of said County Commission and the 
establishment of the Board of Revenue shall be on the first day 
of the first month following the approval of this bill by the Gov¬ 
ernor of Alabama. 

Section 2. That said Board of Revenue shall consist of five 
members, one of whom shall be chairman of said Board of Reve¬ 
nue. It shall be the duty of the Chairman to preside at all meet¬ 
ings, when he is present and each member shall have a vote on all 
questions; a majority shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business and no business or Act which requires the sanction of 
the Board of Revenue can be authorized by less than a majority of 
the Board. 

Section 3. That the Chairman of said Board of Revenue shall 
receive as his compensation a salary of Twenty-Four Hundred 
Dollars, ($2400.00) per year payable in twelve equal monthly in¬ 
stallments on the 1st day of each month by a warrant drawn upon 
the Treasurer of the County. The compensation of each of the 
other members of said Board of Revenue shall be Nineteen Hun¬ 
dred and Twenty Dollars, ($1920.00) per year payable in twelve 
equal monthly installments on the first day of each month by war¬ 
rant drawn upon the Treasurer of the County. 

Section 4. That the Probate Judge shall not be a member of 
the Board of Revenue, no ex-officio member thereof, nor exercise 
any power, authority or jurisdiction or perform any of the duties 
of said Board of Revenue, except that the minutes of said Board of 
Revenue shall be recorded in the office of the Probate Judge and 
all other papers so recorded that are now required to be recorded 
for the County Commission, and for such service the Probate 
Judge shall receive the same compensation that he now receives 
for like services for the County Commission, and shall be paid in 
the same manner. 
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Section 5. That Walker County, Alabama, is hereby divided 
into four districts as follows: District number one shall be com¬ 
posed of beats one, two, three, twenty-eight, twenty-nine, thirty- 
two, thirty-three and thirty-six as said beats are now constituted; 
district number two shall be composed of beats four, five, six, 
seven, twenty-four, twenty-five, twenty-six, thirty-four and thirty- 
five, as said beats are now constituted; district number three shall 
be composed of beats eight, nine, ten, eleven, twelve, eighteen, 
nineteen, twenty, twenty-two, twenty-three and thirty-one, as said 
beats are now constituted; district number four shall be composed 
of beats thirteen, fourteen, fifteen, sixteen, seventeen, twenty-one, 
twenty-seven, thirty, and thirty-seven, as said beats are now con¬ 
stituted. The Chairman of said Board may be a resident of any 
district or beat in the County, but tTiere must be one member of 
said Board that is a resident of district number one; one member 
that is a resident of district number two; one member that is a 
resident of district number three; and one member that is a resi¬ 
dent of district number four, and no person shall be qualified to 
be a member from either district who is not a resident and a voter 
in said district. That the Chairman of said Board when elected 
shall be nominated by the voters of the whole County, and elected 
by the voters of the whole county; that the member of said Board 
representing district number one shall be nominated by the voters 
of district number one and elected by the voters of the whole 
county; the member of said Board from district number two shall 
be nominated by the voters in district number two and elected by 
the voters of the whole county; that the member of said Board 
from district number three shall be nominated by the voters of 
said district number three and elected by the voters of the whole 
county; that the member of said Board from district number four 
shall be nominated by the voters of said district number four and 
elected by the voters of the whole county, provided that the first 
board shall be completed with tenures as hereinafter provided. 

Section Six. That the Chairman of the County Commission 
who was elected in the general election in 1932, shall be a member 
of the Board of Revenue from the first district, as hereinabove de¬ 
scribed, from the effective date of this Act until the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January, 1937. That the present mem¬ 
ber of the Commission from district No. 2, as hereinabove described, 
shall be a member of said Board of Revenue from the effective 
date of this Act until the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January, 1939; that the present member from District No. 3, as 
hereinabove described, shall be a member of the Board of Revenue 
from that district from the effective date of this Act until the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1939; that the Gov¬ 
ernor of Alabama shall appoint a member of said Board of Revenue 
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from District No. 4, as hereinabove described, who shall hold office 
from the effective date of this Act until the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January, 1937; that the Governor of Alabama 
shall appoint a Chairman of said Board of Revenue from the Coun¬ 
ty at large or from the present Commission who shall hold office 
from the effective date of this Act until the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January, 1937; that if the Governor should 
appoint a member from the present Commission Chairman of said 
Board of Revenue such Chairman shall hold office from the effec¬ 
tive date of this Act until the first Monday after the second Tues¬ 
day in January, 1937; that should there be or become a vacancy in 
the membership of said Board of Revenue or of Chairman of said 
Board of Revenue the Governor shall fill such vacancy by appoint¬ 
ment who shall serve until the first Monday after the second Tues¬ 
day in January following next general election after such appoint¬ 
ment. At the general election in November, 1936, there shall be 
elected two members of the Board of Revenue, one from district 
number one, and one from district number four, and every four 
years thereafter there shall be a member elected from said districts, 
and shall hold office for a period of four years from the first Mon¬ 
day after the second Tuesday in January following said election. 
At the general election held in November, 1938, there shall be a 
member of said Board of Revenue elected from district number 
two and a member elected from district number three, and every 
four years thereafter there shall be a member elected from each of 
said districts who shall hold office for a period of four years 
from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January fol¬ 
lowing said election. At the general election in November, 1936, 
there shall be elected a Chairman of said Board, and every four 
years thereafter there shall be elected a Chairman of said Board 
who shall hold office for a term of four years from the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January following said election. 

Section 7. That said Board of Revenue shall hold regular 
sessions at the Court House in Jasper, Alabama on each Friday, 
and may hold such other meetings as the Board may designate; all 
members of the Board shall give their entire time during work 
hours to the duties of their office and it shall be the duty of each 
to actually go over work that is being done and keep up with 
same. 

Section 8. It shall be the special duty of the Chairman of said 
Board to check up and audit all accounts, deposits, books, con¬ 
tracts, warrants, receipts, disbursements, and moneys for the 
county and in which the county has an interest. It shall be the 
special duty of the Chairman of said Board to sign all warrants 
drawn on the County Treasurer, to sign the minutes of the court. 
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to sign the orders for the disbursement or payment of money or¬ 
dered paid by the Board, and generally to supervise the business 
coming before the Board, to prepare and execute all orders thereof 
and to do and perform all the duties theretofore performed by the 
Chairman of the County Commission, or the Probate Judge as ex- 
officio Chairman, but the said Chairman has no more power in a 
vote than any other member, and shall not refuse to obey the ma¬ 
jority of said Board when ordered to do or perform any duty or 
service regularly before said Board of which it has jurisdiction 
and the said Chairman before entering upon his duties shall ex¬ 
ecute a bond in the sum of ten thousand dollars, ($10,000.00) pay¬ 
able to Walker County, Alabama, conditioned as now provided 
by law for official bonds, and it shall constitute a breach of said 
bond for him to wilfully refuse to obey the orders of a majority 
of said Board. Nothing herein shall be construed to relieve any 
member of said Board from any duty or obligation now or which 
may hereafter be imposed by law upon him or upon said Board 
of Revenue. 

Section 9. That all purchases, contracts for purchase, con¬ 
tracts for work or labor, and contracts for expenditures of money 
for or on behalf of the County, must have the approval of the 
Board before such purchase or contract is made, and which ap¬ 
proval must appear upon the minutes of the Board, provided 
that in cases of emergency any member may make contract or 
purchase in amount of not more than fifty dollars without first 
obtaining approval, but the approval must be later obtained and 
failing to obtain such approval it shall not constitute an obliga¬ 
tion on the County. Such emergency contracts or purchases must 
be reported by said member in writing and in detail within three 
days thereafter. 

Section 10. That the Board of Revenue and its members shall 
have and exercise all the jurisdiction, rights, powers, and author¬ 
ity and shall perform all the duties and services which are now 
or may hereafter be vested in or placed upon Courts of County 
Commissioners, Board of Revenue, or like governing bodies or 
courts of like kind by the general laws of Alabama. 

Section 11. That the Board of Commissioners shall have au¬ 
thority to employ a clerk whose duty shall be to keep the books 
and do and perform such other things as may be required of him 
by the Board of Commissioners; the said Clerk to be paid such 
salary or compensation as may be fixed and prescribed by the 
Board of Commissioners and the time of his service shall be at 
the will of the Board of Commissioners. 

Section 12. That if any section, clause, provision or portion 
of this Act shall be held to be invalid or unconstitutional by any 
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court of competent jurisdiction, such holding shall not affect any 
other section, clause, provision or portion of this Act which is not 
in and of itself unconstitutional. 

Section 13. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict here¬ 
with be and the same are hereby expressly repealed.

AN ACT 

For The Relief Of Guy Rice, Solicitor For Autauga County, Alabama. 

WHEREAS, heretofore, on, to-wit, at the 1923 session of the Legislature 
of Alabama, there was enacted a Local Law, (Local Acts 1923, pages 124- 
125) abolishing the office of Deputy Solicitor, or County Solicitor, for the 
County of Autauga, and that since the passage of said Local Law there has 
been no Deputy, or County Solicitor for Autauga County, Alabama: and 

WHEREAS, there was enacted by the 1923 session of the Legislature 
an Act, approved on the 26th day of September, 1923, (Local Acts, 1923, 
page 244, et seq.) creating an Inferior Court for said Autauga County, 
Alabama, providing for the appointment of a solicitor of Autauga County, 
describing his duties, the manner of his appointment and the amount of his 
compensation, and the fund from which said solicitor was to receive his pay: 
And 

WHEREAS, said Act provided that the compensation of said solicitor 
was to be drawn from that certain fund known as the Inferior Court Fund, 
and from no other: And, 

WHEREAS for the past eight years Guy Rice, of Prattville, Alabama, 
has been acting as such solicitor, and has diligently and faithfully performed 
the duties devolving upon him as such solicitor, and he is at this time per¬ 
forming said duties, And 

WHEREAS, the funds in the said Inferior Court Fund is and has been 
insufficient to pay the said Solicitor’s salary, and.that there is now due the 
said Guy Rice for his said services as such solicitor the sum of Eight Hun¬ 
dred and Eighty ($880.00) Dollars for which he holds warrants against said 
Inferior Court Fund, and which said Inferior Court Fund is wholly insuffi¬ 
cient to pay to the said solicitor the amount now due him. And, 

WHEREAS, the County of Autauga has received the benefits of the 
services of the said solicitor, and that he has actually earned the said sum 
of Eight Hundred and Eighty ($880.00) and should be paid such sum for his 
said services, THEREFORE, 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the said warrants in the sum of Eight Hun¬ 
dred and Eighty ($880.00) Dollars held by the said Guy Rice on 
the Inferior Court Fund be and the same are hereby made a spe¬ 
cial charge against the general Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Au¬ 
tauga County, Alabama: Provided, however, that immediately 
upon the passage and approval of this act the said warrants shall 
be registered by the County Custodian against the Fine and For¬ 
feiture Fund, and shall be paid by said County Custodian in the 
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order of their registration: Provided further, however, that upon 
the registration of said warrants the County Custodian shall make 
his endorsement thereon showing such registration, the number 
thereof and the date registered: And provided further, however, 
that when said warrants are so registered and endorsed as herein 
provided for, the same shall be paid by said county custodian as 
fast as funds are received by him with which to pay said warrants 
until the entire amount of Eight Hundred and Eighty ($880.00) 
Dollars shall have been paid. 

Section 2. That all laws and parts of laws, general, local or 
special, in conflict with the provisions of this Act, be and the same 
are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 3. That this Act shall be effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval.

July 17, 1931, and found on pages 197 and 198 of Local Acts, 1931” 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That an Act of the Legislature of Alabama entitled 
An Act to provide for the election of a County Superintendent of 
Education for Autauga County, Alabama, by the qualified electors 
thereof; and to prescribe the duties and fix the terms and compen¬ 
sations of such officers; approved July 17, 1931, and found on 
pages 197, 198 of Local Acts, 1931, be amended as follows: By 
striking out Section 4 of such act and substituting in lieu thereof 
the following: “Section 4. Such County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation shall devote his entire time to the public school business of 
Autauga County, State of Alabama, and shall receive a salary of 
$2000.00 per annum divided in twelve equal installments, payable 
monthly, and shall be paid in the manner provided by the general 
laws; and in addition thereto he shall be allowed reimbursement 
for his travel, and for other necessary expenses, incurred in the 
actual performance of his duties, as evidenced by an itemized ac¬ 
count, which shall not exceed Six Hundred Dollars ($600.00) per 
annum.” 

Section 2. And also amend said Act by adding Sections 5, 6, 
and 7, to read as follows: “Section 5. It shall be the further duty 
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of such County Superintendent of Education to visit each public 
school in Autauga County, Alabama, at frequent intervals in the 
interest of such schools/’ “Section 6. That all laws, general or 
special, in conflict herewith, be, and are hereby repealed.” “Sec¬ 
tion 7.

AN ACT 

To permit and allow the County Board of Education of Chambers County, 
upon the recommendation of the County Superintendent of Education 
to borrow funds to pay the teachers, truck drivers, and other employees 
of the Board, and to pay the current expenses of said County schools, 
when the current funds on hand are not sufficient to meet the same, and 
to pledge as security therefor the current revenues for the current year, 
or the following year, or to provide instead of such loans the issuance of 
interest bearing warrants to teachers and truck drivers or employees of 
the said Board; to provide that said County Board of Education may 
transfer children to high schools in adjacent districts when nearer and 
more convenient and may use such district taxes and transfer the same 
for use in other districts for the payment of transportation or other ex¬ 
penses; to provide further that when there is no school in a district or 
when such district has a sufficient balance of district taxes, the County 
Board of Education may use such district tax for the transportation of 
children in said district. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The County Board of Education of Chambers Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, shall have authority, upon the recommendation of the 
County Superintendent of Education, to borrow money on the 
credit of the school fund of Chambers County, to meet salaries of 
teachers, truck drivers, other employees, or other current expenses, 
when the current funds on hand are not sufficient to meet the 
same, and as security therefor, to pledge the current revenues of 
the current school year or the following year. It shall be the duty 
of the County Board of Education of Chambers County, Alabama, 
and the County Superintendent of Education to secure such a 
loan, if practicable, or in lieu thereof issue interest bearing war¬ 
rants, when the current funds on hand are not sufficient promptly 
to pay salaries and current expenses. All such current loans, ex¬ 
cept such as are based on County and District local tax proceeds, 
shall be payable and paid not later than April 1st, next after the 
end of the current school year in which such current loans are 
made, and from the funds accruing for the support of the schools 
within such given school year. Provided, however, that the County 
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Board of Education of Chambers County, Alabama, may borrow 
money for said purposes and may pledge as security therefor the 
revenues as set out hereinabove, or may issue interest bearing war¬ 
rants, and any such loan may be made to mature either during the 
school year in which it is negotiated, or after the expiration of 
such school year, at the discretion of the said County Board of 
Education. The amount so borrowed shall at no time exceed one- 
third of the sum paid out for teachers’ Salaries and current ex¬ 
penses during the preceding school year. 

Section 2. That whenever there is no school in a district or 
when a district has a sufficient balance of district taxes, the 
County Board of Education may use such district school taxes for 
the transportation of children in said districts; provided further, 
that when the County Board of Education sees fit to transfer chil¬ 
dren from one school district to high schools in adjacent districts, 
when nearer and more convenient then such district school taxes 
may be transferred and used by the County Board of Education 
in the operation and for the payment of the expenses of said 
schools, including teachers’ salaries, salaries of truck drivers, and 
other employees and to pay the expenses of transporting said chil¬ 
dren to said adjacent districts. 

Section 3. Any loans, or warrants issued heretofore of like na¬ 
ture by the Board of Education of Chambers County, Alabama, 
under the above provisions or like provisions, may be re-ratified, 
confirmed or approved by such Board upon the approval of the 
County Superintendent of Education, and upon such re-ratification 
and approval shall be as valid as if passed or provided under this 
Act. 

Section 4. All laws and parts of laws, local or general, in con¬ 
flict with the provisions of this Act shall be, and the same are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 5. Should any Section of this Bill, or any part of this 
Bill be declared unconstitutional, it shall in no wise affect the re¬ 
maining part or parts of said Bill or Sections thereof. 

Section 6. That this Act shall take effect upon its approval by 
the Governor.

To fix and regulate the salary to be charged or received by the tax collector 
of Mobile County; to provide for assistants to the said tax collector, 
and their compensation; to fix and regulate the method and basis of 
payment and collection of such salary of the tax collector and compensa¬ 
tion for his assistants; to provide that such salary shall be in lieu of 
all other compensation, fees, commissions or emoluments; to declare the 
provisions of existing law, touching the commission of tax collectors for 
collecting general and special and school taxes, inapplicable to Mobile 
County; and to provide for the payment, into the County Treasury of 
Mobile County, of certain moneys, fees and penalties that were hereto¬ 
fore part of the compensation, emoluments and perquisites of the office of 
Tax Collector of Mobile County, Alabama. 

Be it Enacted, by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the method and basis of compensation of the 
Tax Collector of Mobile County shall be, and they are hereby, 
changed, and he shall receive a salary of Six thousand Dollars 
($6,000.00) per annum, which said salary shall be paid to and re¬ 
ceived by him, in twelve equal monthly installments, out of taxes 
collected by him and in the manner hereinafter specified. This 
salary shall be in lieu of all other compensation, fees, commissions, 
perquisites and emoluments for the performance of the duties of 
his office or for any act or service charged for by him, growing out 
of the performance of his official duties or connected with the 
operation or conduct of his office. 

Section 2. The tax Collector may employ, at the public ex¬ 
pense, such assistants, to aid him in the performance of his official 
duties, as he may determine to be adequate to enable a proper 
discharge of the duties of the office; provided, however, that in no 
event shall he incur, in cost for assistants, a greater total expense 
than as herein allowed; and provided further that such assistants 
shall be employees of the tax collector and, as such, may be dis¬ 
charged or otherwise dealt with by the tax collector in all respects 
as may be done between private employer and employee. Such 
assistants shall be paid such compensation as may be determined 
by the tax collector; provided, however, that the tax collector 
shall not have the power to pay greater salaries than as follows: 
One Chief Clerk at a salary not exceeding three thousand dollars 
($3,000.00) a year; not less than two nor more than three addi¬ 
tional Clerks, at a gross sum, not to exceed in the aggregate 
forty-eight hundred dollars ($4800.00) a year; one Clerk at a 
salary not to exceed fifteen hundred dollars ($1500.00) a year; 
and such extra help as, from time to time, may be necessary, at 
a total additional cost of not to exceed five hundred dollars 
($500.00) in any year; and provided further that the allowance 
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for extra help is conditioned upon the actual employment of extra 
help; and such employment shall not be had or made unless it be 
necessitated by a press of work beyond the capacity of the regular 
office force hereinbefore provided for. The assistants shall be 
paid their salaries in equal monthly installments. 

Section 3. The Tax Collector may retain, out of the taxes 
collected by him, the amount of his salary and the amount of the 
salaries of his assistants. The amount of such salaries of the tax 
collector and his assistants, shall be charged against, borne and 
retained, respectively, by, from and out of, the taxes collected for 
account of the State of Alabama, the taxes collected for account 
of the County of Mobile, and the taxes collected for account of the 
Board of School Commissioners of Mobile County, in the ratio 
that the amounts collected respectively for the State, for the 
County of Mobile, and for the Board of School Commissioners 
of Mobile County, bear to the total amount of taxes collected. 

Section 4. The provisions of law touching the commissions of 
tax collectors for collecting the general and special and school 
taxes, set out in Section 3048 of the Code of Alabama of 1923 and 
in Section 204 of the Compilation of the Revenue Laws of Ala¬ 
bama of 1929, are hereby declared inapplicable to Mobile County 
and to the Tax Collector of Mobile County, and the said com¬ 
missions shall not be charged or collected in Mobile County. The 
general statutory system of Alabama touching fees, court costs 
and penalties with reference to the collection of taxes, remains un¬ 
changed by this statute, except as herein specifically provided. 

Section 5. This Act shall take effect at the commencement 
of the term of office of the tax collector of Mobile County begin¬ 
ning next after the approval of this Act. 

Section 6. On or before the 5th day of November, 1935; and 
on or before the 5th day of each succeeding calendar month, the 
Tax Collector of Mobile County shall pay into the County Treas¬ 
ury of Mobile County, all fees charged and collected by him by 
reason of any official act or for the performance of any service 
connected directly or indirectly with his said office, during the 
preceding calendar month, and remaining chargeable under this 
Act. The money so paid shall become a part of the general fund 
of the County of Mobile. 

Section 7. Should any clause, sentence, paragraph, part or 
section of this Act be adjudged invalid, such judgment shall not 
affect, impair or invalidate the remainder of the Act. 

Section 8. All laws; general, local or special; in conflict with 
this Act, are hereby repealed.

for his assistants; to provide that such salary shall be in lieu of all 
other compensation, fees, commission or emoluments; to declare the 
provisions of existing law, touching the commissions of tax assessor, 
inapplicable to Mobile County; and to provide for the payment, into 
the County Treasury of Mobile County, of certain moneys, fees and 
penalties that were heretofore part of the compensation, emoluments and 
perquisites of the office of tax assessor of Mobile County, Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the method and basis of compensation of the 
tax assessor of Mobile County, shall be, and they are hereby, 
changed, and he shall receive a salary of Six Thousand Dollars 
($6,000.00) per annum, which said salary shall be paid to and re¬ 
ceived by him, in twelve equal monthly instalments, out of taxes 
collected by the tax collector of Mobile County, and in the manner 
hereinafter specified. This salary shall be in lieu of all other com¬ 
pensation, fees, commissions, perquisites and emoluments for the 
performance of the duties of his office or for any act or service 
charged for by him, growing out of the performance of his official 
duties or connected with the operation or conduct of his office.

respects as may be done between private employer and employee. 
Such assistants shall be paid such compensation as may be deter¬ 
mined by the tax assessor; provided, however, that the tax as¬ 
sessor shall not have the power to pay greater salaries than as 
follows: One chief clerk at a salary not exceeding three thousand 
six hundred dollars ($3,600.00) a year; one field deputy at a salary 
not exceeding three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) a year; one record 
clerk at a salary not exceeding one thousand and eighty dollars 
($1,080.00) a year; not more than four additional regular clerks at 
an aggregate salary of not exceeding thirty-six hundred dollars 
($3600.00 a year; and such extra help as, from time to time, may 
be necessary, at a total additional cost of not to exceed twelve 
hundred dollars ($1200.00) in any year; and provided further that 
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the allowance for extra help is conditioned upon the actual em¬ 
ployment of extra help; and such employment shall not be had 
or made unless it be necessitated by a press of work beyond the 
capacity of the regular office force hereinbefore provided for. The 
assistants shall be paid their salaries in equal monthly installments. 

Section 3. The tax assessor, at the beginning of each calendar 
month, shall certify to the tax collector the total amount of ex¬ 
pense incurred by the assessor for clerk hire hereunder during the pre¬ 
ceding calendar month; but in no event to exceed a one-twelfth 
(1/12) part of the total maximum for clerk hire allowed in and by 
Section 2 of this Act; and the tax collector shall retain, out of the 
taxes collected by him, and shall pay over to the tax assessor, 
a one-twelfth (1/12) part of the tax assessor’s annual salary as 
fixed by Section 1 of this Act, and the amount of monthly clerk 
hire certified by the assessor as aforesaid but in no event more 
than a one-twelfth (1/12) part of the maximum annual allow¬ 
ance for clerk hire made in and by Section 2 of this Act. The 
amount of such salaries of the tax assessor and his assistants, shall 
be charged against, borne and retained, respectively, by, from and 
out of, the taxes collected for account of the State of Alabama, 
the taxes collected for account of the County of Mobile, and the 
taxes collected for account of the Board of School Commission¬ 
ers of Mobile County, in the ratio that the amounts collected re¬ 
spectively for the State, for the County of Mobile, and for the 
Board of School Commissioners of Mobile County, bear to the 
total amount of taxes collected. 

Section 4. The provisions of law touching the commissions 
of tax assessors, set out in Section 3040 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1923 and in Section 135 of the Compilation of the Revenue Laws 
of Alabama of 1929, are hereby declared inapplicable to Mobile 
County and to the tax assessor of Mobile County, and the said 
commissions shall not be charged or collected in Mobile County. 
The general statutory system of Alabama touching fees, costs and 
penalties with reference to the assessment of taxes, remains un¬ 
changed by this statute, except as herein specifically provided. 

Section 5. This Act shall take effect at the commencement of 
the term of office of the tax assessor of Mobile County beginning 
next after the approval of this Act. 

Section 6. On or before the 5th day of November, 1935; and 
on or before the 5th day of each succeeding calendar month, the 
Tax Collector of Mobile County shall pay into the County Treas¬ 
ury of Mobile County, all fees charged and collected by him for 
or on account of the tax assessor by reason of any official act or 
for the performance of any service connected directly or indirectly 
with the tax assessor’s office, during the preceding calendar month, 
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and remaining chargeable under this Act. The money so paid 
shall become a part of the general fund of the county of Mobile. 

Section 7. Should any clause, sentence, paragraph, part or 
section of this Act be adjudged invalid, such judgment shall not 
affect, impair or invalidate the remainder of the Act. 

Section 8. All laws; general, local or special; in conflict with 
this Act, are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To abolish the County Board of Education of Clarke County, Alabama; to 
create in lieu thereof the County School Commission of Clarke County, 
Alabama; to provide for the appointment and election of the members 
thereof and to prescribe their duties and powers, terms of office and 
compensation; to provide for a chairman of said Commission and to 
repeal all laws in conflict herewith. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the County Board of Education of Clarke 
County is hereby abolished. 

Section 2. That in lieu of the County Board of Education of 
Clarke County, Alabama, there is hereby created a County School 
Commission of Clarke County, Alabama, to consist of five members. 

Section 3. That immediately upon the passage of this Act, the 
members of the Commission shall be appointed by the Governor. 

Section 4. In the appointment of the members of the County 
School Commission of Clarke County, Alabama, such members 
shall be divided into three classes; class one, class two and class 
three. Class one shall consist of two members who shall hold 
office until the General Election to be held in 1936 and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. Class two shall consist of 
two members who shall hold office until the General Election to 
be held in 1938 and until their successors are elected and qualified. 
Class three shall consist of one member who shall hold office until 
the General Election to be held in 1940 and until his successor 
is elected and qualified. The Governor, in making the appoint¬ 
ments, shall designate which members shall constitute class one, 
which shall constitute class two and which shall constitute class 
three. 

Section 5. At the General Election to be held in 1936, the quali¬ 
fied electors of the County shall elect the successors of the two 
members whose terms expire, which members shall serve for a 
term of six years or until their successors are elected and quali¬ 
fied. At the General Election to be held in 1938, the qualified

electors of the County shall elect the successors of the two mem¬ 
bers whose terms expire, which members shall serve for a term 
of six years or until their successors are elected and qualified. 
At the General Election to be held in 1940, the qualified electors of 
the County shall elect a fifth member of the Commission who shall 
serve a term of six years or until his successor is elected and quali¬ 
fied. 

Section 6. The members of the Commission shall be persons 
of good moral character, with at least a fair elementary education, 
of good standing in their respective communities, and known for 
their honesty, business ability, public spirit and interest in the 
good of public education. No member of the County School Com¬ 
mission shall be an employee of the Commission. 

Section 7. The general administration and supervision of the 
public schools and of the educational interests of the County, shall 
be vested in the County School Commission. 

Section 8. In the event a vacancy occurs in the office of mem¬ 
bers of the County School Commission, the vacancy shall be filled 
by appointment by a majority of the remaining members of the 
County School Commission and the appointee shall hold for the 
unexpired term. In the event the vacancy is not filled by the re¬ 
maining members of the County School Commission within thirty 
days, the State Superintendent of Education shall fill such vacancy 
by appointment. The County Superintendent of Education shall 
notify the State Superintendent of Education when a vacancy in 
the office of member of the County School Commission has not 
been filled within thirty days. 

Section 9. Immediately upon the appointment and qualifica¬ 
tion, the County School Commission shall meet and elect a chair¬ 
man whose duties it shall be to preside over the meetings of the 
County School Commission, and in a general way act as executive 
officer of the County School Commission. He shall instruct the 
County Superintendent as to the policies of the Commission. He 
shall be entitled to a vote on all questions requiring the majority 
approval of the County School Commission. 

Section 10. On the second Tuesday in May of each year the 
County School Commission shall hold a meeting for the purpose 
of giving the public an opportunity of presenting to the Com¬ 
mission matters relating to the allotment of public school funds, 
or any other matter relating to the administration of the public 
schools of the County. 

Section 11. The County School Commission shall hold an an¬ 
nual meeting each year on the last Friday in November. At this 
meeting the Commission shall elect each year one of its members 
to serve as Chairman. Other regular meetings shall be held on

the last Friday of February, May and September, and such special 
meetings may be held, and at such place as the duties and the 
business of the Commission may require. The rules generally 
adopted by deliberative bodies for their government shall be ob¬ 
served by the County School Commission. No motion or resolu¬ 
tion shall be declared adopted without the concurrence of the ma¬ 
jority of the whole Commission. 

Section 12. The members of the County School Commission 
shall receive from the public school funds of the County five 
dollars a day and their actual traveling and hotel expenses in¬ 
curred in attending meetings of the Commission, and transacting 
the business of the Commission. The members of the County 
School Commission shall not be allowed pay for more than twelve 
days in any one year, and their expenses shall be paid in like man¬ 
ner as provided for the compensation of teachers. They shall not 
be required to hold teachers’ certificates. 

Section 13. The County School Commission may appoint the 
County Superintendent of Education as Secretary of the County 
School Commission. As Secretary, under direction of the County 
School Commission, he shall conduct all correspondence of the 
Commission, keep and preserve all of its records, receive all re¬ 
ports required by the County School Commission and see that 
such reports are in proper form, complete and accurate. He shall 
have the right to advise on any question under consideration by 
the County School Commission but shall have no vote. In the ab¬ 
sence of the County Superintendent of Education or upon his fail¬ 
ure to act, or if in the opinion of the County School Commission 
the best interest of the schools of the County will be served, the 
County School Commission may appoint one of its members to 
act as Secretary. The bond of the County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation shall be responsible for the faithful performance of duties 
by the member of the County School Commission appointed to 
act as temporary Secretary in the absence of the County Superin¬ 
tendent, but if such member is designated permanent Secretary, 
he shall make such bond for the faithful performance of his duties 
as the Commission may require. Such member acting as Secretary 
shall not thereby lose his vote. 

Section 14. The County School Commission shall elect some 
suitable person to act as Treasurer of all of the public school funds 
of the County, including funds for County High Schools. The 
County Treasurer of School Funds shall serve without pay. He 
shall receive and take charge of any money, fund, or proceeds of 
any character, which may accrue to the County for public school 
purposes. He shall pay_ out all such monies upon the written 
order of the County School Commission, and shall perform such 
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other duties as may be prescribed by law. The County School 
Commission may arrange, if it deems practical and beneficial, for 
a payment of interest on daily balances of bank deposits of public 
school funds by the Treasurer of the public school funds. 

Section 15. All the property, estate, effects, money, funds, 
claims, and donations now or hereafter vested by law in the pub¬ 
lic school authorities of Clarke County for the benefit of the pub¬ 
lic schools of Clarke County, are hereby transferred and vested in 
the County School Commission and their successors in office. 
Real and personal estate granted, conveyed, devised or bequeathed 
*or the use of the County in a school district or public school there¬ 
of shall be held in trust by the County School Commission for the 
benefit of any such school district or school. The title to all prop¬ 
erty, effects, rights, money, claims or other rights or privileges 
heretofore belonging to the County Board of Education of Clarke 
County, Alabama, are hereby transferred and vested in the County 
School Commission of Clarke County, Alabama, and said County 
School Commission shall have all the rights, privileges and pow¬ 
ers with respect thereto that heretofore have been invested in the 
County Board of Education. 

Section 16. The County School Commission shall maintain a 
uniform and effective system of public schools throughout the 
County, 

Section 17. The County School Commission shall determine 
the educational policy of the County, and shall prescribe rules 
and regulations for the conduct and management of the school. 
The County Superintendent of Education shall advise and recom¬ 
mend but the action of the County School Commission shall con¬ 
trol with or without such recommendation. 

Section 18. The County School Commission shall have the 
control and supervision of the public school system of the County. 
The Commission shall consult and advise with the Superintendent 
of Education, and his professional assistants, with school trustees, 
principals, teachers, and interested citizens, and shall seek in every 
way to promote the interest of the schools under its jurisdiction. 

Section 19. The County School Commission shall appoint all 
principals, teachers, clerical and professional assistants and all 
other employees authorized by the Commission. The County 
Superintendent of Education may recommend to the Commission 
such employees, but the Commission shall not be bound by such 8 
recommendation. The County School Commission may suspend 
or dismiss for immorality, misconduct in office, insubordination, 
incompetency or willful neglect of duty, or whenever, in the opin¬ 
ion of the Commission, the best interest of the school requires it, 
principals, teachers, or any other employees or appointees of the 
Commission. 
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Section 20. The County School Commission shall prescribe 
courses of study for the schools under its jurisdiction, and a printed 
copy of these courses of study shall be supplied to every teacher 
and to every interested citizen of the County. 

Section 21. The County Superintendent of Education shall, at 
the direction of the County School Commission, grade and stand¬ 
ardize all the schools under its jurisdiction. 

Section 22. The County School Commission in order to expe- 
dite the payment of teachers’ salaries and to make possible effi¬ 
cient supervision, shall fix a uniform date each year for the open¬ 
ing of all schools in the County under its jurisdiction, and all 
schools as far as in the opinion of the County School Commission 
may be practicable, shall open on said date. If for any reason 
the Commission shall permit any schools to open at later date, 
the reports and records of such schools shall be made so as to 
conform to the scholastic months, counting from the uniform date 
hereinabove mentioned. . 

Section 23. The County School Commission, subject to the 
rules and regulations of the State Board of Education shall cause 
to be taken, under the direction of the County Superintendent of 
Education, a biennial school census of the children in the County 
between the ages of six and twenty-one inclusive, to be taken in 
July of each even numbered year, and the County Superintendent 
of Education, upon the direction at any time of the State Superin¬ 
tendent of Education, shall cause the whole or any part of any 
school census in his County to be retaken. 

Section 24. The County School Commission shall appoint a 
sufficient number of enumerators to take the census of the County 
during the month of July or at such other times as the State Su¬ 
perintendent of Education shall cause the whole or any part of any 
school census in the County to be retaken. The County School 
Commission shall fix the compensation of the enumerators taking 
any school census and shall order them paid out of the treasury 
of the County. The report of the enumerators shall be made under 
oath to the Chairman of the County School Commission not later 
than the fifteenth day of August next succeeding for the census 
taken during the month of July, and not later than seven days 
after the direction of the State Superintendent of Education where 
the census or part thereof has been caused by the State Superin 
tendent of Education to be retaken. 

Section 25. The County School Commission shall have the 
right to acquire, purchase, or by the institution of condemnation 
proceedings if necessary, lease, receive, hold, transmit and convey 
the title to real and personal property for school purposes. It niay 
sue and contract, all contracts to be made after resolutions have 
been adopted by the Commission and spread upon its minutes. A 
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processes shall be executed by service on the Chairman of the 
Commission. 

Section 26. The County School Commission shall appoint for 
every school in the County from six discreet, competent and reli¬ 
able persons of mature years nominated by the patrons of the said 
school, three persons residing near the schoolhouse, and having 
the respect and confidence of the community, to serve as trustees 
of the school, to care for the property, to look after the general in¬ 
terests of the school, and to make to the County School Commis- 
sion report of the progress and needs of the school and of the will 
of the people in regard to the school. 

Section 27. All other powers, rights, privileges and duties 
heretofore vested in the old County Board of Education, not in 
conflict with this Act, are hereby transferred to and conferred 
upon the County School Commission and the County School Com¬ 
mission is hereby vested with all the authority, duties and privi¬ 
leges heretofore belonging to the County Board of Education ex¬ 
cept when in conflict with the provisions of this Act, and is hereby 
required to perform all the duties formerly required of the County 
Board of Education except when in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act. r 

Section 28. If any part, sentence, clause or paragraph of this 
Act be held unconstitutional the same shall not affect the remainder 
of this Act, but such holding shall be limited to such part, sentence, 
clause or paragraph, so held invalid. 

Section 29. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed.

Superintendent, of Education of Chilton County, Alabama, to fix 
his term of office, to prescribe his salary, and the manner of pay- 
ment, to define his qualifications, powers, and duties, and to provide 
for the election of his successor in office” approved April 11, 1933, 
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(Local Acts 1933, No. 136, Senate Bill 203—Duncan) be, and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section Two. 
That immediately after the passage of this Act, a special election 
shall be called by the Probate Judge of Chilton County, and held in 
Chilton County, Alabama, the expenses thereof to be paid out of 
the general funds of said County, for the purpose of electing a 
County Superintendent of Education for said County, by the quali¬ 
fied electors thereof, who shall assume the duties of his office July

To provide for the compulsory inspection by Federal and/or State Inspectors 
of all Strawberries offered for shipment in Cullman County, Alabama; 
to provide for the proper marking of crates and containers used for the 
transportation of Strawberries, and to provide penalties for the violation 
of the provisions of this Act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. All Strawberries offered for shipment at any point 
in Cullman County, Alabama shall be packed in standard crates 
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or containers as prescribed by the United States Department of 
Weights and Measures, which Strawberries are intended for sale 
at other points than in the County in which raised whether ship¬ 
ped by train, truck or trailer, shall be inspected by Federal and/or 
State Inspectors, and each crate or container shall have stamped 
thereon its respective grade, which grades are herein designated 
as United States No. 1 and United States No. 2. Strawberries not 
so graded shall be marked unclassified. 

Section 2. Every package containing Strawberries ofiLred for 
shipment to points outside of Cullman County shall bear upon the 
outside of said package in plain letters and figures the name and 
address or other serial number of the grower or other person by 
whose authority the berries are offered for shipment, together with 
the name of the variety. 

Section 3. No person shall pack for sale or shipment or offer 
to consign or sell any strawberries in packages unless the face or 
showing surface fairly represents the size, quality and color of all 
the berries contained in the package. 

Section 4. It shall be unlawful for any person to sell at whole¬ 
sale for shipment to points outside of Cullman County or offer 
for sale or shipment any strawberries in packages, for which stand¬ 
ards have been promulgated, which have not been graded, packed 
and marked in accordance with the provisions of this Act, and any 
person violating the provisions hereof shall be guilty of a mis¬ 
demeanor, and upon conviction, shall be fined not less than $5.00 
nor more than $10.00 for each package shipped in violation of the 
provisions of this Act, and may also, in addition to the above sen¬ 
tence, be imprisoned in the County Jail for three (3) months, at 
the discretion of the Court. 

Section 6. Be it further enacted that all laws and parts of laws 
in conflict herewith are hereby repealed.

the road and bridge funds of St. Clair County, which bonds were issued 
for the purpose of constructing public roads and bridges in said county;

missioners court of said county to purchase and retire before maturity 
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said bonds or any portion thereof with said funds for said purpose,

That 25% of the total funds received by St. Clair 
County, from and after the passage of this act, from the levy and 
collection of the State of Alabama of gasoline taxes or taxes on 
other motor fuels, shall be used for the purpose of establishing 
a sinking fund for the retirement of bonds of St. Clair County, 
issued against the road and bridge fund of said county, which are 
now outstanding and which were used for the purpose of con¬ 
structing public roads and bridges in said county. 

Section 2. That the county treasurer, county depository or 
other like official of said county shall upon receipt of any of such 
funds immediately set aside a sum equal to 25 % thereof in a spe¬ 
cial fund to be used for no other purpose, other than the retire¬ 
ment of the principal of said bonds.

must bear the approval of the Circuit Solicitor or his deputy solicitor or 
the County Solicitor, after an investigation of the facts; and to provide 
penalties for making an arrest without a warrant bearing such approval.

Section 1: That before the issuance of any warrants of arrest 
in Escambia County, Alabama, by any Justice of the Peace of any 
precinct in said County, or by any Notary Public having the juris¬ 
diction and powers of a Justice of the Peace in said County, return¬ 
able to the Circuit Court or County Court, either the Circuit Solici¬ 
tor or his deputy solicitor for said County or the County Solicitor 
be, and he hereby is, required to make an investigation of the facts 
set out in the affidavit; and if in his opinion a conviction can be 
had, he shall indorse on either the affidavit or the warrant his 
approval and sign his name thereto. 

Section 2: Except where an offense is committed in the pres¬ 
ence of an arresting officer, or where there is a grand jury indict¬ 
ment, or where the offense is one which may be punished capitally, 
neither the sheriff of said County, nor any of his deputies shall make 
any arrest except upon a warrant duly issued and bearing the 
written approval of either the Circuit Solicitor or his deputy or 
the County Solicitor of Escambia County.

That it shall be the duty of the County Depository 
or the County Treasurer of said County to transfer any and all 
moneys now on hand in the fine and forfeiture fund of said County 
to the general fund of said County, and hereafter all moneys which 
under existing laws, or laws hereafter enacted, are payable into 
the fine and forfeiture fund of Escambia County, shall, from and 
after the passage of this act, be paid into the general fund of said 
County. 

Section 3: That after the trial or continuance of any case in 
the Circuit Court or in the County Court of Escambia Coilnty, or 
upon discharge by the Court of any witnesses summoned and ap¬ 
pearing on behalf of the State, and upon the discharge of any wit¬ 
ness called before any session of the grand jury of said County, 
the clerk of the court or the foreman of the grand jury shall issue 
to him a certificate showing the total amount due to said witness 
for attendance, mileage and ferriage as provided by the general 
laws of the State of Alabama now in force or as may be hereafter 
amended. The foreman of the grand jury shall be furnished with 
a book of such certificates of attendance, numerically arranged, and 
so prepared that an exact carbon copy of each witness certificate 
issued shall appear in said book, and when the grand jury is dis¬ 
charged, the foreman shall deliver to the clerk of the Circuit Court 
said duplicate witness certificates and the clerk of said Court shall 
thereupon certify to the County Depository or County Treasurer a 
list of all such certificates issued, showing the names of the per¬ 
sons to whom issued and the amount due on each such witness 
certificate, and the number of same. 

Section 4: That it is hereby made the duty of the County 
Depository or the County Treasurer, if there should be such offi¬ 
cer, to pay each witness certificate whether issued by the clerk of the Cir¬ 
cuit Court, the Clerk of the County Court, or the foreman of the 
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grand jury, on its presentation by the owner thereof, and to take 
up and cancel each one as it is paid, and also to mark same paid. 

Section 5: All claims or witness certificates as above set out 
shall be preferred claims against the County, and shall have the 
same priority as is now provided by law for expenses of Courts 
and claims of grand and petit jurors. The County Treasurer or 
County Depository is hereby authorized and directed before each 
term of said Circuit Court and said County Court to retain out of 
the general funds of said County an amount sufficient to pay said 
witness certificates herein provided for. 

Section 6: Whenever the cost in any criminal case in said 
Courts is imposed on the defendant or prosecutor, the fees of the wit¬ 
nesses for the State, both before the grand jury and upon the trial, 
shall be taxed against him as is now provided by law, and when 
said witness fees are so collected, they shall be paid by the officers 
collecting same into the County Depository or County Treasurer 
and be specially deposited to the preferred claim fund or classifi¬ 
cation from which the payment of witness certificates herein above 
set out are to be paid. 

Section 7: That the fees of the clerk of the Circuit Court, 
Clerk of the County Court, and Sheriff of said County in cases 
where the State fails to convict, or where a nolle prosequi is en¬ 
tered, or where the case is abated by the death of the defendant, 
or where an indictment is withdrawn and filed, or where execu¬ 
tion is returned “no property found”, shall be paid out of the gen¬ 
eral fund of said County when audited and allowed by the Board 
of County Commissioners, and shall be preferred claims against 
such fund with the same priority of payment as is now provided 
by general law for payment of compensation to the sheriff and 
clerks of the Circuit Court. 

Section 8: That the County Depository or the County Treas¬ 
urer shall keep a separate book for the registration of all witness 
certificates and claims of officers which would otherwise be pay¬ 
able from the fine and forfeiture fund for the purpose of register¬ 
ing the aforesaid claims and shall immediately transfer to said book 
all such claims now registered against the fine and forfeiture fund, 
preserving the same priorities that said claims now enjoy. 

Section 9: If at any time there should not be sufficient funds 
in the County Depository of the County Treasurer for the pay¬ 
ment of the witness certificates and claims herein provided to 
be paid, over and above the amount necessary to pay preferred 
claims of prior rank, the County Depository or the County Treas¬ 
urer shall pay off said certificates and claims in the order in which 
they shall be registered by the holders thereof. 

Section 10: That all claims, script and certificates issued to 
witnesses summoned on behalf of the State before the grand jury 
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or before the Circuit Court or County Court of Escambia County, 
Alabama, and all such claims, script and certificates issued to the 
sheriff of said County and the clerks of the Circuit Court and 
County Court of said County, be and the same hereby are, ratified 
and made legal, and the County Depository or County Treasurer, 
is hereby authorized, empowered, and directed to permit the regis¬ 
tration of same and to pay the same in the regular order of like 
claims against the County. Such claims, script and certificates 
shall not be subject to barter and sale, but shall be registered in the 
name of and payable only to the person to whom issued. 

Section 11: Be it further enacted that if any section or provi¬ 
sion of this Act shall be declared unconstitutional, it shall not 
effect or destroy the validity or constitutionality of any other sec¬ 
tion or provision herein which is not in and of itself unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

Section 12: That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act be, and they hereby are, repealed; this 
Act shall go into effect immediately upon its passage and approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To Make It A Misdemeanor To Pursue, Catch, Take Or Kill, Or Attempt 
To Pursue, Catch, Take Or Kill Or Hunt Any Wild Animal, Bird Or 
Game By The Use Of Or While Using Any Head-Light Or Lighted 
Device Or Light Of Any Kind, In Baldwin County, And To Prescribe 
The Punishment Therefor. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Any person who shall pursue, catch, take or kill, or 
attempt to pursue, catch, take or kill, or who shall hunt any wild 
animal, bird or game by the use of or while using any head-light 
or lighted device or light of any kind, in Baldwin County, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 2. Any person convicted of violating the provisions of 
Section 1 hereof shall be punished by fine of not less than Ten 
Dollars ($10.00) nor more than Fifty Dollars ($50.00) for each 
offense, and may also be sentenced for each offense to hard labor 
for the County for not more than thirty (30) days. 

Section 3. Provided that any resident may pursue, catch, take, 
kill or attempt to pursue, catch, take, kill or hunt any wild animal, 
bird or game by the use of head-lights or lighted device, or light 
of any kind, within the curtilage of his home, enclosed field or en- 
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closed pasture, when such animal, bird or game is or has been de¬ 
stroying, injuring or attempting to destroy, injure or annoy do¬ 
mestic animals or poultry, or is or has been destroying or injuring 
or attempting to destroy or injure any farm or garden crops or 
products. 

Section 4. If any section, part of section, or provision of this 
Act shall be unconstitutional, it shall not affect the remainder of 
this Act not so unconstitutional, but each section, part of section 
or provision not so unconstitutional shall be and remain in full 
force and effect. 

Section 5. This Act shall go into effect thirty (30) days after 
its approval.

Section 2. This Act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT 

To authorize the County Commission, Board of Revenue or other governing 
body of Walker County, to build, equip, maintain, and operate a County 
Hospital within said county, and to appropriate out of the County 
Treasury such sums of money as are necessary for the operation of said 
hospital; to provide for the appointment of a hospital board by the said 
County Commission, Board of Revenue or other governing body of said 
county to operate said hospital; to provide for a secretary to said hos¬ 
pital board and fix his salary and prescribe his duties; and to make 
such rules and regulations as are necessary for the maintenance and 
operation of said hospital. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the County Commission, Board of Revenue, 
or other governing body of Walker County, be and they are here- 
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by authorized and empowered to equip, maintain and operate a 
County Hospital within said County, for the reception of the sick, 
wounded, infirm or of persons in need of hospital treatment, and to 
make appropriations out of the County Treasury of said county 
to aid in maintaining and taking care of such sick, wounded or in¬ 
firm, or other persons needing Hospitalization who are unable to 
provide for themselves, and to equip said hospital with standard 
equipment. 

Section 2. That said hospital shall be operated mainly as a 
charitable institution and not for gain or profit, but may admit 
patients who are able to pay and to charge admission to said hos¬ 
pital such persons who are able to pay and to fix and collect a 
reasonable charge therefor. 

Section 3. That said County Commission, Board of Revenue 
or other governing body of the county are empowered and au¬ 
thorized to make rules and regulations governing the admission 
of patients to the said hospital, and make and fix the fees and 
charges to be paid by patients who are able to pay; all monies 
received from fees and charges for such patients to be applied to¬ 
ward defraying the the expenses of operation of the said hospital. 

Section 4. That said County Commission or other like gov¬ 
erning body of said county are hereby authorized and they may 
delegate the power to make rules and regulations for admission to 
and fees and charges to be paid by patients, to a Board of not 
more than seven members three of whom shall be licensed physi¬ 
cians, and members of the Walker County Medical Society to be 
created and selected by said County Commission or other govern¬ 
ing body, and members of said Board to serve without pay for 
the term of their office to be fixed by the said governing body. 

Section 5. That said hospital board, with the consent and con¬ 
currence of the County Commission or other governing body, shall 
employ a suitable person to serve both as superintendent and as 
secretary of the hospital for said board, and who shall keep a 
record of all transactions of said hospital, and shall maintain an 
office in said hospital, and said superintendent to perform such 
duties as are required of him by said board, and shall make re¬ 
ports to said board as may be required and said board shall fix 
the salary of such superintendent not to exceed $160.00 per month. 

Section 6. That the County Commission, Board of Revenue, 
or other governing body of the County of Walker, shall appro¬ 
priate from the County Treasury of said county for the mainte¬ 
nance and operation of said hospital, such sums of money as are 
necessary for the successful operation of said hospital, not to ex¬ 
ceed $1500.00 per month. Provided that $500.00 additional may be 
appropriated as an emergency fund monthly. 

Section 7 . That the superintendent, as herein provide, shall 
also act as treasurer for all funds appropriated to the hospital and 
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collected by said hospital for treatment of its patients, or other¬ 
wise, and shall be required to give bond, conditioned as provided 
by law, such bond to be fixed at $5,000.00, and to pay and defray 
the expenses as herein provided upon warrants drawn by said su¬ 
perintendent, which warrants shall be countersigned and approved 
by the chairman of the County Commission or other governing 
body. 

Section 8. That after said hospital board is appointed, as herein 
provided, it shall elect one of its members chairman of said board, 
whose duty it shall be to preside at all meetings of the board, and 
to call the board together when requested by a majority of the 
members of the board to do so, and to do and perform such other 
duties as may be prescribed by said board. 

Section 9. That this act shall go into effect on the first day 
of the first month after its passage and approval by the Governor. 

Section 10. That if any section, clause, provision or portion 
of this act shall be held to be invalid or unconstitutional by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, such holding shall not affect any 
other section, clause, provision or portion of this act which is not 
in and of itself unconstitutional. 

Section 11. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith 
be and the same are hereby expressly repealed.

AN ACT 

To validate and make payable out of the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Autauga 
County, Alabama, outstanding warrants due the present Judge of the 
Civil and Criminal Court of Autauga County, Alabama, and to provide 
the manner of payment of the same, and the registration of said warrants. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama. 

Section 1. That all outstanding warrants due the present Judge 
of the Civil and Criminal Court of Autauga County shall upon the 
passage and approval of this bill, be paid out of the Fine and For¬ 
feiture Fund of Autauga County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That the present Judge of the Civil and Criminal 
Court of Autauga County, Alabama, shall immediately after the 
passage and approval of this bill, file with the County Treasurer 
or County Custodian the warrants now held by him for services 
rendered as Judge of the Civil and Criminal Court of Autauga 
County, Alabama, and at the same time make an affidavit to the 
effect that said warrants are due to him for services rendered as 
Judge of the Civil and Criminal Court of Autauga County, Ala¬ 
bama, and that after exhausting all funds available for the pay¬ 
ment of same the warrants are now due and remain unpaid.

AN ACT 

To make further provision for the alteration or rearrangement of the boundary 
lines of the City of Montgomery, in the County of Montgomery, and 
State of Alabama, by the inclusion within the corporate limits of said 
City of the territory now or formerly included within the towns of 
Capitol Heights and Cloverdale, and certain other territory. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the boundaries of the City of Montgomery, in 
the County of Montgomery and State of Alabama, are hereby al¬ 
tered and rearranged by the inclusion within the corporate limits 
of said City of all the territory now or formerly included within 
the corporate limits of the towns of Capitol Heights and Clover- 
dale and certain additional territory, so that there shall be in¬ 
cluded within the corporate limits of the City of Montgomery all 
that territory lying within the County of Montgomery and in¬ 
cluded within the boundaries herein set out, to-wit: Beginning 
at the water’s edge on the south side of the Alabama River at 
a point where the North line of section 11, township 16, Range 17, 
touches said River, thence West along the North lines of said 
Section 11 to the northwest corner thereof; thence South along the 
West line of said Section 11, 1320 feet; thence West and parallel 
to the North line of Section 10, to the North side of Broadfoot 
street; thence Northwesterly along the North side of Broadfoot 
Street to the Northwest side of Bibb Street; thence Southwesterly 
along the Northwest side of Bibb Street to the Boundary of the 
United States Reservation, Maxwell Field; thence along the North¬ 
ern and Eastern boundaries of the United States Reservation, Max¬ 
well Field, to the Northeast corner of Lot 18 of the Ashley Plat 
of Section 10; thence southeasterly along the West side of a forty 
foot street, (being the Eastern boundary of the United States

sections after crossing Court Street Extension being in Town¬ 
ship 16, Range 18; from the Northwest Corner of Section 4, or 
the Southeast corner of Section 32, Township 17, Range 18; thence 
North along the East line of Section 32, 1320 feet; thence west 
and parallel to the South line of Section 32 to the West line of 
Section 32; thence North 1320 feet to the quarter section post on

Section 3. That this act shall not repeal the act entitled “An

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 5 and 6 of an Act entitled “An Act to regulate the 

public schools in the County of Mobile”; approved February 15th, 1876. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That Sections 5 and 6 of an Act entitled “An Act to regulate 
the public schools in the county of Mobile”; approved February 
15th, 1876; be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 5. Be it further enacted, That the said board of 
school commissioners shall be entitled to receive, levy, assess and 
collect, all devises, revenues and taxes to which they were by 
law entitled at the date of the organization of the Board of Edu¬ 
cation of the State of Alabama, and that they shall have full pow¬ 
er to continue in force, revise, modify, and improve, as to them 
may seem fit, the public school system now existing in the Coun¬ 
ty of Mobile, and to make such by-laws, rules and regulations not 
inconsistent with the laws of this State, and of the United States, 
for the government of the board and of said schools as they may 
deem expedient or necessary. They shall hold regular meetings 
of said board at such times as they may fix upon, and adjourned 
or special meetings when necessary. Three members of the board 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but no 
business involving a change in the system, rules or regulations, 
or affecting the general interest of the county, shall be transacted 
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except at the regular meeting, after due notice given, or when 
a full board is in attendance. The said board shall be a body 
corporate, may have a common seal, may sue and be sued, shall 
have power to purchase or lease such property for school purposes 
as in their judgment may be necessary for the proper accomoda¬ 
tion and comfort of pupils and teachers, and may fix the com¬ 
pensation and bonds of its officers, agents and employees, and 
change the same at pleasure; Provided, That the sum or sums 
so expended shall not exceed, in any one year, twenty per centum 
of the income of said board, exclusive of the amounts derived 
from the State educational fund. The said board shall also have 
power to sell or exchange any of said property—the Barton Acad¬ 
emy buildings only excepted—Provided, That when the value 
of such property shall not exceed five thousand dollars, four of 
the members of said board shall vote in favor of the sale, and 
when the value exceeds five thousand, the sale, to be valid, shall 
receive the unanimous vote of said board and be approved by the 
Judge of Probate of Mobile County. The said board shall also 
have the power to effect and take insurance upon its property 
and against all risks and hazards, whether of loss of or damage 
to its property, or of risks and claimed liability as for asserted 
damage to others, whether of like kind with insurance upon prop¬ 
erty or not, and including any and every kind, character and de¬ 
scription of insurance that may be effected, taken and carried by 
a private person or corporation, for protection against risks now 
coverable by any kind of insurance, or that may hereafter be cov- 
erable by any kind of insurance, under the law and in accordance 
with the practice of underwriting. In effecting and taking such 
insurance, the board shall have the power to‘ effect and take in¬ 
surance and cause itself to be insured in any class, type, or kind 
of insurance company, including mutual insurance companies, 
that, in the discretion of the board, may seem to it wise, expedient 
or proper. 

Section 6. Be it further enacted That said Board of School 
Commissioners shall have power to fill any and all vacancies 
that may occur therein or in the office of superintendent, and the 
persons that may be elected by the board to fill vacancies shall 
hold their offices until the term for which their predecessors were 
elected shall expire. In the event the vacancy is not filled by the 
remaining members of the Board of School Commissioners of 
Mobile County, within thirty days from and after the happening 
of the vacancy, the State Superintendent of Education shall fill 
such vacancy by appointment. The County Superintendent of 
Education of Mobile County shall notify the State Superintendent 
of Education of the State of Alabama when a vacancy in the of¬ 
fice of member of the Board of School Commissioners of Mobile 
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County, has not been filled within thirty days. The said board 
shall cause full minutes of their proceedings to be kept in well 
bound books, subject at all times to the inspection of the citizens 
of Mobile County. They shall cause to be published semi-an¬ 
nually, in a newspaper published in the city of Mobile, a full state¬ 
ment of the revenue and disbursements of the preceding six 
months, the number of schools kept, of teachers employed, and 
of pupils instructed. They shall transmit, or cause to be trans¬ 
mitted, annually, to’ the Superintendent of Education for the State 
of Alabama, to be by him laid before the Legislature, a full state¬ 
ment of their receipts and disbursements during the year, and 
such further information and statistics of their transaction as 
the said superintendent may require.

AN ACT 

To amend an Act entitled “An Act to provide for the election of a County 
Superintendent of Education of Chilton County, Alabama, to fix his term 
of office, to prescribe his salary, and the manner of payment, to define 
his qualifications, powers, and duties, and to provide for the election of 
his successor in office” approved April 11, 1933. (Local acts 1933, No. 
136, Senate Bill 203—Duncan). 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section One: That Section Two of an Act of the Legislature 
of Alabama, entitled “An Act to provide for the election of a 
County Superintendent of Education of Chilton County, Alabama, 
to fix his term of office, to prescribe his salary, and the manner of 
payment, to define his qualifications, powers, and duties, and to 
provide for the election of his successor in office” approved April 
11, 1933, (Local Acts 1933, No. 136, Senate Bill 203—Duncan) be, 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 
Two. That immediately after the passage of this Act, a special 
election shall be called by the Probate Judge of Chilton County, 
and held in Chilton County, Alabama, the expenses thereof to be 
paid out of the general funds of said County, for the purpose of 
electing a County Superintendent of Education for said County, by 
the qualified electors thereof, who shall assume the duties of his 
office July 1, 1933, and shall hold office until his successor is 
elected and qualified at the general election to be held on the sec¬ 
ond Tuesday in November 1938, and is qualified and thereafter 
the Superintendent is to be elected quadrennial, and shall hold 
office for a period of four years, unless removed for good cause, 
nominations for this office shall be made in the primary elections 
as provided for the other County offices. 
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Section Two: That Section Three of said Act, be and the same 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section Three. That 
the salary of the said Superintendent of Education shall be fixed 
by the County Board of Education of Chilton County, Alabama, 
which salary shall not be less than $1,800.00 nor more than $2,- 
400.00 per annum, and in addition to said salary, the Board of Edu¬ 
cation of Chilton County, Alabama, be and hereby is authorized 
and empowered to pay the Superintendent of Education of Chil¬ 
ton County, Alabama any expenses which have heretofore or may 
hereafter be incurred by him in the discharge of his duties as such 
Superintendent of Education of Chilton County, Alabama, in pro¬ 
moting and supervising the educational interest of Chilton County, 
Alabama, which salary and expenses shall be paid in the same way 
and manner as is now provided under the general laws of the State 
of Alabama for the payment of salaries and expenses of County 
Superintendents of Education in the several counties of said State.

AN ACT 

To create the office of County Solicitor of Washington County, Alabama, to 
provide for the appointment to fill vacancy in the office, to provide for 
the election of such County Solicitor by the qualified voters of said 
County, to prescribe his powers, duties, and qualifications, to provide for 
his compensation, to provide how it shall be paid, and to repeal all laws 
in conflict therewith. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created the office of County 
Solicitor for Washington County, Alabama, which said office shall 
not be open for appointment or election until the General Election 
in 1938, when some one possessing the qualifications hereinafter 
set forth shall be elected, who shall take office on the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January, 1939, and shall hold office 
for a term of four years and until his successor is elected and quali¬ 
fies. The term of office shall be four years and every four years 
after 1938 and at the general election some one qualified shall be 
elected to this office. 

Section 2. That any one who is appointed or elected as such 
County Solicitor of Washington County, Alabama, shall be learned 
in law, licensed to practice law in Alabama, and be a qualified 
voter of said county. 

Section 3. That the County Solicitor of Washington County, 
Alabama, shall be clothed with all the powers and shall be charged 
with all of the duties given to or imposed upon a Deputy Solicitor 
of any county of the state by the general laws of the State. 
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Section 4. That the County Solicitor of Washington County, 
Alabama, shall receive as compensation one hundred dollars per 
month, to be paid out of the general fund of said county, on war¬ 
rants drawn the first day of each month by the Probate Judge, 
which said warrant shall be a preferred claim against such general 
fund. 

Section 5. That in the event of a vacancy in this office of 
County Solicitor the Governor of the State shall fill the vacancy by 
the appointment of some one possessing the qualifications, who 
shall hold office for the unexpired term and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. 

Section 6. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.

To provide compensation for the members of the Commissioners Court of 
Pickens County, Alabama, and to limit the number of days per month 
they may draw the same, and repeal all laws and parts of laws in con¬ 
flict therewith.

Section 1. That each member of the county court of commis¬ 
sioners of Pickens County, Alabama shall be paid out of the county 
treasury the sum of Four and no/100 ($4.00) Dollars per day while 
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occupied in the discharge of their duties as such members of the 
court of county Commissioners of Pickens County, Alabama and 
five cents a mile in going to and returning from their respective 
courts, the sum of Three and no/100 ($3.00) Dollars while occu¬ 
pied in the discharge of their duties in letting out, inspecting and 
accepting buildings or repairing of any county bridge, public roads, 
county buildings or works, and five cents a mile for each mile nec¬ 
essarily traveled by them in performing said duties, the same to be 
paid on warrants drawn by probate judge on the county treasurer 
on the order of the court of county commissioners but no allow¬ 
ance shall be made for more than ten days in any one month to any 
member of said court of county commissioners, unless upon the 
specific order made by said court at the next preceding term of said 
court. 

Section 2. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed in so far as they effect Pickens County, Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage.

To provide for the Nomination of Members of the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners of Pickens County, Alabama, in Primary elections; To pro¬ 
vide for the manner of their elections, and to fix the residences of said 
County Commissioners. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That in all primary elections to be held in Pickens 
County, Alabama, for the nomination of members of the court of 
County Commissioners, of, or, for said County, Candidates for said 
member or members shall be voted for only in the beats composing 
the district and by the qualified voters of the district proposed to 
be represented by such candidate or candidates, and shall be nomi¬ 
nated by said voters of such district under such rules and regula¬ 
tions as may be adopted and promulgated by the governing body 
of the political party calling such primary election, and no person 
shall be eligible for such nomination unless such person resides in 
the district said person proposes to represent; provided however 
that all candidates for the office of member of the court of county 
commissioners of said county shall be voted for at such general 
election by the qualified voters of the entire county. 

Section 2. That members of the court of county commissioners 
of said county for the first and third districts of said county shall 
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be nominated by the primary election and elected by the general 
election held in said county during the year 1936, and every four 
years thereafter; and members of the court of county commission¬ 
ers of said county for the second and fourth districts of said county 
shall be nominated at and by the primary election, and elected at 
and by the general election held in said county during the year 
1938 and every four years thereafter, and each such member or 
commissioner shall hold office for four years from the time his 
term of office begins after his election to such office. 

Section 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith 
be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This Act shall go into effect upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for 
Pickens County, Alabama, by the qualified voters of said County, to fix 
his term of office, to prescribe his salary, and the manner of payment, to 
define his qualifications, powers, and duties and to provide for the elec¬ 
tion of his successor in office. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That a County Superintendent of Education for 
Pickens County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified electors 
of Pickens County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That at the next general election to be held in said 
County and State, in November 1938, a County Superintendent of 
Education for Pickens County, Alabama, shall be elected, who 
shall hold office for a term of four years, and until his successor is 
elected and qualified, the term of said County Superintendent of 
Education so elected in November, 1938, shall begin on the first 
day of July 1939, and each four years after November 1938, a 
County Superintendent of Education for Pickens County, Alabama, 
shall be elected by the qualified voters of said county at the regu¬ 
lar election held in said county and State, Nomination for which 
office may be made in primary elections as other county officers. 

Section 3. That the salary and expenses of said Superintendent 
of Education shall be fixed by the County Board of Education of 
Pickens County, Alabama, which salary and expenses shall not be 
less than $2,400.00 nor more than $3,600.00 per annum, and which 
salary and expenses shall be paid in the same way and manner as 
is provided by the General Laws of the State of Alabama, for the 
payment of County Superintendents of Education in the several 
counties of the State of Alabama. 
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Section 4. That no person shall be eligible for political party 
nominations, or for election to the office of County Superintendent 
of Education for Pickens County, Alabama, who is not a qualified 
elector of said County, at the time of Nomination and election to 
said office; who does not hold an Alabama Certificate in Admin¬ 
istration and supervision based as a minimum upon graduation from 
a standard Normal Teachers College, or equivalent education and 
proof of three years of successful teaching experience and such 
other qualifications as may be provided by the general School Laws 
of the State, now or hereafter, regulating County Superintendents 
of Education. 

Section 5. That before entering upon the duties of the office 
of County Superintendent of Education of Pickens County, Ala¬ 
bama, the person elected thereto shall execute and file a bond in 
the office of the Probate Judge of said County, in such sum as may 
be fixed by the Court of County Commissioners, and approved by 
the State Board of Education, with some reputable Surety Com¬ 
pany authorized to do business in the State of Alabama, conditioned 
for the faithful discharge of the duties of the office of County 
Superintendent of Education of Pickens County, Alabama. 

Section 6. That the County Superintendent of Education of 
Pickens County Alabama, shall be charged with the same duties, 
and shall exercise the same powers as are now provided by the 
General School Laws of the State of Alabama, or that may here¬ 
after be required by law. 

Section 7. That in the event the office of County Superinten¬ 
dent of Education of Pickens County, Alabama, shall become 
vacant from any cause, then the County Board of Education of 
Pickens County, Alabama, shall elect a County Superintendent for 
said County to serve until the next General Election, and no longer, 
and the person so elected at such election shall hold office until 
the expiration of the unexpired term of his predecessor by election. 

Section 8. Should there be no one offering for the office of 
County Superintendent of Education, or should there be no one 
who meets the qualifications of the Act for County Superinten¬ 
dents of Education in Pickens County, Alabama, then in either 
event the County Board of Education shall have authority to elect 
a County Superintendent of Education to serve until the next Gen¬ 
eral Election, and no longer. 

Section 9. Should a Court of competent jurisdiction declare 
any clause, part or section, of this Act unconstitutional, then the 
remaining parts of this Act shall be and remain in full force and 
effect. 

Section 10. All laws, general, special or local, in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

Section 1. That an Act of the General Assembly of Ala¬ 
bama, approved December 8, 1898, entitled “An Act to allow 
stock to run at large in Beat 12, Lee County, at certain seasons 
of the year” which Act made it lawful for stock to run at large 
in Beat 12, Lee County, from the first day of December in each 
year to the first day of March in the succeeding year, be and the 
same is hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To regulate, fix, and limit, the duties and powers of the Court of County 

Commissioners of Escambia County, Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1:—That for the purpose of better enabling the Coun¬ 
ty Governing Body to establish and maintain a more economical 
administration of the financial affairs of Escambia County, Ala., 
the duties, powers, and authority of the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners of said County with reference to purchases made for 
the account of the County, are hereby regulated, fixed, and limit¬ 
ed, as hereinafter prescribed. 

Section 2:—That said Court is charged with the duty of pur¬ 
chasing all County Furniture, Fixtures, Implements, Machinery, 
Tools, Books, Printing, Stationery, and all other materials of 
every kind, authorized or required by law for the use of the 
County, and which are required by law to be paid for out of the 
funds of the County. 

Section 3:—That every County Officer, Agent, and Depart¬ 
ment of said County in need of materials, equipment, and sup¬ 
plies of any kind for which the County is chargeable shall make 
requisition upon said Court or its Purchasing Agent and ob¬ 
tain the consent and approval of said Court or Purchasing Agent, 
one or both, before obtaining the same. That all purchases 
made for supplies, goods, wares, and merchandise, and material 
of every kind, for the use of the County and which may be law¬ 
fully paid out of the County Funds before they, or any of them. 
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shall be binding obligations upon said County, shall be first as¬ 
sented to, made or allowed, by the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners of said County or some Purchasing Agent appointed and 
designated by said Court for that purpose, either one or both,— 
and the Minute Records of said Court shall show said prior as¬ 
sent of the same; That competition shall be obtained in securing 
all materials and supplies for the County where possible and 
practical, and in the event of competition, contracts shall be 
awarded to the lowest and best bidder; That all obligations, 
debts, and contracts, of said County made without the recorded 
authority or approval of said Court, or contrary to the foregoing 
provisions are prohibited; Provided, however, that each County 
Commissioner may make purchases of road and bridge material 
and machinery for use in his road district without previous au¬ 
thority of the Court, in the event of emergency or breakdown of 
road equipment, but which purchase shall afterwards be report¬ 
ed to and ratified by said Court; That no compensation shall be 
allowed and paid to any Purchasing Agent. To the end and 
purpose that said County Governing Body shall establish and 
maintain all County Funds on a cash basis insofar as the Coun¬ 
ty Revenues will permit. This Act shall be in full force and 
effect upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for and regulate the assessment, levy and collection of Municipal 
taxes of the city of Opelika, in Lee County, Alabama, and to define 
the duties of 'State, County and Municipal offices and officers in re¬ 
gard thereto, and to fix the tax year for the said city of Opelika, and 
to make the Tax Collector of Lee County, Alabama, ex-officio collector 
of property taxes for the said city of Opelika. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The tax year for the city of Opelika, in Lee Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, shall commence on the first day of October of each 
year, and end on the 30th day of the next succeeding September, 
and on and after the 1st day of October, 1935 Municipal taxes 
shall be due the city of Opelika for the tax year in advance on 
the 1st day of October of each tax year and shall be delinquent 
at the time when State and County taxes for the next preceding 
tax year are delinquent. 

Section 2. The Municipal taxes due and payable to said City 
of Opelika for and during the tax year 1935 shall be collected 
under and in accordance with laws existing at the time this Act 
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goes into effect, but from on and after the 1st day of October, 
1936 no Municipal property taxes of the city of Opelika shall be 
due or collectible, except under the provisions of this Act. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Council, Board of Com¬ 
missioners, or other governing body of the City of Opelika during 
the month of May, 1936, and thereafter during the month of May 
of each year, by resolution or ordinance, to levy a tax on the prop¬ 
erty situated in the city of Opelika for the next succeeding tax 
year at a rate in no event in excess of the constitutional limit au¬ 
thorized to be levied by said city of Opelika on the value of such 
property as is assessed for State taxation as shown by the books 
of assessment for the State and County tax year ending the 30th 
day of September next succeeding the levy. The levy so made by 
the Council, Board of Commissioners, or other governing body of 
said city of Opelika shall go into force and effect as of the 1st 
day of October next succeeding the levy and shall become a lien 
only on the 1st day of October next succeeding such levy. After 
such levy is made it shall be the duty of the Mayor or presiding officer 
or Clerk or other clerical officer of said City, on or before the 1st day of 
June next succeeding the levy to certify and deliver to the Tax 
Assessor of Lee County a copy of the resolution or ordinance 
passed by the City Council, Board of Commissioners, or other gov¬ 
erning body of the City of Opelika, in and by which taxes are 
levied for said City for the next succeeding tax year commencing 
on the 1st day of the next succeeding October, provided that in 
case said City Council, Board of Commissioners, or other govern¬ 
ing body shall fail in any year after the year 1936 to make such 
levy and give such notice, then the levy for the preceding year 
shall be continued and the taxes shall be assessed in accordance 
with such levy, and the assessment shall constitute the levy for 
such year. 

Section 4. The Tax Collector of Lee County shall on and after 
the 1st day of October 1936, be ex-officio the Tax Collector of the 
city of Opelika, and he shall collect all property taxes for said city 
at the same time and in the same manner and way and under the 
same laws that State and County taxes are collected and are gov¬ 
erned by. 

Section 5. From and after the 1st day of October 1936 the City 
of Opelika shall have a lien, subject only to the lien of the State 
and County for taxes, on and after the 1st day of October of the 
Municipal tax year upon each and every piece and parcel of prop¬ 
erty, real and personal, for the payment of Municipal taxes for 
that tax year which may be assessed against the owners or upon 
such property for the use of said city of Opelika, which lien shall 
have priority over all other liens, except the liens for State and 
County taxes, and this lien shall exist as to all land bid in by the 
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State at tax sales, for the annual tax thereafter assessible on the 
value of the property so purchased, in the event of the tax title 
failing. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Tax Assessor of Lee 
County, on and after the 1st day of October, 1935, to show on the 
assessment list made or taken by him under the provisions of law 
as then applicable to State and County Taxes what property de¬ 
scribed in the lists is situated within the city of Opelika, and the 
said Assessor shall ascertain the value of each item, or subject 
of taxation, situated in said city of Opelika separately from the 
value of each item, or subject of taxation not within the city of 
Opelika in such way as to make of easy ascertainment the assessed 
value of property within said city of Opelika. 

Section 7. It shall be the duty of the State Auditor, or other 
State officer or official charged with preparing the form of assess¬ 
ment required and to be required by the law for State and County 
taxes, to make provisions in the form for the Lee County Tax 
Assessor to indicate in the assessment lists what property assessed 
is situated in the city of Opelika, and in the statement of duties 
appearing on said form, the Auditor or other officer, or official may 
place instructions to the Assessor such as will advise him of his duty 
in making assessments of property subject to Municipal taxation. 

Section 8. After the 1st day of October 1935, the book required 
to be made by the County Tax Assessor under the provisions of 
law shall also show the property subject to City taxation in the 
city of Opelika, and shall be so ruled that the amount of such city 
taxes charged to each tax payer or against property in favor of the 
City of Opelika for the next succeeding Municipal tax year on the 
assessed value of the then current State Tax year can be entered 
and extended and footed up and the footings carried from page to 
page, and the total amounts thereof footed up so as to show the 
amount of taxes to be paid to the said City of Opelika. 

Section 9. After the Municipal taxes have been levied by the 
Council, Board of Commissioners, or other governing body of the 
city of Opelika, and certified to the Tax Assessor of Lee County for 
the next succeeding tax year beginning on the 1st day of the next 
succeeding October, the County Tax Assessor must compute the 
amount thereof, at the rate levied by the City Council, Board of 
Commissioners, or other governing body of the City of Opelika as 
shown by the certified copy of the resolution or ordinance fur¬ 
nished the Assessor which will be owing by the tax payer to the 
city of Opelika on the assessed value of the property for the then 
current State tax year, and enter the same in the books of assess¬ 
ment required to be made by the said Assessor under the provi¬ 
sions of law, opposite the name of such tax payer, and foot up 
the same, the footings to be carried from page to page thereof. 
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and the total amount thereof footed up, such books to approxi¬ 
mately show that the assessed value as extended by the Assessor 
is for the Municipal taxes for the next succeeding year, based on 
the assessed value for State taxation for the then current tax 
year. 

Section 10. The presiding officer of the court of county com¬ 
missioners or like governing body having jurisdiction over tax as¬ 
sessment in Lee County and required to make certificates in re¬ 
gard thereto shall embrace in each such certificate the amount of 
Municipal taxes which shall be owing to the City of Opelika for 
the next succeeding tax year, which certificate, after certifying 
the amount of State, County and special taxes shall continue in 
substance as follows: “The amount of Municipal taxes for the 

city of Opelika for the next Municipal tax year is $_, 

the total amount, and this certificate shall be a warrant to the 
Tax Collector of Lee County to proceed to collect such Municipal 
taxes in the manner directed by law when due.” 

Section 11. Upon collection of taxes by the Tax Collector, he 
shall embrace in his receipt, required to be given as provided by 
law in regard to State and County taxes, a statement of the amount 
of City of Opelika taxes paid on real estate, and City of Opelika 
taxes paid on personal property, and if any interest has accrued 
on such taxes, the amount thereof shall be stated and such receipt 
shall also show the tax year for which the said City tax is paid, 
and such receipt shall be prima facie evidence that such tax payer 
has paid his city of Opelika taxes for the year stated, on the real 
and personal property, and other subjects of taxation. 

Section 12. The Tax Collector of Lee County, in making his 
monthly report, as required to be made under the law in regard to 
State and County taxes shall embrace in each such report a state¬ 
ment setting forth the taxes collected by him for the city of Ope¬ 
lika during the preceding month, and up to the date of such report 
subsequent to his preceding report, and a copy of such report shall 
be by the Collector forwarded to the Mayor or other presiding 
officer of the City of Opelika; within five days after making such 
report the Collector must pay to the Treasurer or to the Clerk 
of the City of Opelika at the same time he is required to make 
payment of State and County taxes, all City of Opelika taxes then 
due from him to the city of Opelika before that time collected. 
The Treasurer or Clerk of the city of Opelika shall give to the Tax 
Collector of Lee County, a receipt in duplicate for the amount re¬ 
ceived, one of which duplicates shall be promptly forwarded to the 
State Auditor by the Tax Collector. 

Section 13. The Tax Collector of Lee County must on or 
before the first day of July of each year make a final settlement 
under oath with the Treasurer or City Clerk of the City of Opelika 
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and then pay over to such officer the balance of city of Opelika 
taxes due from him as such Tax Collector, and not paid over prior 
to that date according to the tax books in the office of the Judge 
of Probate of Lee County. 

Section 14. The Tax Collector of Lee County shall not be 
required to make or keep a separate account of any special taxes 
collected for the city of Opelika, but shall keep such account only 
in gross of the total tax levied by said city. If any part of the tax 
collected by or for the city of Opelika is set apart by law for any 
special purpose, the Treasurer or Clerk of the city of Opelika 
shall as the law may direct keep a separate account and distinct 
fund as required by law from the amount paid to the Treasurer 
or Clerk of said city by the Tax Collector in proportion as such 
special tax levied ‘bears to the total tax levied by the City of 
Opelika and the special taxes received by the Treasurer or Clerk 
of the city of Opelika shall be disbursed as required by law. 

Section 15. The Court of County Commissioners or other gov¬ 
erning body of like jurisdiction shall in discharging the duties im¬ 
posed upon the court under the provisions of law in regard to 
State and County officers credit the Tax Collector with City of 
Opelika taxes contained in tax lists, and with City of Opelika 
taxes in litigation in the same manner and way and under the 
same conditions that credits are required to be given in favor of 
the Collector with respect to County taxes shown in the lists. 

Section 16. Upon the allowance and credit to the Tax Col¬ 
lector of Lee County of insolvent taxes and taxes in litigation the 
court of County Commissioners or other body of like jurisdiction 
shall in behalf of the city of Opelika state a new account against 
the Tax Collector for the amounts of insolvent city of Opelika 
taxes and city of Opelika taxes in litigation in the same manner 
and way as is provided in regard to insolvent county taxes, and 
county taxes in litigation, under the provisions of law in regard 
to State and County officers and the Collector shall remain charged 
with such sum until the liability is discharged under the provisions 
of law. 

Section 17. The presiding officer of the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners, or other body of like jurisdiction shall embrace in the 
list of insolvent taxes allowed which he is required to furnish to 
the Collector under the provisions of law in regard to State and 
County taxes, and as a part of such list the name of every insol¬ 
vent tax payer of City of Opelika taxes, and the amount of such 
City of Opelika taxes and cost, if any, due from the insolvent to 
said city. 

Section 18. It shall be the duty of the Tax Collector of Lee 
County to collect insolvent City taxes and make monthly reports, 
payment, and settlement thereof with the Treasurer or Clerk of 
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the City of Opelika, in the same manner and way, and at the same 
time that he is required to do in regard to State and County taxes 
under the provisions of law in regard to State and County taxes. 

Section 19. At the same time the Tax Collector of Lee County 
makes final report of the uncollected balance of insolvent taxes as 
provided by law for State and County taxes to the Court of Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners, or other body of like jurisdiction, he shall em¬ 
brace in and as a part of said report the uncollected balance of in¬ 
solvent City of Opelika taxes' and city of Opelika taxes in litiga¬ 
tion, the same and in the same manner and way as he is required 
to make of State and County taxes including the taxes still in liti¬ 
gation. 

Section 20. The Tax Collector of Lee County shall embrace 
in the docket of lands made by him under the provisions of law in 
regard to State and County taxes, the amounts due the City of 
Opelika from both known and unknown owners of land in the 
County, if any, in the same manner and way as he is required to 
do in regard to State and County taxes stating the Municipal tax 
year for which the taxes are due, and in such manner and way as 
to show respectively the amounts of taxes due the State, the 
amounts due the county, and the amounts due the City of Opelika 
chargeable against the respective properties. 

Section 21. The decree for tax sales rendered by the Probate 
Court, or the Judge thereof, under the provisions of law in regard 
to State and County taxes, shall embrace taxes due to the City of 
Opelika, showing the aggregate amount due to the State, the Coun¬ 
ty, and the City, and showing what amount is for the City of Ope¬ 
lika, and the tax year of said City for which the same is due. 

Section 22. The County Tax Collector of Lee County shall 
embrace in his certificate to a purchaser at a tax sale under the 
provisions of law in regard to State and County taxes, the amount 
of taxes due on the property described in the certificate to the City 
of Opelika in the same manner and way as he is required to set 
forth in said certificate the amount due to the State and County. 

Section 23. In case of an appeal by the State from a decree of 
sale of any property upon which taxes are due the City of Opelika, 
the appeal by the State shall be also in behalf of the City of Ope¬ 
lika, and all proceedings shall under and in accordance with the 
provisions of law in regard to State and County taxes be in behalf 
of the 'City of Opelika, the same as it is in behalf of the County. 

Section 24. The Judge of Probate of the County, in executing 
a tax deed to a purchaser under the provisions of law in regard to 
State and County taxes shall by the deed convey to and vest in the 
grantee the lien and claim of the City of Opelika, if any, as well as 
the lien and claim of the State and County of Lee. 

Section 25. From and after the 1st day of October 1935, the 
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Tax Assessor of Lee County shall calculate and enter taxes owing 
to the city of Opelika on the descriptive lists coming to him under 
and in accordance with the provisions of law in regard to State 
and County taxes in the same manner and way that he is required 
to do as to State and County taxes, and all provisions, proceedings 
and requirements as to State and County taxes under the provisions 
of law shall be applicable to City of Opelika taxes. 

Section 26. An invalid tax sale of any property located in the 
said City of Opelika shall pass to the purchaser the lien of the city 
of Opelika in and to the land sold, both as to taxes paid by said 
sale, and as to the taxes subsequently paid by the purchaser to the 
same extent and in the same manner that the lien of the State 
and County is passed to the purchaser under, and in accordance 
with the provisions of law in regard to State and County taxes. 

Section 27. The Judge of Probate at the time he is required to 
remit to the State Treasurer and to the County Treasurer redemp¬ 
tion money under the provisions of law, in regard to State and 
County taxes shall also pay to the Treasurer or Clerk of the City 
of Opelika the proportion of redemption money, if any, belonging 
to the City of Opelika, and provisions of law in regard to State 
and County taxes shall be applicable to City of Opelika taxes in 
the same manner and way as to State and County taxes. 

Section 28. The State Auditor shall enter in the books caused 
to be prepared by him under the provisions and requirements of 
law in regard to State and County taxes the amount of City of 
Opelika taxes due on the property described in the books in the 
same manner and way as he is required to enter the amount of 
State and County taxes due thereon, and in making sales of said 
property the amount at which time the property is sold shall not 
be less than the whole amount of taxes including City of Opelika 
taxes, if any, interest, costs, and officers’ fees, as provided for and 
required to be paid in the case of redemption of such land; and the 
provisions of this section shall apply to any officer of the State, 
other than the State Auditor, who may have charge of the sale of 
such lands. 

Section 29. When the lands bid in at tax sales by the State 
have been sold by the State, the State Auditor or other officer 
charged with the duty shall draw his warrant on the State Treas¬ 
urer in favor of the City of Opelika and the amount, if any, that 
the City of Opelika is entitled to have and forward the same to the 
City of Opelika. 

Section 30. When land which has been bid in by the State at 
tax sales has been sold by the State, and the State refunds the 
taxes on account of an invalid sale under, and in accordance with 
the provisions of law in regard to State and County taxes, the 
State Auditor must ascertain the amount of such purchase money 
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which has been paid to the City of Opelika, if any, which amount 
it shall be his duty to' certify to the Mayor or other governing 
head of the City of Opelika, and it shall then be the duty of the 
Mayor or other governing head of said city to present such cer¬ 
tificate to the governing body of the city at its next meeting and 
thereupon such governing body shall order a warrant in favor of 
the State for such amount as the State is entitled to from the City 
of Opelika, and the city treasurer or City Clerk shall forthwith 
forward the amount to the State Treasurer and report it to the 
State Auditor. 

Section 31. Whenever the Judge of Probate shall cancel a tax 
sale to a private purchaser under, and in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of law in regard to State and County Taxes, he must give 
to such purchaser a certificate directed to the Mayor or other gov¬ 
erning head of the City of Opelika showing the amount of city 
taxes received by the city of Opelika from such tax sale, in the 
same manner and way as he is required by the provisions of the 
law to do in regard to State and County taxes, and thereupon 
when said certificate is presented to the Mayor or other govern¬ 
ing head of the city of Opelika it shall be his duty to present the 
certificate to the governing body of the city at its next meeting, 
and the amount of the certificate must be allowed by such govern¬ 
ing body and an order be made directing the Treasurer or Clerk 
of the City of Opelika to pay the same. 

Section 32. Any person or his agent or the heir or personal repre¬ 
sentative of such person who owns property subject to taxation in the 
city of Opelika, and who through a mistake or error in the assessment 
or collection of taxes has paid to the city of Opelika through the 
Tax Collector of Lee County money that was not due from him for 
city of Opelika taxes may file a petition with the council or other 
governing body of the City of Opelika, asking that a warrant be 
drawn in his favor refunding to him the money paid and received 
by the City of Opelika. The Council or other governing body of 
the City of Opelika shall examine into the facts and evidence of¬ 
fered by the petitioner in support of the allegations of his petition, 
and if proper and full proof of the same be made the council or 
other governing body of the City of Opelika must allow said claim 
to the amount of City of Opelika taxes received and must order 
the Treasurer or Clerk of the City of Opelika to pay the same. 

Section 33. All laws now in force and hereafter enacted in 
regard to the collection of State and County taxes and procedure 
with reference thereto, and the enforcement of collection thereof, 
shall apply to and be in force as to City of Opelika taxes, except 
as such laws are changed by or in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act, and the County Tax Collector of Lee County shall 
collect or enforce the collection of such City of Opelika taxes at 
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the same time, and in the same manner and way and as a part of 
one and the same collection as the collection of State and County 
taxes shall be made and enforced, and all procedure incident to or 
in any way connected with the collection of State and County 
taxes shall be equally applicable to the collection of City of Ope¬ 
lika taxes, and all such City of Opelika taxes shall be collected in 
the same way and in the same proceedings as are State and 
County taxes. 

Section 34. The official bond of the Judge of Probate of Lee 
County and of the Tax Collector of Lee County, and of the Tax 
Assessor of Lee County shall be and be held to be for the protec¬ 
tion of the city of Opelika, and for the faithful discharge of such 
officers of their duties to the City of Opelika in the same manner 
and way as such bonds are for the protection of the State of Ala¬ 
bama, and the County of Lee. 

Section 35. The Tax Assessor of Lee County shall be entitled 
to receive out of the first moneys collected for the city of Opelika, 
an amount equivalent to one half of one percentum of all taxes 
collected for the city of Opelika each year as full compensation 
for all the duties to be performed by him hereunder. 

Section 36. The Tax Collector of Lee County shall be entitled' 
to receive out of the first moneys collected for the City of Opelika 
a sum equivalent to one half of one percentum of all taxes collected 
for the City of Opelika each year as his full compensation for all 
services to be performed by him with reference to City of Opelika 
taxes. 

Section 37. The Judge of Probate of Lee County shall be en¬ 
titled to commissions at the rate of 2-J^% on money received by 
him for the City of Opelika on redemption from the tax sales 
which amount he may deduct therefrom when he pays over to the 
city of Opelika the money so collected. The Judge of Probate of 
Lee County shall be entitled to a fair and reasonable compensa¬ 
tion, not in excess of $50.00 in any year, from the city of Opelika 
for the additional services required of him in furnishing and pre¬ 
paring abstract books conforming to the requirements of this act, 
the amount to be determined and fixed by the governing body of 
the City of Opelika, and to be paid by the Tax Collector of the 
County on the certificate of the governing head of the City of 
Opelika to the Judge of Probate.

AN ACT 

To define, regulate and license barbers and barber colleges, and other like 
businesses in Mobile County, State of Alabama; and create a Barbers' 
Commission for said county; and to provide a penalty for the violation 
of the provisions hereof, and to fix the powers and duties of said 
Commission. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That after the passage of this act it shall be un¬ 
lawful for any person, co-partnership, association or corporation 
to act as a barber, operate a barber college, barber shop or other 
like business, to‘ advertise or assume to act as such without a 
license issued by the Barbers’ Commission of Mobile County. 
No co-partnership, association or corporation shall be granted 
a license, unless every member or officer of said co-partnership, 
association or corporation, who actively engages in the barber 
business, barber college or like business of such co-partnership, 
association or corporation, shall hold a license as a barber as 
hereinafter provided for. 

Section 2. A barber, barber shop, barber college or other like 
busness within the meaning of this Act is any person, firm, 
partnership, co-partnership, association or corporation, who, for 
a valuable consideration or hire, shaves or trims the beard; gives 
facial or scalp massages, or treats the same with oils or other 
preparations, singes, shampoos, cuts or dyes the hair of a human 
being, or applies hair tonic or other cosmetic preparations, clays, 
or lotions to the scalp, neck or face, or engages in the teaching 
of any person or persons in the art of barbering as in this para¬ 
graph defined. Provided, however, the provisions of this Act 
shall not apply to (1) persons engaged in the practice of medi¬ 
cine, surgery or beauty culture, (2) persons actively engaged in 
the military service of the United States Government while acting 
in line of duty, (3) registered nurses in the course of their em¬ 
ployment as such, (4) persons who render any of said services to 
members of their immediate families, or other persons who re¬ 
ceive such services without charge therefor. 

Section 3. There is hereby created a Barbers’ Commission 
for Mobile County, State of Alabama. The Governor shall ap¬ 
point three (3) persons, each of whom immediately prior to the 
date of his appointment has been a resident of Mobile County, 
State of Alabama for three (3) years, and who has had at least 
five years’ experience as a barber, one member to be appointed 
for a term of one year, one member to be appointed for a term 
of two years, and one member to be appointed for a term of three 
years, and until their successors are appointed and qualify, there- 
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after, the term of the members of said Commission shall be for 
three years, and until their successors are appointed and qualify. 
Members to fill vacancies shall be appointed and vacancies caused 
by the expiration of the term shall be by said person appointed 
from time to time as required. The Commission immediately 
upon the qualification of the member appointed each year, shall 
organize by selecting from its members a Chairman, and may do 
all things necessary or convenient for carrying into effect the 
provisions of this Act. Each member of the Commission shall 
receive as full compensation for each day actually spent in the 
work of said Commission the sum of six dollars per day and 
his actual and necessary expenses thereby incurred. The Com¬ 
mission shall appoint and at its pleasure discharge, a secretary- 
treasurer and such assistants as may be deemed necessary to 
discharge the duties imposed by the provisions of this Act; The 
treasurer so appointed shall be required to enter into a bond to 
be approved by the Commission in the sum of not less than One 
Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars conditioned to pay any shortage 
or loss of funds on hand by said Treasurer during his term of 
office or at the time that he is holding office. Said Commission 
shall outline the duties and fix the compensation of the Treasurer. 
The Commission shall obtain such office space, furnishings, and 
other proper conveniences as shall be reasonably necessary for 
carrying out of the provisions of this Act. The principal office 
of said Commission to be located in the City of Mobile, provided 
however, that upon the request of said Commission, the Board of 
Revenue and Road Commissioners shall furnish an office in the 
Court House without charge. The Commission shall adopt a 
seal with such design as it may prescribe engraved thereon, by 
which it shall authenticate its proceedings. Copies of all records 
and papers in the office of the Commission duly certified and 
authenticated by its seal shall be received in evidence in all 
courts with like effect as the original. All records kept in the 
office of the Commission under authority of this act shall be open 
to public inspection under such rules and regulations as shall be 
prescribed by the Commission. All fees and charges collected 
by the Commission under the provisions of this Act, shall be 
paid into the Treasury of the Commission; said funds shall be 
used and kept exclusively in the hands of the Treasurer of this 
Commission, and shall be used under the direction of the Com¬ 
mission, not inconsistent with this Act. Funds may be disbursed 
by an order of the Commission on a check being drawn by the 
Treasurer against such funds, as may be on hand, and approved 
by the Chairman of the Board for the purpose of paying all ex¬ 
penses incurred by the Commission, including the compensation 
of members and their employee and their assistants and the 
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Treasurer, provided the total expenses for every purpose incur¬ 
red shall not exceed the total fees and charges collected and paid 
into the Treasury of this Commission, and all monies remaining 
in said separate fund at the end of the fiscal year not expended 
as herein provided, shall become a part of the funds of said Com¬ 
mission and shall be retained by the said Commission and may be 
deposited in any bank on Savings Account or otherwise. 

Section 4. Licenses shall be granted only to persons of good 
moral character, who have an elementary school education, or 
its equivalent in the judgment of the Commission, and shall be at 
least 18 years of age, and have practiced as an apprentice for a 
period of at least one year and pass a satisfactory examination 
conducted by the Commission. Provided, however, any person 
or persons engaged in the occupation of barbering for a period of 
less than one year may be licensed as an apprentice barber, pro¬ 
vided he is 17 years of age, and has an elementary school educa¬ 
tion, or its equivalent in the judgment of the Commission, upon 
successfully passing said Commissioner’s examination for licen¬ 
sing a barber, as herein set forth. 

Section 5. Whenever the masculine gender is used in this 
Act it is to include the feminine gender. Every applicant for a 
barber’s license, apprentice-barber’s license, or for a license to 
operate a barber shop or barber’s college, or other like business 
shall apply therefor in writing on blanks prepared for furnished 
by said Barbers’ Commission. It shall be accompanied by the 
recommendation of at least two barbers doing business in said 
County of Mobile, not related to applicant, certifying that the 
applicant is of good reputation, is qualified to practice the trade 
of barbering and recommending that a license be granted. Said 
application shall be accompanied by the application fee herein¬ 
after provided, and a reputable doctor’s certificate certifying that 
said applicant has no communicable or contagious or infectious 
disease. The Commission, after applications in proper form 
have been filed, shall set the application down for a hearing (be¬ 
fore refusing to issue a license) and determination as hereinafter 
provided in this Act. The Commission shall issue a license in 
such form as it may prescribe, which shall show the name and 
address of the licensee and the barber shop or college in which he 
is employed. The seal of the Commission shall be imprinted on 
the license, and such other additional matter placed thereon as the 
Commission may designate. It shall be the duty of each person, 
co-partnership, association or corporation to conspicuously dis¬ 
play his license in his place of business. The Commission shall 
issue to each licensee a pocket card, on which shall be an im¬ 
print of the seal of the Commission certifying that the person 
whose name appears thereon is a licensed barber or operator of 
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one of the businesses herein named as the case may be. The 
original fee for each barber's license shall be $7.50, and the an¬ 
nual renewal fee shall be $7.50. The original fee for any non¬ 
resident barber coming into this State shall be $15.00. Every 
license shall expire on the 31st day of December of each year. 
The Commission shall issue a new license for the enusing year 
in the absence of any reason or condition that might warrant the 
refusal of granting of the license upon the receipt of the written 
request of the applicant accompanied by the annual fee therefor, 
as herein required, and accompanied, also, by a certificate of a 
reputable physician asserting that the applicant then has no con¬ 
tagious, communicable or infectious disease. The Commission 
may upon its own motion, and shall upon the verified complaint 
in writing of any three persons making out a prima facie case, 
investigate the actions of any person hereby affected, and shall 
have the power to suspend or to revoke any license issued under 
the provisions of this Act at any time where the licensee has 
fraudulently obtained the license, or where the licensee in per¬ 
forming or attempting to perform any of the acts mentioned here¬ 
in is deemed to be guilty of (a) the violation of any state, county 
or city statute or ordinance pertaining to' the operation of the 
business hereby affected, (b) the violation of any rule or regula¬ 
tion established by the Commission (c) or who has failed upon 
request of the Secretary-Treasurer to give evidence and/or proof 
of the compliance with the same. The Commission shall, before 
denying an application for license, or before suspending or revok¬ 
ing any license, set the matter down for a hearing, and at least 
ten days prior to the date set for the hearing, notify the appli¬ 
cant or licensee in writing, which notice shall contain an exact 
statement of the charges made, and the date and place of hear¬ 
ing. The applicant or licensee at all hearings, shall have the 
opportunity to be heard in person or by counsel or both. Such 
notice may be served by delivery of the same personally to the ap¬ 
plicant or licensee, or by mailing the same by registered mail to 
the last known business of such applicant or licensee. In prep¬ 
aration and conduct of hearings, the Commission shall have power 
to require by subpoena the appearance and testimony of wit¬ 
nesses and the production of papers, and any member of the com¬ 
mission may sign subpoenas, administer oaths and examine wit¬ 
nesses. The fees and mileage shall be the same as prescribed 
by law in judicial procedure in the courts of this State in civil 
cases. Any party to a hearing shall have the right to the at¬ 
tendance of witnesses in his behalf. In case of disobedience to 
a subpoena, any member of the Commission may invoke the aid 
of any court of competent jurisdiction in requiring the attendance 
and testimony of witnesses and the production of papers, and such 
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court may issue an order requiring the persons to appear before 
the Commission, and give evidence, or produce papers, as the 
case may be, and any failure to obey such order of the Court 
may be punished by the Court as a contempt thereof. Any per¬ 
son so refusing to appear and give testimony required by such 
Commission shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic¬ 
tion thereof by a court of competent jurisdiction, as provided by 
the provisions of this Act. If the Commission shall determine 
that any applicant is not qualified to receive a license, or that any 
licensee is guilty of a violation of any of the provisions of this 
Act, a license shall not be granted, or the same suspended or 
revoked as the case may require. Upon request of the applicant 
or licensee in writing, the Commission shall furnish said party 
with a definite statement of its findings of facts and its reason 
or reasons for refusing to grant the license or for its suspension 
or revocation of same. The findings of the Commission may 
be appealed to the Circuit Court of the county in which the prin¬ 
cipal office of the Commission may be located, provided an ap¬ 
peal is taken within 10 days after such final determination of 
the Commission. Any person desiring to appeal under this sec¬ 
tion shall file with the Commission or some member thereof, a 
notice in writing that he appeals to the Circuit Court with at 
least one solvent surety payable to the County of Mobile, con¬ 
ditioned to prosecute such appeal to effect, and upon failure to 
do so, to pay all costs and damages which may be taxed against 
him by the Circuit Court on such appeal. Such bond to be ap¬ 
proved by the Circuit Clerk of Mobile County, and any cause so 
appealed shall be tried de novo in said Circuit Court. The Com¬ 
mission shall at least every three months hold an examination for 
the purpose of determining the qualifications of any applicants to 
become barbers or barber-apprentices, and shall conduct said ex¬ 
amination in accordance with the provisions hereof and in ac¬ 
cordance with the rules and regulations promulgated by said Com¬ 
mission not inconsistent with this Act. Said examination to be 
conducted in the city, town, or village where the principal office 
of the Commission is located. 

Section 6. Any person violating the provisions of this Act 
shall upon conviction be punished by a fine of not more than five 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment for a term not to exceed six 
months or by both fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the 
Court. This provision shall have application to any officer or 
agent of a corporation, co-partnership or association operated in 
violation of this Act. Any court of competent jurisdiction in 
said county shall have full power to try any violation of this Act, 
and upon conviction the Court may at its discretion revoke the 
license of the person, co-partnership, association or corporation 
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violating the terms hereof. Before the Commissioners herein pro¬ 
vided for shall receive a commission and enter upon the discharge 
of their duties each shall take and subscribe the oath provided by 
law to be taken by elective officers of the State of Alabama. 

Section 7. If any section, sub-section, sentence, clause phrase 
or requirement of this Act is for any reason held to be uncon¬ 
stitutional, such decision shall not affect the validity of the re¬ 
maining portions thereof. The Legislature hereby declares that 
it would have passed this Act and each section, sub-section, sen¬ 
tence, clause, phrase and requirements thereof, irrespective of the 
fact that any one or more sections, subsections, sentences, clauses, 
phrases, or requirements be declared unconstitutional. 

Section 8. All laws, or parts of laws, in conflict with this 
Act be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 9. Nothing in this Act contained shall affect the pow¬ 
er of the State, County or municipality to tax, license and reg¬ 
ulate persons, co-partnerships, associations or corporations, op¬ 
erating barber shops, barber colleges, or other like businesses. 
The requirements hereof shall be in addition to the requirement 
of any existing or future law or ordinance of any state, county, 
or municipality so taxing, licensing or regulating persons, co¬ 
partnerships, associatons, or corporations operating barber shops, 
barber colleges, or other like businesses. 

Section 10. This act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To require the Court of County Commissioners, or like governing body of 
Cullman County, to appropriate annually out of the general fund of the 
County a sum not less than Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars; such 
sum to be a preferred claim and payable to the budget of the Cullman 
County Health Department for the establishment, maintenance and 
operation of a health department in said county. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Court of County Commissioners, or like 
governing body, of Cullman County shall appropriate annually 
a sum not less than Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, which 
shall be used for the purpose of establishing, maintaining and 
operating a health department in the county; said funds to be 
preferred claim on the general fund of the county and payable in 
monthly installments to the budget of the Cullman County Health 
Department, and shall be paid out, by or under the direction of 
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the State Board of Health, as other claims are paid out of said 
budget. 

Section 2. All laws or parts of laws, both local and general, 
in conflict with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed 
insofar as they relate to Cullman County. 

Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To Amend Section Three (3), Four (4), and Seven (7) of An Act Entitled 
An Act To Provide for the Election of a County Superintendent of 
Education For DeKalb County, Alabama, to fix his term of office, to 
provide his salary, and the manner of payment, to define his qualifica¬ 
tions, powers and duties, to provide for the election of his successor in 
office, approved September 19, 1923, Local Acts of Alabama, pages 
211-212, 1923. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section Three (3) of said Act be amended 
so as to read as follows: Section Three—That the salary of 
the County Superintendent of Education shall be fixed by the 
County Board of Education of said County, prior to the begin¬ 
ning of the term of office of such County Superintendent at an 
amount not less than $3,000.00 per year, which amount shall not 
be increased nor decreased during the term of office, and which 
salary shall be paid in the same manner as now provided under 
the general laws of the State for the payment of salaries of county 
superintendents in the several counties. However, nothing con¬ 
tained herein shall prevent the County Board of Education from 
allowing expense incurred by the County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation while away from his office in discharging - the duties of 
his office. 

Section 2. That Section Four (4) of said Act be amended so 
as to read as follows: Section Four—That said County Superin¬ 
tendent of Education shall be charged with the same duties and 
shall exercise the same powers as are now provided by the gen¬ 
eral school laws of the State in the conduct of the office of Coun¬ 
ty Superintendent of Education. No person shall be eligible for 
political party nomination or for election to the office of County 
Superintendent of Education of said county who does not hold 
an Alabama certificate in Administration and Supervision based 
upon graduation in an approved course from a standard college 
or university and proof of three years successful teaching ex- 
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perience. Provided, however, that if no person meeting these 
requirements qualified for nomination and election as provided 
in this Act, the County Board of Education shall appoint a Coun¬ 
ty Superintendent of Education as provided by the general law 
regulating the appointment of superintendents. 

Section 3. That Section Seven (7) of said Act be amended 
so as to read as follows: Section Seven—The County Superin¬ 
tendent elected under the provisions of this Act shall cause to be 
published the annual statement of receipts and disbursements as 
provided by the general law regulating the publication of the 
annual statement of receipts and disbursements. 

Section 4. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act insofar as they relate to De Kalb Coun¬ 
ty be and are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To fix and provide for a supplementary salary of the State Solicitor for 
the Thirteenth Judicial Circuit of Alabama (Mobile County); to fix the 
amount of such salary and to provide that same shall be paid out of the 
General Funds of the County Treasury of Mobile County, Alabama, and 
to provide that such salary shall be a preferred claim against the County 
and to be paid in equal monthly installments. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That in the Thirteenth Judicial Circuit of Ala¬ 
bama (Mobile County) immediately upon the approval of this 
Act, the County of Mobile, State of Alabama, shall supplement 
the state salary of the State Solicitor for said Circuit as now paid 
by the State of Alabama by paying him in addition thereto an 
annual salary in the sum of Twenty-seven Hundred ($2700.00) 
Dollars, payable out of the General Funds of the County Treas¬ 
ury of said County and in twelve equal payments. The purpose 
and intent hereof being to authorize, empower and direct the 
County of Mobile, Alabama, to pay out of the General Funds of 
the County Treasury of said County, to the said solicitor, an 
annual salary of Twenty-seven Hundred ($2700.00) Dollars, pay¬ 
able in equal monthly payments, supplementary to the salary 
paid said Solicitor by the State of Alabama.

To abolish the Commissioners Court of Clay County, Alabama; and the 
office of County Commissioner, to establish in said County a County 
Commission; to provide for the election of the members of said Com¬ 
mission; to fix their term of office; to define the powers and duties 
of such Commission and to fix the compensation of the members 
thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Commissioners Court of Clay County, 
Alabama, be and it is hereby abolished, and that the office of 
County Commissioner be, and the same is hereby abolished. 

Section 2. That there is hereby created a County Commis¬ 
sion in Clay County, Alabama, which Commission shall consist 
of Four (4) members, who shall be nominated and elected by the 
qualified electors of the County at large at the next general 
election to be held on the First Tuesday in November, 1936 and 
each following year thereafter, and shall hold office for Four (4) 
years, or until their successors are elected and qualified; provided, 
no two members of said County Commission shall be elected from 
or reside in the same commissioners district or precinct as now 
established in said county. The members of said County Com¬ 
mission shall give bond in the same manner and amount as now 
required of County Commissioners, said bond to be approved and 
filed in accordance with the law governing County Commis¬ 
sioners bonds, and before entering upon their duties shall take 
the same oath of office as County Commissioners, and shall take 
office on the 1st Monday after the second Tuesday in Jan. 1937, 
and the members of the present Commissioners Court or County 
Commissioners shall hold their office and continue to discharge 
their duties as such Commissioners until the members of the Coun¬ 
ty Commission are elected and assume their offices as provided 
in this Act. 

Section 3. That the compensation of each member of said 
County Commission shall be the sum of $37.50 per month and 
shall be paid out of any monies in the County Treasury which 
shall be designated and set apart by the County Commission for 
the payment thereof, such compensation to be in full payment 
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of all services of said members of said County Commission, in¬ 
cluding their services as a Board of Review. 

Section 4. That said County Commission shall have the pow¬ 
er and authority to direct and control the property of the County 
according to law; to levy general and special taxes for County 
purposes as may be necessary and in accordance with the laws 
governing the levy of county taxes; to examine, settle and allow 
all accounts and claims chargeable against the County; to ex¬ 
amine and audit the books and accounts of all officers having the 
care, management, collection or disbursements of monies be¬ 
longing to the County or appropriated for its benefit; to audit 
and allow all claims for charges and expenses of all County of¬ 
ficers; to have the sole right and authority to bind the County in 
any contract for the payment of money or other thing of value, 
to perform such other and further duties as are now performed 
by the Court of County Commissioners or County Commissioner. 

Section 5. ^ The Judge of Probate of Clay County, Alabama, 
shall be, and is hereby made the presiding officer of said ounty 
Commission, and it shall be his duty to preside at all meetings of 
the Commission, but shall not be entitled to vote on any question, 
proposition or proposal that may come before the Commission, ex¬ 
cept in case of a tie vote, in which event, the Judge of Probate 
shall cast the deciding vote. The Judge of Probate shall be, 
and is hereby designated and made the purchasing agent for Clay 
County, Alabama, but he shall first submit a list or schedule of 
all supplies, equipment and other necessary and essential ar¬ 
ticles for the proper conduct of the County offices and County 
departments, including all road and bridge material, and road 
machinery, to the County Commission, and obtain the approval 
and consent, or order of the Commission authorizing him to make 
such purchases before doing so, and any purchases or contracts 
for the purchase of any equipment, supplies or machinery or ma¬ 
terial not made in accordance with the provisions of this Act, 
shall not be a legal and binding debt, or contract of the County. 
It shall also be the duty of the Judge of Probate and all county 
officers or officials to prepare and furnish the County Commis¬ 
sion, at each monthly meeting a list, schedule or budget of all 
supplies, equipment, machinery, and materials to be purchased 
or contracted for during the ensuing month, provided that in 
cases of emergency the Judge of Probate may purchase equip¬ 
ment, repairs, spare parts or supplies to an amount not in excess 
of $100.00 and submit the same to the County Commission for its 
approval, and upon the approval thereof shall be a legal and bind¬ 
ing obligation of the county. The Judge of Probate shall not be 
entitled to receive any pay or compensation for his attendance of 
the meetings of the County Commission, except as now provided 
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by law, and shall keep, or cause to be kept a complete and ac¬ 
curate account of all the proceedings of the Commission, which 
shall be termed and designated, “Minutes of the County Commis¬ 
sion,” and shall be kept as a permanent record in the Office of 
Judge of Probate, and for recording the minutes of said Commis¬ 
sion, and for all other duties as its president he shall receive the 
same pay as now received by the Judge of Probate for such du¬ 
ties. 

Section 6. That the County Commission shall employ a Su¬ 
pervisor of Public Roads and Bridges for the County, fix his sal¬ 
ary and term of office, and prescribe his duties; provided how¬ 
ever, such supervisor shall be under the direct control and man¬ 
agement of the Judge of Probate, and shall do and perform any 
and all duties which may be assigned to him by the Judge of Pro¬ 
bate. The County Commission shall have the authority to dis¬ 
charge such supervisor, with or without cause. 

Section 7. A majority of said County Commission shall con¬ 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business, and no funds 
or monies belonging to the County shall be paid out or warrant 
drawn therefor, except when, and as authorized by said Com¬ 
mission, and a list or registry of all sums drawn or paid out, to¬ 
gether with the nature of the claim and the name of the person 
to whom paid or in whose favor drawn shall be kept by the Judge 
of Probate, which list or registry shall become a permanent rec¬ 
ord in the office of Judge of Probate. 

Section 8. That said County Commission shall do and per¬ 
form all acts and services and shall exercise all powers and func¬ 
tions which are now by law required or authorized of the Com¬ 
missioners Court, or County Commissioners of Clay County, Ala¬ 
bama, not in conflict with this Act. 

Section 9. Legislative Intent: It is the purpose and intent 
of this Act, and it shall be so construed, to abolish the office of 
County Commissioner and the Commissioners Court, in Clay 
County, Alabama, at the expiration of the present term of such 
County Commissioners, and to elect, at the general election in 
1936, a County Commission which shall be composed of Four 
members, who shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
County, as other County Officers are elected, and to prescribe its 
duties, fix the salary of the members, term of office, and provide 
for the employment of a Supervisor of Public Roads and Bridges; 
fix the time the members of said Commission shall take office, 
and the time and place of meeting. 

Section 10. That said County Commission shall meet and

tions, powers and duties, and to provide for the election of his successor 
in office” approved September 26, 1923.

Section 1. That Section 1 of said Act be amended so as to 
read as follows: Section 1. That at the next general election 
to be held in Clay County, Alabama, in 1936, and at the general 
election to be held in Clay County, Alabama, each four years 
thereafter, there shall be elected by the qualified electors of Clay 
County, Alabama, a County Superintendent of Education for Clay 
County, Alabama, who shall hold office for a term of four years, 
beginning on the 1st day of July next after the general election 
in which he was elected, unless sooner removed for good cause, 
nominations for which office may be made in primary elections 
as other county officers. 

Section 2. That Section 2 of said Act be amended so as to 
read as follows: Section 2.

Superintendent of Education shall be fixed by the County Board 
of Education of Clay County, Alabama, which salary shall not 
be less than $2400.00 nor more than $3000.00 per annum, which 
said salary shall include the expenses of said County Superin¬

To create the office of County Solicitor of Cullman County, Alabama, to pro¬ 
vide for the election of such officer by the qualified voters of said county, 
to prescribe his powers, duties and qualifications, to provide for his com¬ 
pensation, fix the term of his office, provide for the election, and the 
time of the election of his successor, to provide for the furnishing to him 
of suitable offices, telephones, postage and stationery and to provide for 
the payment of such rents, telephone calls, postage and stationery, to 
require him to act as attorney for the county court of county commis¬ 
sioners and the county board of education, to repeal all general and 
local laws in conflict herewith so far as they relate to said county. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby created the office of county Solic¬ 
itor of Cullman County, Alabama. The County Solicitor hereby 
created shall be elected by the qualified voters of said county at 
the general election to be held in November, 1938 and each four 
years thereafter. Such solicitor shall hold office for a term of 
four years beginning on the first Monday after the second Tues¬ 
day in January, 1939, and until his successor is elected and qual¬ 
ified. The term of such office shall be four years. 
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Section 2. The County Solicitor hereby created shall be learn¬ 
ed in the law and licensed to practice law under the laws of Ala¬ 
bama, and must be a resident citizen and qualified elector of Cull¬ 
man County, Alabama. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the County Solicitor of 
Cullman County to represent the State of Alabama in all criminal 
and quasi-criminal cases in the County Court of Cullman County, 
to represent the State in preliminary proceedings in felony cases 
and habeas corpus proceedings arising in Cullman County. To 
aid or act for the Circuit Solicitor before the Grand Jury in all 
matters in the Circuit Court and the performing of the duties of 
the Circuit Solicitor in his absence. That the said county solic¬ 
itor shall be clothed with all other powers and shall be charged 
with all duties now given or imposed upon the Deputy Solicitor 
of said Cullman County, Alabama, by any laws now in force or 
which may be given or imposed by any laws hereafter passed 
and adopted by the Legislature of this State. 

Section 4. That the County Solicitor of Cullman County, Ala¬ 
bama, shall receive a salary of Twelve Hundred Dollars per year, 
to be paid out of the general Fund of said County, in Twelve 
equal installments in the same manner as was paid the Deputy 
Solicitor of said County prior to the abolition of said office. 

Section 5. It is the intention of this act that said County 
Solicitor shall take the place of the Deputy Solicitor of said Coun¬ 
ty and prosecute all cases in which the Deputy Solicitor is re¬ 
quired to prosecute. And all laws in force pertaining to the 
Deputy Solicitor of Cullman County prior to the abolition of said 
office shall remain in force and apply to the County Solicitor 
hereby created except those in conflict with the provisions of this 
act. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner’s Court 
of Cullman County, Alabama, to furnish, rent free, a suitable of¬ 
fice in the Court House, or other convenient place, at the County 
site, and in addition shall furnish a telephone for his office, pay 
the monthly rental bill for the same and also pay for all telephone 
calls in connection with the proper and efficient discharge of the 
duties of the office and for postage used in connection with the 
discharge of his official duties. Proof of salary and other items 
herein provided for shall be made against the County of Cullman 
as other claims are made, allowed and paid, except that same shall 
be a preferred claim against the general revenues of the county. 

Section 7. It shall be the duty of the County Solicitor to act 
as attorney for the County Board of Education and the Court of 
County Commissioners, or of any like or similar governing body 
of said county. 
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Section 8. That if for any reason any section, provision or 
clause of this act shall be held unconstitutional or invalid then 
that fact would not destroy the constitutionality of this act, ex¬ 
cept as to that clause or section.

That the Sheriff of Chilton County, Alabama is 
hereby authorized and empowered to appoint a special and general 
deputy, who shall hold office at the pleasure of the Sheriff, and 
who shall perform such services as said Sheriff may require of 
him, either as field deputy or other such services as said sheriff 
may direct in the line and scope of duty pertaining to the sheriff’s 
office. 

Section 2. That said deputy, to’be designated by the sheriff 
at the time of appointing him, shall receive as compensation not 
less than $75.00 per month and not more than $100.00 per month, 
payable monthly. 

Section 3. That the Court of County Commissioners of Chilton 
County, Alabama is hereby authorized and required to draw 
warrants in favor of such deputy on the treasurer of said County 
each month for the preceding month’s work on the certificate of 
the said sheriff that said work has been performed for such amount 
as is provided in Section Two of this Act, said warrants to be paid 
out of the general funds of said County. 

Section 4. That said sheriff may require such deputy to make 
bond payable to him in the sum of $2000.00 conditioned as required 
by Section 2595 of the Code of Alabama, 1923. 

Section 5. That this Act shall take effect upon its approval 
by the Governor. 
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Section 6. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
this Act be and the same are hereby repealed.

No. 325) (H. 878—Robertson (Cullman) 

AN ACT 

To regulate the maintenance, repair and construction of the Roads and 
Bridges of Cullman County, Alabama; to create the office of Road and 
Bridge Superintendent for Cullman County, Alabama, to prescribe the 
qualifications, powers and duties of said Superintendent, to provide for 
his appointment, to fix his salary and term of office, and to require him 
to give bond, and to relieve the Judge of Probate and County Commis¬ 
sioners of all road duties, and to provide that said Commissioner shall 
receive no compensation for any road services that may be rendered. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. To further regulate the maintenance, repair and 
construction of Roads and Bridges in Cullman County, Alabama, 
there is hereby created in and for Cullman County, Alabama the 
office of Road and Bridge Superintendent, which office shall be 
held and administered by a competent road builder who shall be 
skilled in the work of constructing roads and bridges, and who 
shall have executive ability sufficient to qualify him to exercise 
the duties of the office, and shall have had at least two years prac¬ 
tical experience in building, repairing and maintaining roads. The 
said Road and Bridge Superintendent shall be appointed by the 
State Highway Commission of Alabama within thirty days after 
the approval of this act, and the term for which he is first ap¬ 
pointed shall expire on Monday after the second Tuesday in Janu¬ 
ary, 1941, or when his successor shall have been appointed and 
qualified, and for a six year term following the first appointment 
made hereunder, said terms beginning on Monday after the sec¬ 
ond Tuesday in January. The said Superintendent shall be paid 
a salary of not less than $200.00 nor more than $250.00 per month, 
which salary shall be paid out of the road and bridge fund of Cull¬ 
man County. The said Road and Bridge Superintendent shall be 
required to provide at his own expense, a suitable passenger auto¬ 
mobile, for use in the performance of his duties and he shall be 
allowed not exceeding $50.00 monthly for gasoline and maintenance 
of said automobile. Said maintenance or expense account shall be 
filed in the office of said Road and Bridge Superintendent monthly, 
setting out in itemized form, the total expense, and for what pur¬ 
pose made, and said expense account shall be open to the inspec¬ 
tion of the public at all times. The appointee made by the State 
Highway Commission hereunder must meet the approval of the 
Representative from Cullman County in the Legislature of Ala- 
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bama, in the discharge of his duties as such Road and Bridge Su¬ 
perintendent, and shall be subject to removal on complaints filed 
with the said Highway Commission and duly substantiated. 

Section 2. The said County Road Superintendent shall have 
the exclusive supervision and care of maintaining, repairing and 
improving the public roads and bridges of the County, and he may 
build or construct new roads and bridges when, in his judgment, 
such new roads and bridges are desirable and demanded by the 
public interest. The said Superintendent shall also have entire 
supervision over, and shall fix the compensation of all overseers, 
workmen, and laborers required for constructing or maintaining 
the roads and bridges of the County, and shall purchase necessary 
road machinery and other equipment upon the terms set out in this 
Act, and pay for same out of the road funds of the said Cullman 
County. 

Section 3. That before entering upon the duties of his office, 
said Superintendent shall make and enter into a surety bond of not 
less than Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars conditioned payable 
to Cullman County, Alabama for the faithful discharge and per¬ 
formance of the duties of his office and for the faithful accounting 
for all moneys and property of the said County which may come into 
his possession, or for which he is responsible, which said bond 
must be made by a surety company authorized and qualified to 
do business in the State of Alabama. 

Section 4. That the said Superintendent shall render quarterly 
statements to the public showing all moneys received and spent 
during the three months period, said statements to be published in 
condensed form in a newspaper published in the County of Cull¬ 
man by one insertion only within ten days after the first days of 
January, April, July and October of each year, and pay for said 
advertising out of the road funds of Cullman County, Alabama. 

Section 5. Said Superintendent is authorized to employ a com¬ 
petent clerk or office assistant at a salary of not more than One 
Hundred ($100.00) monthly, who shall have charge of all rec¬ 
ords having reference to receipt and payment of money, and shall 
keep such county records and correspondence as may be neces¬ 
sary to provide a complete record of all transactions concerning 
the building and maintaining of roads in Cullman County, and 
the records kept by the said clerk shall at all times be open to pub¬ 
lic inspection during office hours of each week day from 8 A.M, 
to 5 P.M. The salary of said clerk to be paid out of the road and 
bridge funds of Cullman County, Alabama. 

Section 6. That the said Road and Bridge Superintendent shall 
be clothed with full authority to incur such necessary expenses as 
may be deemed proper for the building and improving of the roads 
of the County, but all purchases of machinery must be made in 
accordance with the state law requiring the advertising for bids 
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for machinery, the purchase of which is contemplated, and it shall 
be unlawful, and is hereby declared a misdemeanor to expend any 
funds accruing to the Road and Bridge Fund of Cullman County 
for any purpose other than the construction, repair and mainte¬ 
nance of roads and bridges, or for expenses actually incident 
thereto. 

Section 7. That all the funds coming into the County Treas¬ 
ury from the distribution of the state gasoline tax to the county 
or from the automobile license tax collected in the County or the 
ten (10) mill special road and bridge tax, shall be held by the 
County Treasury in a special Road and Bridge Fund, which fund 
shall be paid out by the County Depository only on warrants 
signed by the Road and Bridge Superintendent and countersigned 
by the Clerk herein provided for. The said Superintendent shall 
carefully estimate total annual receipts of the County Road and 
Bridge Fund, and it shall be a misdemeanor to incur indebtedness 
for any purpose or purposes, or to make contracts calling for the 
expenditure of Road and Bridge Funds in any one year in excess 
of the total estimated receipts of such fund. Provided, however, 
that all authority heretofore conferred upon the County Commis¬ 
sioners of said County relative to expending or setting aside road 
or bridge funds for the purpose of matching funds obtainable from 
either the State Highway Commission or the Federal Government 
for the purpose of constructing, repairing or maintaining roads and 
bridges in said Cullman County, Alabama, is hereby vested in the 
said Road and Bridge Commissioner who is herein vested with 
full authority to set aside or expend any funds coming into his 
hands as road and bridge funds for the purpose of matching in any 
equitable manner any funds obtainable from either the State High¬ 
way Commission or the Federal Government. Nothing in this 
section shall be construed to prevent the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of Cullman County, Alabama from appropriating for 
the purpose of constructing and maintaining roads in Cullman 
County any funds which may come into the hands of said com¬ 
missioners. 

Section 8. That the said County Road Superintendent shall 
have the authority and it shall be his duty to employ from citizens 
of Cullman County such foremen and laborers as may be required 
to efficiently care for the roads of the County with the funds pro¬ 
vided therefor; and he shall be held responsible for any failure or 
neglect of any person or persons employed by him to satisfactorily 
perform the duties assigned. 

Section 9. That no less than one-third of the Road and Bridge 
Funds accruing in any one year must be spent for some type of 
improved roads, and improved roads shall be held to mean some 
type of surface, either stone, chert, or tar-bound macadam, or 
other low cost type of road. Such improved roads shall be con- 
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structed wholly in accordance with plans and specifications of the 
State Highway Commission who shall direct and prescribe all 
construction of improved roads and shall give general instructions 
respecting the improving of graded roads as well as the construct¬ 
ing of bridges. 

Section*10. That the Judge of Probate and the Board of County 
Commissioners of Cullman County are hereby relieved from and 
absolved from all responsibility or authority relating to the roads 
and bridges of Cullman County, which said authority is hereby 
conferred on the County Road and Bridge Superintendent herein 
created, nor shall either of said named officials be hereafter en¬ 
titled to receive any compensation for road services. 

Section 11. That the said Road Superintendent shall prepare 
a map or sketch of the County showing the location of all public 
roads of the County, and indicating the character of improvements 
which have been made on each road, a tracing of which map or 
sketch shall be made and deposited for safe keeping in his office in 
the city of Cullman, Alabama, paying for said map out of the road 
and bridge funds of said Cullman County, Alabama. 

Section 12. That said Road Superintendent shall be custodian 
of all road tools and machinery of Cullman County, and it shall be 
his duty to properly house and take care of same, except where 
such tools and machinery are being used on the roads for road 
work. To this end, the Road Superintendent is given all inci¬ 
dental powers necessary to carry this Section into effect. 

Section 13. That said Road Superintendent shall be account¬ 
able at all times for each and all of the tools, machinery, gasoline, 
motor fuel, materials, or other road supplies belonging to Cullman 
County. 

Section 14. The said Road and Bridge Superintendent shall 
maintain and keep open a suitable office, accessible to the public, 
at some point in the City of Cullman, with the clerk mentioned in 
Section 5, on duty each business day, and if unable to secure a suit¬ 
able office otherwise, he is hereby authorized to pay such reason¬ 
able rent as may be necessary to secure such office, said rent, as 
well as necessary office equipment, shall be paid out of the Road 
and Bridge Fund of Cullman County. Provided, however, that it 
shall be the duty of, and the said County Commissioners are hereby 
required when demand is made therefor, to render possession of 
and turn over to said Road and Bridge Superintendent all tools, 
machinery and other equipment which has heretofore been pur¬ 
chased for use on the roads of Cullman County, Alabama, this 
proviso to include a barn and premises contiguous thereto, which 
barn was erected for and has heretofore been used for the storage 
of tools and equipment used on the roads of Cullman County, in¬ 
cluding an office on said premises heretofore used by the Com- 
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missioners of Cullman County as an office in connection with the 
road affairs of the County. 

Section 15. That if any clause, sentence, section or part of this 
Act shall be declared invalid, it shall not render the remaining parts 
of the same invalid, but they shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 16. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict here¬ 
with are hereby repealed. 

Section 17. This Act shall take effect on and after its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To abolish the office of County Treasurer for St. Clair County, Alabama, 
and to establish a County Depository in lieu of County Treasurer for 
St. Clair County, Alabama, to provide for security of County funds in 
such depository, and to prescribe the duties of such depository; to pro¬ 
vide for payment of all County funds to the depository and the method 
thereof; to provide for the designation of a County Treasurer and his 
duties and compensation, if the Court of County Commissioners of St. 
Clair County, Alabama, shall be unable to secure a depository as herein 
provided. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That on or after the passage and approval of this 
Act the office of the County Treasurer for St. Clair County be and 
the same is hereby abolished. 

Section 2. That on or after the passage and approval of this 
Act it shall be the duty of the Court of County Commissioners of 
St. Clair County, to select by order spread upon its minutes, a 
bank incorporated under the laws of this State, or a National Bank, 
as a depository for all County funds. Such Bank shall secure all 
deposits of County funds by adequate bond to be fixed and ap¬ 
proved by the Court of County Commissioners, or by the deposit 
of solvent bonds belonging to such bank, such security to be not 
less than Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, or such other sum 
as the Court of County Commissioners shall fix having due regard 
to the safety of the County funds. 

Section 3. The depository herein provided is charged with the 
following duties: A—To receive and keep the money of the Coun¬ 
ty and disburse the same as herein provided, or as may be pro¬ 
vided by law. B—Such depository shall pay out no money of the 
County except on warrants drawn upon it in the name of the Court 
of County Commissioners of St. Clair County, Alabama, signed by 
the presiding Judge of said Court and countersigned by one of 
the members of the Court of County Commissioners of said Court. 
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C—To number and register in the order in which they are pre¬ 
sented all warrants which have been drawn upon the several funds 
of the County, such registration showing the number, date and 
amount of each warrant, to whom payable, the date presented and 
the fund upon which drawn, and except it is otherwise provided 
by law to pay the same in the order of registration. D—Upon the 
registration of a warrant the depository shall endorse thereon the 
number and date of registration. E—To keep a correct account 
of the receipts and disbursements of all money received by it for 
the County, charging itself with all monies so received of whom, 
on what account, and the amount, and crediting itself with all 
payments. F—To submit to the Court of County Commissioners 
at the first term of each year, and on such other occasions as re¬ 
quested by the Board, the registers of claims against the several 
funds, its accounts balanced since the last previous statement, 
and vouchers for payment. 

Section 4. After the selection and qualification of such deposi¬ 
tory all funds belonging to the County shall be paid by the offi¬ 
cers collecting the same to said depository, and such officers shall 
file depository receipts with the Court of County Commissioners 
for such deposits. Such depository shall not be paid any com¬ 
pensation for its service as such, but the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners may pay the premium on any bond that may be required 
to secure the safe keeping of the County funds. 

Section 5. If said Court of County Commissioners shall be 
unable to secure a depository as herein provided, then said Court 
may designate some individual to act as County Treasurer, as 
provided by the general laws relating to St. Clair County, at a 
salary not to exceed $360.00 per annum. 

Section 6. All laws and parts of laws, general and special, in 
conflict with this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. This Act shall take effect upon its passage and ap¬ 
proval by the Governor, the public good requiring it.

AN ACT 

To require that twenty five per cent of the total funds, received by Lawrence 
County, Alabama, from the levy and collection by the State of gasoline 
taxes or taxes on other motor fuels, to be used for the purpose of paying 
the principal of all county road debts contracted prior to October 1, 
1935, including bonds of said county issued for the purpose of building 
public roads in said county; to provide that the Board of Revenue shall 
ascertain during the month of October, 1935 , and register in a book of 
permanent record and publish in the county paper, or cause such to be 
done, the various amounts of all the road debts of the county, specifying 
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particularly the amounts owed, to whom such amounts are owed, when 
such amounts are due and the interest rate, if any, thereon; to provide 
for the permanent continuation of this record and to provide the method 
for the retirement of such indebtedness. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Board of Revenue or other governing 
body of Lawrence County, Alabama, shall beginning October 1, 
1935, set aside and use exclusively twenty five per cent of the 
money which may be paid into the County Treasury (or to the 
County Treasurer) or paid into the County Depository, or other 
authority authorized to receive such money, of Lawrence County, 
Alabama, from the levy and collection, by the State, of gasoline 
taxes or taxes on other motor fuels, for the retirement of the 
principal of all county road indebtedness including bonds of said 
county issued for the purpose of building public roads in said 
County. 

Section 2. The Board of Revenue shall, during the month of 
October, 1935, ascertain and register in a book of permanent 
record, and publish in the county paper or cause such to be done, 
the various amounts of all the road debts of the county, specifying 
particularly the amounts owed, to whom such amounts are owed, 
when such amounts are due and the interest rate, if any, thereon. 

Section 3. The Board of Revenue shall keep or cause this 
record to be kept up to date by recording all monthly or other 
payments of interest and/or principal and show the respective 
balances owed after each payment transaction. 

Section 4. When the Board of Revenue has ascertained the 
whole indebtedness of the county it shall arrange for payments 
of such indebtedness, monthly, quarterly or at such other time 
periods as to it seems best with its respective creditors, to con¬ 
form, as nearly as practicable, to that part of the income from 
gasoline and motor fuel taxes received for such periods. 

Section 5. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this act are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 6. Should any section or clause of this act be held 
unconstitutional or invalid, same shall not invalidate any other 
section or clause of this act which is not in itself invalid. 

Section 7. This act shall become operative Oct. 1, 1936, 
Approved September 6, 1935.

AN ACT 

To require the County of Mobile to maintain a County Agricultural Agent; 
to provide for his appointment, and to provide for his duties and to 
provide a minimum salary for him, and to provide out of what funds 
and in what order of preference said salary shall be paid. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The County of Mobile is hereby required to main¬ 
tain a County Agricultural Agent for Mobile County. 

Section 2. Said County Agricultural Agent shall be appoint¬ 
ed in cooperation with the Extension Service created under an 
act of the Congress of the United States approved May 8, 1914, 
and generally known as the Smith-Lever Act for Extension Work 
in Agriculture and Home Economics. 

Section 3. Said County Agricultural Agent shall perform the 
duties of County Agricultural Agent for Mobile County under the 
direction and supervision of the Alabama Extension Service. 

Section 4. The Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners 
shall fix the salary of said Agricultural Agent at not less than Two 
Hundred ($200.00) Dollars per month, which may be changed at 
any time provided that the minimum salary shall always be Two 
Hundred ($200.00) Dollars per month, and any such salary shall 
be paid out of the general funds of Mobile County upon warrant 
duly drawn by the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners, 
and shall be a preferred claim against the general fund of Mobile 
County having the same preference as salaries of the Board of 
Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile County may have 
at the time any such warrant is drawn and presented for payment. 

Section 5. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby expressly repealed.

Judicial Circuit of Alabama; 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That candidates in primary elections for nomina¬ 
tion for circuit judgeships in the Tenth Judicial Circuit of Ala¬ 
bama shall run and shall be placed upon the ballots in such pri¬ 
mary elections only in those precincts in and over which the judge- 
ship for which nomination is sought has jurisdiction; that is to 
say, candidates for nomination in such primary elections for judge- 
ships Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11 of the Tenth Judicial 
Circuit of Alabama shall run and shall be placed upon the ballots 
used in such primaries only in those precincts which are within 
the jurisdiction of said Circuit Court holding at Birmingham, Ala¬ 
bama; and candidates for nomination for judgeship No. 5 of said 
Circuit shall run and be placed upon ballots used in such primaries 
only in those precincts within the jurisdiction of the Bessemer 
Division of said Circuit Court.

AN ACT 

To provide for the appointment of a Chief Clerk by the State Solicitor 
for the Thirteenth Judicial Circuit of Alabama (Mobile County), to fix 
the term of office of said Chief Clerk, to prescribe the duties of said 
Chief Clerk and to require said Chief Clerk in addition to his work as 
Chief Clerk to do stenographic work for said Solicitor and also to work 
as an investigator for said Solicitor, to fix the compensation of said Chief 
Clerk, to provide that said compensation shall be paid out of the Gen¬ 
eral Funds of the County Treasury of Mobile County, Alabama, and 
how the same shall be paid and to further provide that said salary of 
said Chief Clerk shall be a preferred claim against the County. 

Be it emcted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That in the Thirteenth Judicial Circuit of Alabama 
(Mobile County), immediately upon the approval of this Act, 
there shall be appointed by the Circuit Solicitor of said Circuit a 
Chief Clerk to do all clerical work required of him by said Solicitor 
in connection with the operation of said Solicitor’s office and to 
keep all official records in connection with said office and to report 
cases in the inferior courts and preliminary proceedings and appli¬ 
cations for bail and habeas corpus proceedings in all courts when¬ 
ever directed so to do by the Circuit Solicitor of such Circuit and 
it shall be the duty of said Chief Clerk to report all of the proceed¬ 
ings of the Grand Juries of such circuit and perform such steno¬ 
graphic duties in connection with the office of the Circuit Solicitor 
under the direction of the Circuit Solicitor as the said office may 
require and further it shall be the said Chief Clerk’s duty to in¬ 
vestigate any and all matters directed by the said Solicitor to be 
investigated and to make proper reports of such investigations to 
said Solicitor.

shall be issued under the authority of such boards until the cash is avail¬ 
able for their payment; to provide for a record of the financial status 
of the county, that such record be kept up-to-date and open to inspec¬ 
tion by the taxpayers; to provide for refunding all outstanding warrants 
and debts and to pledge the general and special funds for their payment; 
to provide that violations of this act be punishable by removal from of¬ 
fice and fines not exceeding $1,000.00, and imprisonment not exceeding 
one year or both for each offense. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Beginning with October 1, 1935, the power and au¬ 
thority of the Board of Revenue of Lawrence County, Alabama, to 
incur and to pay claims or other obligations of the County, shall 
be and is hereby expressly limited to the actual income each fiscal 
year available for current operating purposes. All parties dealing 
with Lawrence County after this act becomes effective are hereby 
charged with the knowledge of the limitation the act imposes.

To establish an inferior court of record to be called the Intermediate Civil 
Court of Birmingham; to define the jurisdiction and powers of said 
Court and the officers thereof; to provide for the election or appoint¬ 
ment of the judge, clerk and other officers of said court; to fix the terms 
or tenures of office of the officers of said court and provide for their 
salaries and compensation and the method of payment of same; to pro¬ 
vide the procedure in said court and fix the method _ of service of all 
processes therefrom; to create and designate the officials to serve pro¬ 
cesses issued by said court and provide compensation therefor; to desig¬ 
nate the officers of said court and define their duties and the duties of 
other officials with respect to said court; and to provide for appeals 
from said court and regulate the manner of taking same. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby established in and for Jef¬ 
ferson County, except that portion hereinafter particularly de¬ 
scribed, an inferior court of law which shall be called the Inter¬ 
mediate Civil Court of Birmingham. 

Section 2. That the court hereby established shall be a Court 
of Record and have and exercise civil jurisdiction in all civil mat¬ 
ters of which justices of the peace and inferior courts in lieu of 
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justices of the peace have jurisdiction under the general laws of 
the state, concurrently with the several justices of the peace and 
inferior courts in Jefferson County, and, in addition thereto, the 
said court shall have jurisdiction concurrently with the circuit 
court in all civil cases where the amount in controversy exceeds 
the jurisdiction of justices of the peace but does not exceed the 
sum of Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00), but the court shall not 
have jurisdiction in such cases where the amount in controversy 
exceeds Three Hundred Dollars, nor of actions of libel, slander, 
assault and battery, ejectment or actions in the nature of eject¬ 
ment. Where the action is in detinue in which the plaintiff seeks 
to recover on a chattel mortgage or a conditional sale contract, the 
amount in controversy shall for the purpose of jurisdiction be the 
balance of the mortgage debt or purchase price as the case may be. 

Section 3. That the territorial jurisdiction of this court shall 
not extend over that portion of Jefferson County which is included 
in the following precincts as now constituted to-wit: Williams Pre¬ 
cinct No. 1, Jonesboro Precinct No. 2, Parson’s Precinct No. 3, 
Aaron’s Precinct No. 4, Short Creek Precinct No. 5, Bethlehem 
Precinct No. 7, Meets Precinct No. 24, Toadvine Precinct No. 27, 
Bessemer Precinct No. 33, Gwin’s Precinct No. 35, Huey’s Pre¬ 
cinct No. 40, Parkwood Precinct No. 41, Mulga Precinct No. 49, 
Virginia Mines Precinct No. 51, Fairfield Precinct No. 53, and 
Brighton Precinct No. 55. 

Section 5. That the judge of this court shall have power to 
punish for contempt in all cases where judges of the Circuit Courts 
of this State can punish for contempt, by fine not exceeding $50.00 
and by imprisonment not exceeding five days, either or both. 

Section 6. That the judge of this court shall be learned in 
the law and at the time of his election or appointment and during 
his tenure in office be a resident of that portion of the county com¬ 
prising the territorial jurisdiction of the court. The term of 
office of the judge of said court shall be four years and until his 
successor is elected or appointed and qualified, provided that the 
first term of said judge shall end January 1, 1939, and that the 
judge of the Municipal Court of Birmingham, First Division at 
the time this act goes into effect shall be the judge of the court 
hereby established for the term ending January 1, 1939. The judge 
of said court for the term commencing January 2, 1939 and for each 
term thereafter shall be elected or appointed by a majority in number 
of the Judges of the other courts of record of Jefferson County, Ala¬ 
bama, exclusive of the judge of the Bessemer Division of Circuit 
Court and all vacancies in the office of judge shall be filled for 
the unexpired term in the same manner. For the purpose of 
making such appointments or elections the Judge of the Probate 
Court of Jefferson County or in his absence or disability the Pre- 
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siding Judge of the Circuit Court shall call a meeting of all of said 
judges at a place to be designated by him giving at least one day s 
notice of the time and place of said meeting, at which said meeting 
the judge calling said meeting shall preside and shall designate 
some clerk of one of the courts of record of Jefferson County to 
act as Secretary of said meeting, and the person receiving the vote 
of a majority of said judges so attending said meeting shall be 
declared elected or appointed and the Judge presiding shall certify 
the same in writing and the same shall be recorded in the office 
of the Judge of Probate or Jefferson County, Alabama. A ma¬ 
jority of said judges so entitled to vote shall constitute a quorum 
for the purpose of holding said election. 

Section 7. That the judge of said court shall receive an annual 
salary of Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000.00), payable in equal 
monthly installments out of the county treasury of Jefferson Coun¬ 
ty. 

Section 8. That if the judge of said court shall be unable to 
discharge the duties of his office by reason of sickness, disqualifi¬ 
cation or inability, to hold said court it shall be the duty of the 
clerk to so certify to the Presiding Judge of the Circuit Court who 
shall appoint some practicing attorney, resident of the county as 
special judge, and such special judge shall perform all the duties 
of judge of said court during the illness, disqualification or inability 
of said judge, which said special judge shall receive the same com¬ 
pensation as the regular judge of said court during the time he serv¬ 
es. If, however, the illness, disqualification or inability to serve 
of the regular Judge shall exceed thirty days in each twelve 
months, the compensation of the special Judge for all time served 
by him in excess of thirty days shall be deducted from the salary 
or compensation of the regular Judge of this court. 

Section 9. That there shall be a clerk of said court who shall 
be appointed by and hold office at the pleasure of the judge of said 
court and who shall give bond in such penal sum as the county 
commission or other like governing body shall prescribe, which 
bond shall be approved by and filed in the office of the Judge of 
Probate of Jefferson County, and which bond shall be conditioned 
to faithfully discharge the duties of such office and to pay over all 
monies to the proper officers and persons to whom it is payable, 
and to faithfully account for all monies coming into his or her 
hands by virtue of such office, and upon the said bond there shall 
be the same liabilities and remedies as upon the bond of the clerk 
of the circuit court, the premiums on said bond to be paid out of 
the county treasury. The county commission or other like gov¬ 
erning body of the county shall prescribe or change the number of 
deputy clerks which it deems necessary to assist the clerk in the 
performance of the clerical duties of said court, and shall fix the 
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salaries of the clerk and deputy clerks which shall be paybale out 
of the county treasury as other county employes are paid, but the 
deputy clerks shall be appointed by and serve at the pleasure of 
the clerk of said court, and the county commission or other like 
governing body of the county may also require said deputy clerks, 
or any of them, to give bond conditioned to account for all monies 
coming into their hands, the premiums on such bonds to be paid 
out of the county treasury. The first clerk of said court to be 
appointed shall be the clerk of the Municipal Court of Birmingham, 
First Division, at the time this act goes into effect. The clerk 
of said court and the deputy clerks thereof shall, notwithstanding 
the provision of this section, be governed and controlled with res¬ 
pect to their appointment, tenure of service, classification, grading, 
and compensation by the terms of any civil service law which may 
be in effect from time to time in Jefferson County, and such clerk 
and deputy clerks shall be entitled in determining their status 
under any such civil service law to have added to their terms of 
service any previous service in similar positions, provided such 
previous service immediately ante-dates their term of service as 
clerk or deputy clerks as the case may be of this court. 

Section 10. That the constables of Precincts 9, 10, 21, 34, 37, 
42, 46 and 54 nf Tpffpr«nn Pnnnty and thp Sheriff of Teffersrm 
County shall be ex officio officers of said court and shall execute 
all processes from said court and make return thereof, and shall 
receive the same fees as are now provided by law for similar serv¬ 
ices, with respect to processes issuing from the courts of justices 
of the peace in said county, but the fees of the sheriff shall be 
covered into the county treasury. All processes in cases where 
the amount in controversy is over $100.00 shall be served by the 
sheriff, but processes in other cases may be delivered by the clerk 
to the sheriff or to the said constables under such rules of the 
court as the judge may prescribe. 

Section 11. That the clerk of said court shall issue all pro¬ 
cesses out of said court, approve all bonds, keep a docket of said 
court, certify all appeals and perform such other duties as are 
usually required of clerks of courts. The bailiffs duties for said 
court shall also be performed by the clerk or one of the deputy 
clerks. The fees and costs that are now allowed by law to justices 
of the Peace in Jefferson County, or which may hereafter be allow¬ 
ed by law in courts of justices of the peace in said county shall be 
taxed and collected and paid into the county treasury. There shall 
also be taxed, collected, and paid into the county treasury a suit 
fee in each case filed in said court of fifty cents where the amount 
in controversy is not over One Hundred Dollars, and Two Dollars 
where the amount in controversy is more than One Hundred Dol¬ 
lars. 
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Section 12. That the practice, procedure, judgments and rec¬ 
ords in this court shall conform to and be governed by the laws 
applicable to practice and procedure in justice of the peace courts 
insofar as applicable and except as otherwise provided in this act. 
All judgments required to be signed shall be signed by the judge. 
Judgments and the records thereof shall not be required to be more 
formal than those in courts of justices of the peace and shall be gov¬ 
erned by the same laws as judgments in the courts of justices of 
the peace. Every intendment is in favor of the sufficiency and 
validity of proceedings in this court, when brought in question 
either directly or collaterally in any of the courts of this state 
where it appears on the face of the proceedings that this court had 
jurisdiction of the subject matter and the parties. 

Section 13. That the owner of any judgment of this court may 
file a certificate of same in the office of the judge of probate under 
the same procedure and in the same manner as is now or may 
hereafter be provided for filing certificates of judgments rendered 
in the Circuit Court, which judgments when so registered shall 
be a lien on all property of the defendant subject to levy and sale 
under execution and such lien shall continue for six years from the 
date of registration and the registration shall be notice to all per¬ 
sons of the existence of a lien and during said period executions 
or other process to enforce collection of said judgments may is¬ 
sue. 

Section 14. That the summons must be issued by the clerk of 
the court, and accompanied by the complaint of the plaintiff or 
by an endorsement setting forth the cause of action, but a com¬ 
plaint shall be sufficient if it contains such information as is re¬ 
quired by law with respect to endorsements on the summons of 
courts of justices of the peace. The summons must be executed 
by the constable, sheriff or other officer authorized to serve pro¬ 
cess by leaving a copy of the summons and complaint, or summons 
with the cause of action endorsed thereon with the defendant which 
fact he must return with the process. All garnishments shall be 
answerable at or before nine o’clock A.M. of the return day of the 
writ and the court may render a conditional judgment against any 
garnishee who after proper service of the writ fails to answer at 
or before such time. No more than three days service of any rule 
or notice to show cause why a conditional judgment should not be 
made final shall be necessary in any garnishment proceeding in 
this court. Service of any notice proper to be made by publica¬ 
tion may be perfected by one insertion of the notice and after ten 
days from the date of publication of any such the party so notified 
and failing to appear shall be treated as in default. In all garnish¬ 
ment proceedings in said court the court may upon motion of any 
party in interest and reasonable notice to the party or parties ad- 
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versely affected not less than three days, and whether the garn¬ 
ishee has answered or not hear and determine the right of exemp¬ 
tion of the defendant in garnishment with respect to the monies or 
property garnished. 

Section 15. That the judge of the court shall make any and 
all necessary rules for the conduct of the court and the officers 
thereof, for the filing and trying of cases, for the distribution and 
service of the processes of the court and generally with respect to 
the duties of the various officers of the court in their relations to 
the court, the authority herein specifically granted not to be con¬ 
strued as limiting authority generally and usually exercised by 
judges in making and enforcing rules of court. 

Section 16. That each calendar month shall constitute a term 
of said court, except that after five days from the rendition of a 
judgment in any cause the said judgment shall be beyond the 
jurisdiction and out of the power of the court the same as if the 
term of the court ended on said fifth day after the rendition of said 
judgment, but the court shall have the power to set aside, vacate 
or modify its judgments upon motion made within five days after 
the rendition of same, which said motion must be promptly de¬ 
termined. And the court may be open for business and render 
default or or other judgments at any time after nine o’clock in the 
morning oi eacn day and an processes oi tne court wnere no time is 
otherwise fixed shall be returnable at nine o’clock A.M. of the re¬ 
turn day. 

Section 17. That in cases of emergency the judge of said court 
may appoint a suitable person to act as special constable without 
bond except as hereinafter provided; and the person so appointed 
must perform the same duties and is liable to same pains and pen¬ 
alties and is entitled to the same fees as regular constables; but 
such special constable is not authorized to act in any case where 
the amount in controversy is over one hundred dollars, nor to levy 
or collect executions, attachments or writs of detinue, unless prior 
to levying or collecting of executions, attachments or writs of detinue 
he executes a bond in the sum of twice the amount of the prop¬ 
erty to be levied on payable to defendant as required of special 
constables appointed by justices of the peace, and with securities 
to be approved by the clerk of the court. 

Section 18. That all cases in said court shall be tried by the 
judge of said court without the intervention of a jury, the judge 
determining both the law and facts and any party shall have the 
right to appeal to the Circuit Court within five days from entry 
of judgment and on appeal either party may demand a trial by 
jury under the same rules as are provided by law for demand of 
jury trials in cases of appeal from judgments of justices of the 
peace and the trial in said Circuit Court shall be de novo and ac- 
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cording to the same procedure as apply to appeals from judg¬ 
ments of justices of the peace. 

Section 19. That appeals from judgments of said court to the 
Circuit Court in cases of forcible entry and unlawful detainer shall 
be taken within the same time and in the same manner and upon 
the same conditions with respect to bonds and surety as are appli¬ 
cable to appeals in like cases from justices of the peace courts. 

Section 20. That any party desiring to appeal shall give bond 
with sureties to be approved by the clerk conditioned to pay all 
costs which may be taxed against him in the Circuit court. If the 
judgment appealed from is for the payment of money or for the 
recovery of personal property and the party appealing desires to 
have the judgment superseded, he shall give bond with sureties to 
be approved by the clerk and payable to the party or parties in 
whose favor the judgment was rendered and in such penalty as 
the judge may prescribe conditioned to pay and satisfy such judg¬ 
ment and costs as may be awarded and taxed against him on the 
trial *of the case in the Circuit Court. All such bonds shall be filed 
with and approved by the clerk within five days from the rendition 
of the judgment from which appeal is taken. This section shall 
not be applicable to judgments in forcible entry and unlawful de¬ 
tainer cases. 

Section 21. Certioraris from judgments of this court may be 
granted by judges of the Circuit Court and trials de novo had in the 
Circuit Court for the same causes, and upon the same conditions 
and according to the same procedure as apply to statutory certio- 
raries from judgments of justices of the peace, and all certificates 
and notices with respect to such certioraris shall be issued by the 
clerk. 

Section 22. That in any case in said court wherein the parties 
in interest shall either before or after final judgment file in the 
cause a written waiver of their rights to jury trial and waiver of 
appeal to the Circuit Court, then the appeal in such case shall lie 
direct to the Court of Appeals to be taken within five days from 
final judgment and in such cases the appeals and costs thereof 
shall be taken, regulated, controlled, governed and disposed of 
in the same manner and according to the same procedure as apply 
to appeals from judgments of the Circuit Court except as herein 
provided. The bills of exceptions in such cases shall be pre¬ 
sented to the judge within 30 days from the date of judgment and 
must be signed by him within 30 days after presentation and the 
date of presentation and signing of such bills of exception must be 
endorsed thereon by the trial judge. In cases of such appeals to 
the court of appeals the clerk shall make up a record and transcript 
of all the proceedings in the cause including the bill of exceptions 
certify the same to the court of appeals.

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Section 23. That it shall be the duty of the county commission 
or other like governing body of Jefferson County to provide a 
suitable place in the Courthouse for the holding of said court and 
for the transaction of its business, and furnish all the books, sta¬ 
tionery, papers and other things as provided by law for the Circuit 
Court and that may be necessary for the operation and maintenance 
of said court. 

Section 24. The Judge of this Court shall be authorized to 
take and have a vacation of 30 days, with pay during such vaca¬ 
tion, in each calendar year, and to absent himself from said Court 
for said number of days in each calendar year. The said number 
of days hereby allowed as a vacation to the Judge of this Court 
may be taken on successive days or at different intervals. When¬ 
ever the Judge desires to take a vacation as herein provided and 
absent himself from the court, he shall certify to the Presiding 
Judge of the Circuit Court of such county the fact that he will be 
absent from the Court on a vacation and request said Presiding 
Judge of Circuit Court to appoint a Judge to act as special judge 
in his absence, whereupon the said Presiding Judge of Circuit 
Court shall appoint a practicing attorney residing in the county 
over which said Court has jurisdiction as special Judge during the 
absence of the Tudee of the Court, not to exceed thirtv days. Such 
special Judge shall perform all the duties of the regular Judge of 
said Court, and while acting as such Special Judge shall perform 
all the duties of the regular Judge of said Court, and while acting 
as such Special Judge, shall have and exercise all the powers and 
authority of the said regular Judge and he shall be paid out of 
the Treasury of the County for the time he acts as special Judge 
the same compensation fixed herein to be paid the regular Judge. 

Section 25. That it shall be the duty of the clerk to issue an 
execution on all judgments rendered in said court after five days 
from the entry thereof and place the same in the hands of the 
sheriff or other officer of the court who shall return such execution 
within thirty days thereafter, said return to show that he has col¬ 
lected said judgment and paid the same or the amount collected, 
or is unable to find property of the person against whom said pro¬ 
cess issued out of which said execution can be satisfied in whole 
or in part. Real property may be levied on and sold under any 
execution from this court without motion or other proceeding in 
Circuit Court. 

Section 26. That if it shall appear to the clerk that in any case 
where an execution has been returned unsatisfied as to the cost of 
said cause and in the opinion of the Clerk said cost can be collected 
by an alias execution the clerk may issue such alias execution and 
may direct the sheriff or constable as to what property can be 
levied upon to satisfy said judgment. 
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Section 27. That when in any case execution against the de¬ 
fendant is returned “No property found” execution may issue against 
the plaintiff, in the name of the clerk, for all costs created by him 
in obtaining his judgment or attempting to collect the same. 

Section 28. Neither party to a suit in this court as a matter 
of right may file interrogatories to be propounded to the opposite 
party, but for good cause shown, the judge of this court may allow 
such interrogatories to be propounded, in which case the judge 
shall fix the time in which they shall be answered, and the said 
filing and answering of said interrogatories except as herein pro¬ 
vided, shall be governed as far as applicable by practice and pro¬ 
cedure of the circuit court, and the same costs shall be taxed and 
collected with respect to such interrogatories as is provided in the 
circuit court. 

Section 29. That this court shall have no jurisdiction of crim¬ 
inal offenses and no jurisdiction in equity, and the judge of this 
court shall not have authority to grant writs of certiorari, super- 
seadas, quo warranto, mandamus, nor writs of injunction or ne 
exeat. 

Section 30. That the judge of this court shall have the same 
powers and authority with respect to taxation, retaxation and ap¬ 
portionment of costs as are conferred upon judges of the circuit 
court. 

Section 31. That all laws both local and general in conflict 
with this act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To abolish the First Division of the Municipal Court of Birmingham upon 
the establishment of the Intermediate Civil Court of Birmingham and 
to provide for the transfer and disposition of the pending causes and 
judgments of the said First Division of the Municipal Court of Birming¬ 
ham. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That upon the establishment of the Intermediate 
Civil Court of Birmingham the First Division of the Municipal 
Court of Birmingham shall be and is hereby abolished. 

Section 2. That all cases and causes pending in the First 
Division of the Municipal Court of Birmingham together with all 
documents, papers and judgments thereof shall be transferred to 
the Intermediate Civil Court of Birmingham, upon its establish¬ 
ment, as if they had been begun therein. And all judgments 
heretofore rendered in the said First Division of the Municipal 
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Court of Birmingham shall be treated the same as if they had been 
rendered by the Intermediate Civil Court of Birmingham and said 
Intermediate Civil Court of Birmingham and its officers shall 
have the same powers and control over the same and shall issue 
executions or other processes thereon the same as if the judgments 
had been rendered in the Intermediate Civil Court of Birmingham.

For the purpose of making such appointment the 
Judge of the Probate Court of Jefferson County, Alabama, or in 
his absence or disability, the Presiding Judge of the Circuit court 
of Jefferson County, Alabama, shall call a meeting of all of the 
Judges of said circuit court at a place to be designated by him, 
giving at least one day’s notice of the time and place of said meet¬ 
ing, at which meeting the Judge calling the same shall preside 
and shall designate some clerk of said circuit court as secretary 
of said meeting, and the person receiving the vote of a majority 
of said Judges so attending said meeting shall be declared appoint¬ 
ed, and the Judge presiding shall certify the same in writing and 
the same shall be recorded in the office of the Judge of Probate of 
Jefferson County, Alabama. A majority of the Judges of the said 
circuit court shall constitute a quorum for the purpose of making 
said appointment. All vacancies in the judgeship of this court 
shall be filled by appointment by the Judges of the said circuit 
court as hereinabove provided. In case the said Judge of the 
Jefferson County Court of Misdemeanors shall be unable to dis¬ 
charge any of the duties of his office by reason of sickness, 
disqualification or inability to hold said court for a period of more 
than ten (10) consecutive days, it shall be the duty of the Presid¬ 
ing Judge of the circuit court of Jefferson County, Alabama, to 
appoint some licensed attorney, resident of said county, and other¬ 
wise qualified under the terms of this Act as special Judge, who 
shall perform all the duties of the Judge of this court during such 
illness, disqualification or inability of said Judge, which special 
Judge shall receive the same compensation as the regular Judge 
of the court, provided, however, that if the illness, disqualification 
or inability to serve of the regular Judge shall exceed thirty (30) 
days in each twelve (12) months, the compensation of the special 
Judge for all the time served by him in excess of thirty (30) days 
shall be deducted from the salary or compensation of the regular 
Judge of this Court. Section 4. The salary of the Judge of this 
court shall be at the rate of Six Thousand Dollars per year, pay¬ 
able in twelve equal monthly installments out of the general funds 
of Jefferson County, up to and including December 31, 1936. On 
and after January 1st, 1937, the salary of the Judge of this court 
shall be at the rate of Four Thousand Eight Hundred ($4,800.00) 
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Dollars per year payable in twelve equal monthly installments out 
of the general funds of Jefferson County, Alabama. Secton 9. 
The Judge of said Jefferson County Court of Misdemeanors shall 
appoint a clerk for said court, who shall hold office as other 
employees of the county and who shall exercise and perform all 
the duties and have all the powers conferred and prescribed for 
the clerk of said court. The clerk, who is hereafter sometimes 
referred to as chief clerk, shall give bond with surety in the penal 
sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, payable to the State 
of Alabama and conditioned to faithfully discharge the duties of 
such office which bond shall be approved by the Judge of Probate 
of Jefferson County, Alabama, and filed in his office. The bond 
shall be conditioned to pay over all money to the proper officers 
and persons to whom it is payable and to faithfully account for 
all of the money coming into his hands by virtue of his office. 
The bond may be secured by a solvent guarantee or indemnity 
company as sole surety. Upon such bond there shall be the same 
liabilities and remedies as upon the bond of the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court of Jefferson County. The premium to be paid for 
the making of said bond shall be paid by the County of Jefferson 
upon*the warrant drawn by the Clerk. Section 10. The chief 
clerk for said court shall receive as compensation for his services 
such sums as the County Commission of said county shall fix, pay¬ 
able in equal monthly installments out of the general funds of 
Jefferson County, Alabama. Section 11. The Judge of said court 
shall appoint as many clerks or deputies as may be needful or 
necessary for the proper conduct of the affairs of said office, the 
number of such clerks or deputies to be fixed as provided by law, 
and said clerks and deputies shall each receive such compensation 
as may be fixed by the County Commission of said county or by 
provision of general law. Section 17. The office of marshal of 
said court be and the same are hereby abolished. The sheriff of 
Jefferson County is hereby directed and authorized to perform 
all duties, powers and acts pertaining and required of such mar¬ 
shals and they are hereby required and directed to transfer all 
books, records, documents, papers and cases in their possession 
and under their supervision, whether now pending or disposed 
of, to the office of the sheriff of said county. Section 18. There 
is created the office of solicitor for the Jefferson County Court of 
Misdemeanors. The said solicitor shall be appointed by the Judge 
of said court to serve as other employees of said court. Such 
solicitor shall at and during the time of his appointment reside 
within the said county and be a duly licensed attorney of the State 
of Alabama. The solicitor shall attend all sessions of said court 
and prosecute all misdemeanors and all felonies to be heard on 
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preliminary trial. The compensation of the solicitor shall be fixed 
by the County Commission of Jefferson County. There shall 
be taxed as part of the cost in each misdemeanor case prosecuted 
by such solicitor the sum of Two Dollars and fifty cents ($2.50) 
as solicitor’s fee, and in all felony cases prosecuted by said solicitor 
there shall be taxed the sum of Five ($5.00) Dollars as solicitor’s 
fee, which solicitor’s fee shall be collected by the clerk of said 
court, or by the clerk of the circuit court when said cause is not 
finally determined in this court, and shall be by such clerks paid 
into the general fund of the county treasury. 

Section 2. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act be and they are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. In the event any section, provision, sentence, 
clause or phrase of this Act shall be held unconstitutional or void, 
such shall not affect the validity of the remainder of this Act.

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 2, 3 and 5 of an Act, entitled an Act To Create the 
Office of County Road Supervisor for Henry County, Alabama, (H-536) 
approved November 4, 1932, so as to further regulate and prescribe the 
powers, authority and duties of said Road Supervisor; to further pre¬ 
scribe the manner or mode of his election and/or appointment; and the 
election and/or appointment of his successor; to further prescribe and fix 
his term of office and to fix his salary; and to fix the penalties for the 
violation of this Act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That said section 2 of said Act be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 2: That in the 
general election to be held throughout the County in 1934 the qual¬ 
ified electors of Henry County, Alabama, shall elect a County Road 
Supervisor, who shall be a competent road builder and who shall 
be a qualified elector and a resident of the County, and who shall 
hold office for a term of two years and until his successor is elected 
and qualified; and in the general election to be held throughout 
the County in 1936 and every four years thereafter there shall be 
elected for the County a County Road Supervisor, possessing all 
the qualifications hereinabove set out, and who shall hold office 
for a term of four years and until his successor is elected and qual¬ 
ified, and nomination for which office may be made in primary 
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elections as other County officers under the General Primary Elec¬ 
tion Laws of Alabama. 

Section 2. That said section 3 of said Act be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 3: That said 
County Road Supervisor shall have the general supervision and 
care of maintaining, repairing and improving the public roads and 
bridges of the County, and the building of new roads and bridges 
when such roads and bridges are established by the Court of Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners of said County. Said Road Supervisor shall 
employ, and with the approval of the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners fix the compensation of all overseers, workmen and laborers 
required for said work and shall with the counsel, assistance and 
approval of said Court of County Commissioners, purchase all 
necessary road machinery, materials, teams, tools, supplies and 
equipment, as hereinafter provided, used in and about the work of 
the public roads and bridges of the County, and he shall perform 
all such other duties relating to the maintenance, improvement or 
construction of highways and bridges as may be required of him 
by the general laws of the State of Alabama, or by the local laws 
of the County, or by the Court of County Commissioners of said 
County. Beginning on the first Monday after the second Tues¬ 
day in January, 1937, said County Road Supervisor shall receive 
for his services the sum of Fifteen Hundred ($1500.00) Dollars 
per annum, to be paid in equal monthly installments out of the 
gasoline tax fund or any other available funds of the County, upon 
warrants drawn by the Probate Judge of the County, and in addi¬ 
tion thereto shall be provided by the said Court of County Com¬ 
missioners with necessary means of transportation to enable him 
to discharge the duties of his office. 

Section 3. That said Section 5 of said Act be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 5: That where 
purchase of road-building equipment, materials or tools involves 
an amount less than Ten ($10.00) Dollars, such purchases shall be 
made in the open market by said Road Supervisor, who shall attach 
to the succeeding monthly pay roll a sworn itemized statement of 
such purchase or purchases from the seller. “That when any pur¬ 
chase to be made by the Road Supervisor exceeds $10.00 and is less 
than $50.00, he shall procure a requisition for each purchase from 
the Probate Judge and he, the Road Supervisor, shall secure as 
many written signed bids from merchants or dealers in the ar¬ 
ticles or article to be purchased, in no case less than two, as the 
requisition indicates, and the Probate Judge must, when said requi¬ 
sition is issued by him, indorse on each requisition the number of 
bids required, and the purchase must be made from the lowest 
bidder as indicated by the bids, and each of said bids must be at¬ 
tached to the succeeding monthly pay roll along with the sworn 
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itemized statement of the seller of each purchase as hereinabove 
provided for with reference to purchases of ten dollars or less.” That 
where any purchase by the Road Supervisor is more than $50.00 
and less than $250.00 two weeks’ written notice shall be given that 
bids will be received for such purchases or contracts by posting 
same on the bulletin board at the County Court House. That 
where the amount involved is more than $250.00 notice by adver¬ 
tisement in some County paper for two consecutive weeks with 
20 days’ notice must be given that bids will be received for such 
purchases or contracts; also by posting notice thereof on the bulle¬ 
tin board at the Court House of Henry County for a period of 20 
days; also by written notice, by registered mail, with return re¬ 
ceipt requested, to at least three merchants or dealers in the goods 
or materials to be purchased. And like notice of any contract 
to be let to at least three contractors engaged in ‘the work contem¬ 
plated. Such notice or notices in all cases to be given by the 
County Road Supervisor. Such notice or notices, together with 
return receipts, the said Road Supervisor shall file with the Court 
of County Commissioners. Any and all contracts made and en¬ 
tered into, or purchases made by the County Road Supervisor, with 
the approval of the Court of County Commissioners, including all 
contracts of rental of road machinery or other materials or sup¬ 
plies, in violation of the terms of this section, shall be null and 
void. Provided that the foregoing provisions do not apply to the 
purchase of services or machine or implement parts of specifically 
made machines not handled generally by merchants or supply 
houses. And provided further that where the County, the State 
and/or the Alabama Relief Administration are engaged in any two 
or three way project bids for road materials or machinery hire 
which have been accepted by either the State or the Alabama 
Relief Administration, including the Work Progress Administra¬ 
tion, shall be accepted as legal and binding on Henry County. And 
it shall also be the duty of the Road Supervisor to make a report 
monthly to the Court of County Commissioners in which he shall 
state the date of purchase, the name of the seller and the amount 
of purchase of all outstanding and unpaid bills chargeable against 
the gasoline fund, in order that the sum total of obligations out¬ 
standing against said fund may be accurately ascertained from 
month to month. And it shall also be the duty of the Road Super¬ 
visor to devote his entire time to the work of supervising roads 
and bridges of the County and to the performance of all duties now 
required of him by existing laws, in connection with the work of 
constructing, repairing and maintaining the public roads and 
bridges of the County and as required of him by the provisions of 
this Act. 

Section 4. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
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provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. That if any clause, sentence, paragraph, section or 
provision of this Act be declared unconstitutional by a Court of 
competent jurisdiction, the same shall not affect any other clause, 
sentence, paragraph, section or provision of this Act. 

Section 6. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor.

Section 1. That immediately after the passage of this Act 
the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Mobile County, shall, subject 
to removal at will of the said Clerk of said Circuit Court, appoint 
an Assistant to the Deputy Clerk in charge of the Criminal 
Division of said Circuit Court.

WHEREAS, on or about August 2, 1934 F. W. McLane was required to pay, 
and did pay, to the office of the Judge of Probate of Talladega County, 
Alabama the sum of Seven Hundred Forty and 17/100 ($740.17) Dollars 
to redeem his house and lot occupied by him as a homestead from a 
sale made to the State for taxes assessed against it for the year 1926, 
and the payment of interest and taxes for subsequent years, and 
WHEREAS, said amount required to be so paid was erroneous and exces¬ 
sive in the amount of $246.72, said tax sale, and the tax for subsequent 
years, being erroneously based upon an assessed value of said property 
in the amount of $3000.00 whereas the correct assessed value of said 
property as shown by the records of the Tax Assessor for Talladega 
County, Alabama for said year 1926 was $2,000.00, and 
WHEREAS, said F. W. McLane is entitled to reimbursement from the fol¬ 
lowing funds of the excess erroneously collected from him, the same 
having been paid by said Judge of Probate into said following funds,

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Court of County Commissioners of Tal¬ 
ladega County, Alabama are hereby authorized, directed and re¬ 
quired to cause to be paid said F. W. McLane as reimbursement for 
said excess taxes erroneously collected the sum of $86.88, and the 
County Board of Education of Talladega County, Alabama is 
hereby authorized and directed and required to cause to be paid to

such county, gasoline, naptha, and other liquid motor fuels or any 
devices or substitutes therefor, commonly used in internal combustion 
engines, but not including “kerosene oil” “fuel oil” or “crude oil”, com¬ 
monly used for lighting, heating or industrial purposes, not to exceed 
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one cent per gallon; To authorize said Board of Revenue of said County 
to provide the necessary rules and regulations and machinery for the 
collection of said privilege tax; To make provision for the distribution 
of the funds derived from said privilege tax; To prohibit any incor- 
porated city or town in said County from levying or collecting a munici¬ 
pal privilege tax on such motor fuels or upon the business of selling, 
delivering, withdrawing from storage, or keeping in storage such motor 
fuels, on a quantity basis; To repeal the municipal privilege, excise 
and/or license taxes on gasoline, Woco-pep, or any other Motor fuel 
used by self propelled vehicles which may now be collected or levied 
by any incorporated city or town in said County; To provide for the 
use of the money derived from said privilege tax, and to provide 
penalties for the violation of such rules and regulations; To repeal 
all laws and parts of laws in conflict with this Act, and to provide 
when this Act shall become effective. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alaba'ma: 

Section 1. That the Board of Revenue of Tuscaloosa County, 
Alabama, may, for the purpose of constructing and maintaining 
public roads, streets, bridges and ferries in Tuscaloosa County, 
Alabama, levy and collect a privilege tax of not more than one cent 
per gallon on all gasoline, naptha, and other liquid motor fuels 
or any device or substitutes therefor, commonly used in internal 
combustion engines; provided, however, that nothing contained 
herein shall be held to apply to those products known commer¬ 
cially as “kerosene oil,” “fuel oil”, or “crude oil” commonly used 
for lighting, heating or industrial purposes, sold or delivered in 
said County, for the privilege of selling or delivering same. 

Section 2. That said Board of Revenue may also provide rules 
and regulations and machinery for the collection of such privilege 
tax, and provide penalties for the violation of such rules and regu¬ 
lations. 

Section 3. All of the net proceeds of said privilege tax collected 
within the corporate limits of any incorporated City or town in 
Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, shall be paid over to such incorpo¬ 
rated city or town each month as collected. 

Section 4. After the passage and approval of this Act, it shall 
be unlawful for any incorporated city or town in said Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, to levy or collect a privilege license or excise 
tax on said motor fuels, or upon the business of selling, delivering, 
withdrawing from storage, or keeping in storage such motor fuels, 
on a quantity basis. All municipal privilege, excise and/or license 
taxes on gasoline, Woco-pep, or any other motor fuel used by self 
propelled vehicles now being levied or collected by any incorpo¬ 
rated city or town in said county are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 5. That all such privilege taxes to be levied or im¬ 
posed under this Act, and the money derived therefrom shall be 
used exclusively for the purpose of constructing and maintaining 
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public roads, streets, bridges and ferries in said county of Tusca¬ 
loosa, and any incorporated city or town therein. 

Section 6. This Act shall take effect on the first of the month 
next succeeding its passage and approval.

To create and provide for a Purchasing Agent for Henry County, Alabama, 
dealing with and having reference to all purchases for the use of said 
County, where said purchase or purchases would be a charge against the 
General Funds of the County; naming the Probate Judge as such Pur¬ 
chasing Agent, and requiring him to serve without compensation; pre¬ 
scribing his powers, authority and duties; requiring all County officials 
to make requisition to said Purchasing Agent for all supplies of every 
kind and description, including stationery, books, dockets and records 
needed by them in the discharge of their official duties; requiring the 
sheriff of the County and the keeper or superintendent of the County 
almshouse to requisition for all supplies of every kind and description, 
needed about the County jail and the County alms house, such supplies 
to be purchased by and through said Purchasing Agent, requiring that 
all purchases for the County, where same is to be paid for from the Gen¬ 
eral Funds of the County, shall be made by said Purchasing Agent; and 
to provide penalties for the violation of this Act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created a Purchasing Agency 
in and for Henry County, Alabama, dealing with and having ref¬ 
erence to all purchases for said County, where said purchase or 
purchases, is to be a charge against the General Funds of the 
County. 

Section 2. That the Probate Judge of said County is hereby 
named and designated as such Purchasing Agent in and for said 
County, and it shall be his duty to serve as such Purchasing Agent 
and to perform the duties hereinafter prescribed, without compensa¬ 
tion. 

Section 3. That where any County official in and for said 
County, shall find it necessary to purchase office supplies or other 
supplies, of every kind and description, including stationery, books, 
dockets, records, necessary for use in the discharge of his official 
duties; and where the sheriff of the County, as the custodian of 
the County jail, or other person who may be named or designated 
for that duty, or the superintendent or keeper of the County alms¬ 
house, shall find it necessary to purchase supplies of any kind for 
use in and about the jail or the County almshouse, it shall be the 
duty of each of such County officials, custodian of, the County jail 
and the superintendent of keeper of the County almshouse, to go 
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before the said Purchasing Agent and requisition for any and all 
such supplies of any and all kinds, so needed by them in the dis¬ 
charge of their official duties. 

Section 4. That upon any official or other person named in 
the next preceding section, making requisition for office supplies 
or for supplies of any kind as provided for in the next preceding 
section of this Act, placing their requisition for such supplies in 
the hands of said Purchasing Agent, it shall be the duty of said 
Purchasing Agent to immediately contact or communicate with 
such person or persons, firm or corporation as may have for sale 
such supplies as are called for and covered in and by such requisi¬ 
tion ; and where the amount involved is in excess of $5.00 and not 
more than $10.00, the said Purchasing Agent shall secure not less than 
two bids and the lowest and best bid shall determine from whom 
purchase shall be made; that where the amount involved is in ex¬ 
cess of $10.00 and not more than $50.00, sealed bids from not less 
than three sources shall be secured by said Purchasing Agent, and 
an order shall be placed with the lowest and best bidder; and that 
where the amount involved is in excess of $50.00, save with respect 
to record books used by County officials the purchase of which 
shall be governed by the immediately preceding clause, bids shall 
be asked by publication for two successive weeks in some news¬ 
paper or newspapers published in Henry County. 

Section 5. That in each and every instance bids for any and 
all supplies and materials of every kind, where any purchase is made 
under the provisions of this Act, shall be attached to claims which 
are submitted to the Commissioners Court for payment, and in no 
case shall any such claim be paid by the said Commissioners Court, 
until that body, in regular session, has been satisfied and convinced, 
that the provisions of this section and of this entire Act, have been 
complied with. 

Section 6. That it shall be the duty of the said Purchasing 
Agent to have prepared and published, in the manner and at the 
times now provided by law for making and publishing statements 
of other disbursements of county funds, an itemized statement of all 
funds paid out under the provisions of this Act, and said statement 
shall show the name of the county official or officials, or other per¬ 
son for whom such purchases for the preceding month or from the 
time of publishing the last itemized statement, have been made, 
giving the name and the price of such articles, or commodities as 
have been supplied to the county official or officials or other per¬ 
son, during the past month or for the time since the last statement 
was made and published. 

Section 7. That any and all purchases made for use of the 
County, or any county official or officials or other person in the 
employ of the County, where same is to be paid out of the General 
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Funds of the County, same shall not be a legal charge against said 
fund or any other funds of the County, if purchased in violation of 
the provisions of this Act, but same shall be illegal and void. 

Section 8. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 9. That should any section, clause, provision or portion 
of this Act be declared invalid or unconstitutional by a Court of 
competent jurisdiction, same shall not effect any other section, 
clause, provision or portion of this Act but same shall remain in 
full force and effect. 

Section 10. That this Act shall take effect immediately on its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for the unification of the fiscal administration of Jefferson 
County; to create the office of County Comptroller of Jefferson County 
and provide the method of his selection; to define the duties and author¬ 
ity of such officer; to transfer to him the duties heretofore fixed by law 
for performance by the County Treasurer, the Tax Assessor, the Tax 
Collector and the Commissioner of Licenses of Jefferson County; to 
require said County Comptroller to perform certain duties now devolving 
upon the Probate Judge of Jefferson County; to abolish the offices of 
County Treasurer, Tax Collector, Tax Assessor and Commissioner of 
Licenses of Jefferson County; to provide for a deputy County Comp¬ 
troller at Bessemer; to provide said County Comptroller with necessary 
deputies, clerks and assistants; to provide for the oath of office and 
bond of said County Comptroller; to provide said County Comptroller 
with quarters and supplies and modern office equipment; to fix the 
compensation of said County Comptroller; and to provide for the con¬ 
tinued employment of certain officers duly elected by the people. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby created the office of County Comp¬ 
troller of Jefferson County. The County Commission of Jeffer¬ 
son County shall within sixty days after this act becomes effective 
appoint a County Comptroller who shall serve until the first Mon¬ 
day after the second Tuesday in January, 1937, and until his suc¬ 
cessor is elected and qualified. At the general election in Novem¬ 
ber, 1936, the duly qualified voters of Jefferson County shall elect 
a County Comptroller who shall serve for a term of two years, be¬ 
ginning on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 
next and until his successor is elected and qualified. At the gen¬ 
eral election in November, 1938, and at the general election each 
four years thereafter, the qualified voters of Jefferson County shall 
elect a County Comptroller who shall serve for a term of four 
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years beginning on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January next and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the County Comptroller to 
assess property for taxation and collect the taxes, to collect the 
licenses and to collect for the use of the State, County or other 
governmental entity entitled thereto, all interest, penalties, fees, 
and other charges that may by law be due and payable, to keep the 
custody of the funds of the County, make proper records thereof, 
disburse funds as required by law and otherwise to perform the 
duties and functions heretofore performed and as are now fixed 
by law to be performed by, and to comply with all provisions of 
law relating to the County Treasurer of Jefferson County, the Tax 
Assessor of Jefferson County, the Tax Collector of Jefferson Coun¬ 
ty, and the Commissioner of Licenses of Jefferson County. The 
County Comptroller shall perform such duties as may from time 
to time be required of him by the County Commission. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the County Comptroller to 
perform the ministerial duties heretofore required to be performed 
by the Probate Judge of Jefferson County relative to the collection 
of taxes and the redemption of lands sold for taxes and the care 
of land acquired by the State in the collection of taxes. 

Section 4. The following offices, viz., those of the County 
Treasurer of Jefferson County, the Tax Collector of Jefferson 
County, the Tax Assessor of Jefferson County, and the Commis¬ 
sioner of Licenses of Jefferson County are hereby abolished. 

Section 5. The County Comptroller shall designate a Deputy 
County Comptroller who shall maintain an office in the Court 
House at Bessemer and who shall perform the duties and functions 
of the County Comptroller in the Bessemer Cut-off, or Bessemer 
division. 

Section 6. Subject to the approval of the County Commission 
of Jefferson County the County Comptroller of Jefferson County 
shall appoint and fix the duties and compensation of a sufficient 
number of deputies, clerks and assistants to properly perform at 
Birmingham and Bessemer the duties of the office. Any person 
so appointed shall, subject to the provisions of any civil service 
law then effective, be removable at the pleasure of the County 
Comptroller. The acts of the deputies shall have the same force 
and legal effect as if performed by the Comptroller himself. 

Section 7. Before entering upon the duties of his office the 
County Comptroller of Jefferson County shall take the oath of of¬ 
fice prescribed by Article XVI of the Constitution and enter into 
bond in such sum as may be fixed by the County Commission of 
Jefferson County, giving as surety thereon a bonding Company 
authorized to do business in this State, which bond shall be con- 
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ditioned as other official bonds are conditioned and be approved 
by and filed with the Probate Judge of Jefferson County. 

Section 8. The County Commission shall supply the County 
Comptroller of Jefferson County with offices in the court house of 
said county at Birmingham and at Bessemer, and with all neces¬ 
sary stationery, equipment, and supplies not otherwise furnished 
by law. The County Comptroller is authorized to use and the 
County Commission is authorized to purchase, such modern book¬ 
keeping, recording and tabulating machines, loose leaf ledgers, 
and other improved devices as will in the discretion of the County 
Commission promote efficiency and economy in the conduct of the 
county’s affairs. 

Section 9. The salary of the County Comptroller of Jefferson 
County shall be $4800.00 annually, and shall be payable in equal 
monthly installments out of the County Treasury. The County 
Comptroller shall not be entitled to retain for himself any fees, 
commissions, penalties, or other compensations, which as collected 
shall be paid into the County Treasury. 

Section 10. The officers duly elected by the people for terms 
expiring subsequent to the effective date of this act, whose offices 
are abolished by the provisions of Section 4 hereof shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the County Comptroller, subject to removal for cause, 
for the remainder of their terms, as assistant to the Comptroller at 
the monthly salaries being received by them on the effective date of 
this act, and shall perform such duties and functions and shall have 
such authority as the County Comptroller may from time to time 
assign to them. 

Section 11. This act shall take effect thirty days after the 
proclamation of the Governor making known ratification by the 
people of an amendement to the Constitution of Alabama amend¬ 
ing Amendment II thereof by adding Section 2 and 3 thereto. In 
the event said amendment fails of ratification by the people, then 
this Act is null, void and of no effect. 

Section 12. All laws or parts of laws, general or local, in con¬ 
flict herewith are expressly repealed. 

Section 13. If any section or provision of this Act is declared 
unconstitutional it shall not affect the remaining sections or pro¬ 
visions.

AN ACT 

To authorize the Town of Ashland, Alabama, to acquire all of the assets 
of the Ashland Railway Company, or to acquire the capital stock, or 
the majority of the capital stock, thereof; to maintain and operate said 
railroad; to provide for an election to determine whether said town 
shall acquire such property and to provide for the payment thereof and 
the payment of maintenance and operation thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Town of Ashland, Alabama, a municipal 
corporation, be and it hereby is, authorized to' acquire all of the 
assets of the Ashland Railway Company, or to acquire the capital 
stock, or a majority thereof, of said Ashland Railway Company, 
and to maintain and operate said railroad as a common carrier. 

Section 2. Said Town of Ashland, Alabama, is hereby author¬ 
ized to issue its negotiable bonds or notes and sell the same at 
public or private sale to pay for said property, provided, however, 
that if said bonds or notes are sold at private sale that shall be 
sold for not less than their par or face value. 

Section 3. Said Town of Ashland, Alabama, is hereby author¬ 
ized to appropriate any funds, not otherwise appropriated or 
pledged, that may be necessary to maintain and operate said 
railroad. 

Section 4. Before said Town of Ashland, Alabama, shall exer¬ 
cise any of the powers herein conferred an election shall be held in 
said town at which all of the qualified electors in said town shall 
be entitled to vote and of which election three weeks notice shall 
have been given by publication in some newspaper published in 
said town, at which election the ballot shall contain this question: 
“Shall the Town of Ashland, Alabama, acquire, maintain and 
operate the Ashland Railroad?” 

Section 5. Said election shall, except as set out in Section 4, 
be held, conducted, managed and the results ascertained and de¬ 
clared in the same manner and by the same officials as provided 
by law for a regular election in said town for the election of the 
Mayor and Aldermen thereof. 

Section 6. If a majority of the electors voting in said election 
shall vote affirmatively on said question said town of Ashland, Ala¬ 
bama, may exercise the powers conferred by this act; but if a 
majority thereof vote against said question said town shall not 
exercise such powers. 

Section 7. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to take 
from the State of Alabama through its proper officials the right 
to regulate said railroad as is now or may hereafter be provided 
by law. 
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Section 8. This Act shall take effect and be in force upon 
approval by the Governor, or otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To create and establish Road and Bridge Department, and Road and Bridge 
Foreman, for Houston County, and to abolish County Road Foreman; fix 
the duties, salary, manner of payment of said Foreman; fix requirement 
of Foreman to give bond on entering work as Foreman; provide for 
place for office of Road and Bridge Department and set out who shall 
have control over said Department; further to provide for necessary 
means and transportation of Foreman in carrying out his work; How 
Road and Bridge Foreman is employed and the duration and term of 
his office. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama —- 

Section One. There is hereby established and created for 
Houston County a Road and Bridge Department and a Road and 
Bridge Foreman. The Road and Bridge Foreman shall receive 
as compensation for his services a sum not to exceed Two Hundred 
And Fifty Dollars per month, his salary to be fixed by the Board of 
Revenue, payable monthly out of the gasoline tax funds or any 
other available funds of the county, upon warrants drawn by the 
Judge of Probate. The Road and Bridge Foreman shall be pro¬ 
vided by the Board of Revenue with the necessary means of trans¬ 
portation to enable him to discharge his duties of office. 

Section Two. That said Road and Bridge Foreman shall have 
the General supervision and care of maintaining, repairing and im¬ 
proving the public road and bridges of the County, and the build¬ 
ing of new roads and bridges, when such new roads or bridges are es¬ 
tablished by said Board of Revenue. He shall with the approval 
of said Board of Revenue, employ and fix the compensation of all 
agents, assistants, overseers, workmen and laborers, required for 
said work, and shall, with the counsel, assistance and approval of 
said Board, purchase all necessary road machinery, material, teams, 
tools, supplies and equipment, as hereinafter provided, used in and 
about the work on the public roads and bridges of the County, 
and he shall perform all such other duties relating to the mainten¬ 
ance, improvement or construction of highways and bridges as may 
be required of him by the general laws of the State or by the 
Board of Revenue of Houston County. 

Section Three: That said Road and Bridge Foreman shall be 
elected or appointed by the Board of Revenue of the County, and 
he shall serve for a period of four years and until his successor is 
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elected and qualified, unless removed for cause. Provided, how¬ 
ever, the present County Road Foreman will hold over and become 
Road and Bridge Foreman and until his present term of office ex¬ 
pires on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 
1939, unless sooner removed for cause. 

Section Four: That before entering upon the duties of his 
office, said Road and Bridge Foreman shall make and enter into 
a surety bond, of not less than two thousand dollars nor more 
than five thousand dollars, to be fixed by said Board of Revenue 
payable to Houston County, Alabama, for the faithful discharge 
and performance of the duties of his office and for the faithful ac¬ 
counting for all moneys or property of said County which may 
come into his possession or custody, and said Bond must be made 
by a Surety Company authorized and qualified to do business in the 
State of Alabama, and be approved by said Board of Revenue. 

Section Five: That if said Board of Revenue at any time fails 
or refuses to appoint a Road and Bridge Foreman for Houston 
County, the Governor of Alabama, shall fill said office by appoint¬ 
ment, and the appointee shall serve the same as if appointed by the 
Board of Revenue and at a salary as fixed by the Board of Revenue, 
and subject to the same rules and regulations hereinabove set out. 
The Governor of Alabama will not make an appointment unless 
the Board of Revenue refuses or fails within 60 days after the said 
office becomes vacant. 

Section Six: The Road and Bridge Foreman shall be an ex¬ 
perienced road builder and bridge man, and a competent civil engi¬ 
neer. 

Section Seven: The Road and Bridge Department shall have 
its offices in the County Court House, and the Road and Bridge 
Foreman shall be in charge of said Department, his authority limit¬ 
ed, however, to the powers and duties given to the Foreman as 
head of said Department by this Bill and by the Board of Revenue. 

Section Eight: That all laws and parts of laws in conflict 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section Nine: That if any section, provision, clause or por¬ 
tion of this Act shall be declared by a Court of Competent Juris¬ 
diction, to be invalid or unconstitutional same shall not be held to 
effect any other section, provision, clause or portion of this Act, 
but the same shall take effect immediately upon its approval by the 
Governor.

AN ACT 

To establish a Board of Revenue for Houston County, and to abolish the 
Court of County Commissioners; to fix the salaries of said Board, man¬ 
ner of payment, term of office and time of election of members thereof; 
to divide said county into three districts; to provide for the election of 
their successors in office, and the duties of the Judge of Probate with 
reference to said Board; To employ, discharge and fix the salary of the 
Road and Bridge Foreman; to provide that the Road and Bridge Fore¬ 
man shall with the approval of the Board of Revenue employ and fix 
the compensation of agents, his assistants, overseers, workmen and 
laborers required for said work, and shall with the counsel, assistance and 
approval of said Board of Revenue purchase all necessary road material, 
machinery, teams, tools, supplies and equipment; to repeal all laws in 
conflict herewith and to fix qualifications of members of the Board of 
Revenue. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby created and established a Board 
-of Revenue for Houston County. The Board is to be composed 
of the Judge of Probate as ex-officio member and chairman, and 
three other members. The Court of County Commissioners of 
said County is hereby abolished. The said three members of the 
Board of Revenue shall be the same persons now constituting the 
Court of County Commissioners of Houston County. Each of 
the said members of the Board of Revenue shall receive as compen¬ 
sation the sum of Six Hundred Dollars annually, except the Judge 
of Probate, and shall be paid in equal monthly installments out of 
the general funds of the County on warrants drawn by the Judge 
of Probate. The powers and duties of said Board of Revenue 
are the same as will be later set out in this Bill. 

Section 2. That Houston County is hereby divided into three 
Board of Revenue Districts, as follows: District Number 1 shall 
embrace and be composed of Beats Number 1, 2, 4, 5, 6, and 7; 
District Number two shall embrace and be compose^ of Beats 3 
and 9; District Number 3 shall embrace and be composed of Beats 
Number 8, 10, 11, 12, 13, and 14. One member of said Board of 
Revenue hereby created shall hereafter be elected from each of 
the above Districts, and he must be a resident of, and a qualified 
elector in the District in which he is elected. The members of 
the Board of Revenue hereafter shall be elected each by the qualified 
electors of their District at the General Election to be held on the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1938, and shall 
assume the duties of office on the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1939, following their election, and they shall 
hold office for a period of four years and until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 
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Section 3. That candidates for the Board of Revenue of Hous¬ 
ton County, Alabama, shall be nominated in the primary next pre¬ 
ceding the General Election at which time they shall be elected. 

Section 4. That there is hereby conferred upon said Board of 
Revenue of Houston County, and the members thereof, all of the 
general authority, powers, and duties now provided, or which may 
hereafter be provided to Board of Revenue or Commissioners 
Court, under the general laws of the State of Alabama, and amend¬ 
ments thereto not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, and 
for the Acts of said Court equal, several and joint liability are here¬ 
by fixed for the members thereof. And in addition to the above 
duties and powers set out, the members of the Board of Revenue, 
except the Judge of Probate, shall be required to make monthly 
inspections of all roads and bridges in their Districts, and make 
a report thereof of their findings at the next regular meeting of the 
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the Board of Revenue, shall employ and fix the compensation of 
all agents, assistants, overseers, workmen and laborers required for 
said work, and shall with the counsel, assistance and approval of 
said Board, purchase all necessary road machinery, material, teams, 
tools, supplies and equipment, as hereinafter provided, used in and 
about the work on the roads and bridges of the County. 

Section 5: That in case of a vacancy of the Board of Revenue, 
such vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the Governor of 
Alabama, and the person appointed shall hold office for the re¬ 
mainder of the term and until his successor has qualified. 

Section 6: The Board of Revenue shall elect or appoint a Road 
and Bridge Foreman as head of the Road and Bridge Department, 
and fix his salary in a sum not to exceed $250.00 per month, and 
make said appointment immediately after vacancy is created in 
said office, and each succeeding Board of Revenue shall make said 
appointment immediately after their induction into office. The 
said Road and Bridge Foreman shall serve for a period of four 
years and until his successor is elected and qualified, unless removed 
for cause. &nd, the present County Road Foreman will hold over 
and become Road and Bridge Foreman at the salary he is now re¬ 
ceiving as County Road Foreman until the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January, 1939. 

Section 7: That no purchase or contract to purchase any road 
or bridge material, team, tools, machinery, supplies or equipment 
shall be made, or any contract for the construction, maintenance 
or repair of any road let, either by Board of Revenue or Road and 
Bridge Foreman, if the amount involved, or the value thereof, ex¬ 
ceeds $25.00, except to the lowest responsible bidder, and where the 
amount of purchase or contract to be let, is in excess of $25.00 and 
not greater than $200.00, the Board of Revenue shall have posted a 
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notice on the Bulletin Board in front of the Courthouse of Houston 
County five days prior to the meeting at which said purchase is to 
be made, and if amount of purchase to be made or contract to be 
let be in excess of $200.00 notice must be given that bids will be 
received for such purchase or contract by advertising same for a 
period of 20 days, by publication for once a week for two consecu¬ 
tive weeks in a newspaper published in Houston County. And 
in addition to the above notice or notices, if amount be in excess of 
$200.00 the chairman of said Board of Revenue shall give written 
notice by registered mail with return receipt requested of such 
contemplated purchase or purchases, to at least three merchants or 
dealers in the goods or materials to be purchased, and like notice 
of any contract to let, to at least three contractors engaged in the 
work contemplated. Such notice or notices, together with return 
receipts, must be recorded in and become a part of the minutes of 
the Board of Revenue of Houston County. Provided, however, 
in case of emergency, for the purchase of machinery parts no ad¬ 
vertisements shall be required as above stipulated. Any and all 
contracts made and entered into or purchases made by the Board 
of Revenue, except for purchases of emergency machinery parts 
in violation of terms of this Section shall be null and void, and it 
shall be unlawful for the Probate Judge to issue warrants in pay¬ 
ment of same. 

Section 8: That all laws, both general, special or local, and 
parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed, and especially repealing House Local Bill No. 378, Ap¬ 
proved July 23,1931, by the Governor of the State of Alabama, and 
House Local Bill approved June, 27, 1935, by the Governor of 
Alabama and the Legislature of Alabama. 

Section 9: That if any section provision, clause or portion of 
this Act shall be declared, by a court of competent jurisdiction, to 
be invalid or unconstitutional same shall not be held to effect any 
other section, provision, clause or portion of this Act, but same 
shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 10. That the provisions of this Act shall take effect im¬ 
mediately upon its approval by the governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for an election to submit to the qualified electors of Lawrence 
County for their approval or rejection a proposal to issue bonds in an 
amount not exceeding $130,000 for the purpose of constructing and 
equipping a courthouse and jail building for said county; and to levy 
and collect taxes on all taxable property in said county at a rate not 
exceeding three mills, to provide a fund for the payment of said in¬ 
debtedness and the interest thereon; and to provide for the issuance of 
said bonds and the levy of said tax over a period not exceeding twenty- 
five (25) years, in the event the said proposal is approved by the major¬ 
ity voting in said election; and to provide for the construction and equip¬ 
ping of said courthouse and jail building. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Governing Body of Lawrence County be 
and it is hereby empowered, authorized and directed to order an 
election, as hereinafter provided, to submit to the qualified electors 
of said county a proposal to authorize said county to issue bonds 
in a sum not exceeding $130,000 for the purpose of constructing 
and equipping a court house and jail building, and to levy and col¬ 
lect over a period not exceeding twenty-five (25) years, a tax on 
all taxable property in said county at a rate not exceeding three 
mills, to provide a fund for the payment of the principal and in¬ 
terest of said indebtedness. 

Section 2. Said election shall be ordered by the County Gov¬ 
erning Body not less than sixty (60) nor more than One Hundred 
Twenty (120) days after the adoption by a majority of the quali¬ 
fied electors of Alabama, participating in an election held for said 
purpose, of a proposed amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
authorizing Lawrence County to increase its indebtedness and to 
issue bonds to construct a courthouse and jail buildings, submitted 
by the Legislature of Alabama at the Regular Session of 1935, if 
the same be adopted. 

Section 3. That within Thirty (30) days next succeeding the 
adoption of said amendment to the Constitution, if adopted, said 
county governing body shall in regular or special session authorize 
and direct estimates of the cost of said proposed construction and 
equipping of a courthouse and jail building to be made by com¬ 
petent architects or engineers and submitted to said governing 
body within Sixty (60) days thereafter. Within Thirty (30) days 
of submission of said estimates, said county governing body shall 
be called into regular or special session to consider the same, and 
shall, as soon as practicable thereafter, order an election to be 
held in said county to submit a proposal to construct and equip 
said courthouse and jail building, and to levy a tax for the pay¬ 
ment of the costs thereof. Notice of the time of holding said elec- 
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tion and the terms of the proposal to be voted on therein shall be 
given by publication in a newspaper published in the county once 
a week for four consecutive weeks, the first publication shall be 
not less than Thirty (30) days prior to the date fixed for said 
election. 

Section 4. Said election shall be held on the day specified in 
said order of the County Governing Body and notice hereinabove 
provided for. The officers to conduct said election shall be se¬ 
lected, the result declared, and the same may be contested, as is 
provided for in Sections 10209-10213 of the Code of Alabama, 1923, 
in so far as said sections are applicable. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the county governing body 
to prepare the ballots for use in said election, which shall have 
printed thereon substantially the following: “Proposal: Shall the 
indebtedness of Lawrence County be increased by issuance and 
sale of bonds in the amount ot not more than $±50,000.00, and &aiJ 
sum expended upon the construction and equipping of a court¬ 
house and jail building; said bonds to bear interest at a rate not 
exceeding 6% per annum, payable annually (or payable semi-an¬ 
nually) and to mature not later than Twenty-five (25) years from 
issue date (or to mature not less than 1/25 portion thereof an¬ 
nually on the anniversary of issue over a period of Twenty-five 
(25) years). The said indebtedness of not more than $130,000.00 
to be paid by the levy of a tax in addition to all of the taxes now 
levied and collected, on all taxable property situated in Lawrence 
County, of not exceeding three mills; the said tax to be levied and 
collected annually over a period of not exceeding Twenty-five (25) 
years. The said courthouse and jail building to be completed 
within Twenty-four (24) months of the date of the approval of 
its construction by a majority of the qualified electors participating 
in this election. ,, And underneath said proposal shall be the 
phrases: “For the proposal” and “Against the proposal”, and suf¬ 
ficient space shall be provided on said ballot for the elector to 
indicate by an X mark in front of said phrase his choice by making 
an X mark in front of the phrase “For the proposal”, if in favor 
thereof, and by making an X mark in front of the phrase “Against 
the proposal”, if he opposes the same. 

Section 6. If upon a canvass of the returns of said election, 
it shall be determined that a majority of the qualified electors of 
the county participating therein have voted for the proposal, the 
county governing body shall proceed to the construction and 
equipping of said court house and jail building by advertising for 
bids therefor, as in such cases made and provided; and shall pro¬ 
ceed to levy a tax authorized by said election, and shall continue 
the same for the period of years specified upon said ballot. And 
the said Governing Body shall proceed to issue and sell bonds for 
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not more than the amount authorized by said election to finance 
the construction and equipping of said courthouse and jail build¬ 
ing. In the advertising for bids for construction, contracting 
therefor, issuing said bonds and marketing the same, the county 
governing body shall be governed by the general laws and rules 
pertaining to said functions of such county governing body; pro¬ 
vided, however, that in no event shall said bonds be sold for less 
than par value. But nothing contained herein shall be taken to 
prohibit the county governing body from paying the said bonds 
so issued to a contractor for any of the work or materials authoriz¬ 
ed hereby, as a part payment upon said contract, at not less than 
par value or at not less than the highest and best bid for said 
bonds, which ever sum is the greater.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Any person who shall pursue, catch, take, or kill, or 
attempt to pursue, catch, or kill, or who shall hunt any wild ani¬ 
mal, bird, or game by the use of or while using any head light, 
or lighted device or light of any kind in Washington County shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 2. Any person convicted of violating the provisions of 
Section 1 hereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than fifteen 
($15.00), nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) for each offense, 
and may also be sentenced for each offense to hard labor for the 
county for not more than sixty (60) days. 

Section 3. Provided, that any resident may pursue, catch, 
take, kill, or attempt to pursue, catch, take, kill or hunt any wild 
animal, bird, or game by the use of a head light, or lighted device, 
or light of any kind, within the curtilege of his home, or enclosed 
field, or enclosed pasture, when such animal, bird or game is de¬ 
stroying, injuring or attempting to destroy, injure, or annoy do- 
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mestic animals or poultry, or is destroying, injuring, or attempting 
to destroy or injure any farm or garden crops or products. 

Section 4. If any section, part of section, or subdivision of 
section, of this act shall be declared unconstitutional, it shall not 
affect the remainder of this Act not so declared unconstitutional, 
but each section, part of section, or subdivision of a section, or pro¬ 
vision not so unconstitutional shall be and remain in full force and 
effect.

To promote the efficiency of the paid Fire Department of the City of Mobile, 
to provide a two platoon system in said City for said fire department, 
and to define the conditions under which the same shall be operated; 
to provide power and authority for the City Commissioners in case of 
serious conflagration, riot or other emergency, to provide for the grant¬ 
ing of vacations with pay to said members of said Fire Department; to 
provide for the manner and notice of hearing charges preferred against 
members in said Fire Department of the City of Mobile; to provide for 
full power in the said City Commission to make rules and regulations 
not in conflict with this act; and to provide for the repeal of any law, 
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or laws, or parts thereof, or of any City Ordinance or Fire Department 
rules or regulations or parts thereof which are contrary to the provisions 
of this Act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. In the interest of efficiency in the maintenance and 
operation of the Fire Department of the City of Mobile that the 
following shall apply. 

Section 2. The Chief of the Fire Department of the City of 
Mobile shall upon the passage and approval of this Act divide the 
members of the Fire Department of the City of Mobile into two 
bodies or platoons, one to perform day service and the other to 
perform night service, the day body or platoon to go on duty at 
8:00 A.M. and off duty at 6.00 P.M., and the night body or platoon 
to go on duty at 6 :00 P.M., and said night body or platoon to go 
off duty at 8:00 A.M., provided, however, that on every third day, 
for the purpose of alternating the day force with the night force 
and vice versa, and for the purpose of giving one force or platoon 
of men twenty-four hours off duty every six days, the force or 
platoon of men who go on duty at 8:00 A.M. on said third day 
thereafter will remain on duty until 8:00 A.M. the following morn¬ 
ing. The members of said Fire Department shall not be required 
to perform any hours of service longer than those hereinabove 
set forth, except as otherwise hereinafter provided. Equal recog¬ 
nition and compensation shall be received for equal performance 
of duty and responsibility provided further that the Chief of the 
Fire Department, with the approval of the Commissioner of the 
City of Mobile who shall be then acting as Fire Commissioner, 
shall have the authority to transfer a fireman from one platoon to 
another whenever such action shall be deemed to be for the good 
of the service. 

Section 3. In case of serious conflagration, riot or other emer¬ 
gency, the Commissioners of the City of Mobile shall have full 
power and authority to summon, assign and keep on continuous 
duty any or all of the members of said Fire Department for so 
long a time as an emergency shall exist. 

Section 4. The two platoon system herein established shall 
not apply to the Chief of the Fire Department, First Assistant 
Chief, Second Assistant Chief, Third Assistant Chief, Acting 
Chief, or Secretary to the Chief, who shall remain on duty at such 
times as the Chief of the Fire Department shall direct. 

Section 5. In case any member of said Fire Department shall 
be brought or called before the Chief of the Fire Department or 
the Commissioners of the City of Mobile, or any one or more of 
them on charges, which may possibly result in a finding of guilt 
and in his being dismissed, suspended or otherwise disciplined, 
such member shall be entitled to three days notice in writing of 
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the accusation preferred against him, shall be allowed to obtain 
counsel and shall be given a reasonable time to prepare his de¬ 
fense; and he shall be confronted with the witnesses against him, 
and have the right, either in person or through his counsel, to ex¬ 
amine or cross-examine such witnesses. 

Section 6. The Board of Commissioners of the City of Mobile 
are hereby vested with full power and authority to make and 
adopt rules and regulations not in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act for the government and management of the said Fire De¬ 
partment. 

Section 7. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
expressly repealed. 

Section 8. Be it further enacted that in the event that any 
Section or provision of this Act shall be held or deemed uncon¬ 
stitutional or invalid for any reason, the remaining sections and 
provisions of the Act shall not be affected thereby. 

Section 9. This Act shall go into effect upon its passage and 
approval.

AN ACT 

For the relief of S. H. Smith, Clerk of the Circuit Court of Mobile County, 
Alabama, from certain irregularities charged against him in an audit 
made by the Examiner of Accounts for the State of Alabama and sub¬ 
mitted to the Governor of the State of Alabama on to-wit December 
17th, 1934. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. WHEREAS an audit was made of the accounts of 
S. H. Smith, Clerk of the Circuit Court of Mobile County, Ala¬ 
bama (criminal division) by Louis Bowen, Assistant Examiner 
of Accounts for said State and submitted to the Governor of the 
State of Alabama on to-wit December 17th, 1934, which said aud¬ 
it covers a period of thirteen years and is the only audit made by 
the State of Alabama of said books in that length of time, and 
WHEREAS in said audit the following charges were made 
against said Smith, as said Clerk, in favor of Mobile County, Ala¬ 
bama, for the reasons hereinafter set opposite said charges, viz: 
Charge No. 1—One Thousand, One Hundred and Fifty-nine and 
97/100 Dollars ($1159.97), representing five percent commissions 
charged for collection of moneys for the use of Mobile County 
from the State of Alabama. Charge No’. 2—Eight Hundred and 
Forty-two and 50/100 Dollars ($842.50) representing fees charged 
in forfeiture cases. Charge No. 3—One Thousand, One Hundred 
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Eleven and 75/100 Dollars ($1111.75) in forfeiture cases in which 
said Clerk failed to charge five percent solictor's fees under Sec¬ 
tion 3738 of the Code of Alabama of 1923. Charge No. 4—Twenty 
Dollars ($20.00) for charging a solictor's fee of Ten Dollars 
($10.00) in one case in which the same should have been charged 
as Thirty Dollars ($30.00), and 

WHEREAS with reference to charges No. 3 and No. 4 in 
favor of Mobile County as aforesaid, said charges resulted from a 
misunderstanding of the law applicable thereto, and said Clerk 
having received no benefit therefrom, the same are hereby can¬ 
celled; and 

WHEREAS with reference to the items and amounts com¬ 
posing Charges Nos. 1 and 2 in favor of Mobile County said Clerk 
has performed services for Mobile County in said matters; and 
WHEREAS it is questionable as to whether there is sufficient 
warrant of law to allow and enable said County of Mobile to pay 
said Smith as such Clerk for said services rendered therein; and 
WHEREAS it appears to the Legislature that said Smith as 
such Clerk should be entitled to fees for the services rendered in 
the performance of those duties for said County of Mobile, the 
same having been heretofore paid to said Clerk, said charges are 
hereby cancelled and marked satisfied in full. 

Section 2. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon 
its passage and approval.

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of three school district trustees in the several 
school districts of Henry County, Alabama, by the bona fide patrons of 
said districts and who reside therein; to provide for the holding of such 
elections by and under the supervision of the County Superintendent of 
Education of Henry County; to fix the term of office of said school 
trustees and the election of their successors; and to provide for filling 
vacancies in such office; to prescribe their duties, powers and authority 
as such trustees in the several school districts of the County; and to re¬ 
peal all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions and pur¬ 
poses of this Act: 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That on the first Saturday in May, 1936, and every 
two years thereafter, there shall be elected in each of the several 
school districts of Henry County, Alabama, three school trustees, 
who shall serve for a term of two years and until their successors 
are elected and qualified, said trustees to be elected by the bona 
fide patrons of each of said school districts and said election shall 
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be held by and under the supervision of the County Superintend¬ 
ent of Education who shall, in the exercise of such supervisory 
power over such elections name election officers for the conduct of 
such elections, said officers to be chosen from among the bona 
fide school patrons of said districts and who shall serve without 
pay. Said elections to be held, so far as pertains to election of¬ 
ficers, as is now provided by law for holding of other elections, 
provided, however, that should any manager, clerk or other officer 
selected for duty in such election fail to appear for duty at the 
appointed time for opening said election, his place may be filled 
by the other election officers present and if none so chosen are 
present, then, and in that event, the patrons of said district present 
and qualified to participate in said election, may, by a majority 
vote, supply any and all such vacancies. And the County Su¬ 
perintendent of Education of said County is authorized to pre¬ 
scribe and fix all necessary rules and regulations for the conduct 
of such elections not herein specifically provided for. The results 
of the election shall be reported to the County Superintendent of 
Education on a certificate signed by the managers of the election, 
provided, however, that this Act shall not apply to incorporated 
towns and cities having town or city boards of education. 

# Section 2. That the trustees elected under the provisions of 
this Act, shall have charge of the school buildings and grounds 
and shall advise and cooperate with the County Board of Educa¬ 
tion in all matters relating to the general welfare of the school, 
and they shall have authority by a unanimous vote to refuse to 
accept the assignment of any teacher within ten days after the 
date of the Superintendent’s notice of assignment, upon written 
notification to the County Superintendent, signed by all of said 
trustees, setting out the reasons for such refusal. And it shall 
be the further duty of said school trustees to make to the County 
Board of Education, through the County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation, from time to time, report of the progress and needs of the 
school and of the will of the people in regard to the school. 

Section 3. That when a vacancy occurs on the board of school 
trustees elected under the provisions of this Act, the same shall 
be filled by appointment by the County Board of Education of 
the County and the person so selected shall serve until his suc¬ 
cessor is elected and qualified as provided in this Act. 

Section 4. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed.

To create the office of County Solicitor of Pickens County, Alabama, to 
provide for the election of such officer by the qualified voters of said 
County, to prescribe his powers, duties and qualifications, to provide for 
his compensation, fix the term of his office, provide for his election, the 
time of the election of his successors in office and to repeal all gen¬ 
eral and local laws in conflict therewith so far as they relate to said 
Pickens County. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created the office of County 
Solicitor for Pickens County, Alabama. The County Solicitor 
hereby created shall be elected by the qualified voters of said 
County at the general election to be held in said County on the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in November 1938 and every 
four years thereafter. Such Solicitor shall take office on the First 
Monday after the Second Tuesday in January, 1939, and shall serve 
until his successor is elected and qualified and the term of office 
shall be four years, and his successors in office shall be elected by 
the qualified voters of said County every four years thereafter and 
shall take office every four years thereafter at same time as 
aforesaid. 

Section 2. The County Solicitor hereby created shall be learned 
in law, and a duly licensed to practice law in the State of Alabama, 
and shall be a resident citizen of said County. 

Section 3. The office of County Solicitor hereby created shall 
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be clothed with all the powers and shall be charged with all the 
duties given or imposed on the Deputy Solicitor of said County 
under the laws of the State of Alabama now in force and effect 
and all laws which may hereafter be passed and adopted by the 
Legislature of the State of Alabama. 

Section 4. The County Solicitor shall receive as compensation 
the sum of Twelve Hundred Dollars ($1200.00) per annum pay¬ 
able One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) per month by warrant drawn 
by the Judge of Probate of said County on the County Treasurer 
or County Treasury, and said warrants shall be paid out of the. 
general fund of the County in the same way and manner that grand 
and petit purors are paid and said warrants, and salary, shall be a 
preferred claim. 

Section 5. That in the event that such Solicitor is temporarily 
disqualified or temporarily absent from said County the Judge of 
County Court of said County shall have the right and power to 
appoint a Solicitor protempore, who shall have and exercise all 
powers of the County Solicitor while so acting. 

Section 6. It is the intention of this act that said County 
Solicitor shall take the place of Deputy Solicitor of said County 
and prosecute in all cases in which a Deputy Solicitor is required 
to prosecute and to perform all duties that the Deputy Solicitor 
is required to perform under the general laws of the State of 
Alabama. 

Section 7. That such Solicitor before entering upon any of the 
duties of his office shall take and file the oath of office that is now 
required of the Circuit Solicitors of the State of Alabama. 

Section 8. That if for any reason any clause, section or part 
of this act shall be held to be unconstitutional or invalid then that 
fact shall not destroy, or render the remainder of said act uncon¬ 
stitutional. 

Section 9. That all laws and parts of laws, both general and 
local, in conflict herewith be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 10. This Act shall go into effect upon its approval by 
the Governor.

ces, jails, court houses, almshouses, public roads and bridges of said 
county, and to define the powers and duties of said Purchasing Agency. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there be and is hereby created a Purchasing 
Agency for Calhoun County, Alabama consisting of the President 
of the Board of Revenue of said county. The duties of said Pur¬ 
chasing Agency shall be to purchase for the county officials the

($150.00) Dollars per month, payable monthly out of the general 
fund of Marshall County; that the chairman of the Board of Rev- 
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enue shall be required to devote so much of his time to the duties 
of his office as may be necessary to a full performance of such 
duties, and the Associate Members of the Board of Revenue shall 
not be required to devote their entire time to the duties of their 
office, but all shall be required to attend the meetings of the Board 
of Revenue, which shall hold its sessions on the second Monday 
of each month and may continue in session as long as may be 
necessary to conduct the business of the County and may adjourn 
said meeting to any day they may desire and may hold such spe¬ 
cial session at any time upon the call of the Chairman. The ses¬ 
sions of said Board of Revenue shall be held at the courthouse at 
Guntersville in said county. The Board of Revenue shall have 
an office at the courthouse of said County at Guntersville, which 
shall be kept open at all times other county offices are required by 
law to be kept open. No mileage shall be paid to any of the mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Revenue. 

Section 5. That said Board of Revenue shall have the power 
and authority and it shall be its duty to control and preserve the 
property of Marshall County as it may deem expedient according 
to law; to levy a tax for general purposes and special taxes for 
particular county purposes according to the provisions of the 
Constitution and Law of the State of Alabama, and to provide for 
their collection; to examine, allow, settle and compromise ac¬ 
counts and claims and things chargeable against the County; to 
audit and settle the accounts of all offices having the care, man¬ 
agement, collection or disbursement of money belonging to the 
county or appropriated to its use and benefit; to have control of

in any legal contract for the payment of money; to pay any debt 
due by the county on any existing lawful contract; to re-finance 
the bonded debt of the County; to issue such warrant or warrants, 
or provide for their issuance as may be necessary from time to 
time in the conduct of the business of the county and to re-finance 
on the best possible terms any existing indebtedness of the coun¬ 
ty lawfully created, on such terms and for such length of time, 
not to exceed twenty years, as it may deem, by proper resolution 
spread upon its minutes, to the best interest of the County, and

when they are re-financed not to exceed the rate of interest of the 
bonds being refunded; to borrow money as provided by law for the 
county and to see that the depositor of county funds shall keep on 
hand at all times sufficient money to pay all jurors and salaries 
and allowances of county officials when due, the same being hereby 
declared preferred claims against the county and against its funds. 
Said Board of Revenue shall have, in addition to the above powers 
and authorities, all jurisdiction, powers, authorities and duties as 
may now and may hereafter be vested by law in the Courts of 
County Commissioners or Boards of Revenue of this State and the 
several members of said Boards of Revenue shall perform all their 
duties and services and exercise the powers enjoined upon them 
by law except as otherwise provided for by this Act. 

Section 6. That all general laws hereinafter enacted in rela¬ 
tion to the jurisdiction, power, authority and duties of Commis¬ 
sioners Courts and Boards of Revenues shall govern and be deem¬ 
ed to apply to the Board of Revenue of Marshall County. 

Section 7. That the Chairman of the Board of Revenue shall 
be its presiding officer, shall have a voice and vote on all ques¬ 
tions before the Board, shall sign the Minutes of the proceedings 
of said board and shall have the same power and authority as the 
other members :n passing on all questions, shall sign and draw all 
warrants drawn on the County Depository, and all orders for the 
payment and disbursement of the funds of the County, shall sign 
all contracts entered into by the Board of Revenue for and on be¬ 
half of the County. It shall be his duty to prepare business and 
obtain information for the session of the Board of Revenue and 
to see that all orders thereof are properly executed. He shall 
exercise all the duties required of Probate Judges as to matters 
coming before Courts of County Commissioners. 

Section 8. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue shall ap¬ 
point a bookkeeper-stenographer whose compensation shall be fix¬ 
ed by the Board of Revenue previous to the appointment, and shall 
not exceed One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per month, payable 
monthly out of the general funds of the county; said bookkeeper- 
stenographer shall also be the clerk of the Board of Revenue, is¬ 
sue and prepare all notices required by said Board of Revenue 
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and keep the Minutes and records of the proceedings of the Board 
in a well bound volume or volumes kept for that purpose, said 
records to be kept in the office of the Board of Revenue and be 
at all times open to the inspection of any of the citizens of Mar¬ 
shall County and generally to do and perform such other matters 
and duties as may be required of him by said Board of Revenue. 
The term of office of said clerk shall be at the pleasure of the 
chairman appointing him. 

Section 9. Said Board of Revenue shall keep or cause to be 
kept by said bookkeeper-stenographer a correct register of all 
claims presented against the county, showing the name of the 
claimant, the amount claimed, the fund against which it is claimed, 
for what it is claimed, the date filed, the date the demand was 
created, the amount claimed and the action of the Board thereon. 
There shall be kept a carbon copy of every warrant or order for 
the payment of money out of the County Treasury and these 
records, together with the Minutes of the proceedings and all pa¬ 
pers of the Board of Revenue shall be and are public records, open 
to the inspection of any person at reasonable hours when the same 
are not being actually used by the Board of Revenue or under its 
direction. 

Section 10. The Board of Revenue of Marshall County nor any 
of the members thereof, directly or indirectly, shall hire any person 
or persons or engage the service of any person or persons for any 
purpose for Marshall County who are related to any of the mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Revenue within the third degree by affinity, 
nor shall any warrant or warrants ever be issued for the payment 
of such services of any such person so related within said degree 
to any member of said Board of Revenue. 

Section 11. Said Board of Revenue shall have authority and 
it shall be its duty to hire a competent civil engineer whose salary 
shall not exceed Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars per month nor 
be less than $150.00 per month, payable monthly and whose duty 
it shall be to perform the duty of engineer of Marshall County, 
and whose duty it shall be to inspect, build, prepare and supervise 
any and all of the public roads, bridges, or works of said County. 
Said engineer shall have the authority to hire and fire such em¬ 
ployees as may be necessary in carrying out the work of building 
and repairing public roads, bridges, buildings, or works in said 
County and shall hire or employ such number of persons at such 
compensation as may first be determined by the Board of Revenue 
but no person so hired to perform any service shall be related 
within the third degree by affinity to said engineer or to any mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Revenue and if so' hired any warrant drawn 
by the Board of Revenue for pay for such services shall be null 
and void, and the members of the Board of Revenue and the sure- 
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ties on their official bond sbis.ll be held liable for any such war¬ 
rant so drawn to such person so employed and who is related 
within the third degree by affinity to' any of the members of said 
Board or to such engineer. 

Section 12. Said engineer and the Board of Revenue and the 
individual members thereof are also prohibited from hiring any 
member of said Board to do any road work or any other work or 
perform any other service for said county except in his official 
capacity for which his salary is provided and from using the teams, 
trucks, machinery or property of any member of said Board or 
hiring for labor on roads or bridges any person in the employ of 
any member of said Board or anyone renting or cultivating lands 
of any member of said board, or hiring the teams of any such per¬ 
son or making any contract for the purchase of goods or materials 
or for any construction, maintenance or repair work, with any 
such person or with any such member of said board or with any 
person who is related by affinity within the third degree to any 
member of said board or such engineer nor any such contract with 
any firm or corporation of which such member or a relative of a 
member may be a partner or stockholder. 

Section 13. That on and after the passage and approval of 
this bill the chairman of said Board of Revenue shall be purchas¬ 
ing agent to purchase all materials and supplies required to be pur¬ 
chased or paid for by the Board of Revenue under this act or under 
the laws of the State of Alabama. Requisition shall be submitted 
for such supplies and material by the engineer and by other offi* 
cers of said County to the Board of Revenue and shall be passed 
upon and approved by the Board at either a general or special 
session before any purchases shall be made by said purchasing 
agent, except for letterheads, stamps and blanks for the officers 
of the County and if the amount of such purchase of such sup¬ 
plies shall be awarded the contract of purchase. In awarding con- 
00) Dollars, the same shall be let by competitive bidding by the 
Chairman of the Board of Revenue, the person making the best 
and lowest bid on the same quantity of product, article or sup¬ 
plies shall be awarded the contract of purchase. In awarding con¬ 
tracts for the purchase of material and supplies or either, the 
purchasing agent shall award the contract to Alabama made goods 
if the bid submitted therefor is equal to or lower than other bids sub¬ 
mitted for the same article of the same grade and character. The 
chairman of the Board of Revenue shall not receive any additional 
compensation for such services. All requisitions for material and 
supplies, bids and correspondence and other papers relating to the 
purchases made by said purchasing agent under the provisions of 
this Act shall be kept and preserved in the office of the Board of 
Revenue, and the same shall be public records and subject to in- 
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spection by any person at all reasonable times. Provided, how¬ 
ever, that the Board of Revenue may make provision for emerg¬ 
ency purchase to be made by the purchasing agent where such 
emergency exists as shall require immediate action to preserve 
and protect the interests of the County, but under no condition 
shall any purchase ever be made where the total amount of the 
value of the goods purchased exceeds One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars without competitive bids. The word “supplies” shall be 
deemed to include all machinery, tools, implements, material, sup¬ 
plies, stationery, and office supplies for all offices, departments 
and activities of the County and public notice by posting at the 
Courthouse door shall be given by the purchasing agent for at 
least three days for written bids in all cases where the proposed 
purchases amount to One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars in value to 
allow opportunity for competition among bidders. All contracts 
awarded or purchases made under the provision of this Act shall 
be to the lowest responsible bidder. 

Section 14. That if any section, clause, provision or portion 
of this Act shall be held to be invalid or unconstitutional, such 
invalidity or unconstitutionality shall not affect any other sec¬ 
tion, clause, provision or portion thereof, which is not of itself un¬ 
constitutional 

Section 15. That all laws or parts of laws, general, local or 
special, in conflict with the provisions of this Act be and the same 
are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

For The Relief of the People of the Town and Community of Kennedy, La¬ 
mar County, Alabama, Composing Kennedy School District No. 1. 

WHEREAS 1 , the people of the Town and community of Kennedy, in Lamar 
County, Alabama, composing Kennedy School District No. 1, during 
the year 1927, being desirous of erecting and constructing a building for 
the Grammar and High School, applied to the State of Alabama, through 
the regular channels, for aid, as provided by law under the circum¬ 
stances; and, 

WHEREAS, the people of said Town and community understood that they 
would receive as such aid the sum of $10,500.00, and acting on said 
understanding proceeded to procure the construction of a building for 
such school, the plans, materials and specifications all being approved 
by the State Department of Education; and, 

WHEREAS, the State only provided aid in the amount of $5,250.00, being 
one-half of what was expected; and, 

WHEREAS, a very much greater sum was required for the completion of 
said building than was anticipated and the people continued to contribute; 
and, 
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WHEREAS, a large number of said people of said town and community, 
not having the funds on hand, proceeded to borrow substantial sums 
and continued to support the project until the building and plant were 
completed; and, 

WHEREAS, the failure of the State to supply the full amount expected, 
and which the people had the right to expect and rely on, has caused 
great burdens to come; and, 

WHEREAS 1 , it is felt and believed that the State should carry out its moral 
obligation to these people by providing the remainder of the sum of 
$10,500.00 as anticipated by the people of said community; and 
WHEREAS, the people are not advised of any other ways of procuring this 
remedial aid except by an Act of the Legislature: 

Now, therefore, be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Alabama, as follows : 

Section 1. That for the relief of the people of the town and 
community of Kennedy, Lamar County, Alabama, composing Ken¬ 
nedy School District No. 1, referred in the preamble above, there 
be, and is hereby appropriated the sum of $5,250.00 out of the edu¬ 
cational funds of Lamar County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That the County Board of Education of Lamar 
County, Alabama, is hereby authorized, directed, and required to 
appropriate and pay said amount of $5,250.00 out of the Capital 
outlay funds of said County upon the order of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of Kennedy School District Number One, Lamar County, 
Alabama.
